CHIEF  SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


The  gratifying  increase,  shown  b}'  the  foregoing  abstract,  in  the  numb( 
Schools  in  opemtion,  the  number  of  Teachere  engaged,  and  especially  the  n 
ber  of  Pupils  in  attendance  during  both  the  terms,  coupled  with  the  fact 
there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  different  pupils  in  attends 
during  the  school  year,  indicates  a  considerably  lengthened  average  attends 
of  the  aa^iie  pupils.  This  fact,  substantiated  by  the  figures  of  the  follov 
table,,  is  exceedingly  hopeful  from  an  educational  standpoint.  The  longer 
period  that  children  can  be  kept  regularly  at  school  the  better  the  results 
will  follow.

The  uniform  inci-eaHC  shown  by  these  figures  in  everything  which 
cat«  educAlional  progress  is  very  encouraging.    The  term  ending  Dec,  : 
shi]W9  «a  avorago  daily  attendance  far  ilie  fall  term  of  33,233,  an  increa 
I.SSr  a«w  iW  corrttiponding  term  of  the  previous  year ;  and  the  term  en 
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June,  1892,  shows  an  average  daily  attendance  for  the  full  term  of  32,496,  an 
increase  of  1,280  over  the  corresponding  term  of  the  previous  year.  The 
average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  exceeds' that  of  any  previous  year  since 
the  school  terms  were  arranged  as  at  present. 

In  comparing  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  full  term  in  the  several 

Counties  as  exhibited  in  Table  II.  it  will  be  seen  that  St.  John  again  leads  the 

Province  with  a  percentage  for  the  last  term  of  1891    of  72.75,  and  for  the 

first  term  of  1892,  of  68.61,  or  for  the  two  terms  of  70.68,  an  increase  on  the 

previous  year  of  2.37.    All  the  other  Counties  except  Sunbury,  Queens  and 

Victoria  show  an  average  attendance  for  the  whole  year  of  more  than  one  half 

of    the  total  number  enrolled.    As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table,  all  the 

Counties  except  Gloucester,  St.  John  and  Sunbury  have  more  than  one  in  five 

of    their  total  population  in  attendance  at  the  schools  for  some  part  of  the 

school  year.     Nearly  21 J  per  cent,  of  the  total  population  of  the  Province  are 

enrolled  in  the  Public  Schools  for  one  or  both  of  the  school  terms.

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Of  the  cities  and  incorporated  towns  it  will  be  seen  that  Fredericton  made 
the  highest  average  attendance  during  the  year,  though  surpassed  by  St. 
Stephen  the  lirst  term.  For  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1892,  St.  Stephen 
showed  the  largest  enrolment  of  different  pupils  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
tion.

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  adopted  by  the  Board  four  years  ago  has  proved 
to  be  generally  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  country,  and  in  harmony 
with  the  most  approved  modem  educational  ideas.  Experience  has,  however^ 
shown  the  desirability  of  some  modifications.  The  department  has  had  the 
matter  under  consideration.  A  committee  of  influential  members  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Educational  Institute,  appointed  in  June  last  to  revise  the  course  and 
make  suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Elducation,  met  during  the  Christmas  vacation 
and  adjourned  until  Easter,  then  to  complete  their  report.  This  report  will  be 
considered  by  the  Board  at  the  earliest  practicable  date.  A  revised  syllabus  of 
studies  not  only  for  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  Schools,  but  also  for  the 
Grammar  and  High  Schools  will  be  prepared  and  published,  so  that  it  may  take 
effect  in  1894.

[for  next  to  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  teachei's,  the  progress  of  our  schools 

depends  more  upon  the  intelligence,  the  liberality,  and  the  hearty  and  persever* 

iog  co-operation  of  the  Trustees,  than  upon  any  other  agency  whatever.     The 

[law  requires  every  board  of  Trustees  to  visit  at  least  monthly  each  school  under 

rlbeir  charge.     If  this  duty  were  faithfully  attended  to  much  good  would  follow, 

1  not  only  in  the  preventing  of  misunderstanding  between  teachers  and  trustees, 

l^t  in  the  ntimulating  to  more  efficient  activity  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.

I  Averagers  (see  Table  XII). 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  with  the  exception  of  the  average  salary  of 
I  FiiKl  Claas  Female  Teachers,  there  has  been  a  uniform  decrease  in  the  average 
^  salaries  for  the  year.  A  permanent  etticient  service  cannot  be  maintained  on 
ibe  present  average  salary.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  School  Boards  will  artbrd 
every  possible  encouragement  to  competent  and  experienced  teachers  to  remain 
in  the  profession,  and  to  continue  year  after  year  in  charge  of  the  same  schools 
in  which  they  may  have  won  a  reputation  for  faithfulness  and  efficiency.

For  the  apportionment  of  this  fund  the  Jaw  provides  as  follows :  "  There 
shall  be  allowed  to  the  trustees  of  each  district,  in  respect  of  each  qualified 
teacher,  exclusive  of  assistants  by  them  employed,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars 
per  year,  and  the  balance  of  such  amount  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  trustees 
according  to  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  each  school,  as 
compared  with  the  whole  average  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  of  the  county 
and  the  length  of  time  in  operation."  The  law  further  provides  that  "  the 
fixed  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  School  Fund  in  respect  of  each  teacher, 
to  schools  returned  as  poor  schools,  shall  be  forty  dollars,"  and  that  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one-third  more  per  pupil  than  the  allowance  to  other  districts 
sharing  such  funds  may  be  allowed  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  in  respect  of 
attendance  made  by  pupils. 

Second  Term,  1891. — The  amount  of  the  County  Fund  apportioned  this 
term  to  Boards  of  Trustees  was  $47,252.25.  The  sum  of  $23,845.99  of  the 
fund  was  apportioned  to  the  Boards  of  Trustees  in  respect  of  the  service  of 
teachers  (according  to  the  length  of  these  services  within  the  prescribed  term.) 

The  balance  of  the  fund,  $23,406.26,  was  apportioned  to  the  several  Boards 
of  Trustees  in  each  county  in  proportion  to  the  average  attendance  of  pupils 
■and  the  length  of  time  the  schools  were  open. 
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Of  the  fund,  $2,509.52  were  apportioned  as  extra  aid  to  Boards  of  Tmisto 

in  poor  districts. 

First  Term,  I89t3. — The  amonnt  of  the  County  Fund  apportioned  tb 
term  to  Boards  of  Trustees  was  §4.5.1)1770.     Of  this  sum,  822.714,22  mn 
appoi  tioned  to  the  Boards  uf  Trustees  in  respect  of  the  services  of  teachei 
(accoKling  to  the  length  of  these  services  within  the  prescribed  terms). 

The  balance  of  the  f  uni],  §23,203.48  was  apportioned  to  the  seveml  Boards 
of  Trustees  in  each  county  in  proportion  to  the  average  attendance  of  pupiU 
the  length  of  time  the  schools  were  open. 

Of  the  fund,  32,210.71  were  apportioned  as  extra  aid  to  Boards  of  Truste 
in  poor  districts. 

The  Coimty  Fund   is  withheld  from  Boards  of  Trustees  which  refuse 
comply  with  the  Inspectors'  recommendation  in  respect  of  apparatus,  repairs,  et 

Other  details  will  be  found  in  the  tables. 

Each  Board  of  Trustees  may  readily  determine  its  share  of  the   CountJ 
Fund,  since   the  table  shows  the  rate  per  pupil     This  rate,  multiplied  by  th 
average  nunibei"  of  pupils  attending  the  school,  compared   with  the  aver 
number  of  the  county  for  fuH  term  time,  will  give  the  amount  apportioned  < 
account  of  pupils.     If  the  school  has  been  open  full  tiuie,  there  should  be  i 
additional   amount  of  $15  per  term  for  services  of  teacher,  and   in  **poordv 
tricts ''  S20.     For  each  teaching  day  the  school  has  been  closed  during 
term,  there  will  be  deducted  from  that  amount  the  proportion  which  the  nut 
ber  of  teaching  days  lost  beai-s  to  the  full  term.

**The  Trustee^  or  Board  of  Maiui^^'ern  of  the   Deaf  and   Dnnib  Institution  in  Fr 
ericton  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  from  the  County  School  Fund  of  the  Coimty  to  whic 
any  deaf  or  deaf-nmte  jierson  received  into  the  Haid   Institution^  and  educated 
boarded  therein,  belongs,  at  the  rate  of  sixty  dollar^  [ler  year^  payable  half-yearly,     Th| 
Section  to  be  applicable  to  children  at  the  Institution  at  the  tinie  of  the  passing  of  th 
Act." 

Under   these  provisions  the  Managers   of   the   Blind   Asylum,  Halifas 
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IKoemd  for  the  Term  ended  on  the  30th  of  June,  1892,  the  sum  of  S487.50  as 
^Frorincial  Grant,  and  the  same  amount  from  the  County  Funds  of  Albert, 
Aeton,  Kings,  Northumberland,  Restigouche,  Saint  John  and  Westmorland. 
The  Institution  at  Fredericton  for  the  education   of  the  Deaf  and   Deaf- 
pliite  children  of  the  province  received  from  the  County  Fund  of  nine  Counties 
isamof  S810. 
JUJ  the  Counties,  with   the  exception  of  Gloucester,  Madawaska.  Queens, 
Stinbory  and  Victoria,  sent  pupils  to  one  or  both  of  these  Institutions.     The 
aggregate  amount  contributed  from  the  County  funds  was  $1,297, 50. 
Other  details  will  be  found  in  the  Table.

the  ungraded  course. 
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4.  Saperioi'  Schools  in  Districts  Jtaving  no  Graded  Schools, — An  ungraded 
school  in  a  country  district  may  be  recognized  as  a  Superior  School,  provided 
there  aie  competent  pupils  studying  some  branch  of  Mathematics,  Language  or 
Natural  Science  in  advance  of  Standard  IV  of  the  ungraded  course,  and  that  a 
class-room  assistant  is  employed,  if  the  daily  average  attendance  of  pupils  is  30 
or  upwards. 

The  School  accommodation,  appliances  and  premises  in  all  Superior  Schools 
must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Chief 
Superintendent. 

At  the  closing  Examinations  in  1895  and  thereafter,  Candidates  who  may 
wish  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  Principalship  of  Superior  Schools  will  be 
required  to  pass  an  examination  in  Elementary  Latin  Grammar,  and  One  Book 
of  Cipsar,  or  its  equivalent. 

The  number  of  pupils  receiving  instruction  in  the  Superior  Schools  in 
advance  of  Standard  VIII,  was  221  for  the  second  term  of  1891 — an  increase  of 
33  on  the  number  for  the  corresponding  term  of  1890,  and  230  for  the  first  term 
of  1892 — an  increase  on  corresponding  term  of  previous  year  of  7.

The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  rrramraar  Schools  dming  the 
Second  Term  of  1»D1  wa,*^  2,762,  an  increase  of  39 ;  and  for  tht;  Fir«t  Teiiii  of 
1892,  2,773,  an  increase  of  22.  During  the  Second  Term  of  1891  thei-e  were  in 
attendance  4G-1«  pupils  above  Standanl  VIII,  increaj^c  78 ;  and  439  the  First 
Term  of  1892,  increase  42.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  14  Graioinar  Schools  in 
opemtion  during  the  year,  the  enrolment  of  pupils  above  Grade  VIII  was  l«*ss 
than  ^0  in  Albert,  Gloucester,  Kings,  Queens,  Restigoucbe,  Sunbury,  Victoria 
^(1  \Ve*stmorland. 

By  reference  to  the  foregoing  table  of  Superior  Schools  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Superior  Schools  at  Moncton,  St.  Stephen,  Dorchester  and  Newcastle  con* 
^iderably  exceeded  this  average,  and,  with  one  exception,  had  a  larger  attendance 
af  advanced  pupils  than  the  Grammar  Schools  of  the  Counties  in  which  they 
Ire  respectively  situated.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  repeat  what  I  said  in 
my  last  Annual  Report,  that  "  these  facts  indicate  unmistakably  the  desirabi- 
lity of  a  re-organization  of  Grammar  and  High  Schools  of  the  Province,  so  that 
results  may  be  obtained  more  commensurate  with  the  expenditure,  and  that  the 
Common  Schools,  the  High  Schools,  the  Grammar  Schools  and  the  Univei-sity 
may  he  so  articulated  as  to  become  a  constant  source  of  strength  and  growth 
each  to  the  others.  The  number  of  pupils,  in  both  Superior  and  Grammar 
iSchools,  who  w^ere  pursuing  the  Classical  Course  was  for  the  Second  Teiin  of 
IWlj  471 :  and  for  the  First  Term  of  1892, 44  L  These  figures  are  of  importance 
as  indicating  the  chief  source  from  which  the  University  is  to  draw  an  annual 
*apply  of  regular  matriculants. 

ITie  Provincial  disbursements  tc*  Grammar  Schools  for  the  year  was 
$4,445.89,  an  increase  of  3100.11.  The  total  amount  of  local  salaries  paid  to 
the  head  masters  for  the  year  was  iJG,160.00»  an  increase  of  $75.  This  amount 
does  not  include  the  ITniversity  grant  of  1?1,000  to  the  Collegiate  SehooL  The 
average  salary'  of  Grammar  School  Principals  (not  including  the  Collegiate 
School)  was  S785.00,  a  decrease  of  §9J2. 

Table  XIV.— The  Provincial  Normal  School. 

ITiis  table  gives  details  as  to  the  attendance  of  Student-Teachers,  and  the 
Hftritis  of  the  instructors.  The  number  presented  for  examination  for  license 
4t  the  close  of  the  seasion  was  251,  of  whom  29  were  enrolled  in  the  French 
Department,  increase  for  the  year,  27*  Other  details  w^ill  be  found  in  the 
Ptincipars  Report, 

Local  Entrance  Examinations. 

In  my  report  for  IHOI  I  recommended  the  establishing  of  a  system  of  local 
examinations  including  examinations  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School.  In 
mpport  of  such  recommendation  it  was  urged  "that  under  the  existing  arrange- 
I  meot  the  candinates  w^ho  fail  are  obliged  to  incur,  in  many  cases,  considerable 
i  3 
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expense  in  travelling  to  Frederictan  from  remote  parts  of  the  Province,  and 
returning  after  having  failed  to  pass  the  test.     Both  the  expense  of  atten^ 
the  exaniinations.  and  the  nxortification  resulting  from  failure  to  pass,  would 
lessened,  if  an  opportunity  were  offered  of  attending  examinations  ne^irer  tl 
own  homes.     Besides  the  local  examinations  would  attract  a  larger  number 
candidates,  and  would  probably,  even  with  more  rigid  tes^s  than  at  pi 
increase  the  number  seeking  admission  to  the  Normal  School.     The  scarcity 
Teachers  in  manj^  parts  of  the  Province  shows  the  need  of  a  larger  supply  thi 
the  Normal  School,  notwithstanding  a  gradually  increasing  attendance,  has  up 
to  the  present,  been  able  to  provide." 

The  Board  of  Education  considered  these  recommendations  in  Decern^ 
last,  and  has  authorized  the  following  provisions  in  regard  tliereto:

The 
second  term  Khali  begin  on  the  first  teairhitig  day  in  January  and  close  on  the  Friilay 
next  preceding  the  second  Tuesclay  in  .June. 

Times  awl  Stntioa^  of  Exaim nations :  (1)  Examinations  for  admission  to  the 
Korin&l  School  shall  be  held  in  each  year  at  Fredericton,  St,  John,  Moncton,  8t* 
Stephen.  Chatham,  Bathnrst,  Campbellton,  Woodstoek^  Andovcr,  and  such  other  placesr 
as  the  Board  of  Education  may  hereafter  determioe,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July, 
beginning  at  [^  o  clock  in  the  foreuoon, 

A  supplementary  entrance  examination  will  (on  applicniion  to  the  Princljml  not 
later  than  the  15th  day  of  Augnst)  be  held  at  the  opening  of  the  Normal  School  ia 
Fredericton  in  Septeml>er,  1893,  for  those  candidates  who  shall  have  failed  to  present 
themselves  for  exaniinatioii  in  Jidy^  or  ha\  ing  attended  shall  have  failetl  to  pass. 

(2)  Closing  examinations  shall  l>e  lield  each  year  at  Freckricton,  St.  John  and 
Chatham,  beginning  at  9  oViock  a.  m.,  on  the  st^ond  Tuesday  in  June*  For  Student- 
Teachers  in  the  French  Department,  and  other  candidates  for  Tlnird  Class  Liccntso,  a 
dosing  examination  for  Third  Class  only  shall  l>c  held  at  Fredericton  twice  each  year^ 
beginning  respectively  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  last  Friday  of  May,  and  on 
the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  week  in  which  Christmas  fulls.  All  candidates,  other 
than  those  presented  by  the  Princijtal  of  the  Nornuil  School,  re4|uired  to  he  examined 
in  Headijig  at  tlje  PVedericton  station  shall  present  themselves  in  the  Assembly  Hall 
of  the  Normal  School  at  2  o*clock  p.  m,»  on  the  day  immediately  preceding  the  date 
fixed  for  thi^  o^w^ning  of  the  written  examination,  tor  exaniination  in  Reading. 

Application  for  admia'^ion  to  the  Nornml  School  Entnince  Examinations  should  be 
addi*essetl  to  the  Inspector  withir^  who^^e  Inspectoi-al  District  the  Candidate  wishes  to 
write,  not  later  than  the  24th  day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  application  shall  state 
the  class  for  wdiieh  the  Candidate  wishes  to  lie  examined.  An  Examination  Fee  of  $1 
must  accomjiany  cacli  application. 

The  necessary  stationery,  uniform  in  quality  and  arrangement,  will  be 
provided  for  all  candidates  at  these  examinations.  To  meet  in  part  the  expenses 
incurred  aod  for  other  reasons,  it  was  decided  to  charge  the  small  fee  of  one- 
dollar  to  each  candidate. 


iG  THE  Period  of  ATTKXDANfK  at   the  Normal  School 
Teachers  of  the  Third  Class.

Notwithstanding  earnest  efforts  for  many  years  to  reduce  the  number  of 
untrained  teachers,  teaching  under  local  temporary  licensesjt  was  found  nepes- 
«iry  daring  the  past  year  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  8f»  Districts  to  employ 
iiMhtm  wholly  untrained,  and  in  some  cases  otherwise  incompetent  The 
only  alternative  in  nearly  every  case  was  tiie  cloning  of  the  schools  and  the  con- 
set|aent  exclusion  of  the  children  of  these  Diatridis  from  the  advantages  of  all 
aiucation  under  the  law. 

This  difficulty  exists  in  part  from  an  insufficient  number  of  Teachers,  but 
principally  from  the  unwillingness  of  licensed  Teach ei-s  to  go  to  these  Districts 
for  the  small  salary  offerefl.  To  furnish  an  adetjuatc  supply  of  Teachers  of  the 
Third  Class  who  shall  have  passed  such  exauiination  tests  as  will  afford  a 
juArantee  of  scholastic  Htness  for  the  work,  while  at  the  same  time  they  shall 
kve  undernrone  such  a  professional  training  as  ma^^  be  given  in  the  autumn 
tenn.  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  for  the  present  to  shorten  the  period  of 
itttndance  at  the  Normal  School  for  Teachers  of  this  class.     The^e  licenses  will 

'  f-'d  to  a  period  of  three  years.  The  holders  of  such  licenses  will  be 
I  i  to  complete  the  full  annual  session  at  the  Noimal  School  before  being 
idmitted  to  examination  for  advance  of  class.  It  is  hoped  that  this  arrange- 
ment will  have  the  effect  of  encouraging  a  considerable  number  of  fairly 
fdticated  persons,  who  could  not  afford  tlie  expense  of  a  year  s  attendance  at  the 
Normal  School,  to  attend  for  the  shorter  term,  and  thus  fit  themselves  for  effi- 
ckiJtwork  in  the  poorer  Districts.  As  soon  as  it  becomes  apparent  that  there  is 
*  sufficient  supply  of  such  trained  Teachers,  no  more  local  licenses  will  be 
panted. 

The  following  are  the  provisions  adopted  in  relation  to  this  matter: 

Candidates  for  Third  Class  License  (not  belonging  to  the  French  Depart- 
ment) who  shall  have  passed  the  entrance  examinations  [See  Reg.  31,  3,  (1)] 
AftU  until  further  notice  be  required  to  spend  only  the  first  term  at  the  Normal 
School. 

Any  candidate  for  Class  III  failing  to  pass  at  the  examinations  held  at  the 
tkne  of  the  first  term,  may,  upon  application  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,  l>e 
A'ltnitted  to  the  examinations  beginning  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  last 
Friday  of  May.     [See  Reg.  31,  t^  (2)]. 

Licenses  of  the  Third  Class  bearing  date  subsequent  to  Dec.  3 1st,  1893, 
shall  be  valid  for  only  three  years.  When  any  such  license  has  expired  it  may 
U;  renewed  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  on  conditions  to  be  prescriWd  by  the 
Board  of  Education.

These  examinations  will  continue  to  be  conducted  as  in  recent  yeai^  by  the 
lliief  Superintendent  in  conformity  with  published  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
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EilucatioD.  The  papers  were  estimated  the  past  year  by  Thomas  Harrison, 
LLD.,  Prof.  L  W.  Bailey,  Ph.  D..  Prof.  H.  S.  Bridges,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  Geoi^  W. 
Mer&ere&u,  A.  M..  Jame<  Vrooin  and  Mrs.  de  Soyn^  Miss  S.  Jean  Landers 
was  the  examiner  in  Reailing,  in  place  of  Prof.  John  Burwash,  D.  So.,  who  had 
removed  from  the  Province.  The  papers  submitte*!  to  candidates  for  the 
several  classes  of  license  at  the  Jime  examination  are  appended  to  this  report. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  ejtami nation : 

The  number  admitt*jrd  to  examination  was  352,  an  increase  of  46;  341 
received  license  of  some  class. 

Two  hundred  and  tifcy-on»^  of  the  candidates  were  admitted  to  examination 
as  being  classified  student-teachers  of  the  Normal  School ;  88  were  teachers 
seeking  an  advanced  class,  or  Provincial  License :  2  were  admitted  as  Graduates 
in  Arts  and  13  eli<^ble  for  examination  on  other  grounds. 

Of  the  341  teachers  who  received  Provincial  Licenses,  3  obtained  a  Gram- 
mar School  Class,  21  males  obtained  the  first  class,  21  males  the  second  cla&s, 
11  males  third  class:  51  females  received  the  first  class,  139  females  the  second  class, 
95  females  the  third  cla>s.  The  above  numbers  include  the  number  of  Acadian 
candidates  who  attended  the  examinations  in  December,  1891,  and  May,  1892, 
the  details  of  which  are  >):own  in  the  table. 

Licenses  are  granted  in  accordance  with  the  following  standards  of  award:

<6y  In  each  case,  no  murk  may  W  further  below  half  of  the  required  average  than 
the  actual  average  is  a)x)ve  th^-  rer|uirement,  with  this  limitation  —  that  where  there 
are  more  than  one  ]japer  demanded  under  one  general  subject  (as  in  the  case  of  History, 
Mathematics,  etc.,;  if  the  av^-iage  of  the  marks  on  these  papers  equals  the  required

^»rj  In  ordf:r  to  obtain  a  License  of  the  Grammar  School  Class,  candidates  will  be 
ix-quired  to  make  a  general  average  of  50  or  upwards  on  the  whole  examination^  with 
no  mark  in  the  English  branches  further  below  37  than  such  average  is  above  50.  In 
Latin  the  average  of  marks  must  be  50  or  upM'ards,  and  in  Greek  37  or  upwards. 
Candidates  for  this  Licr^nse  who  have  pi*eviously  made  an  average  of  65  or  upwards  on 
the  syllabus  prescribed  for  the  tirst  class,  are  to  work  jiapers  on  those  subjects  only 
which  are  peculiar  to  the  <^ylIabus  for  the  Grammar  School  Class. 

Candidates  for  Grammar  School  License  will  be  allowed  the  privilege,  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Chief  Su]ieiintendent  six  weeks  before  the  date  of  Examination,  of  being 
admitted  to  examinations  on  a  stated  part  only  of  the  subjects  of  the  syllabus.

tttmm  equal  to  one-half  the  amount  so  raised,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollara  in  any  one 
few,  to  be  expended  in  the  piirchase  of  hooks  tlierefor. 

REGULATION  34 — School  JAhrarle^. — No  book  hostile  to  the  Christian  religion  or 
of  «D  immoral  or  sectarian  character  shall  be  permitttnl  in  the  School  Library.  The 
Tnmtec^  shall  hold  School  Libraries  in  trust  as  a  pirt  of  the  School -jMuperty  of  the 
Dtitnct,  and  shall  make  such  regulatious  for  the  preservation  and  circulation  of  the 
books  08  tbey  shall  deem  necessary.  A  catalogue  of  the  books  to  be  puruhased  for  th©

Aid  to  Poor  Districts. 

The  following  provision  is  made  in  aid  of  Poor  Districts: 
Each  Inspector  shall,  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  determine 
and  report  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  what  school  districts  under  his  super- 
vision may  be  entitled  during  the  ensuing  year  to  special  aid  as  poor  districts, 
and  the  Chief  Superintendent  may  allow  to  the  schools  in  such  districts  such 
amount,  not  exceeding  one-third  more  on  the  classification  of  the  teachers  of 
schools,  from  the  provincial  tieasury,  and  one-third  more  per  pupil  from  the 
County  School  Fund,  than  the  allowance  to  other  school  districts  sharing  such 
funds,  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem  proper,  taking  into  consideration  the  posi- 
tion and  circumstances  of  such  district.     The  fixed  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
County  School  Fund  in  respect  of  each  teacher,  to  schools  returned  as  poor 
schools,  shall  be  forty  dollars. 
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The  following  districts  will,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions, 
be  recognized  as  poor  districts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1893 :

The  thirteenth  meeting  of  the  Educational  Institute  of  New  Brunswick  was  held 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  Centennial  School  building,  St.  John,  on  Tuesday,  June

County  Tea.cher8'  Institute. 

County  Institutes  have  been  held  during  the  year  in  all  the  Counties 
except  Kent  and  Sunbury.  Steps  have  been  taken  towards  the  union  of  Sun- 
Wjr  with  Queens  for  Institute  purposes,  and  the  first  Institute  for  the  two 
Counties  will  be  held  in  Gagetown  in  May  next.  I  attended  the  Institutes  of 
Kings,  Madawaska  and  Victoria,  Northumberland,  Queens  and  Bestigouche. 
At  all  these  Institutes  much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  proceedings,  not 
only  by  the  Teachers  assembled,  but  by  many  of  the  people  of  the  several 
towns  and  villages  in  which  the  Institutes  were  severally  held.  Enthusiastic, 
and,  in  most  cases,  crowded  public  meetings  were  held  in  connection  with  each 
of  the  Institutes.  The  aggregate  number  of  Teachers  who  enrolled  at  the 
Coonty  Institutes  was  690. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  secure  for  publication  in  the  Ap- 
pendix of  this  Report  more  than  one  of  the  many  valuable  papers  read  at  the 
County  Institutes.

Dominion  and  International  Teachers'  Assooiations. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Educational  Association  was  held  in 
Montreal,  from  July  5th  to  8th  inclusive,  and  was  attended  by  a  large  number 
of  teachers  representing  the  seveitil  provinces  of  the  Dominion.  Hon.  Q.  W. 
Ross,  Minister  kA  Education  for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  presided.  Addresses 
were  delivered,  or  papers  on  the  educational  questions  of  the  day  read, 
'  by  the  President  of  the  Association,  and  by  the  Superintendents  of 
Education  of  Qiliebec,  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  Sir  William 
Dawson  of  McGill  Univei*sity,  Mgr.  Hamel  of  the  University  of  Laval, 
Rev.  Dr.  Adams  of  Bishop's  College,  Rev.  Dr.  Grant  of  Queen's  College, 
D.  J.  Goggin,  M.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  Winnipeg,  Rev.  Abbd 
Verreau,  Principal  of  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  Montreal,  Prof.  Seth  of 
Dalhousie  College,  Halifax,  J.  L.  Hughes,  M.  A,  Inspector  of  Schools.  Toronto, 
S.  P.  Robbins,  LL.  D.,  Principal  of  McGill  Normal  School,  Montreal,  G.  U.  Hay, 
Ph.  B.,  Principal  of  Victoria  High  School,  St.  John,  John  A  McCabe,  LL.  D., 
Principal  of  Ottawa  Normal  School,  J.  B.  Calkin,  M.  A.,  Principal  of  the  Noimal 
School,  Truro,  N.  S.,  and  many  others.  A  delightful  Conversazione  held  in  the 
Redpath  Museum  building,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Venerable  Pi-esident  and 
the  Faculty  of  McGill  College  contributed  largely  to  the  pleasure  and  intellec- 
tual profit  of  the  members  of  the  Association.  Though  the  enrolment  of 
members  was,  perhaps,  not  so  large  as  anticipated,  no  doubt  could  be  enter- 
tained of  the  great  educational  value  of  the  series  of  meetings  held  and  the 


us'^ions  entered  into  by  so  many  proroinent  educationists.     Much   of  the 
8s  of  this  firnt  meeting  of  the  Association  was  due  to  the  wise  arrangements 
made  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  Elson  L  Rexford,  and  the  Local  Executivf  Com- 
fmitte,  who  personally  and  through   their  Secretary,  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Taylor, 
allowed  great  attention  and  courtesy  to  teachers  from  the  other  Provinces. 
Several  matters  of  an  inlerprovincial  character  were  freely  discussed   and  the 
ifiterchaDge  of  opinion  on  these  subjects  could  not  fail  to  influence  the  thought 
of  the  country  to  the  advantage  of  educational  effort  throughout  the  Dominion, 
jmd  to  promote  a  spirit  of  loyal  Canadian  national  unity.     It  is  not  proposed 
lo  call  meetings  of  the  Dominion  Association  oftener  than  every  other  year. 

By  the  formal  request  of  the  Dominion  Association,  I  had  the  honor  of 
nveying  its  greetings  to  the  National  Educational  Association  of  the  United 
ilates^  which  convened  at  Saratoga  Springs  on  the  w^eek  following  the  meet- 
HgK  in  Montreal     This  Association,  which  is  not  only  national  but  interna- 
4ional  in  its  membership  and  organization,  commands  the  talents  and  experience 
cf  the  leading  educational  experts  of  the  Continent,  and  annually  draws  to  its 
meetings  thousands  of  men  and  women  from  every  State  of  the  Union  and 
from  nearly  every  Province  of  Canada,     At  the  opening  meeting  in  Congress 
Spring  Park,  the  President  of  the  United  States  delivered  to  an  audience  of  more 
th&a  10,000  people  a  very  etiective  educational  address,  and  voiced  the  national 
*nitiment  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  universal  education  in  a  free  country. 
By  attending  as  man}' of  the  sessions  as  was  possible  of  the  several  depart- 
acats  of  the  Association,  by  examining  the  exhibits  of  school  w^ork,  apparatus 
tod  text  books,  and  by  conversation  with  the  representatives  of  the  educational 
ly^tems  of  different  States,  I  was  enabled  to  »haw  a  comparison  with  our  own 
Wiirk  which  I  trust  may  be  of  some  service  in  aiding  me  to  develop  and 
ftren^hen  our  school   system,  and  to  suggest  improved  methods  as  occasion 
My  require. 


The  Summer  School  of  Science* 

This  is  a  voluntary  organization  of  teachers  which  has  proved  to  be  of 
Ijrtit  educational  value.  It  is  inter-provincial  in  its  character,  drawing  its 
membership,  as  well  as  its  staff  of  instructors  and  managers,  from  the  three 
Maritime  Provinces.  Though  its  proceedings  do  not  come  officially  under  tlie 
ftapenusion  of  the  Educational  Department,  I  consider  it  in  the  interests  of 
edooaiioQai  progress  and  efficiency  to  call  the  attention  of  teachers  and  of  the 
pnUic  generally  to  the  advantages  which  must  result  from  such  an  association 
when  conducted  wisely  and  judiciously,  as  I  believe  this  school  has  been 
hitherto  conducted.  I  would  venture  to  make  a  similar  remark  in  regard  to 
Thj:  Educatiokal  Review,  a  monthly  periodical  devoted  to  advanced  methods 
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of  e^lucation,  puUiftbec!  in  tlie  City  of  St  John  under  the  editorial  managemer^ 
of  Mn  a  U.  Hay,  Ph.  B.,  Principal  of  the  Victoria  High  School.  Though  tU 
Board  of  Education  has  no  responsibility  and  exercises  no  control  whatever 
in  regard  to  what  appears  in  itn  columns,  yet  as  I  ani  confident  that  it  exercises^ 
a  stimulating  and  wholesome  educational  influence  upon  the  minds  both  of  the 
teachers  who  contribute  to  it3  columns  and  of  those  who  faithfully  read  its 
pages,  I  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  all  who  are  interested  in  our  school 
work. 

At  my  request  the  following  report  was  furnished  me  for  publication  by  ft 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science: 

The  Sixth  Session  of  the  Suiiinier  School  of  Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces,  was 
held  in  the  Centennial  School,  St.  John,  beginning  August  Ist  and  ending  August  ISth, 
Over  sixty  stmlentij  were  prefient,  of  whom  thirty  nine  were  from  New  Brunswick. 
This  is  the  largest  attendance  since  the  school  became  mter-provincial,  in  the  summer 
of  WM 

On  the  statr  of  instructors,  New  Brunswick  was  represented  by  the  following^

The  opening  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening,  August  lat,  His  Woj'ship 
Mayor  Peters  in  the  chair.  The  Annual  Address  was  delivered  by  the  President,  G.  XT. 
Hay.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Chief  Superintendent,  Dr.  Inch,  J.  V.  Ellis,  Esq,, 
Hon.  Justice  King,  Kev.  Dr.  Macrae,  Hon.  J.  AV.  Longley,  Attorney -General  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  MacKay,  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for  Nova  Scotia. 

Work  and  recreation  were  combined  in  a  most  pleasant  way  during  the  session  of 
the  school,  nearly  every  afternoon  being  devoted  to  tield  work  in  natural  science  in  the 
vicinity  of  St  John.  In  addition  to  this  the  City  Council  of  St  John  enteitained  the 
school  in  an  excursion  on  the  St  John  River  to  Gagetown ;  the  New  Brunswick 
Natural  History  Society  united  with  the  school  in  a  Held  day  to  Lancaster  Beach ;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  school  a  conversazione  was  held  in  the  Natural  History  Socie.iy'a 
Rooms. 

The  next  session  of  the  School,  which  pronaises  to  be  one  of  unusual 
interest,  will  be  held  in  the  Memorial  Hall  of  Mount  Allison  College  at  Sack- 
ville,  during  the  first  and  second  weeks  of  July  next 


Arbor  Day, 

Arbor  Day  was  celebrated  May  13th,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions  of  Reg.  20-2  : 

Arbor  Day :    With  a  view  of  encouraging  the  improvement  and  ornamentation  of 
school  grounds,  and  thereby  of  cultivating,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  habits  of  neatn^a 


anJopder,  and  a  taste  for  the  beautiful  in  nature,  ihe  Board  of  Education  makes  the 
folio  wing  provision  : 

T<»cher8  are  hert?by  authorized,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Trustees,  to  set  upart  any 
Fridftj  that  may  be  deemed  most  suitable  durini;  the  months  of  May  or  J  tine  for  the 
fttrpoae  of  improving  the  school  grounds  and  planting  thereon  trees,  shrubs  and  tlower», 
mtk  day  to  be  known  as  **  Ai  bor  Day/'  and  when  duly  observed,  credit  to  bo  given  for 
it  Ma  lawful  teaching  day.     See  Remarks  and  Notea  under  R^,  14« 

Arbor  Day  will  be  i-egarded  as  duly  observed  when  the  followiog  condi- 
tions are  complied  with : 

(a)  That  the  Friday  in  May  or  June  which  the  Inspector  shall  from  year  to  year 
ffcODimend  to  be  observed  wiiliin  lu'a  Inspectoral  District  is  set  apart  as  Arbor  Day* 

(h)  That  Teachers  who  observe  Arbor   Day,  make   within   five   days  thereafter  a 
lejjort  to  the  Inspector  of  their  District,  which  report  shall  state  the  name  and  nuoiber 
the  District,  the  date  on   which   the  day  was  obseived,  what   iuiprovements  were 
to  the  School  grounds,  the  number  of  trees  planted,  number  of  sliru>>s,  or  number 
of  Aovrer-beda  made. 

fc)  That  the  Inspector  forward  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  a  tal^ular  ayno|>8is  of 
tbc  reports  of  the  Teachers  within  his  Inspectoral  District,  not  later  than  June  30th. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  extent  of  the  work  done  on  that  day,  which 
was  to  many  pupils  one  of  the  bosicBt,  most  pleasant  and  most  healthful  days 
of  the  year :

New  Edition  of  the  Manual, 


Thu  €flition  of  the  School  Maima!  of  18S7  havinrj  been  exhausted,  the  Boarci 
ordered  the  publication  of  a  revised  edition.     As  this  ha^*  been  recently  pHl>- 
lished  and  distributed  to  Inspeetoi*3,  Boards  of  Trustees,  and   Teachers,  as  the 
law  directs,  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  following  changes  among  others: 

1,  Rc^niimhering  of  Sectwn^  of  School  Act  and  Amendments:  Fi 
Section  1  to  Section  109  of  the  Act  the  numbering  of  the  sections  of  the  t 
editions  corresponds.  Sub-sections  embodying  the  amendments  and  additiona 
made  by  the  Legislature  since  1887  to  any  of  these  sections  have  been  intro- 
duced in  their  proper  places.  From  Section  110  to  the  close  the  numbering 
has  been  changed  on  account  of  some  of  the  sections  as  contained  in  the  former 
edition  having  been  superseded  by  later  legislation, 

2,  Be-nu^nlterinf/  of  Mcgulations :  A  new  Regulation  has  been  introduced 
as  Regulation  10,  This  necessitated  the  advancing  by  one  of  the  numbers  of 
the  Regulations  as  given  in  the  old  edition  from  Regulation  10  onward. 

3,  Three  new  Regulations  have  been  introduced  as  follows: 
Regulation  10. — Leasitig  Scfwol  Buildings:     A  lease  of  other  wiitten  agreement 

must  pass  between  the  owner,  or  owners,  of  any  room  or  building  rented  tor  School 
purposes  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dlstiict.  Such  rooms  or  buildings,  as  tho 
case  may  be,  shall  }>e  under  the  su|>er vision  and  contml  of  the  Trustees  for  School  pur- 
poses during  school  hours  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  necessities  of  the  School  may 
requim  Any  School-house  or  School-houses  owned  hy  the  District  shall  be  first  ooco- 
pied  to  its  or  their  full  seating  cajmcity  Vjefoi*e  additional  accomodation  shall  be  leased* 
irnle^  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  the  Board  of  Education,  in  consideration  of  spocial 
circumstances  in  auy  case,  shall  otherwise  order. 

KsotTLATio!?  44. — Enrolment  of  Pupils  in  Sktndard  I:  No  pupil  shall  be  enrolled 
(except  by  transfer)  for  admission  to  Standard  L  later  than  two  weeks  after  the  opening 
-ot  the  School  in  any  Term.

It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  establish  at  various  central  stations 
throughout  the  Province  a  system  of  examinations  for  the  following  purposes, 
amon^  others : 

1.  To  test  by  a  unifonu  examination  the  work  done  in  the  Grammar  and 
other  High  Schools,  and  thus  affonl  a  stimulus  to  greater  efficiency  by  creating 
a  healthy  competition, 

5.  To  grant  to  pupils  when  leaving  the  Public  Schools,  after  having  com- 
pleted a  definite  course  of  study,  a  certificate  of  scholarship  and  ti-aining 
vouched  for  by  public  examiners  and  sanctioned  by  official  authority. 

3-  To  encour^^  secondary  education  and  so  prepare  a  larger  number  for 
matriculation  annually  into  the  University. 

4,  To  esUblish  a  dose  and  vital  connection  between  the  Public  School 
system  and  the  Provincial  Univei-stty.

{b)  Punctually  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  each  examination^ 
tliti  8nper vising  Examiner  shalh  in  the  examination  room  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
Candidates  and  other  Examiners  (if  any)  break  the  seal  of  the  envelope  cont>aining  the 
Examination  papers,  and  give  them  to  the  other  Examiners  and  the  Candidates.  The 
papers  of  only  one  subject  shall  be  opened  at  one  Ume, 

{f)  Should  any  Can^litlate  be  detected  in  iidking  or  whispering,  or  in  copying  fix>m 
anotiier,  or  allowing  another  to  copy  from  him,  or  in  having  in  his  possessioOt 
when  in  the  room,  any  book,  notes,  or  anything  from  which  he  might  deiive  aasistanoe 
in  the  examination,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sujiervising  Examiner,  if  he  obtain  clear 
evidence  of  tbe  fact  at  the  time  of  its  occurrence,  to  cause  such  Candidate  at  once  to- 
leave  the  room  ;  nor  shall  such  Candidate  be  permitted  to  enter  during  the  remaining 
part  of  the  exfltnination,  and  Lis  name  shall  be  struck  off  the  list  If,  however,  the 
evidence  be  not  clear  at  the  time,  or  be  obtained  after  the  couclusion  of  the  examination, 
the  Examiner  shall  report  tlie  case  to  the  Chief  Huperintendent.

(fl)  The  appeal  or  claim  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of 
Education  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  t^eptember  ;  and  the  ground  of  the  Appeal  must 
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be  specifically  stated.     Xo  appeal  shall  subsequently  be  entertained  on  any  ground 
-whatever. 

(5)  A  deposit  of  Two  DoUars  must  be  made  with  the  Department,  which  deposit

Actual  travelling  expenses  to  and  from  their  homes  will  be  allowed  to  Examiners  and 
Associate  Examiners  who  do  not  reside  in  Fredericton,  in  cases  in  which  it  may  be 
thought  necessary  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  to  have  a  meeting  in  Fredericton  for  purposes  of  consultation. 

Syllabus  of  Examinations. 

4.  Syllabus  of  Xarmcd  School  Entrance  and  Closing  Examinations  for 
License  :     Modifications  and  additions  have  been  made  as  follows : 

Eeoulation  32. — (1)  Normal  ScJtool  Entrance  Examinations:  These  shall 
include  the  following  subjects  for  all  classes,  viz.:  Beading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Ekiglish 
Grammar  and  Compofdtion,  Creography,  History,  Arithmetic  (including  the  keeping  of 
accounts),  and  Elementary  Natural  History.  ^Candidates  for  the  First  and  Second 
Classes  will  also  be  required  to  pass  examinations  on  the  First  Book  of  Geometry

Bemark. — ^The  examination  papers  on  the  above  subjects  will  be  graded  as  to 
extent  and  difficulty  according  to  the  class  of  License  applied  for  by  the  Candidates 
respectively.  For  example.  Candidates  for  the  Third  Class  will  be  examined  on  the 
Outlines  of  Canadian  and  British  History,  the  General  Geography  of  North  America 
and  Europe  with  the  Geography  of  New  Brunswick  in  detail  (including  the  drawing 
from  memory  of  an  outline  map  of  the  Province),  the  EUeinentary  Arithmetic  as  pre- 
scribed, and  the  Common  Minerals  and  Plants  of  New  Brunswick,  as  contained  in 
Bailey's  Elementary  Natural  History. 

Candidates  for  the  Second  CUus  will  be  required  to  show  a  more  extensive  know- 
ledge of  Grammar,  History  and  Geography  (particularly  of  the  several  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada),  of  the  Minerals,  Plants  and  Animals  of  New  Brunswick  as 
contained  in  Pro!  Bailey's  Natural  History,  advanced  Arithmetic  to  the  end  of  Com- 
pound Interest,  and  the  keeping  of  Accounts  by  Single  Entry. 

Candidates  for  First  Class  will  be  required  to  have  an  intelligent  acquaintance 
with  Prescribed  Text  Books  (including  that  on  General  History)  except  as  limited  by 
the  above  Regulation  in  regard  to  Geometry  and  Algebra. 

(2)  Closing  Examinations:  The  following  shall  be  required  of  all  Candidates  : 

(a)  The  School  System.  —  To  be  familiar  with  the  leading  principles  of  the  School 
Law  of  New  Brunswick  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education.

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{b)  School  Management  —  To  have  a  knowledge  of  School  organization,  as  applied 
Tinder  the  law  of  New  Brunswick,  the  classification  of  pupils,  the  arrangement  of 
studies,  the  objects  and  means  of  discipline,  the  necessity  and  means  of  adequate  venti- 
lation of  School-rooms,  and  suitable  means  of  securing  the  comfort  of  the  pupils. 

(c)  Tectching.  —  To  have  a  knowledge  of  Method,  and  to  be  able  to  exemplify  the 
same  by  notes  of  lessons  on  any  given  subject  of  instruction. 

(d)  Industrial  Draioing,  —  To  show  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  Manual  and 
Drawing  Books  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  to  sketch  familiar  objects  exhibited  as 
models  at  the  time  of  examination. 

(«)  Reading  and  Elocution,  —  To  read  both  prose  and  verse  so  as  to  give  a  correct 
and  effective  expression  of  the  thoughts  and  sentiments  of  the  passages  selected,  and  to 
be  familiar  with  the  principles  and  rules  of  Vocal  Expression  as  contained  in  the  pre- 
scribed Manual. 

(/)  Temperance  and  other  Conditions  of  BeaUh.  ^  To  be  familiar  with  the  pre- 
scribed Texts  on  Temperance  and  the  General  Conditions  of  Health  as  required  by  the 
Course  of  Instruction. 

{g)  Domestic  Economy,  —  As  contained  in  the  prescribed  Text  Book.  (For  female 
candidates  only.) 

Kemark.  —  The  questions  set  in  the  foregoing  subjects  will  be  graduated  accord- 
ing to  the  class  of  license  applied  for.

I  beg  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  Appendices,  in  which  w^ill  be  found 
interesting  and  instructive  reports  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Xew  Brunswick,  the  Principal  of    the  Normal  School,  the  Inspectors,  the 
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Boards  of  Trustees  of  cities  and  incorporated  towns,  the  Principal  of  the  Tnstita- 
tion  for  the  Ediicati^jn  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Priiicipal  of  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind. 

These  reports  give  details  in  regard  to  the  several  Institutions  and  depart^ 
ments  from  which  they  emanate. 

The  University. 

The  letter  of  the  Hon.  Senator  Wark,  included  in  the  report  of  the  Chaa^ 
cellor  is  worthy  of  the  practical  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  and  of  th 
patrons  and  alumni  of  the  University  everywhere.  If  the  University  is 
grow  in  efficiency  and  in  the  confidence  of  the  public,  it  must  be  more  gener-^ 
ously  endowed.  The  munificent  liberality,  both  from  public  and  private* 
sources,  which,  during  recent  years »  has  been  directed  towards  the  strengthen- 
ing of  the  older  universities  on  this  continent,  and  the  endowment  and  equip- 
ment of  new  ones  on  a  scale  hitherto  unattempted,  renders  it  all  the  mom 
neceasary  that  some  method  should  be  devised  by  which  the  Univei-sity  o1 
New  Brunswick  shall  be  placed  in  a  position  to  stand  at  least  the  equal  in 
every  respect  of  those  Institutions  wutli  which  it  is  brought  into  more  direct 
comparison  and  competition.  The  endowment  of  additional  chairs,  as  Senatoz 
Wark  suggests,  is  very  de.siraUe  [  hut  what,  in  my  opinion,  is  of  greater 
urgency  at  the  present  tioie  is  to  provide  adequate  salaries  for  the  occupantd 
of  the  chairs  which  have  been  already  established. 

The  Inspectors*  Reports. 

These  reports  give  some  very  interesting  details  in  regard  to  the  Districts 
While  hopeful  in. tone,  they  do  not  fail  to  point  out  the  fact  that  there  stil 
exists,  after  more  than  twenty  years'  operation  of  the  Free  Schools  Act,  great 
need  of  increased  enlightenment  in  the  minds  of  many  ratepayers  and  Trustees 
in  regard  to  the  essential  conditions  of  success  in  the  schools,  I  regret  that  too 
many  instances  still  occur  of  narrow  and  parsimonious  views,  even  where  thi 
financial  condition  of  the  Districts  would  warrant  an  adequate  provision  for 
the  maintenance  of  efficient  schools.  Factious  disputes  in  some  localities 
paralyze  every  effort  to  promote  the  educational  welfare  of  the  community, 
and  the  gi-atifying  of  personal  animosity  occasionally  w^eakons  or  entirely 
closes  the  school,  to  the  irreparable  loss  of  the  children  who  are  thus  permittedl 
to  grow  up  in  comparative  ignorance,  The  importance  of  electing  the  best 
men  in  each  community  to  the  office  of  School  Trustee  cannot  be  over  esti' 
mated.  Every  ratepa^^er  should  regard  it  a.s  a  sacred  duty  to  attend  tht 
annual  meeting  and  use  his  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  children's  best  interests. 
The  law  invests  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  large  powers,  and  these  should  be 
exercised  faithfully,  firmly,  constantly,  and  without  regard  either  to  the  clamor 
of  fault-finders  or  the  personal  interests  of  those  who  allow  selfish  consider* 
ations  to  over-rule  the  general  good*     A  studious  observance  of  the  provisionj 


ot  ibe  School  Manual  on   the  part  of  the  Trustees   would  prevent  many  a 
Acuity. 

Inspector  Whelpley  directs  attention  to  the  need  of  a  thorough  revision  of 
the  boundaries  of  school  district.  I  i^^ret  to  know  that  in  the  Counties  of 
Tktoria  and  Madawaska  even  a  more  pressing  need  for  an  extensive  revision 
esdsts  than  in  the  Counties  included  in  Mr.  Whelpley 's  Inspectorate.  Though 
scATCely  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  held  for  many  years  at 
wbich  the  revision  of  boundaries  has  not  fornied  a  considerable  part  of  the 
business  transacted,  yet  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  year  after  ^^ear  that 
loore  general  changes  are  required  than  can  be  effected  by  the  unaided  efforts 
of  the  Inspectors,  unless  they  are  relieved  from  other  duties  required  of  them 
bybt&tute  and  regulation. 

Most  of  the  Inspectors  make  encouraging  reports  in  regard  to  improve- 
ffienU  in  the  general  appearance  of  school  bui Mings  and  premises,  and  in  the 
•apply  of  modern  furniture,  apparatus,  Ijooks  for  school  libraries,  etc.  These 
ioiprovements  have  often  been  made  at  the  suggestion  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
teachers,  who  have  in  this  excellent  way  not  only  contributed  towards  the 
(stBciency  of  the  school  but  strengthened  theii"  own  influence  in  the  community. 
It  i^  to  be  hopt^d  that  the  Inspectors  will  soon  find  it  unnecessary  to  bring  a 
pressure  to  bear  upon  the  Trustees  and  Ratepayers  of  any  District  to  induce 
tbem  to  provide  suitable  buildings  and  equipments  for  the  schools. 

I  regret  that  circumstances  beyond  my  control  deprived  the  Counties  of 
Kent,  Victoria  and  Madawaska  of  adequate  Inspectoral  Supervision  for  a 
portion  of  the  year,  and  that  there  is  consequently  no  Inspectors  Report  from 
thftt  District.  Arrangements  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year  will,  I  have  every  reason  to  hope,  prove  satisfactory  and  prevent  the 
necurrence  of  a  similar  state  of  affairs. 

Repokts  ok  Boarbs  of  Trustees  of  Cities  and  Towns. 

These  reports  furnish  complete  information,  both  educational  and  financial, 
of  the  work  in  Cities  and  Towns  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Sections 
104  ami  105  of  the  School  Act.  They  indicate  progress  in  almost  every  respect, 
ind  show  on  the  part  of  the  several  Boards  of  Trustees  an  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  the  duties  entrusted  to  them,  and  a  praiseworthy  effort  to  dis- 
^afge  these  duties  effectively, 

Ikstitutions  roR  the  Blind,  the  Deaf  and  Deaf-Mutes. 

The  painfully  interesting  reports  from  these  Institutions  will  be  read  with 
liaierait.  The  Legislature,  in  making  provision  for  the  free  education  of  these 
[unIoiiaQAies  classes,  discharged  a  duty  not  only  of  charity  but  of  simple  jus- 
[tice.    Notwithstanding  the  public  grants  to  these  schools,  I  am  assured  that 
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Issue  of  School  Licenses,  awarded  upoo  Kxamination  in  December.  18S^ 

and  May  and  June,  1892.

May   it  Please  Your  Honor, — 

The  following  report  for  the  year  1892  is  respectfully  submitted,  in  conformity 
-with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  establishing  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  : — 

At  the  Encaenia,  held  on  the  second  day  of  June,  sixteen  candidates  were  admitted 

to  the  d^ree  of  B.  A.;  two  to  that  of  M.  A.,  and  one  to  the  degree  of  B.  C.  L.     In  the 

graduating  class  there  were  four  students  from  St.  John,  one  from  Charlotte,  one  from 

Westmorland,  one  from  Kent,  two  from  Northumberland,  one  from  Victoria,  one  from 

Carleton,  and  five  from  York.     In  addition  to  the  diplomas  in  arts,  the  University,  at 

the  last  Encsenia,  exercised  its  right,  conferred  by  law,  of  granting  a  diploma  in  Civil 

Engineering  and  Surveying.     Mr.  Geoffrey  Stead,  B.  A.,  the  successful  candidate  for 

thb  diploma,  at  once  received  employment  as  engineer  of  the  Tobique  Valley  Railroad- 

There  will  be  six  candidates  for  the  engineering  diploma  at  the  end  of  the  current 

academic  year.

A  short  time  before  the  Encaenia  ProfeKsor  Halt  received  notice  of  his  appointment 
to  the  position  of  Instructor  in  Civil  Engineering  in  Cornell  University,  While  thL 
recognition  of  Prof.  Hatt's  ability  was  gratifying  in  its  nature,  it  involved  the  necesaitj 
of  appointing  a  new  man  to  fill  his  place.  Fortunately  a  man  of  unquestioned  abilit] 
and  experience,  both  as  an  Engineer  and  as  an  Instructor,  was  found  in  Prof.  Stephen 
M.  Dixon,  B.  A.,  who  luis  carried  on  the  work  of  his  department  in  a  perfectly  efficien 
manner. 

Shortly  after  the  vacancy  occurred  in  the  chair  of  Engineering,  Prof,  Murray  wa 
ajipointed  to  the  chair  of  Philosophy  in  Dalhousie  College,  at  a  salary  just  double  of 
that  wbicli  he  w^as  receivin;^  here.  It  was  fearetl  that  it  would  be  impossi1)lc  to  till  his 
place,  but,  through  Prof.  Murray's  friendly  aid,  the  Senate  were  enabled  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  very  distinguished  graduate  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  Pi-oL 
Da\idson  was  a  classmate  and  intimate  friend  of  Prof.  Murray *s»  and  having  beei] 
trained  in  the  same  school  at  the  same  time,  ho  was  able  to  carry  on  the  work  her 
without  any  break  whatever.  He  has  performed  the  duties  attached  to  bis  chair  in  tlitf 
most  able  and  conscientious  manner. 

Although  the  Senate  have  for  the  present  repaired  the  loss  sustaiued  by  the  resij 
nation  of  Pi-ofs.  Murray  and  Hatt,  it  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  we  can  i*et 
the  services  of  able  men  for  any  length  of  time  without  adequate  remuneration.     In" 
this  connection  I  beg  to  quote  from  the  report  of  the  commission  appointed  in  1854  : — 

*'  Effectual  steps  should  be  taken  and  pix>visions  made  to  secure  the  services  of 
competent  and  able  men  in  each  department  and  branch  of  instruction,  men  animated 
with  the  spirit  of  their  work,  and  to  see  that  they  faifchfidly  and  diligently  perfoiiu 
their  duties  ;  but  equal  care  should  be  taken  and  provision  made  to  compensate  then 
for  their  learned  and  arduous  labors.  Men  in  such  situations  cannot  be  expected  to  da 
justice  to  their  own  talents  and  attainments,  and  labor  with  energy  und  zeal,  if  thej 
pursy e  their  work  with  the  consciousness  of  wrong  done  to  them  by  the  inadequacy 
their  remuneration,  the  pressure  of  want  in  their  families,  and  their  ut-ter  inability 
supply  tliemselves  with  books  and  publications  necessary  to  enable  them  to  make 
searches  or  keep  up  with  the  progi^ess  of  knowledge   in   their  respective  departments,! 

No  economy  is  more  false  and  wasteful  than  that  which  paralyses  the  usefulneaal 

of  an  office,  and  defeats  the  very  design  of  it  by  the  slenderness  of  its  support,  thus 
causing  the  employment  of  an  incompetent  person  to  fill  it,  or  rendering  a  competent 
person  inedicieut  by  the  diticouragement  and  depressions  under  which  he  laboi*s," 

In  June,  1892,  the  Honorable  Senator  Wark  i-esigned  his  seat  in  the  Uni^-ersit 
Senate,     As  Mr.  Wark  has  been  a  member  of  the  Senate  ever  since  Kiugs  College  ' 
came  the  LTniversity  of  New^  Brunswick,  and  as  he  has  always  taken  the  keenest  interesti 
in  educational  affairs,  1  deaii*e,  with  Your  Honor's  iiermisslon,  to  place  on  record  a  state- 
ment of  his  views  as  to  the  financial  needs  of  the  University.

When  our  college  was  founded  our  studfuts  were  few  in  number  and  the  held 
before  them  for  the  future  was  limited.  Now  that  tield  extends  over  half  a  continent, 
Oaeftch  side  of  os  are  institutions  able  to  give  a  far  mote  extensive  course  of  instruc- 
ticttthan  ours.  t\,nd  unless  we  can  offer  to  our  young  men  similar  advantages  they  will 
bl  forced  to  seek  them  elsewhere,  a  aUite  of  things  so  undesirable  that  it  ouglit  if 
pQKible  to  be  provided  against. 

It  ia  nearly  half  a  century  since  the  movement  was  commenced  for  an  amendment 
o<  the  oollege  charter.  Of  those  who  composed  the  House  of  Assembly  which  made  the 
ini  imendment  I  am  the  only  one  remaining  alive.  When  attacks  wei-e  afterwards 
*Mdeon  the  gi-ound  of  its  inefhciency,  I  always  stood  by  it  believing  that  our  duty  was 
JiUicdeBitoj  it  but  to  render  it  more  efficient  and  I  tin  ally  assisted  in  giving  it  ita 
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present  liberal  constitution.  My  connection  Vith  it  must  soon  cease,  but  before  it  dM

The  number  of  students  who  received  Professional  Classification  Good,  as  well  as 
that  of  those  presented  for  licenses  of  the  Grammar  School  Class — Class  I.  and  Class 
II.  shows  a  very  satisfactory  ratio  of  increase  over  last  year,  and  is  evidence  that  the 
professional  equipment  of  the  student  teachers  is  improving. 

Their  scholarship  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  not  one  of  them  failed  to  be  awarded 
a  license  on  examination,  and  that  with  a  very  few  exceptions  they  obtained  the  clasa 
for  which  they  were  recommended. 

There  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  genei-al  preparation  of  the  large 
majority  of  the  students  who  come  to  us  year  by  year  from  the  Common  Superior  and 
High  Schools  is  gradually  improving,  though  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired  in  many 
individual  cases. 

J  am  glad  to  know  that  we  are  soon  to  make  trial  of  what  I  have  long  considered 
a  necessary  adjustment  of  the  License  Examination — that  students  be  permitted  to 
undergo  the  tests  in  the  branches  common  to  all  classes  at  the  beginning  instead  of  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

I  feel  quite  certain  that  under  the  changed  conditions  the  Normal  School  will  be 
enabled  to  attain  more  nearly  those  ideals  of  the  teacher's  culture  and  equipment  on 
which  it  was  re-organized  over  twenty  years  ago. 
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The  Normal  School  is,  to  <|uote  the  expressive  pliraee  of  Dr,  Rand,  the  heart  of  our  1 
Common  School  sysLeni.  Whatever  m ensures  are  taken  to  render  it  freer  and  abler  to  j 
do  itfl  distinctive  work  are  im  mediately  ffflt  in  the  schools.  Whatever  impedes  its 
labors  hinders  the  progtesB  of  the  .schools,  and  this  in  true  of  this  Province  to  a  degree  I 
which  is  scarcely  found  eise where  in  the  Dominion.  It  is  from  this  point  of  view  thairl 
I  regard  with  satisfjiction  the  action  which  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Education  has  taken 
with  reference  to  the  division  uf  tlie  License  Examination. 


FRENCH  DEPAKTMENT, 

Thirty  students  were  enrolled  in  this  de{>artment  during  the  year — nineteen 
the  first  term  and  eleven   in  the  second.     Twenty-nine  students  were   presented   for 
License,  one  having  withdrawn  during  the  session. 

The  number  in  attendance  on  this  department  is  not  yet  as  large  as  we  wish  to  see  _ 
ity  in  order  that  all  the  Acadian  schools  nmy  be  provided  with  trained  teachers.     It  isl 
to  he  hopKHl  that  in  the  future  larger  numbers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
which  the  department  oilers. 


MODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

Miss  Frances  I.  Ross,  teacher  of  the  Third  De]>artment,  tendei-ed  her  resignation 
to  take  effect  Nov,  1st,  W^l.  Miss  Ross  had  served  the  Normal  and  Model  School 
with  great  tact  and  fidelity  for  Revei*al  years.  Her  resignation  was  much  regretted  hj 
myself  and  her  associate  teachers.  Miss  Helen  L.  Gait  was  appointed  to  succeed  her 
and  took  charge  on  Nov.  1st. 

The  school  has  been  largely  attended,  and  its  well-earned  reputation  substantially 
maintained.  The  Principal  and  the  teachers  associated  with  him  have  spared  neither 
time  nor  pains  to  render  the  Mihool  useful  lo  the  Normal  School,  and,  with  all  the  inter- 
ruption consequent  on  the  observation  and  practice  of  so  many  student-teachers,  have 
covered  fairly  and  very  intelligently  the  work  of  the  various  grades. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Normal  School  staff,  with  the  exception  that  the 
large  numbers  in  attendance  during  the  last  term  of  the  year  rendered  it  necessary  for 
loe  to  look  for  assistance  in  some  departments  of  work.  T  was  fbi'tunate  in  securing  the 
services  ot  Mr.  Henry  Johnson,  A.  B.,  wlio  took  charge  of  the  mathematics  of  all  the 
classes  until  May  1st. 

The  st^ff  of  the  school  should  be  permanently  increxised  by  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  Instructor  if  the  present  rate  of  attendance  is  maintained. 

I  need  scarcely  refer  to  the  valuable  services  rendered  to  the  school  and  to  the 
Province  generally  by  the  Instructors  associated  with  me.  They  are  well  known  and 
appmciated  by  the  students. 

I  would  Mgain  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Education  to   th^ 
III   II    ^^—i^—^—B^M^i—i 
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necessity  of  taking  some  action  with  a  view  to  providing  a  library  of  books  of  reference 
for  the  nse  of  the  school  If  even  a  small  sum  were  granted  annually  it  would  soon 
place  the  school  in  a  much  l)etter  position  to  do  its  work.  No  expenditure  of  money 
in  connection  with  the  Normal  School  would  be  more  speedily  and  usefully  repaid. 

The  Governor  General's  silver  medals  for  Highest  Professional  Standing  were 
awarded  to  Miss  Harriet  H.  Richardson,  of  Albert  Co.,  and  to  Miss  Laura  R  Wilson, 
of  the  City  of  St.  John,  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  Divisions  respectively. 

In  the  Model  School  the  Bronze  Medal  for  Highest  School  Standing  was  won  by 
Sadie  S.  Thompson. 

The  Public  Closing  Exercises  for  the  year  lacked  nothing  of  their  usual  interest. 
A  biief  review  of  some  phases  of  the  work  of  the  school  was  followed,  in  the  aftei-noon, 
by  a  very  fine  musical  and  literary  entertainment  by  the  students.  At  l)oth  sessions 
the  Assembly  Hall  was  crowded  with  visitors. 

Miss  Daisy  H.  Hanson  delivered  the  valedictory  address  on  behalf  of  the  gi^duat- 
ing  class,  in  a  manner  which  reflected  credit  on  the  wisdom  of  her  fellow-students  in 
selecting  her  for  that  honor,  and  the  exercises  of  the  day  were,  in  every  way,  exception- 
ally instructive  and  pleasant. 

The  end  of  the  year,  as  usual,  brought  with  it  some  regrets,  but  we  found  much 
satisfaction  in  the  reflection  that  our  labors  had  materially  helped  to  prepare  one  of  the 
most  intelligent  and  promising  classes  that  we  had  ever  enrolled  at  the  Normal  School 
for  the  responsible  discharge  of  their  important  duty  as  toachers.

Sir  :  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  re{X)rt  on  the  condition  of  Public  Schools  in 
mj  Inspectorate  for  the  yenr  ftidiug  Dec«  31  st,  181)2. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  pi-ogress  has  been  made  in  all  branches  of 
the  Sf^rvice  in  ne&rlj  every  Parislh  Teachers  have  striven  by  attending  the  County 
^istitotes,  studying  Standard  Educational  Marks,  and  reading  the  '*  Educational  Ei^- 
▼iew,'*  to  reach  **  higher  ground";  Trustees  were  more  attentive  to  their  important 
duties^  and  parents  have  taken  more  intere^st  in  having  their  children  prepared,  by  ' 
iDeaas  of  the  Public  School,  for  the  various  duties  of  citizenship.  Many  schools  havfr  1 
been  supplied  with  better  furniture^  mapb  and  apparatus.  Much  fencing  has  been  done, 
and  in  not  a  few  cases  improved  accommodation  has  been  provided. 

Addingion, — Glencoe  District,  No.  2 J,  opened  school  for  the  fii-st  time  in  August 
of  this  year.  The  Trustees  of  No.  2  still  retain  the  services  of  Miss  Effie  McKinnon, 
And  the  school  has  improved  upon  ita  former  excellent  condition.  Some  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  School  House  in  No.  8,  Better  desks  art*  badly  needed,  Mr.  Wm, 
Stewart,  Secretary  to  Trustees  in  No,  6  Is  a  careful  and  painstaking  ofticer.  He  has 
iiad  the  school  room  supplied  with  new  black  boards.  The  enrolment  in  No.  4  increased 
and  the  school  improved  in  many  ways.  Miss  Bessie  McNaughton  is  the  teacher. 
My  last  two  visits  to  No.  5  were  unsiiLisfactory  on  account  of  the  small  number  of 
pupils  in  attendance.  The  Cauipbellton  Superior  School  has  been  well  conducted 
during  the  year  by  Mr,  Ernest  W.  Lewis,  B.  A.  He  has  established  a  Reading  Room 
in  connection  with  his  department  and  hopes  by  means  of  it  to  give  his  pupils  a  ia^U 
for  good  reading.  Miss  Kebecca  M.  Barnes  continues  t^  teach  the  Primary  Dejjart- 
nient.     She  is  one  of  the  most  successful   Primary  Teachers  in  my  Inspectorate.     All 
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tlie  work  of  her  school  is  well  done.  Rlie  teaches  aingiiig  by  note.  Her  pupils  in 
Standard  II.  can  sing  the  8cales  hy  number  an<l  letti^r  and  trauspoae  readily  from  one 
scale  to  another.  Tlie  department  located  near  the  stjitioii  niade  very  considerable 
improvement  during  the  year 

Dalhoit$ie,^—l  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  slight  improvement  in  the  c^duca- 
tional  condition  of  District  No,  10,  There  seeniti  to  be  few  pnpil«  in  attendance  in 
No.  12,  for  the  tiumVier  of  childrt^n  there  must  be  in  the  district  In  No,  8  the  school 
house  is  altogether  too  small.  In  No,  1  (Town),  the  schools  have  been  very  poorly 
conducted.  The  Trustees  have  neglected  to  njake  necessary  rei>airs  in  buildings, 
outhouses,  fences,  etc,  and  by  failing  to  supply  needed  apparatus.  8o  far  has  this 
economy  (1)  been  carried,  that  on  September  29  th  last  there  was  no  fire  in  the 
building  and  the  pupils  in  the  primary  department  were  actually  suffering  from  cold. 
All  the  departments  have  suffered  from  this  f>enuriousness  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees, 
but  none  so  much  as  the  Primary.  It  consists  of  Standards  I,,  II.  and  III.,  with  an 
^?nrolment  of  nearly  80.  Pupils  are  admitted  to  Standard  I.  at  all  times  of  year 
instead  of  but  once  a  year  as  in  any  such  community  where  the  schools  are  intelligently 
conducted.  The  Teacher  has  scarcely  anything  with  which  to  illustrate  her  work  or 
oaake  her  room  attractive.  On  my  last  visit  there  w^ere  48  children  crowded  into  tbia 
ill-ventilated,  dingy,  cold,  gloomy  room.  Small  wonder  that  the  result  of  my  inspection 
was  unsatisfactory. 

Should  this  state  oi  affairs  continue  it  would  much  advance  the  educationul 
interests  of  the  County  t^  remove  the  (Jmmmar  School  to  Cfttnpbellton,  where  the 
schools  are  generously  supported  by  the  people  and  iutolUgently  supervised  by  a  pro* 
gresaive  Board  of  Trustees. 

Coihorne. — The  school  in  No,  1  has  l>een  ]>rovided  with  a  complete  set  of  auto- 
matic desks  and  bUickboards  have  been  repaired.  The  school  in  No,  IJ  fell  ofl  con- 
siderably. The  Trustees  were  grossly  careless  in  the  Tuatter  of  wood  supply.  The 
Supi^rior  School  in  No.  2  niade  an  excellent  showing  on  my  last  visit.  More  attention 
should  be  paid  to  Physical  Kxercises,  etc. 

Ihirham. — The  Trustees  of  No.  2  deserve  much  praise  for  the  many  needed 
I'epairs  and  improvements  made  in  the  school  house  and  grounds  during  the  year.  Th& 
Teacher,  ilr.  H.  W.  Robertson,  did  his  duty  also  faitlifully  and  well,  both  in  th&^ 
school-room  and  in  the  care  of  school  grounds  and  premises.  A  full  sot  of  de.sks  and  seats 
was  provided  in  No,  1|,  The  School  House  in  No.  1  is  situated  in  such  a  swampy 
place  that  in  wet  weather  the  pupils  have  to  wade  through  a  mud  hole  to  enter  tlie 
school— a  drain  and  a  few  loads  of  gmvel  would  greatly  improve  tbia. 

Berti»fi/f'd. — ^The  School  House  iu  No.  2  should  be  moved  nearer  to  the  road  and 
finished  inside.  It  is  now  too  cold  for  pupils  in  winter  time.  Better  school  accommo- 
dation is  greatly  neefled  in  No.  2.  The  school  in  No.  3  makes  but  little  progress,  Tho 
Teacher  seems  industrious,  but  the  pupils  have  no  desire  to  excel  and  are  kept  at  home 
after  a  very  few  years*  attendance.  No.  13  has  not  nearly  so  good  a  school  as  it  had 
last  year.  A  new  School  House  was  built  in  No.  6 A*  One  of  the  Trustees  of  No.  7 J 
sends  his  children  to  the  school  in  the  adjoining  District,  though  the  distance  is  greater-^ 


tml  the  school  in  liis  own  District  imm€*asiirahty  supenor.  In  No.  11  thf*re  were  21 
pupils  present  without  slates  and  14  without  books*  The  Trustees  promised  to  remedy 
thk  The  School  in  No»  8  showefl  marked  improvement.  Many  and  serious  com- 
plibU  were  made  against  the  Trustees  ;ind  Pi  incipal  in  No.  4.  Against  th»  Trustees 
thfttthey  were  liorrowing  money  without  uuthoriiy  ;  l>Hying  the  Principal  in  advance, 
Thiie  olJowing  the  other  teachers  to  wait  a  yt-ar  or  more  foi-  their  salaries ;  not  meeting 
titp just  obligations  of  the  District  promptly  ;  not  collecting  tiixes  imprtrtially,  etc,  etc, 
i|«in8t  the  Teacher  that  he  too  frequently  closed  his  school  to  attend  to  private  busi- 
fittsand  take  part  in  political  campaigns.  I  trust  that  these  complaints  against  my  old 
Inend  are  entirely  without  foundation.

*'  i  lille  and  a  far  better  attendance  was  the  result.  Miss  Minnie  Millar  is  doing 
ut  work  in  No.  9.  On  my  last  visit  I  found  the  school  better  f/f/s.ii/iW  than  over 
Uforr,  The  penmanship  is  particularly  worthy  of  commendation.  The  school  in  No. 
I i  ahows  decided  indications  of  iuiprovemeut.  No.  7  continued  school  throughout  the 
J«ir.    Na  '2  was  supplied  with  a  half  dozun  very  tine  double  desks  and  seats. 
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Cartupmt, — ^The  School  iti  Caraquet  Centre  No.  10  contiJiued  to  be  the  l>©8t  school 
in  ihv  Parish.  No,  2  was  supplied  with  a  dozen  new  desks  and  seats,  the  material  of 
which  waa  good,  but  the  u^rknmn$Uip  so  bad  that  in  a  very  few  weeks  they  shrank  and 
warped  so  as  to  very  nearly  fall  to  pieces.  The  Ti-u^tees  of  No.  5  procured  15  desks 
and  seata,  all  of  which  were  for  the  smaller  [»upils.  1  was  well  plea;sed  with  the  pro- 
grew  made  by  the  pupils  of  No.  6,  of  which  Mr.  Ain»e  A,  Gionet  is  the  popular  Teacher. 
Some  work  was  done  during  the  year  on  the  inside  of  the  School  House  in  No.  9. 
Pokeseudie  Island  bus  been  set  apart  as  an  independent  District,  During  the  year  I 
called  a  meeting  for  organization,  but  no  business  was  done.

Trti8t4?es  of  No.  0  to  get  a  Teacher,  yet  they  maui^ige  to  have  a  scbool  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  time.  No,  9 J  had  no  suhool  during  the  yeiWj  bwt  have  been  building  anew 
School  House  and  hope  t<i  have  school  continuously  for  the  future.  No.  8 J  operated  a  ■ 
school  during  the  year  under  many  discouragements.  The  Schools  in  No.  6  and  No.  4  J 
were  well  conducted  as  usual.  The  pupils  in  No.  4  make  little^  if  any,  progre-ss,  l>ecau8©' 
the  Trustees  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  any  Teacher^  no  matter  how  incompetent. 

— At  the  beginning  of  second  terin,  achoo!  was  opened  foi-  the  first  time  \ 
in  District  No,  7.     District  No.  10  is  budly  in   need  of  a  new  School  House,     Some 
wish  the  District  divided.     That  would  necessitate  the  building  of  two  School  Houses. 
As  it  is  a  new  Settlement  and  there  are  but  44  Piatepayers  in  all,  I  am  afraid  that  they  j 
will  have  to  content  themselves  with  one  .school  for  some  time  to  come. 


•S^^,  hidore, — ^There  are  only  thi-ee  Districts  in  this  Parish,  one  of  which  is  not  yet 
organized,  though  a  meeting  was  called  for  that  purpose.  The  two  organized  Districts 
maintained  schools  throughout  the  year 

Samnnrez^  —  District  No.  2  is  long  and  narrow,  with  a  sch«x>l  ut  each  end,     Th 
Ratepayers  have  agi-eed  to  have  their  District  divided,  and  I  shall  see  that  their  wishi 
are  carried  out  as  soon  as  an  equibible  boundary  can  be  det;ided  upon.     No,  4  had  no^l 
school  during  the  year.     As  there  seemed  to  be  no  other  way  of  securing  school  privi 
leges  to  the  children  in  No.  1,  I  annexed  a  part  of  that  District  to  No.  3,  and  shnll 
pix>bably   attach    the   remainder  to   the    Portage  River  District,      District  No.  3  con 
tains  two  ungraded  schools  besides  the  Tracadie  Superior  School.     The  School  Hou 
near  Ferguson's  Point  was  moved  nearer  to  the  end  of  the  bridge,  to  accommodate  th 
Rftteprtvei-s  newly  admitted  from  No,    T.     Some  of  the  Ratepjiyers  living  near   the^ 
Backwoods  School  {.so  called)  w*ished  to  have  their  section  erected  into  an  indei^enden 
District.     As  but  few  took  any  intei-est  m  the  matter,  and  the  present  school  service 
fairly  satisfactory,  I  decided  not  to  disturb  the  present  arrangement.     The  Tracad 
Superior  School  is  still   taught  by  Mr.    B,    D.  Bi-anscouibe,  who,   with  an   untrain 
assistant,  produces  excellent  results^  though  most  of  his  work  has  to  be  done  iu  two 
languas^es. 

Alminck,—K  new  School  House  was  built  in   District  No.    1  to  replace  the  o] 
destroyed  by  fire  last  year.     The  Trustees  of  No.  12  have  their  School  House  ahoui 
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ooiDpieted,  but  are  very  slow  oi»onitio;  school.  The  school  in  No.  5  is  a  very  dillicult  oi 
to  clJ^ssify  &H  some  of  the  pupils  study  both  Ejiglish  and  French  and  others  in 
wae  grades  reiid  in  English  only.  Tliis  gives  the  Teacher  nearly  double  work  and 
miikeH  it  very  discouraging.  The  ischool  in  No.  10  has  not  hrrretotbre  been  as  sucoeB* 
ful  as  it  should  be,  largely  because  it  has  not  been  kept  continuously  In  operation 
Tbe  District  ui  large  and  populous  and  the  school  should  never  be  closed  at  aU 
myliwt  visit  thert^  were  56  pupils  enrolled  and  nearly  >*t.jr'  timej^  as  many  in  Grad 
I  And  II.  as  there  were  in  advance  of  Grade  II.  It  is  time  the  School  House  in  No,  9 
siu  finished  inside.  The  school  in  No,  8  was  not  as  satisfactory  aa  usual  No.  4  had 
no  school  during  second  term. 

yewcastle,  —  Douglastown,    No.    6.    has    now    the    best   8chool    playground    and 
premises  in  any  Inspectorate.     By  the  kindness  of  Erne-st  Hutchinson,  Esq.,  the  Trus- 
tees were  enabled  to  secure  the  I^Ianor  House  and  grounds  at  very  little,  if  any,  coi 
to  the  Distiict.     The  gi*ounds  are  beautifully  laid  out  and  well  planted  with  sbadi 
Aud  ornamental  trees.     The  house  was  remodelled  to  accommodate  three  departmem 
ot  tht*  school.     The  Rosebank  school  %vas  closed  and  some  dissatisfaction  was  caused 
on  thiit  account  among  the  jjeoplt'   in  its  immediate  vicinity.     No.   2  has  improved 
considerably.     In  No.   5,   the  attendance  is  so  very  small   that   the  Trustees  hav 
decided  to  close  th*^  school  for  a  term  to  attend  to  some  needed  repairs.     The  schools 
iu  Newcastle  Town,  No.  7,  maintiiined  their  ethciency,  though  towards  the  end  of  the 
jear  they  sustained  an  ineparable  loss  in  the  resignation  of  the  Principal,  Philip  Cox, 
Esq,,  B,   A.    B.   Sc.     Mr,    F.    P,  Yorston,  B,  A.,  was  apiwinteil   his  successor.     It  is 
Lope<]  that  with  the  alile  as-si stance  of  Mhs  E.  McLachlan,  the  experienced  and  accom 
(>lisiied  Teacher  of  the  Advanced  De|>arfcment  and  the  active  co-operation  of  the  rest 
of  th»'  staff  no  sensible  diminution  of  cffectivene^  in  the  school  service  of  the  Towi 
togj  be  realized » 

yort/i  Eisk. — The  Trustees  of  No.  1  spend  so  much  time  in  quarreling  with  each 
nthcr  that  it  leaves  them  little  time  t^  look  after  the  school.  They  supplied  the  school 
with  Lew  desks  nevertheless.  No.  5  employed  a  Local  Licensee  during  the  year.  Miss 
Charlotte  Keenan  is  doing  excellent  work  in  No,  6.  No.  '1  has  made  commendable 
ppogrees  for  the  past  tliree  yeai-s  under  Miss  Susie  8.  Gerard.  The  School  House  in 
No.  11  was  painted  outside  and  now  presents  a  fine  iippearance.  The  School  in  No.  4 
improved  somewhat  during  the  year. 

Souih  Esk, — No.  8  ojierated  school  only  one  term  during  tlie  year,  as  usual,  and 
loonBequenee  none  of  the  pupils  are  in  advance  of  Standard  III.     No.  9  continues 
be  one  of  the  best  schools  in  the  county.     Much   progi'ess  was  matle  in  No.  13.     Some 
psreiits  in  this  District  are  said  to  intei'fere  with  the  school  deacipline  and  sometimes 
enoauiage  their  children  to  set  the  Teachers  authority  at  defiance.     No.  15  opened 
*cbool  at  the  beginning  of  second  term  after  keejiing  it  closed  for  two  years. 

Derbf/* — Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  School  House  of  District  No.  1, 
50  that  now  the  departments  of  the  Derby  Sui>erior  School  have  as  good  accommoda- 
tions as  any  schools  in  the  County.  One  of  our  most  successful  teachers^  Miss  Eliza  J. 
Olufton,  resigned  her  position  in  No.   IJ  to  practice  her  profession  in  one  of  the 
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Western  Sia1^&  Sbe  had  taaght  the  school  for  six  years.  The  School  Jn  No.  4  is^ 
incTEasiiig  in  efficiency  under  Miss  Lottie  K  Underhlll.  The  Trustees  supplied  some 
new  fomitnre.  No.  2  had  no  school  during  second  term  because  a  suitable  teacher 
could  not  be  found. 

BlachrilU. — In  No.  1  the  Trustees  expect  the  Teacher  either  to  act  as  janitor  her- 
self or  see  that  the  pupils  do  the  work.  No.  7  is  one  of  the  brainiest  schools  in  the 
County,  and  is  well  conducted  by  Miss  l^Iabel  J.  Dealy.  In  Blackville  Village,  No.  7, 
the  Trustees  decided  to  open  a  Superior  School,  and  have  engaged  for  the  coming 
year  Mr.  Jaa.  Mcintosh,  who,  for  nearly  five  years,  was  the  successful  Principal  of  the 
SapencM-  Sdiool  in  Bathurst  Village.  That  the  school  will  be  a  success  goes  without 
saying. 

BlUftidd, — In  May  the  School  House  in  Doaktown,  No.  4,  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
Happily  it  was  insured  and  the  Trustees  were  able  to  replace  it  with  slight  additional 
cost  to  the  Ratepayers.  The  new  school  room  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  one,  but 
in  view  of  the  growing  needs  of  the  District,  I  think  it  should  have  been  large  enough 
to  have  a  clas&-room  on  the  ground  floor.  Every  District  in  the  Parish  operated  school 
during  the  year.  I  did  not  visit  No.  H  during  the  year,  the  only  District  in  my  In- 
spectorate so  negteded.     No.  3  enclosed  the  school  yard  by  a  neat  picket  fence. 

LmdUmt. — Boiestown,  Na  3,  needs  a  new  School  House  which  the  Trustees  seem 
in  no  boriT  to  sopply.  The  District  is  abundantly  able  to  give  their  children  better 
quarters  than  the  gloomy  old  barracks  at  present  occupied.  This  is  already  an  important 
business  centre  and  should  have  a  good  school. 

Xdnrn. — ^The  Trustees  of  No.  7  built  a  new  School  House  in  a  grove  of  spruces- 
and  firs,  which,  when  thinned  out '  and  trimmed,  will  make  an  ideal  school  ground. 
Mrs.  Annie  O'Brien  did  excellent  work  in  No.  5.  No.  3  closed  school  during  Second 
Term  to  replaster  and  otherwise  repair  their  School  House.  No.  3^  is  not  yet  organ- 
ized and  the  outlook  unpromising.  It  would  be  better  to  have  this  District  re-united 
with  No.  3. 

RogencilU. — No.  13  has  operated  school  throughout  the  year,  after  having  it 
closed  for  four  years.  No.  10^  had  no  school  during  second  term.  No.  14  had  for 
the  year  the  most  satisfactory  school  in  the  Parish.  Miss  Marguerite  M.  Richard  was 
the  Teachfn*.  The  School  in  No.  10  should  be  much  better  than  it  has  been  for  the 
past  year  or  two. 

Chatham. — The  gradcMl  School  in  No.  9  did  excellent  work  during  the  year,  under 
the  Principalship  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Loggie,  aided  by  his  staff  of  able  and  devoted  assistants, 
Miss  flllen  Curran,  whose  department  was  the  best  in  the  building,  resigned  her  school 
at  the  end  of  the  First  Term,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ellen  Donovan,  an  able  and 
experienced  Teacher.  The  Primary  is  now  the  weakest  department  in  the  building, 
and  that  from  reasons  largely  beyond  the  Teacher's  control  Pupils  are  admitted  to 
Standard  L  at  all  times  of  year.  Numbers  of  them  enter  in  May  and  June.  The 
grading  is  done  the  last  of  June.  Consequently  the  room  is  overcrowded  for  two^ 
months  of  the  year.     On  my  last  visit  (June,  1892),  there  were  sixteen  newly  admitted. 
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popils,  doing  next  to  nothing  themselves,  and  retarding  the  work  of  the  other  pupils. 
If  the  Trustees  had  a  little  knowledge  of  school  organization,  and  would  take  pains  to 
explain  mattei*s  to  parents  applying  for  permits,  this  whole  difficulty  could  be  easily 
sarmonnted. 

Glenelg — The  School  in  No.  1  had  been  for  nine  years  conducted  very  successfully 
by  Miss  Bessie  J.  Ullock,  who  resigned  her  position  at  the  end  of  first  term.  The 
Trustees  found  it  difficult  to  find  a  teacher  capable  of  doing  her  work.  They  chose 
Uiss  Mary  C.  Edgar,  under  whom  the  school  has  maintained  it«  efficiency. 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOLS. 

Of  the  three  Grammar  Schools  in  my  Inspectorate,  that  in  Bathurst  is  the  only 
one  to  change  its  Principal.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Ratepayer  in  a  fit  of 
economy  (?)  voted  to  abolish  the  Grammar  School  and  ojierate  a  Superior  School  in  its 
gtead— as  they  could  save  $100  by  the  change — Principal  Cowperthwaite  would  not  of 
course,  accept  the  reduced  salary.  He  accepted  a  position  in  a  private  school  and  thus 
one  of  our  ablest  Teachers  is  lost  to  the  public  schools,  I  trust  only  for  a  time. 

ARBOR   DAY. 

Arbor  day  was  observed  in  88  Districts  in  this  Inspectorate.  There  were  planted 
850  trees  and  127  shrubs,  and  131  flower  beds  were  made.  A  great  deal  of  cleaning 
jrp  wBS  done  both  outside  Q,nd  inside.  In  many  cases  a  programme  was  arranged  for 
and  carried  out  after  the  tree  planting  was  over. 

We  are  but  beginning  to  realize  some  advantages  from  the  observance  of  this  day. 
A  few  school  grounds  are  becoming  very  pretty  from  successive  tree  plantings,  some 
getting  fences,  because  without  them  the  wf)rk  of  Arbor  Day  is  made  useless  by  the 
ravages  of  the  wayside  cow,  and  others  are  moving  to  get  school  buildings  worth 
enclosing. 

teachers'  institutes. 

Institutes  were  held  in  all  the  three  Counties  of  this  Inspectoral  District.  Those 
of  Northumberland  and  Kestigouche  Counties  were  made  more  than  usually  interesting 
by  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Superintendent,  who  gave  valuable  assistance  in  the  dis- 
cussions, besides  delivering  in  connection  with  each  a  public  lecture. 

That  of  Gloucester  County  convened  at  Grand  Anse.  The  attendance  was  smaller 
than  usual.  Bev.  J.  R.  Doucet  took  an  active  part  in  the  discussions,  and  contributed 
largely  to  the  interest. 

new  districts. 

There  have  been  only^bwr  new  Districts  erected  in  this  Inspectorate  during  the 
year,  viz.:  tux)  in  the  Parish  of  Black ville,  one  in  Caraquet,  and  one  (a  border  District) 
h  Rogersville.  « 

changes  of  boundaries,  etc. 

For  various  reasons,  but  all  with  the  view  of  making  the  schools  of  more  service 
to  the  children,  I  have  had  to  change  the  boundaries  of  Nos.  5  and  6,  Blackville,  of 
Nos.  ^  and  10,  Beresford,  and  of  No.  10,  Rogersville. 
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I  have  received  petitions  to  change  the  boundaries  of  No.  5,  Ludlow,  Nos.  9  and  2, 
Chatham  ;  No.  7,  Nelson ;  Nos.  4  and  6,  Beresford  and  No.  4,  Inkennan. 

I  have  submitted  proposed  boundaries  for  No.  5,  Ludlow,  but  it  is  a  border  District 
and  the  consent  of  Inspector  Bridges  must  be  obtained  before  action  can  be  taken 
thereon.  In  the  other  cases  mentioned  I  shall  embrace  the  very  earliest  opportunity  of 
looking  into  their  merits  and  of  preparing  boundaries  where  I  think  the  interests  of 
•education  would  be  advanced  by  a  change. 

There  are  many  anxious  to  have  the  time  of  summer  vacation  changed  so  as  to 
embrace  the  haying  and  early  harvest  season,  and  to  have  the  terms  changed  so  as  to 
commence  in  April  and  November  as  formerly. 

SUBSTITUTE    DAYS. 

When  many  Saturdays  are  taught  to  make  up  lost  time,  the  result  is  most  unsatis- 
factory. Pupils  will  not  attend  except  they  feel  sure  of  being  allowed  to  play  instead 
of  being  compelled  to  work.  The  tone  and  scholarship  in  those  schools  where  Substitute 
Days  are  of  frequent  occurrence  are  decidedly  inferior.  They  should  only  be  allowed 
to  count  as  Teaching  Days  when  the  number  of  pupils  present  is  equal  to  the  average 
attendance,  and  when  the  hours  are  as  long  and  the  work  is  carried  on  with  as  much 
vigor  as  on  a  regular  Teaching  Day.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1892. 

In  my  last  year's  report  I  had  occasion  to  remark  that  there  was  a  scarcity  of 
teachers  for  the  term  ended  30th  June,  and  I  stated  that  a  f6w  Local  Licenses  had  to 
be  granted  in  order  that  the  schools  might  be  kept  in  operation.  For  the  year  just 
closed  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  supply  of  teachers  was  sufficient  for 
the  schools  that  were  kept  in  operation.  Only  two  Local  Licenses  were  granted  for 
the  term  ended  30th  June,  and  two  for  the  term  ended  31st  December.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  know  that  all  the  schools,  French  as  well  as  English,  have  the  advantage 
of  being  in  charge  of  trained  teachers. 

The  following  tabulated  statement  shows  the  number  of  schools  and  departments 

in  operation  in  the  several  Parishes  of  this  Inspectoi'ate  during  the  terms  ended  30th

A  few  Districts  in  Albert  County  have  become  sd^  depopulated  that  no  attempt  is 
niade  to  keep  a  school  in  operation.  Other  districts,  while  able  to  keep  schools  in 
operation  atjleast  a  part  of  the  time  either  from  car0l^ness  or  penuriousness  or  both, 
fail  to  employ  teachers  and  the  result  is  that  their  children  are  being  deprived  of  the 
benefits  of  an  education. 
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During  the  year  new  School  Houses  have  bean  bitilfc  m  Bleakney  Hoad,  District 
No,  2a,  Salisbury  ;  MapU^ton  No,  10,  Elgiu ;  Mount  Pleanant  No.  14,  Botsford  ;  aad 
Tidnish  No,  3,  Weatmorliiiid.  A  new  School  House,  with  enlarged  school  premises,  is 
much  neeiled  in  the  vilhige  of  Penohsquis,  and  whilf  I  am  not  able  to  I'Ojiort  that  it 
has  beini  detinitely  decided  to  build  a  new  house,  still,  I  am  pleased  lo  know  that 
there  is  a  growing  feeling  iu  favor  of  building  a  new  one.  New  School  Houses  are  alao 
needed  in  Steeves  District  No.  2,  Coverdale,  McGinley  Corner  No.  10,  Dorchestex, 
liidiie  District  No.  8,  Monctou  and  8alern  No.  11,  Hjivelock.  In  the  last  naoied 
district  there  is  at  }>resent  no  house,  the  okl  odc  having  been  burned  in  August  last* 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  inside  of  the  School  House  at  Harvey 
Corner.  The  walls  in  both  departments  and  in  the  c1ks.s-iooui  have  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  papered,  the  ceilitigs  ]>ainted  and  the  blackboards  enlarged  and  improved. 
A  considerable  amount  of  apparatus  has  lieen  provided,  and  t%  number  of  books  added 
to  the  libj-ary.  To  Mr,  W.  B.  Jonah^  the  Teacher,  is  due  the  crtniit  of  adding  t^o  the 
libmry,  and  to  some  extent  the  other  improvements  made.  Repairs  have  also  Ijeea 
made  on  the  School  House  in  Scoudouc  No.  13,  8hetliac,  Intervale  No.  18,  Salisbury 
and  Upper  New  Horton  No.  12,  Harvey,  New  furniture  is  needed  in  No*  13, 
Bhediac,  No.  T,  Dorchester*and  No.  12,  Salisbury. 

Improved  School  House  accommodation  and  enlarged  school  }>reiuises  are  niucli 
needed  in  Gautreau  Village  District  No.  17,  Dorchester.  In  this  district  there  are^i 
children  enough  for  a  Graded  School  of  two  departnients,  hut  the  Schoisl  House  is  only 
large  enough  for  one  department  and  a  class  room.  If  the  district  could  be  induced 
either  to  enlarge  and  repair  the  house  at  present  in  use  or  build  a  new*  one,  making 
pix> vision  for  two  departments  the  educational  needs  of  the  district  would  be  more 
adequately  provided  for. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  reftining  to  a  very  anomalous  condition  of  school  matterafl 
which  exist  in  the  Parish  of  Hillaboro  in  Albert  County.  From  the  School  House  in 
the  VUlage  of  Hillsboro  to  the  School  House  in  Lower  Hillsboro  is  al>out  three  miles«^ 
and  within  that  distance  there  are  four  Scliool  Houses  and  four  schools:  two  (graded  au<^^ 
two  ungraded.  The  Surrey  School  which  was  fornierly  u  graded  school  of  two  depar 
nienta,  etficiently  run,  has  of  late  years  fluctuated  between  a  graded  and  an  ungradc 
school,  the  number  of  scholars  having  decreased  so  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  numl 
to  keep  up  a  Graded  School  the  whole  year,  and  conse<|uently  the  school  has  not  ma 
such  satisfactory  progress  as  when  it  was  kept  up  continuously  as  a  Graded  School 
The  Surrey  School  House  is  old  and  quite  dilapidated  and  a  new  Scliool  House  must 
provided  in  a  few  years.  A  union  of  the  Surrey  District  and  Edgett's  Landin^ 
District  with  a  new  School  House  at  or  near  the  centre,  would  seem  to  be  what 
needed  at  present.  If  this  were  done  the  district  thus  formed  would  contain  a  sufficiei^^i 
numl>er  of  pupils  for  a  school  of  at  least  two  departments  and  both  districts  would  I^^h 
benefited  educationally.  I 

The  custom  of  shortening  the  hours  for  the  younger  pupils  in  graded  schools  ^S^ 
towns  and  villages  is  a  custom  to  be  commended  and  is  in  the  beat  intereiits  of  educ=^ai- 
tion,  and  I  am  sorry  it  is  not  universally  adopted  throughout  the  country  districts.  r^3t 
fifiilBi  almost  in  hum  un  to  keep  a  large  number  of  very  young  children  confined  ia^ 

\  School  House,  especially  during  the  warm  weather  of  August  and  September,  1

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six  boors  a  day,  I  have  frequently  siiggest-ed  to  the  teat^hei-s  of  the  ungraded  8chool» 
tUt  it  would  W  better  to  shorten  the  hours  for  the  younger  pupils,  but  I  have  generally 
weeived  the  reply  that  the  Trustees  and  Rutej^ayers  were  Jiot  willing  that  this  should 
Iwdone,  The  old  enoneous  idea  is  still  prevalent  in  uuuiy  Districts  that  the  more  time 
children  spend  in  the  School  House  the  more  tht^y  will  learn.  These  lemailts  receive 
idilitioual  force  when  we  remember  that  in  many  cases  children  are  sent  to  sehool  too 
^■ottfig,  many  being  sent  when  they  tire  l)are!y  five  years  old,  and  in  some  cases  tliat 
bTecome  nnder  ray  own  observation,  before  they  were  tive.  It  has  long  been  e^tab- 
H&liMi beyond  a  doubt  that  young  children  are  retarded  in  their  education  by  being  kept 
toolougin  school  each  day.  And  here  1  may  ndd  ihat  1  am  in  hearty  accord  with  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  extendini;  the  summer  vacation  this  year. 

Itifi  very  satisfactory  to  know  that  so  laige  a  number  of  the  Teachers  avail  Uiem- 
iJmof  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Provincial  Jn.stituti%  nnd  it  is  worthy  of  note 
tkitthofie  Teachere  who  attend  the  County  Institutes  and  tht*  Provincial  Institute,  as  a 
tvAe^  lire  more  interested  in  tlie  work  of  teaching,  and  are  more  likely  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  iime^.  The  means  of  self-improvement  art'  .so  nunitrouH  and  varied  that  there  ia 
tioejtcuse  for  any  teacher  plodding  idong  behind  the  nge.  I  should  like  to  see  a  larger 
number  attend  the  Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

As  already  noted  important  additions  were  made  duritjg  the  year  to  the  library  of 

the  Harvey  Corner  BchooL     About  uineLy  volumes  Imve  been  added  to  the  library  of 

tlie  Dorchester  Superior  School,     Mr.  Geo.  J.  Truemau,  teacher  of  the  Superior  School 

in  Difttrict  No,  11»  Sackville,  has  sueeeeded  in  raising  forty  dollars  as  a  beginning  for  a 

libmry  for  that  District.     Good  work  has  been  done  in  this  line  in  other  districts. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Colpitts  still  contimies  in  charge  of  the  Allwrt  County  (ri-^imtiiar  School, 

ind  Mr*  J,  G,   A,    Belyea  remains   Principal  of  the    Westmorland    County  Grammar 

Scliool     In  August  Itwt  Mr  A.  C.  M.  Lawson  took  charge  of  the  Superior  School  at 

avelock,  and  Mr.  VanBiiren  Thorne  became  Principal  of  Superior  School  at  Petit* 

The  other  Superior  Schools  in  this  Inspectorate  remain  in  charge  of  the  same 

iers  as  last  year. 

The  schools  in  the  City  of  Moncton   have  maintained   throughout  the  year  their 
igh  state  of  efficiency.     I  regret,  however,  to  lea»n  that  there  is  an  agitation  in  favor 
f  reducing  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  and  of  employing  teachers  other  than  those 
Yielding  licenses  of  Class  I.     This,  in  my  opinion,  would  be  a  retrograde  step  and  would 
_X  fear  have  a  tendency  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

I         Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  eighty-three  teachers.     Six  hundred  and  forty-seven 
B<fc»ea  and  one  hundretl  and  thirty-two  shrubs   were  planted,  and  fifty-one  Mower  beds 
m  were  made,  besides  the  usual  external  and  internal  impixtvements  in  the  school  grounds 
luid  Kchool  houses.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  snhmit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ended  Decern- 
ber  3Ut,  A.  D.  18U2. 

BOUNDAKJES  OP   SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

It  is  my  opinion  there  is  pressing  need  for  ft  thorough  revision  of  the  Bonndftr 
of  School  Districts  as  at  present  established.  I  know  it  is  true  of  this  Ins|jecioni| 
District,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  i«  the  same  throughout  the  Province.  Assuming  theJ 
boundaries  were  the  best  that  could  he  established  at  the  time,  changed  conditions  of 
settlements  have  rendered  them  inetniable^  and,  in  many  case^,  manifestly  unjust.  Were  , 
an  Inspector  to  investigate,  on  the  spot,  each  complaint  as  it  should  be,  I  believe  bi&  m 
whole  time  would  \m  taken  up  in  this  single  duty.  While  it  is  probably  beyond  my  ; 
province  to  make  any  suggestion,  I  believe  the  service  i-erjuires  nothing  more  strongly 
than  a  District  to  District  I'evision  of  houndariea. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

While  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  ability  and  zeal  of  the  Teachers  of  the  Omni* 
mar  School  in  this  Im>pectorate,  yet  there  is  scarcely  more  advanced  work  taken  up  in 
them  than  is  carried  on  in  any  of  the  Superior  Schools,  This  is  true  even  in  respect  of 
the  classical  part  of  the  programme. 

SCHOOL   TERMS. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  |mrt  of  the  vacation  occurs  in  the  Summer* 
Term,  the  number  of  teaching  davs  is  not  fairly  apportioned.     Trustees  take  advantage 
of  this  and  reduce  the  teacher*8  salary  to  a  njere  pittance  for  the  Summer  Term.     At 
the  same  time  the  Trustee-s  claim,  other  things  being  equal,  an  efjnal  amount  from  thg^ 
County  Fund.     Why  not  do  away  with  the  division  of  th^  School  Year  into  set  terms  I 
im  at  present ;   and  enact  that  all  contracts   should  run   for  the  School  Year.      Full 
returns  could  be  sent  in  but  once  during  the  year.     If  necessary  that  Teachers  should 
be  paid  from  the  Provinoe  more  than  once  per  annum,  a  return  of  the  time  taughi-, 
duly  attested,  could  be  made,  say,  at  the  mid-summer  vacation ;  and  payment  madol 
thereon. 

Hampton. — In  No.  2,  Superior  School,  Mr.  A,  H.  Sherwood  retires,  and  is  sue- 
ceeded  by  Mr.  M.  E.  Hurrington.  The  Trustees  of  No,  3,  Hampton  Village,  bAva 
made  extensive  improvements.  Both  departments  will  now  l>e  in  the  same  building. 
On  the  ground,  I  assume,  of  economy,  they  have  engaged  a  teacher  of  the  second  o]mjbr 
as  Principal.  No.  5  is  ntaintaining  a  school  on  it«  own  account.  It  would  1m 
advantageous  to  both  5  and  9  to  unite.  The  building  in  No.  6  should  be  repaired.  Il 
have  pi^essed  the  matter  u[)on  the  attention  of  the  Trustees,  but  so  far  without  smx:€«»»J 

N&rton* — Mr.  J.  W.  Richardson  remains  in  charge  of  the  Superior  SchooL 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Teachers  a  line  library  has  been  obtained. 


Sprinqfield, — -No,  4  had  a  regularly  licensed  Teacher,  It  Is  without  suitAW© 
tppumtus^  etc.  No.  1,  which  was  last  year  rated  as  a  Btipertor  School  does  not  show 
»  dispoaitiou  to  i-etain  it,  although  in  every  way  qualitied.  Much  iruprovenient  has 
Ijeco  made  to  the  huilding  by  the  Trustees  in  No.  2.  Thii*  district  for  a  long  time 
mwntaiued  the  Superior  School  of  the  Parinh.  No,  8^  building  repaired  ;  have  recotn- 
lueuded  necessary  appaiatue  and  a  better  grade  of  fuiTiiture.  In  No,  2i  some  tiouble 
Arose  because  of  Trustees  refusing  or  neglecting  to  employ  a  Teacher.  I  believe  the 
mfttter  was  satisfactorily  arranged* 

Siudholm, — No.  15  has  a  large  attendance,  and,  agreeably  to  the  regulation, 
employs  a  class-roorn  assistant.  No.  16  is  emiuently  satisfactory.  The 
\  Miss  Mabel  Folkins,  leaves  to  take  a  course  at  the  Normal  School  for  advunce- 
loeiitof  class.  Mr.  \V.  N.  Biggar  continues  to  give  satitifaetiou  in  No.  5,  The  suLcess 
which  hns  attended  3>IisH  Annie  L,  Darling's  teaching  in  No,  10  answers  the  objection 
often  heardj  that  a  course  of  instruction  cannot  be  satisfactorily  followed  in  country 
districts.  The  work  done  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Kierstead  in  No.  8,  New  town »  was  up  to  the 
stftiidard  of  a  Superior  Scliool.  Mr,  Kierstead  leaves  to  take  a  courae  of  study  at  the 
Seminary  at  St,  Martins*  His  work  was  always  highly  satisfactory  to  me,  I  regret 
to  say  a  class-room  has  not  yet  been  provided.  Many  efforts  have  been  made  by  Tue  to 
Hn  a  achool  opemted  in  No.  26.  A  want  of  co-operation  among  the  Ratepayers  has 
tlms  far  prevented. 

5Mw«:."By  the  establishment  of  an  additional  department,  the  Trustees  of  No.  2, 

Oitmiuar  School,  have  lelieved  all  the  grades.     Alt  the  departments  are  giving  satisfac- 

tioa.    Mr.  R.  D,  Hanson  continues  as  Principal.     As  before  }>ointed  out  by  me  suitable 

afioomtnodation  has  not  yet  been   provided   for   the   Primary   Department  at  Apohaqui 

This  is  the  Superior  School.     Mr.  Goodwin  continues  here, 

Watfir/ord, — No,  3  did  not  .succeed  in  securing  a  licetise<l  teacher  this  term.  The 
•nrollaient  is  small.  Steps  have  not  yet  been  taken  to  rebuild  the  School  House,  de- 
ftroyed  by  fire,  in  Chambei'S*  Settlement,  No,  2.  There  h«s  l>eeii  no  school  for  nearly 
twro  years.  I  visited  the  District  the  last  term  to  endea\'or  to  get  the  lUtepayers  to 
luiikesome  arrangement.

Pennfield, — The  attendance  at  the  schools  in  this  Parish  is  very  poor  during  t 
berry  season,  and  in  conseciuence  some  of  the  schools  do  not  o\yGa  until  October  in  I 
aecond  term.     It  aim  oh t  seems  as  if  they  should  be  permitted   to  have  the  sumic 
TAcation  later.      With  the  exception  abo\  e  noted^  all  the  schools  in  this  Parish  wd 
regularly  maintained.     Miss  Annie  Prescott  has  retired  from   No.  3^  to  the  i^greti 
all.     The  Trustees  of  No.  2»  Beaver  Harlwr,  discouraged  by  the  irregularity  of 
attendance  duiing  the  second  term,  contemplate  the  maintenance  of  bat  one  departmej 
for  that  terra.     I  hope  this  plan  will  not   be  follow  od,  tis  there  is  but  little  reason  i 
poor  attendance  in  Beaver  Harbor. 

St.  George.^Tlw  Village  Schools,  No,  1»  are  progi^ssing  as  usual.  A  fine  lot| 
trees  were  planted  Arbor  day.  The  house  in  No,  2,  Head  of  Letang,  has  been  pain^ 
and  repaired.  Nos,  3,  4,  5  and  6  have  supported  ^ood  schools,  as  usual.  No.  S|  i 
10,  Piscahegjm,  have  had  schools  in  operation  duiing  pivri  of  the  year.  As  it  was  nl 
possible  to  obtain  licensed  Teachers  for  these  Districts,  local  licenseB  were  grantdB 
The  house  in  No.  13  is  poor.  A  school  flag  was  procui-ed  for  Mascarene,  No,  12,  b)j 
the  exertions  of  the  Teacher,  Miss  McVicfir,  The  attendance  at  Back  Bay,  No.  14, 
is  very  irregular  aiid  the  enroHmeut  very  large  —  too  large  for  one  Teacher,  Thi 
Tmstees  pro|^»os^  to  engage  a  male  Teacher,  The  houses  in  Nos.  15  and  16  have  been 
i-epaired.  The  house  in  Hoix,  No.  9,  has  been  painted,  and  now^  furnishes  an  att 
tive  appearance.  All  the  Schools  in  tliis  large  Parish  have  been  in  operation  durin 
portion  of  the  year, 

Dufibarlmi, — No.  1,  Pleasant  Ridge,  has  maintanied  a  scbool  as  usual.  No. 
Flumo  Ridge,  could  not  procure  a  Teacher  for  the  lirst  term.  No.  4,  Tryon  Bettleme 
though  small  and  ]>oor,  supports  a  school  half  the  time.  School  matters  are  movii]| 
along  much  more  harmoniously  in  No.  5  than  during  the  previous  year.  A  good 
school  is  in  operation.  The  school  in  Rolling  Dam,  No.  6,  is  more  efficient  than  it 
ever  been,  and  the  house  and  its  surroundings  are  satisfiictory  in  every  respect.  Nc 
Greenock^  has  been  provided  with  new  funutnre.  No,  7J,  Mooney*a  Comer,  is 
eipvip|)ed  in  every  way. 

Si,  Pairiek — No.    1,  Bocabec  Lake,  should  support  &  mot^j  regular  school. 


JiauBi*  and  furniture  in  this  District  are  not  tip  to  the  standard  niainUined  by  the  other 
Diitricta  in  the  Parifih.  No.  2,  Bocabt'c  Ridge,  has  repaired  its  old  house  instead  of 
Iniilding  a  new  one  as  was  voted.  Considering  the  condition  and  location  of  tho  old 
bouj6  J  think  it  would  have  been  better  policy  to  have  built  a  new  one  on  a  better 
git<L  No*  5,  Elmsville,  opened. its  school  more  promptly  in  the  second  terra  than  usual 
and  the  attendance  fully  justified  the  innovation.  The  house  in  No.  6  is  poor,  hut  the 
funiitiire  and  apparatus  are  good.  No.  2i,  Whittier  Ridge,  regularly  supporta  a  good 
kIiooI. 

St  Croix. — Nos.  2  and  3  maintain  etiicicrjt  scliools.  The  attendance  in  both 
diiitricts  Is  large.  No*  4,  Bartlett's  Mills,  does  not  keep  its  school  in  regular  operation. 
Tlie  School  in  Up|)er  Waweig,  No.  5,  fell  ott*  greatly  during  the  tirst  term,  but  ha.s 
iiijproved  since.     Orr,  No  4i,  has  a  good  school. 

SU  Andrmm. — I  have  little  to  add  to  and  nothing  to  detract  from  the  rejiort  I 
niJidr  last  year  concerning  the  schools  of  t lie  Toift  ii.  They  compare  very  favorably  with 
any  others  in  my  district.  The  apparatus  and  libitiries  have  been  add(*d  to  during  the 
ywr.  The  Trustees  continue  to  take  an  active  and  intelligent  interest  in  all  that 
pwt«bs  to  the  welfare  of  the  scho*3ls.  At  my  visit  a  combined  meeting  of  Trustees 
md  Teachers  was  held,  at  which  miiny  excellent  syggeBtlons  were  made,  and  1  doubt 
not,  long  l>efore  this  carried  into  effect.  The  tt^aching  staff  of  the  Town  has  sustained 
a  loss  in  the  retirement  of  Mr,  Sutherland  and  Miss  Howard.  Both  teachers  enjoyed 
th*  ooatidence  of  the  Board. 

Chofncook. —  No.  6  opens  its  school  very  late  in  the  second  term  and  the 
attendance  is  very  irregular. 

♦S'^  David. — The  house  in  Power's  District,  No*  1,  has  been  tepaired.  No,  2 
lUftiiJtJuns  a  better  and  more  regular  school  than  formerly.  Nos.  3,  4  ami  5  have 
efficient  schools.  Oak  Bay,  No,  6,  supports  a  good  school.  An  excellent  school  has 
bwn  maintained  in  Hill's  Point,  No,  51.  The  attendance  is  increasing  to  such  an 
exUmt  that  it  has  been  decided  to  enlarj^e  the  house.  Nos,  7  and  8  maintain  a  school 
during  half  the  year.  No.  10,  Hitching*s  Settlement,  supports  a  good  school.  The 
tehool  vX  Moore's  MiIIh  is  cjoinggood  work.  The  Trustees  and  Ratepayers  regi-etted  the 
rttimuent  of  Mr.  John  D.  Robertson,  a  most  eliieient  teaehttr.     Mr.  Kobertsou  carries 

good  wishes  of  everyone  with  hiin  in  hiR  new  field  of  labor,  which  is  in  taking  a 
wrursieat  McGill  College.     He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Aniasa  Plummer. 

Duferin.' — Both  Schools  in  this  parish  might  be  operated  more  regularly  with 
sdvHnuge  to  all.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  they -fihould  not  be  kept  in  operation 
nil  iliB  time.     The  Ratepayers  will  probably  insist  upon  this  couti>e  in  the  future. 

Sl  Jamth, — Nus.  1  and  2  were  suiiported  as  usual.  No.  3,  Lawrence  Station,  has 
ojmpletfly  renovated  and  fuinisbed  its  house.  It  is  now  a  very  neat  and  attractive 
Wilding.  The  Trustees  of  Anderson,  No.  4,  have  been  somewhat  dilatory  and  that 
coupld  with  the  scarcity  of  teachers  has  deprived  the  children  of  this  District  of  many 
School  privileges  during  the  year.  I  expect  to  see  a  regular  School  ntainlained  here- 
^T.  Nos.  5,  8  and  10  do  not  keep  Scliotds  m  operation  during  the  whole  year.  No«* 
I  aad  9  have  good  Schools.     It  is   proposed  to  unite    Nos.  11    and  12.     A  neat  new 
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Sch«x>l  Hotisf»  has  been  liiiilt  in  No.  11.  Tbe  School  in  Gleason  Boad,  No.  13,  thougli 
small  is  in  good  condition.  A  tine  School  flag  has  been  obtained  for  the  School  m 
Little  Kidgeton,  No*  14,  through  the  exertions  of  the  Teacher,  Miss  Maxwell.  The 
Schools  in  Nos.  15  and  17i  are  excellent  in  every  respect. 

SL  Stephen.— Tht*  house  in  No.  3h  hiis  been  neatly  painted.  Owing  to  the  loss  of 
the  School  House  in  Mohannea,  No,  4,  and  the  difficulties  that  have  been  raised  against 
the  building  of  a  new  one,  there  has  been  no  School  in  this  District  during  the  year. 
It  ia  proposed  to  unite  this  District  with  No.  4J,  which  has  never  sapported  a  SchooL 
As  soon  as  this  matter  has  been  deciiled,  I  hope  to  see  iin mediate  steps  taken  toward 
the  erection  of  a  new  house.  Through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Yerxa,  tbe 
house  in  Heathhvnd,  No,  6,  has  been  painted.  The  house  in  No.  7,  Blacklands,  hai 
also  been  painted.     Valley  Park,  No.  8,  has  procured  new  furniture. 

West  Isl^, — A  School  was  maintained  on  Indian  Island,  No,  1,  during  the  first 
term.  No.  2,  Chocolate  Cove,  has  had  during  the  year  one  of  the  most  efficient  Schooll 
on  Deer  Island,  No.  3^  Bar  Island  needs  a  new  School  House.  The  house  and  preiii< 
ises  in  No,  4  are  poor.  No.  5,  Lord's  Cove,  has  been  divided.  Une  of  the  new  Districts 
has  made  provision  for  a  new  house.  I  have  not  learned  whether  any  such  provision 
has  been  mude  in  the  other  District  or  not,  I  believe  the  division,  from  an  educational 
standpoint,  to  have  been  bad  ix>iicy  and  think  it  will  be  regarded  as  such  in  the  future. 
The  Schools  in  Nos,  6,  6i  and  7  have  not  been  as  efficiently  maintained  during  the* 
whole  year  as  usual.     No.  8,  Bean's  Island  support  a  School  as  usual. 

Campohello, — The  excellent  School  library  and  apparatus  in  Welch  pool,  No.  1,  have 
Ijeen  largely  added  to  during  the  year.  School  flags  have  also  been  procured  for  two  of 
the  School  buildings.  I  think  that  the  attendance  at  the  Schools  in  this  District  uiight 
be  greatly  improved,     Nos.  2  and  3  have  had  regular  Schools* 

Grand  Manan. — There  are  four  departments  in  No.  1,  three  of  which  are  operated 
regularly.  There  is  urgent  need  for  another  de]>artment,  as  the  primary  department  ifl 
very  much  overcrowded— it  containing  at  times  over  one  hundx>^  pupils.  Another 
department  is  also  necessary  for  at  least  the  second  teim  in  No.  2,  Castalia.  I  under^ 
stand  the  Trustees  intend  to  opeJi  one.  The  school  in  No.  3,  Woodward's  Cove»  is  not 
as  efficiently  maintained  as  the  other  schools  on  tbe  Island,  No.  4,  Grand  Harbor, 
keeps  good  schools  in  regular  operation.  Money  has  been  voted  in  Seal  Cove,  No.  5, 
for  a  new  School  House,  No.  6,  Whitehead,  hj»s  had  a  school  in  regular  operation. 
No.  7,  Two  Islands,  maintained  a  school  during  the  first  term.  It  is  a  pity  that  this 
school  could  not  be  kept  in  more  constant  operation.  No.  9,  Deep  Cove,  has  madi 
good  provision  for  its  school  considering  the  resources  of  the  District,  Through  iha! 
exertions  chiefly  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Cheney,  a  local  licensed  Teacher  has  been  engaged  and  a 
school  opened  on  Three  Islands.  There  are  seven  children  to  attend.  This  is  the  first 
time  a  school  has  been  in  operation  in  that  District.  Quite  an  amount  of  iu) pro vement 
has  been  made  in  some  of  the  Districts  on  Grand  Manan  by  the  exertions  of  the 
Teachers.  A  flag  and  library  have  been  procured  for  No,  1,  a  flag  for  No.  4  and 
for  No.  9. 

MilUovm, — The  schools  in  this  Town  are  well  organized  and  well  supplied  with  all  i 
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neoMiarv  appa^ratus.  The  sclioo!  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition.  Misses  Kerr 
1  Hanson  have  resumed  tht^ir  duties  as  teachers.  Mr,  W,  T.  Ken'  retired  at  the  end 
f  lire  first  term  and  was  succeeded  hy  Mr.  J,  B.  Sutherland,  A.  B,  I  have  no  doubt 
bat  that  Mr.  Sutherland  will  sustain  in  Milltown  the  high  reputation  as  a  teacher  that 
he  achieved  in  8t.  Andrews, 

SL  Stephen,  {Tomn). — -A  great  nmny  changes  ha%'e  taken  place  in  the  composition 
^  the  teaching  stafT  of  St.  Stephen  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  tirst  term 
les  Moore,  MoLf^an,  Dthblee  and  Mr.  Lock  ray  retired.  Misses  McKenzie,  Ganong, 
Verett  and  Hanson  ha\e  het^n  appointed  in  their  places.  Miss  Bridges  resumed  her 
school  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  to  the  giat ideation  of  all  interested  in  her 
ichool.  I  regret  to  have  to  report  the  death  of  Miss  Annie  Moore,  shortly  after  her 
resignation.  She  was  a  young  lady  who  enjoyed  the  esteem  and  resjK'ct  of  all  who 
ctme  in  contact  with  her  and  her  conscientious  discharge  of  too  numerous  duties  in 
fTery  good  cause  brought  on,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  her  early  death.  There  is  now 
00  teacher  employed  in  St.  Stepljen  who  does  not  hold  a  first  class  license.  The  Board 
hiiB  also  taken  especial  pains  in  the  selection  of  its  sta^,  which  is  exceptionally  strons^ 
in  consequence.  I  doubt  whether  the  schools  in  St.  Stephen  have  ever  been  in  better 
condition,  I  do  not  think  thi-s  Town  need  fear  comparison  with  any  other  in  the 
Province  regarding  schools.  At  my  visit  in  May  last  I  invited  the  Trustees  and 
Teachers  to  meet  me  to  discuss  general  school  matters.  Nearly  all  responded,  and  a 
most  useful  and  suggestive  exchange  of  views  was  had,  I  feel  certain  that  the  Teachers 
ireut  away  from  the  meeting  with  much  clearer  ideas  as  to  the  Trustees'  wishes  and  the 
Trustees  with  a  better  perception  of  some  of  the  Tnachers'  difficulties  than  before.  I 
tbiiik  it  would  be  well  if  Trustees  and  Teachers  could  meet  oftener  in  an  informal  way* 

Mwiqtuuh, — Ko,  5  has  new  furniture  and  much  appi-oved  apparatus^  due  largely 
the  exertions  of  the  TeHcher,  Miss  Julia  Cody.  Mus<]ua3h,  No.  6,  has  obtained  a 
I  library  through  the  exertions  of  the  Teacher,  Miss  Robb.  The  School  in  Dipper 
Harbor  is  only  in  fair  condition,  a  much  better  School  is  maintained  in  Chance  Harbor, 
No,  8.  No,  9,  Cranberry  Head,  supported  a  School  duriTig  half  the  year.  There  are 
a  number  of  pupils  to  attend,  but  the  house  is  almost  unfit  for  use,  and  the  majority  of 
the  Rfttepayers  are  not  interested,  except  to  keep  down  taxation.  I  hope  to  see  a  new 
hooic  begun  before  long.     The  school  in  No.  10  is  in  fair  condition, 

Lancaster'. — The  bouse  and  appliances  in  Beacon sfi eld,  No.  1,  are  all  that  can  l>e 
desired,  The  schools  are  not  as  efficient  us  I  would  wish  to  see  them»  The  largest 
school  building  in  No,  2,  Fairville,  was  Ijurned  in  June  la,st.  1  obtained  authority  to 
call  u  special  meeting,  at  which  the  sum  of  ^5,000  was  voted  for  a  new  house,  but  what^ 
with  diflitmlties  in  securing  a  site  and  projects  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Distnct, 
nothing  has  been  done  yet.  In  the  meantime,  these  schools,  overcrowded  and  poorly 
boosed,  are  in  a  wretched  condition.  1  liopc  to  see  Fair vi He  District  enlarged  and  a 
^P^itable  school  building  there  l>erore  another  report.  No,  3  has  had  a  belter  School 
than  usual  For  such  an  able  District  the  furniture  is  very  poor.  The  other  schools 
^  I^ancasler  are  well  equipped  and  well  nmintjxined* 

^inumda, — No,  2  has  had  a  School  In  operation  during  the  second   term*     The 


Bi«trict  afliiirs  have  been  J>adly  managed,  and  it  is  only  no\%^  begin tiing  to  recuperate. 
No.  4r,  Silver  Falls,  hiis  painted  its  house.  The  iSchool  in  No,  5  has  been  very  poor  and 
iiregulaT'.  No.  7,  Loch  Lomond,  kept  a  School  in  operation  one  term*  Nos.  8  and  ^ 
have  maintained  regular  Schools,  Then*  has  been  no  School  in  Mispee,  No.  10,  during 
the  year.  The  District  is  poor  and  the  children  few.  Nos.  12»  13  and  15  have  for  the 
most  part  supported  good  schools.  No  move  has  as  yet  been  made  for  a  new  house  in 
No.  14,  Tynemouth  Creek,  No.  17,  Iliberma,  has  had  no  school  during  the  year. 
There  are  few  children  in  the  District,  but  a  School  will  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of 
next  yean  Nos.  16  and  18  have  supported  regular  Schools.  Nos.  20,  21  and  22  have 
not  had  School  in  operation  during  the  whole  year, 

SL  Martins, — No.  1,  Bain  s  Corner,  has  a  neat  little  School  House  with  pleasant 
surroundings.  The  Schools  in  Quaco,  No.  2,  are  generally  in  good  conditions.  Th& 
Trustees  are  not  as  prompt  in  furnishing  needed  apparatus  as  I  could  wish  to  see  them, 
and  the  library — the  fund  for  which  was  raised  some  two  years  ago — has  not  yet  been 
procured.  Nos.  3,  3i  and  4  have  never  maintained  better  sc;hools.  No.  9,  Wood  Lake, 
has  procured  some  needful  apparatus,  but  reipures  better  furniture.  The  destruction  of 
the  Henry  Lake  Mills  will  prove  a  severe  Idow  to  this  district.  No.  10,  Hanford 
Brook,  had  a  poor  school  during  the  first  term,  but  a  much  better  one  duiing  the 
second  tenn.  Through  tlie  exertions  of  the  Teacher,  the  new  housr  has  been  well 
supplied  with  apparatus.  Miss  Harding,  Teacher  in  No.  11,  by  means  of  a  School 
entertainment,  has  supplied  her  school  with  a  complete  suite  of  new  furniture.  No.  12 
has  had  a  fair  School.  No.  13  a  good  one.  No.  14»  Long  Beach,  has  had  a  School  in 
opeation  one  term  during  the  year.  The  Schools  in  St.  John  County  are  generally  in  a. 
very  thriliy  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Weetjield. — Grand  Bay,  No.  1,  is  now  one  of  the  best  equipjied  Schools  in  the 
Parish.  No.  2.  Westtield,  ha.s  fallen  off  somewhat  from  its  former  excellence.  No.  2^ 
has  no  new  house  as  yet,  but  the  preliminary  steps  have  l»een  taken  towaiti  it.  Nos, 
and  5  have  had  schools  during  one  term.  No.  5,  Cheyne  Settlement,  has  painted  its 
house,  which  is  well  furnished,  and  there  is  a  large  number  of  pupils  to  attend,  but  there 
are  but  two  Trustees  and  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  add  to  the  number,  owing  to  thi> 
lack  of  timbition  for  office  which  exists  in  the  District.  The  other  Districts  in  thia 
Pariah  ai^  wt^II  equip^^d  and  regularly  supported.  This  is  one  of  the  best  Pai  inhes  I 
have  to  support  schools. 

Brumtwick, — No.    L  Upper  Brunswick,  has  painted  its  house  and  supplied  some 
needful  apparatus.     Oak  Point,  No.  2,  after  considerable  urging  h.ss,  1  think,  set  aboii 
building  a  new  house,  which  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  next  year.     No.   3,  Jones*' 
Ci^ek,  has  r^'furnished  its  house.     A  new  house  in  a  more  central  location  is  needed  in. 
this  Disti  ict.     No.   4,  Lily  Lake,  has  maintained  an  excellent  school.     No.    5,   Brun&— 
wick  Hill,  hau  .supported  a  school  as  usual. 

City  of^aiiU  Johtk — The  condition  of  the  schools  in  this  city  remains  about  the- 
sanie  as  outlined  in  my  somewhat  extended  rejiort  of  last  year.  The  improvements^ 
that  I  pointed  out  as  being  needed  there  are  with  few  exceptions  needed  now.  The 
building  committee   has  been  active  during   the  year  and   several   minor   but    vei^ 
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nooettarr  improvements  have  been  made.  During  the  year  there  have  been  several 
^ikangcs  in  the  teuehing  staff.  1  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mr,  F.  H.  Hajes,  tor 
some  time  Superintendent  of  the  city  schools.  Mr.  Hayes  whs  a  painstaking  and 
imlustriouii  official  and  possessed  the  entire  confidence  of  his  8cl»ool  Board.  Mesni^s. 
Mannitig  and  Chisholiii  retired  from  the  staff  of  the  boy's  High  Behool,  the  former  to 
fill  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  School  Board  vacated  by  Mr,  John  March  who  was 
appointed  Snperintendtmt.  The  vacancies  in  the  High  School  staff  have  been  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Pliilip  Cox,  A.  Jl,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  S.  Myles,  A.  M.  Mr.  Cox 
bdiiga  to  the  discharge  of  his  new  duties  a  ripened  experience  and  un  excellent  repn- 
tiitiou  as  a  Teacher  Mr.  Myles  hits  done  good  work  as  Px-incipal  of  the  Donji^las 
Avenae  school  and  his  promotion  was  deserved.  Another  department  has  been  added 
to  the  Girls*  High  Schaol.  Miss  Minnie  Knowlton  has  been  appointed  as  Teacher 
of  it.  The  appropriation  ntade  by  the  St.  John  Board  for  music  in  the  schools  has 
produced  good  results.  Theory  of  music  is  now  taught  in  all  the  schools  taught  l>y  the 
toers,  in  the  Victoria  School  and  I  think  in  some  other  schools.  Und«*r  the  ixistrnc- 
tian  given  in  these  schools  I  believe  pupils  piussing  out  of  Grade  Vfll.  will  be  able  to 
read  music  with  facility  and  that  without  any  interference  with  their  other  school 
work.  T  hope  this  subject  will  receive  attention  in  nil  the  schools,  as  it  varies  and 
bngbtena  the  work  and  is  most  useful  as  well.  Modeling  which  received  so  much 
mttijution  in  the  St.  John  schools,  two  years  ago^  has  ni)parently  almost  become  a  thing 
d  the  past     I  think  this  neglect  a  mistake, 

SCHOOL    GKOUNDS   A5JD    PHRMISES. 

Arbor  Day  was  iinite  generally  observed  in  this  district.  The  number  oi  itc<  h 
planted  was  not  so  invent  as  last  year.  As  I  have  pointed  out  before,  the  nature  of 
many  of  the  school  grounds  in  my  district  does  not  favor  the  growth  of  trees.  St 
George  planted  more  trees  this  year  than  any  other  district.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  through 
sonit;  mififAke  in  transmiasiou,  the  report  did  not  reach  me. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  school  buildings  and  premises  is  excellent.  A 
ibbhy  School  House  is  becoming  the  exception.  With  scarcely  an  exception  the 
Mool  Houses  in  this  district  are  supplied  with  modern  furniture.  For  many  of  the 
improvements  made,  several  districts  are  under  obligations  t^  the  teachers  wlio  with 
ik*  assustance  of  the  pupils  and  others  have  raised  funds  to  paint,  furnish,  supply  witli 
Appamtus,  found  school  libraries  and  purchase  school  flags.  This  work  has  often  been 
Accomplished  under  dilficulties  wliich  called  for  great  exertions,  but  I  may  say  that  I 
b?e  seldom  appealed  in  vain  to  the  Teachers  to  effect  needed  improvements,  where  the 
IVustecB  neglected  or  could  not  be  induced  to  do  so. 

THE   SCHOOL   DISTRICT. 

Eacli  year  brings  its  ttx)ubles  to  many  School  Districts  and  this  ye.ar  has  been  no 
exception.  Happily  none  of  them  have  becji  so  serious  as  not  to  be  capable  of  adjust- 
ment. No  law  suits  have  taken  place.  Some  boundaries  have  been  chang^^  and  some 
otherg  are  in  process  of  being  changed.  I  have  more  trouble  in  obtaining  and  locating 
sites  for  new  houses  than  on  any  other  account.  Proposed  school  sites  rapidly  appre- 
ciate in  value.     The  increasing  number  of  noticea  that  I  have  to  issue  each  year  for 
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Bcliool  n)(?etiags  leads  me  to  tliink  that  tlie  l^tejjAyers  are  eitlier  taking  less  interest  or 
tbe  Secretaries  leas  trouble  concerning  these  nie*»tings. 

SCHOOL    FLAGS    AND    LIBRARIES. 

I  liave  indiciited  in  my  report  relating  to  tlit!  Piirishes  many  improvements^  both 
as  to  libraries  and  flji^^s.  Several  new  school  libntries  have  Ijeen  procnred  during  the 
year,  and  many  school  flags.  Charlotte  County  Teachers  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Jaa. 
Vroom  of  St.  Stephen  for  a  uuiform  plan  for  raising  Si-hool  flags.  This  plan  waa 
adopted  by  the  County  Institutr^  and  has  been  jirinted  for  dihtribution  among  the 
schools.  Except  for  a  few  local  roferf^nces  to  Churlott*'  County  the  plan  is  an  excellent 
one  for  the  Province* 

COURSE   OF    INSTRUCTION. 

Hfioditifj.  This  subject  receives  more  attention  in  the  Graded  Schools  than  in  the^ 
Ungraded.  This  is  but  natural,  considering  the  amount  of  work  that  the  teachers  in 
many  of  the  UngrHd^d  Schuols  have  to  do.  It  is  n evert hekss  singular  that  while  th^ 
teacher  of  the  Graded  School  iinds  the  antount  of  work  prescribed  in  the  subject  some-  ^ 
what  heavy,  the  Teacher  in  the  Ungraded  School  often  tinds  thut  it  is  not  sufficients  H 
This  diversity  of  opinion  is  caused  no  doubt  by  the  extra  anioimt  of  drill  given  in  the 
Graded  Schools.  In  the  l^^ngraded  Schools  (juaritity  pleasos  the  avemge  parent  and  the 
quality  of  the  work  suffers.  The  reading  in  the  City  Schools  is  generally  satisfactory 
while  that  in  the  Country  Schools  needs  improvement,  Pleasanter  tone  and  more' 
distinct  articulation  should  he  cultivated  in  all  the  schools. 
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Writing, — 1  think  some  irai»rovement  is  evident  in  this  subject.  I  am  convinced 
that  excellence  in  writing  depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  ti^achers.  It  is  true  that  a 
jK)or  text,  unsuitable  seats  and  bad  pens  are  responsible  for  a  good  deal.  I  have 
suggested  to  the  School  Boartls  in  St.  Stephen  and  St.  John  that  they  shouhl  considei" 
the  advisability  of  providing  free  to  the  pupils,  copy  books  or  paper  and  iiens.  By 
supplying  the  former,  each  teacher  wouhl  be  able  to  give  proper  class  instructions  in 
writing.  Now»  owing  often  to  irregular  attendance,  it  is  im[K)«sible  to  keep  a  ctaaa 
together,  and  the  parents  refuse  to  supply  new  books  uuti!  the  old  ones  have  been  com* 
pleted.  In  the  average  school,  if  the  pens  in  use  are  examined,  they  will  be  fomid  to 
be  of  different  kinds  and  in  most  cases  totally  untit  for  use.  Good  work  can  not  be 
done  with  such  iniplements,  no  diflcTence  what  may  be  the  conditions.  If  these  were 
supplied  they  could  be  of  the  most  suitable  kind  and  would  be  changed  as  oft^n  aa 
necessary.  By  this  plan  the  cost  of  these  things  to  the  Ratepayers  would  l>e  materially 
reduced  and  better  work  would  l>e  doni\  ^ 

Arithmetic. — This  subject  is  fairly  wt*ll  taught,  but  likr  writing,  much  depends  on^ 
the  Teacher,     Our  pupils  should  be  taught  to  think   independently  and   to   be  more-^ 
self-reliant.     I  hope  we  are  doing  t^etter  each  year.  M 

Composition, — More  attention  is  needed  to  oral   conii»oBitiou.     Gur  pupils  shoulcS 
I»e  able  to  express  themselves  easily  and  correctly  regarding  the  work  of  any  subject  ix^_ 
the  course.     The  Teachers  sliould  talk  less  and  the  pupils  more.  ■ 

GeogtQjihy  is  generally  well  taught  and  Canadian  and  British  History  very  indiffep — 
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ently.  Formal  Graronjar  receives  more  attention  than  it  deserves,  and  Temperance 
teaching  not  enough.  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  quality  of  the  instruction  given  in 
Nataral  Science.  There  is  too  much  memory  work  and  not  enough  observation. 
Geometry  is  not  genei-ally  well  taught — the  pupils  are  assisted  too  much.  Perhaps 
this  may  be  truly  said  of  many  other  subjects.  Latin  is  poorly  taught  in  some  of  our 
Grades  VII.  and  YIII.  This  arises  in  some  degree  from  these  teachers'  want  of 
fiuniliarity  with  the  subject.  Greek  is  rapidly  disappearing  from  our  schools.  Such 
subjects  as  Land  Surveying,  Navigation  and  Natural  Philosophy  should  receiver  more 
attention  in  our  High  Schools.  I  will  not  say  English  Literature,  but  ordinary 
English  might  profitably  receive  more  attention  in  all  our  schools. 

COUNTY    INSTITUTES. 

The  Institute  for  Charlotte  County  was  held  at  North  Head,  Grand  Manan,  in 
September.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  Teachers,  Trustees  and  othei*s  interested 
in  the  schools.  Mr.  John  Brittain,  Mr.  Jas.  Vroom  and  Mr.  Wallace  Broad  .were 
present  as  instructors — the  object  of  the  Institute  being  Nature  study  chiefly.  As  the 
weather  was  favorable  and  the  Teachers  enthusiastic  a  most  profitable  meeting  was 
had.  A  crowded  public  meeting  was  held  at  North  Head,  at  which  addresses  werp 
made  by  some  of  the  visiting  members  and  residents  of  Grand  Manan.  The  St  John 
County  Institute  was  held  at  St.  Martins  in  October.  By  the  kindness  of  the  director's 
of  the  Union  Baptist  Seminary  the  use  of  that  building  was  given  the  Teachers.  A 
public  meeting  was  held  on  one  of  the  evenings  of  the  session  in  the  hall  of  the 
Seminary.  The  *  attendance  was  good  and  an  excellent  musical  programme  was 
famished  by  the  instructors  and  pupils.

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Sib  :  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
3lBt,  1892  :— 

During  the  year  two  Primary  Departments  were  opened — one  in  the  Town  of 
Woodstock,  and  one  in  Marysville.  In  Districts  No.  6^,  Stanley,  and  13,  Woodstock^ 
hoth  new  Districts,  Schools  were  maintained  for  the  first  time.  Two  new  Districts 
^ere  laid  off,  viz.:  No.  16,  Wakefield,  and  No.  15,  St.  Marys,  in  which  there  is  every 


probability  of  Schools  being  placed  in  operation  during  the  cotning  year.  Throughout 
this  Inspectoral  District,  in  the  term  just  closed,  there  were  nmintainf^  in  all  292 
Schools  and  departnK-nts»  110  in  the  County  of  Carieton  and  182  in  York  County. 
This  is  considerably  more  than  at  any  previous  time  during  my  U>rm  of  office.  And 
yet  there  were  n  few  Schools  in  either  County  unable  to  obtain  Teachers.  J  do  not 
attribute  this  to  the  fact  that  there  were  not  Teachers  to  be  hnd,  but  there  ai-e  certain 
Teachers  that  cannot  be  hired  to  teach  in  certain  Districts,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
such  Districts  will  ever  be  able  to  readily  obtain  Teachers  nntil  pupils  from  their 
vicinity  f^hali  have  passefl  through  tlie  Normal  St-hoob  Following  will  be  found  a 
statement,  somewhat  in  detail,  of  the  progi-ess  both  in  efficiency  of  school  work  and  in 
the  imprnvement  of  houses  and  appliances  in  the  different  Parishes  in  the  Inspectoral 
District,  and  also  of  their  further  necessities. 

Si.  Mari/8.-^At  Gihson,  in  District  No.  2»  it  was  decided  at  the  annual  meeting 
to  open  a  new  defwii'tment  during  the  corning  year  to  accommodate  the  increasing 
number  of  pupUs  in  the  Primary  Grades.  Tn  the  Town  of  Maiysville  there  was  opened 
this  year  a  new  Primary  Department*  which  makes  tw^o  new  dejiartments  inside  of  two 
years.  The  Superior  School  in  this  Town,  still  in  charge  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Day,  maintains 
its  former  high  standing  for  ethciency  of  work  done.  At  the  rear  of  District  No.  H 
on  the  Nashw^aak,  there  is  situated  Wellington  Settlement,  which  nndl  recently  has 
been  included  in  this  district.  All  oi  the  Ratepayers  are  situated  upwai-ds  of  two  and  a 
half  miles  from  the  School  in  No.  14.  During  the  year  this  settlement  has  been  set 
apart  in  a  separata  district  and  the  Ratepayers  will  in  all  probability  have  a  building 
erected  and  a  school  in  operation  by  next  summer.  The  ScIjooI  in  No.  1  was  the  only 
one  closed  during  the  last  term,  on  account  of  there  being  no  demand  for  a  scliool  as  the 
Trustees  state.     A  large  number  of  families  have  niovpd  out  of  the  district, 

Douglas. — The  School  in  District  No,  1  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  W.  V.  Ooodwini  who 
resigned  in  Novenilier  ;  the  Tiaistees  have  since  eniployed  Mr,  W.  H.  Anderson,  B.  A. 
The  School  House  in  No.  2,  Currie  Mountain,  has  l>een  furnished  with  new^  desks  and 
repaired  inside.  There  is  still  some  need  of  repairs  upon  the  exterior  of  tlie  building. 
In  No.  4^  Pugh*s  Crossing,  a  new  building  wiJl  be  erected  in  the  sprijig,  mid  will  be 
ready  for  use  by  August  next.  No.  14  was  the  only  district  in  this  Parish  in  which 
school  was  not  maintained  during  the  year,  and  the  few  pupils  in  it  were  in  attendance 
at  other  schools  in  the  Parish.  Thei*e  is  a  growing  demand  in  District  No,  3  for  a 
S«i>erior  School. 

Stanltrif — District  No.  4  whb  unfortunate  enough  not  to  bo  able  to  retain  a  Teachei, 
whom  th<^y  thought  they  had  employed.  This  was  the  only  District  in  the  eighteen 
that  rwuained  idle.  In  No.  6  J,  a  new  District  cut  ofi'  Williamsburg  Settlement,  a  new 
School  House  was  built  and  furnished,  and  a  School  phiced  in  opei*ation  during  the 
term  just  closed.  In  No.  11,  Parker's  RiJge,  the  house  was  repainted  and  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  a  class-room,  and  an  assistant  employed  on  account  of  the  increasedt 
enrolment.  JiHss  Maggie  Parker  has  taught  here  for  a  immber  of  years  with  marked 
success.  In  number  12  A,  a  alight  dilEculty  arose  over  the  site  of  a  new  building. 
The  matter,  however,  was  amicably  settled  at  the  annual  meeting.     The  house  in  Now 
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13,  Hayesville,  was  provided  with  new  desks.  In  number  15,  Ward  Settlement,  Miss 
Surtk  Howe  has  conducted  the  school  very  successfully  for  a  number  of  yenrs.  Tho 
bouse  in  noinber  2,  Bed  Kock,  shonld  be  moved  to  the  canti-e  of  the  Distiict.  The 
Glen  Sett) eui en t,  which  is  composed  of  parts  of  Kos,  1  and  H,  will  probably  be  put  in 
a  separate  District  during  the  coming  year, 

lirvjhi, — The  Buperior  School  at  No,  1,  Keswick  Ridge,  has  again  changed  hands 
le^cml  times  during  the  year,  which  of  course  militates  against  its  efKciency.  Mr. 
JIcKnight  left  during  the  last  term  to  take  charge  of  the  Charlotte  Street  School  in 
Fitdcricton.  The  school  has,  however,  been  better  attended  than  usual  during  the 
TB»r,  No  eflbrt  has  been  made  towards  erecting  a  new  building  in  No,  9.  The  School 
in  No.  6  has  been  well  conducted  by  Mr.  Alva  White.  No  Schools  were  closetl  in  this 
Birish  during  the  last  terra  of  the  year. 

Qu^emhuri/, — The  building  in  No*  4  received  considerable  repairs,  and  the  house 
tn  No.  5  was  i-epaired  thoroughly  and  furnished  with  new  desks.  At  the  annual 
School  meeting  in  District  No.  10,  Springtield,  Rateptiyei'S  voted  money  to  enlarge  and 
rtrpair  their  house.  Mrs,  Whitehead  has  taught  her©  successfully  for  several  yearn 
The  bouse  in  No.  7,  Caverhill,  w<is  eidarged  and  repaired.  No  School  waa  closed  during 
the  year, 

Soutfutmpton.-— The  eighteen  Schools  in  this  Parish  were  all  in  operation  during 
ikv  year.  No.  7,  Campbell  S«*ttletDentj  has  a  gooti  School  taught  by  Miss  Chilian.  The 
Katepayers  have  recently  repaired  and  painted  their  building.  In  No.  8  the  house  was 
completed  and  the  School  kept  in  operation  during  the  year.  At  the  annual  meeting 
ia  No.  9,  Temperance  Yale,  the  Ratepayers  voted  money  to  repair  their  building  as  did 
tlio  those  in  No.  13.  The  Trustees  in  No.  1 1,  Millville,  have  not  yet  employed  a  class- 
rooia  assistant.  In  No.  18,  Alma,  several  families  moved  into  the  Settlement  and  a 
School  was  kept  during  the  last  term  of  the  year.  New  furniture  has  been  snj^plied  in 
District  No.  4.  In  West  Wuterville  there  is  a  large  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  but  the 
|)ftretit8  show  little  or  no  intei'est  in  sending  pupils  to  school  regularly. 

New  Maryland . — The  four  Districts  here  maintained  Scliool  during  term  just  closed 
and  will  Jo  so  during  thejcoming  year.  In  No.  1  A,  the  Trustoes  previous  to  last  term 
bad  allowed  the  School  to  remain  closed  a  year, 

^tn^/acfoar.— Money  was  voted  at  the  annual  meeting  by  Ratepayers  in  District 
Xo,  I  t<5  thoroughly  repairjthe  house  as  did  also  those  in  No.  2,  A  number  of  School 
Borises  are  in  an  Inferior  condition  in  this  Parish,  notably  those  in  Nos.  5,  t>  and  11. 
There  is  no  excuse  for  the  building  in  No*  5  being  in  such  a  condition*  Some  rejiairs 
kvebeeu  put  on  the  Iniilding  in  No.  8.  Schools  in  Nos.  10  and  11  ivere  allowed  to 
rcQiain  closed  last  term  on  account  of  Trustees  being  dilatory  in  employing  a  teacher. 

Manners  A'ti^on,— The  Superior  School  at  Harvey  has  been  conducted  during  the 
pikBty^ar  by  Mr,  W,  G.  Charal>erlain,  who  has  been  succestiful  in  hia  work  and  popular 
b  the  community.  Both  departments  of  this  school  have  been  well  attended  during 
the  year.  The  buildings  in  this  Pariah  are  new  and  nicely  finished,  well  furnished 
JWid  well  equipped  with  appamtus. 
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Pri-nce  WUUam,— At  ^fcAclam  JuDction  tlie  building  has  been  cnlarfjecl  by  tlie 
addition  of  another  department,  and  the  school  will  Ije  opened  during  the  conung 
term  as  a  graded  scbool  of  two  departments  in  charge  of  Mr,  C.  W.  Kevers,  B,  A.,  and 
Miss  Minnie  Barpee ;  tliis  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  increasing  number  of  pupils 
in  att<  ndance.  It  is  likely  that  the  Trustees  will  make  application  for  a  Superior 
Scbool  grant  in  the  near  future,  as  there  is  one  still  allowed  in  the  County  of  York 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Inspector.  S^lchool  was  carried  on  during  both  terms 
in  the  new  bnilding  in  Blaney  Bidge.  The  school  at  Prince  William  Station  was 
dosed  last  term  on  account  of  their  being  no  pupils  to  attend  The  building  in  No.  2 
will  be  thoraughly  repaired  next  spring.  The  scho*>l  in  No.  1  was  allowed  to  remain 
idle  during  last  term  ;  Tiu»tees  considered  they  had  expended  so  much  money  on 
Tepaira  as  to  render  them  unable  to  maintain  school  throughout  the  year. 

Dumfries^ — The  seven  schools  in  this  Parish  w^cre  all  in  operation  when  I  visited  J 
them  during  the  term  just  closed.  District  No.  2  needs  a  new  building  and  the  houael 
in  No.  1  needs  some  repairs.  The  Trustees  in  Allendale  were  able  to  employ  a 
Teacher  last  term. 

Cantef-bmy. — The  Supeiior  School  at  Eel  River,  No.  4,  has  been  successfully  con- 
ducted during  the  past  four  years  by  Mr,  P.  Ciidwood,  At  the  annual  meeting,  the 
Bate{>ayera  in  No.  2  voted  money  to  repair  their  building.  In  District  No.  3,  a  num- 
ber of  families  have  moved  away,  so  that  there  are  hut  few  pupils  in  the  District,  and 
the  school  will  probably  be  closed  during  the  coming  terui,  as  the  few  pupils  in  the 
District  will  be  able  to  go  across  the  river.  It  is  probable  that  the  school  at  Canter- 
bury Station  Mill  be  carried  on  hereafter  as  a  graded  schoob  of  two  departments,  during 
both  terms  of  the  year.  In  No.  7,  Dorrington  Hill,  matters  are  in  a  bad  state,  as  there 
seems  to  l>e  nobody  in  the  District  that  takes  any  interest  in  having  a  school.  A  new 
building  is  much  needed.  The  house  in  No.  10  J,  California,  has  been  repaired.  Rate* 
payers  in  No.  21,  at  the  annual  meeting,  voted  money  to  repair  the  building  and  pro- 
vide new  desks.  The  house  in  No.  24  was  clapboarded  and  painted  in  summer  vaca- 
tion. Trustees  in  No.  12  were  not  able  to  obtain  a  Teacher.  At  Deer  Lake  Mill,  No, 
23,  there  are  several  families  living  in  the  summer  time,  when  the  mill  is  being 
operated.  A  local  licensed  teacher  should  be  employed  hei^  for  the  children  duriiig 
the  months  the  mill  is  going. 

I^orth  Lake, — ^All  the  schools  in  this  Parish  were  going  during  the  term  just  closed. 
The  Superior  School  at  Forest  City  is  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Truswell,  and  although  the 
enrolment  is  not  large  the  school  is  doing  goodwork.  The  schools  at  Green  Mountain  and 
Fo«terville  were  taught  by  Mr.  Alvab  F^ter  and  Mr.  Frank  Pray,  both  teachers  hold- 
ing 1st  Class  Licenses.  Some  repairs  were  put  on  the  house  in  No,  17.  Nos.  19  and 
19 J  both  need  new  School  Houses. 

WooditocL—The  Springfield  Settlement  has  Ijeen  cutoff  District  No.  1,  and  a  school 
was  maintained  in  the  New  District  during  last  term.  The  difficulty  at  Upper  Wood- 
stock was  obviated  at  the  annual  meeting  by  Ratepayers  voting  to  maintain  Graded 
School  as  before.  Mr.  Charles  McLean  has  successfully  conducted  the  Advance 
Department  of  this  school  for  a  number  of  years.     The  house  in  No.  3  needs  repairing, 


li 


or  rather  shonkl  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.     Tlie  school  at  Ko,  12,  Speerville,  is  a  good 
one.    It  i«  taught  by  Miss  Eflie  Kirkpatrick. 

Ekhmmid, — The  schools  in  tliis  Parish  w9i*e  all  in  operation  during  the  term  jiist 
cloeeii — sixteen  in  all.  The  sehool  at  Watson  Settlement  taught  by  Miss  Mary 
Kennedy  was  doing  good  work  when  I  viHited  it.  Mhs  Kennedy  takes  charge  of  the  school 
fttMcKen2ie*s  Corner  during  the  coming  term.  The  bouse  in  No.  17  needs  repairing 
tnJ  should  also  be  furnished  with  new  desks,  as  does  the  building  in  No.  11  A.  The 
fidiool  at  Debec  Junction  was  in  charge  of  Mr,  Roliert  Mafitfrton  and  doing  good  work 
when  1  visited  it  in  November.  The  RatepayeiB  at  annual  meeting  at  Richmond 
Oamer  voted  $200  to  repair  this  building,  this  will  be  done  during  next  sunjmer 
vAcatiioit. 

Wakejield^'—l^he  schools  in  this  Parii^h  were  maintained  uniformly  throughout  the 
jfisir.  At  Central  Wakefield  a  new  district  has  been  formed  by  cutting  off  parts  of 
Nos.  11  and  14  ;  a  School  House  will  be  erected  immediately  and  a  teacher  employed  in 
Aognst  next.  There  is  a  good  school  at  Waterville  under  the  control  of  Mr.  E.  1. 
BrinMorobe.  The  Superior  School  at  Jackson vtlle  was  tatight  by  Mn  John  Farley  who 
nsagned  at  the  close  of  the  last  term.  Mr.  Clinton  Cray  has  been  appointed  to  the 
position.     At  Victoria  Corner  there  is  a  good  school  in  charge  of  Miss  Eva  Gill. 

Wilfnoi.—The  schools  at  Lower  Bloomfield  and  Beckim  Settlement  were  closed 
irlien  I  visited  them,  for  the  reason  that  the  Trustees  could  not  obtain  teachers,  or 
were  too  late  trj^ing.  The  Superior  School  re-egtablished  at  Centreville  has  been  under 
the  charge  of  Mr,  S,  S,  Miller  for  the  past  yeai\  Mr.  Miller  has  a  large,  well  con- 
ducted school.  School  houses  at  Bloomtield  Corner  and  Lower  Bloom  field  wefe 
repaired,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Brockville  money  was  voted  to  rejiair  the  build- 
ing tad  provide  new  furniture.  At  Lakeville  a  good  school  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Combeo,     The  house  here  should  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  class-room. 

Sinwmh. — The  Superior  Seliool  at  Florenceville,  tau;.'ht  by  Mr.  Hendry^  continnes 
usual  high  state  of  ethciency.  The  building  is  lieginniiig  to  liuve  a  weather-worn 
ippeamnce,  and  the  room  for  the  Primary  Department  is  altogether  too  small.  The 
ItAitepayers  will  remedy  this  defcict  in  the  near  future.  In  No.  2  the  Ratepayers  voted 
money  at  the  annual  meeting  to  thorougldy  repair  the  building  and  provide  it  with 
now  furniture.  Nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  in  No*  6  towards  either  repairing  the 
buiidiiig  or  erecting  a  new  one. 

Feel,^ — In  No*  t>,  Lansdowne,  a  good  substantial  building  has  been  erected  and 
furnished  to  replace  the  one  recently  destroyed  by  fire.  The  building  in  No.  5  was 
itpiired^  and  that  in  No,  3,  East  Florence ville,  newly  painted.  The  eight  schools  in 
tills  Parish  wei^  all  in  opeiiition  during  both  terms  of  School  year.

Mr  H.  W.  Peppers,  B,  A.,  was  api>ointed  in  his  place,  and  is  giving  satj 
faction  in  bis  position.  The  building  was  enlarged  to  accommodate  the  large  enr 
in  the  Primary  Department.

a  new  bnlldiDg  bas  been  erected ;  this  is  the  finest  School  House  in  this  Distri<

Frederlcton, — The  handsome  new  building  which  is  Ijeing  completed  on  i3l 
Sti'eet  is  a  credit  to  the  city.  It  will  prubably  be  occupii^d  at  the  Vjeginning  of  d 
eeoond  term  of  the  year.  Upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  grant  to  the  High  School  1 
the  Semite  of  the  LTniversity,  it  is  pi-obable  that  the  High  School  will  be  moved  iri 
this  building.  Previous  to  the  sninincr  vacation,  Mr.  H,  B.  Kilbum,  B,  A.,  resign 
his  position  as  Principal  of  the  Charlotte  Street  School.  Mr.  Kilbum  had  alwi) 
worked  faithfully  and  siiccesstully  in  las  position  and  his  resignation  waa  a  loes  ' 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  city.  His  place  was  tilled  first  by  BIi\  Yorston  and  then  I 
Mr,  Knight.  These  frequent  changes,  of  con i-se,  are  not  in  the  best  interests  ofl| 
school.  At  the  close  of  the  year  Mr.  Mengher,  who  had  taught  in  the  High  School  I 
a  uwml>er  of  years »  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Inspector  of  Schools.  A  pleaoi 
incident  in  the  final  exam inat ion,  when  jMr,  Meagher  was  given  handHome  prese| 
hy  both  pupils  and  teachers,  showed  bow  highly  his  work  had  been  appreciated.  It 
to  be  i-egretted  that  the  Trustees  did  not  fill  Mr,  Meagher's  position;  the  '  *" 
staff  of  the  High  School  is  an  excellent  one,  but  I  speak  from  exf>erience  when 
that  the  work  cannot  be  done  with  three  Teachers.  At  the  close  of  the  ye 
Gait  resigned  her  position  in  the  ]Model  School 

Woo<iatoch — -After  the  summer  VBcation  a  new  Primaiy  Department  wa«  opeij 
and  Miss  Grace  Porter  apiK»inted  to  the  position.  Miss  Bessie  Good»  Miss  Mina  Fht 
and  Miss  Porter  were  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  staff  of  teachers.  Mr,  Steel 
has  had  as  his  assistant  Miss  Neales  in  his  work  in  the  Grammar  School  during  the  pj 
year.  It  is  to  be  regretted  in  the  interest  of  the  school  that  Mr.  Steeves  resigns  | 
position  at  the  end  of  the  summer  vacation  to  undertake  a  new  round  of  duties. 

COUNTY   INSTITUTES. 

Institutes  were  held  in  both  York  and  Carleton  Counties  during  the  term  ji 
closed.  I  was  not  able  to  be  present  at  Woodstock,  but  was  informed  that  the  Liatitl 
was  well  attended  and  successful  in  every  way.  There  were  about  a  hundred  teach 
present  at  Fredericton.  The  }*aperB  read  were  admirable,  and  the  discussions  wi 
listened  to  witli  much  interest.  I  do  not  think  I  ever  attended  a  better  Institute, 
public  meeting  was  held  the  firat  evening,  which  was  very  largely  attended.

Early  in  the  second  term  it  ^as 
decided  to  call  Mr.  Edward  Manning  from  the  work  of  teaching  in  the  Grammar 
Schod  to  the  Secretaryship,  and  thus  enable  Mr.  March  to  give  his  whole  time  to  the 
lienenl  oversight  of  the  schools.  On  Oct.  27th  Mr.  March  completed  twenty-one  years 
of  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  on  November  1st  Mr.  Manning  took  over 
the  duties  of  this  office,  Mr.  March  accepting  the  position  and  duties  of  Superintendent. 

GENERAL. 

Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  school  buildings  during  the  year,  and 
the  famitare  has  been  renovated,  and,  in  some  cases,  replaced  by  new. 

The  maps  and  other  apparatus  will  need  much  attention  during  the  coming  year, 
and  materials  must  be  obtained  which  heretofore  have  not  been  provided. 

The  moat  pressing  need  is  felt  for  suitable  quarters  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Grammar  Sohool.  The  pelection  of  a  central  site  and  the  erection  of  a  building 
worthy  of  the  city  must  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Board  at  no  distant  day. 

The  subject  of  Physical  Drill  has  had  a  good  deal  of  consideration  during  the 
jear  and  under  the  fostering  care  of  Dr.  Hetherington,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  formation  of  companies  in  the  schools  of 
the  6ih  to  the  11th  standards  of  boys,  who  had  for  a  season  the  instructions  of  Drill 
Sergeant  McClaverty.  Immediately  before  the  midsummer  holidays  a  Battalion 
iiuqieetion  of  seven  companies,  numbering  about  300  boys,  was  held  in  the  Drill  Shed 
on  the  Barrack  Square,  before  Lt.-Col.  Maunsell,  D.  A.  G.,  and  other  Staff-officera, 
the  boys  being  put  through  their  several  evolutions  by  Lt.-Col.  Blaine,  62nd  Fusileers. 
It  tt  intended  to  carry  on  this  work  and  extend  it  as  far  as  possible  to  the  girls' 
adMKds  during  1893.

SiB:  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  beg  herewith  to  submit  their  report  on  the 
Js  under  their  supervision  for  the  year  ended  Blst  December,  1892. 
Theabseoce  in  Europe  of  the  Chairman  deprived  the  Board  of  his  counsel  during 
^l»$i  fummer.  His  return  is  anticipated  in  the  spring  of  1893.  The  duties  of  his 
<ioehAve  been  performed  by  Mr.  Sterling,  who  will  continue  to  till  the  office  of  Chair- 
ani  Tmtil  Mr.  Randolph's  return.  The  term  of  office  of  Z.  R.  Everett,  Esquire, 
tanug  expired  the  Government  appointed  Julius  I*.  Inches,  Esquire,  as  his  successor 
,lle  term  of  office  of  A.  A.  St<*rling,  Esquire,  expired  on  the  31st  December,  and  at 
uent  meeting  of  the  City  Council  he  weis  re-ap|>ointed. 
Ihe  work  of  the  year  just  closed  has  not  been  without  its  encouraging  features, 
Btojof  the  departments^  in  fact  most  of  them,  evidencing  traces  of  indefatigable  and 
ptinstaHng  labor  on  the  part  of  the  Teachers  which  have  resulted  in  most  gratifying 
'tmlts.  The  success  or  failure  of  any  School  is  chielly  dependent  upon  the  devotion  or 
Wc  of  devotion  of  the  daily  routine  work.  While  it  is  true  that  the  absence  of  pro- 
pi!  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  can  in  most  instances  be  tmced  to  irregularity  in  attend- 
AftCfl,  we  believe  it  is  greatly  within  the  province  of  the  Teacher  to  greatly  remove  this 
<Aifemction  by  mn  occasional  personal  interview  or  commiinication  with  the  parent. 
tt»  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  improved  attendance  of  pupils  in  the  departments 
pi^ided  over  by  Teachei^a  who  thus  secure  the  sympathy  and  support  of  parents. 
Taken  altogether  substantial  pi-ogress  has  been  made  in  the  Schools  during  the  year. 

As  in  other  years  several  changes  were  made  in  the  staff  of  Teachers,  and  while 
*>cli  interruptions  oi>erate  disadvantageously  to  the  School,  for  a  brief  period  at  least, 
Any  »eRm  to  be  unavoidable.  At  the  close  of  the  firat  term  Mr.  H.  B.  Kilbnm,  for 
■^yeani  principal  of  the  Charlotte  Street  School,  resigned  his  position  and  has  left 
tfeprofetsion  in  which  he  had  achieved  much  success.  Mr.  R  P.  Yorston,  a  graduate 
(ftbeUniventity  of  New  Brunswick,  was  appointed  as  his  successor,  but  after  a  couple 
<'f  months  satisfactory  work  his  services  were  sought  after  in  another  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince, and  the  Board  relieved  him  from  his  engagement.     3In  Edwin  T.  McKnight  was 
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appointed  in  sacceaaion  to  Mr.  Yorston,  as  Principal  of  tbis  important  School,  and  is 
doing  satisfactory  work. 

Miss  McLaughlin,  for  several  jears  in  charge  of  Brunswick  Street  School,  resigned 
her  position  at  close  of  tirst  term,  and  Mi&s  O'Mahoney,  a  former  Teacher  of  this  School^ 
was  appointed  as  her  successor. 

Excellent  work  continues  to  be  accomplished  in  the  Model  School,  where  Principal 
Rogers  and  bis  associate  Teachers  present  the  various  phases  of  everj-day  school  life  hxM 
their  respective  departments  in  attractive  form  and  in  harmony  with  the  name  of  tbel 
HchooL     Here  the  Teachers  are  required  to  relinquish  direct  control  over  the  pupUs  for 
a  considerable  jjortion  of  the  year,  while  the  student -teachers  of  the  Normal  Sebool  arej 
undergoing  the  test  of  their  ability  along  the  line  of  their  chosen  profession.  V 

The  departments  of  York  Street  School  are  still  located  in  the  old  Seminary 
building.  There  are  no  attractive  features  about  the  premises  and  the  fucilities  for  good 
work  are  very  much  restricted  as  compared  with  the  conveniences  in  most  of  the  other 
Schoola,  Yet  with  all  the  disadvantages  attaching  to  the  surroundings,  Principal  Inclk 
and  his  associate  Teachers  presented  pupils  for  promotion  quite  np  to  the  average 
attainments.  In  the  early  summer  we  expect  to  take  possession  of  the  handsome  and 
commodious  new  building  in  course  of  erection  during  the  past  two  yeai^s  by  Contractor 
Limerick.  When  completed  it  will  compare  favorably  with  the  other  public  buildings 
in  the  capita]  city  of  New  Brunswick.  The  plans  wei'e  provided  l»y  Mn  J.  C. 
Dumaresq  of  Halifax,  and  the  work  of  construction  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
John  Hodge,  The  main  entrance  is  from  York  Street,  while  free  injjress  and  egress 
are  provided  at  the  east  and  west  aides  of  the  building  with  the  aid  of  granite  ateps^ 
The  building  is  of  brick  witli  copious*  tritumings  of  olive  freestone.  The  mansard  and 
deck  roof  and  tower  are  covered  with  tin.  In  addition  to  the  rooujy  corridors  and 
cloak  rooms  it  will  contain  ten  class-rooms,  and  on  the  third  ilat  a  large  a&sembly  hall. 
The  building  will  be  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  S^mead,  Dowd  &  Co,  system. 

The  work  carried  on  h*st  year  in  the  Collegiate  and  Higli  School  was  kept  up  to 
the  usual  standard,  and  Mr*  Foster  and  his  associates  on  the  staS  have  been  mostzejilous 
and  painstaking  in  their  eflbrts  to  njaintain  the  high  character  reached  by  the  School  in^ 
previous  yertrs.     Mr»  h\  B*  Meagher  resigned  the  position   in   the  School,  in  which  h^s 
had  been  singuhirly  successful,  at  tlie  close  of  the  year  to  accept  the  position  of  Inspec^^ — 
tor,  to  which  he  was  ap|Mjiuted.     Next  yeiir  this  School   will  be  under  the  exclu&iv 
control  of  the  Board,  the  aunnal  agreement  so  long  harmoniously  existing  between  tl 
Senate  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  and  this  Board  having  expii-ed  on  the  31 
December,     It  will  be  our  aim  to  make   this  School   in  the  future,  as  the  Gramme 
8ch<K>b  maintain  the  prominent  place  it  held  as  the   Collegiate  and  High  School, 
present  a  re-arrangement  of  the  classes  has  been  made  in  order  to  carry  on   the  wo 
without  the  ap[>ointment  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Meagher.     We  are  making  pi-o vision  f< 
the  accouimodation  of  this  School  in   the  new  building  in  course  of   erection  on  Yo 
Street,  where  it  will  be  located  in  August  next. 

During  the  year  just  dosed  there  were  17  students  in  the  third  year  claas;  38 
the  second  year  ;  and  G2  in  tlie  tirst  year  class.     In  June,    1892,  tliirteen  were  grad 
ated  as  follows  :  In  the  tirst  division,  6  ;  second  division,  6  ;  thiid  division,  1.

*t  the  Normal  School,  of  whom  two  have  Ijeen  ranked  first-class,   and  two  second. 

MSm  Annie  Taylor,  who  was  one  of  the  matriculants  at  the  University  of  New  Bruns- 

^fick,  was  the  winner  ol   the  Wilmot  Scliolarship,  for  highest  matriculant^  open  to 

competition  for  the  whole  Province. 

In  the  several  departments  of  Regent  Street  School  satisfactory  work  is  being  done 
tPritidpal  Owens  and   his  associate   teachers,  who  are  the  same  as   last  yeiin     The 
at  Morrison's  Mill,  Doak  Settlement^  and  Wiseley  are  also  in  charge  of  same 
teachers. 

We  make  some  extracts  from  the  Examiner's  annual  report  to  the  Board.  In 
deferring  to  his  plan  of  determining  whether  pUfjOs  should  lie  promoted  or  not  when 
inducting  the  grading  examination  he  says  he  observes  the  following  line : 

1st.  The  attainments  of  the  pupil  In  ascertaininf^  attainments  I  submitted

grammar  and  composition,  latiOj  nuith  emu  tics,  including  arithmetic,  algebra  and 
piometry,  history  and  geograiftjy  and  natural  science.  Spelling  and  writing  were 
jodged  on  the  papers  submit  ted » 

2nd.     The  fUtetuIance  of  the  pupd  for  the  year  as  shown  by  the  Register,  or  a 
fUirment  therefrom. 

3rd.     Tlie  pupil's  conduct  as  a  member  of  tlie  School,  whenever  it  was  desirable  to 
*»ke  ihis  into  account 

4kli.     The  pupil's  agcy  in  cases  where  he  or  she  had  previously  failed  to  pass  the 


5th.  The  advice  of  the  teacher  to  which  special  weight  was  allowed  in  cases  where 
tW  seemed  to  be  reasonable  doubt. 

Following  tbb  general  plan  I  arrived  at  my  judgment  on  each  pupil  by  carefully 
idectiog  fair  testa  of  attainments  and  by  keeping  careful  records  of  individual  answering 
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to  the  questions.     The  other  points  were  then  considered,  and  I  was  thus  able  to  i 
m  final  jmlgment  which  took  into  account  all  the  essentials.

Kroin  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that  about  ten  per  cent*  of  the  tot^Bs 
|ltllii1)trr  of  i>u|)il8  failed  to  [)ass  the  grading  tests,  and  that  out  of  a  total  of  67   pupi—  — 
itnlriod  fcir  admission  to  the  High  School,  14  or  23  jjer  cent  failed  to  |mss, 

I    viMitrid  and  examined   the  ungraded  Schools  at   Morrison's   Mills,   Doak  tiim^i 
HmAfiy  and  found  thorn  in  a  good  general  condition.     The  Schools  at  Doak  and  Wiseley 
'ir«iJtr  both  HUjall  at  the  time  of  my  visit.     That  at  Morrison^s   Mills  is  quite  targ6ljr| 
atttrnded^  nnd  Miss   Hooper  continues  to   do  excellent  work  in  spito  of  many  di| 
ml  viintiiges. 

In  the  courac  of  my  examinations  for  grading  I  had  opportunities  for  observit 
aii't  i*Ktimiiting  the  methods  of  instruction   and   the   School   management  generally  i 
prat'tifiiHl  in  the  Schools.     There  m  little  change  since  last  ye-ar  in  cither  respect.     Th 
ataff  uf  Tuachers  is  carrying  on  the  work  with  undiminished  energy  and  with  the  usui 
degree  of  success.     The  teaching  continues   to  improve  and  the  School  discipline  is 
gtmcrally  eflicient.  fl 

( t  iH  a  great  sjitisfaction  to  the  Teachers  who  have  so  long  contended   with  th#™ 
unfa^ol*ftble  conditions  in  the  old  York  Street  School  to  know  that  they  are  shortly  to 
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fetmnaferred  to  the  new  and  commodious  building  now  nearing  completion.  No  city 
of  eqnal  siie  in  the  Dominion  will  be  better  siipiDiied  with  Public  School  buildings  than 
will  the  city  of  Fredericton  when  the  new  York  Street  building  is  ready  for  occupation. 
And  I  feel  assured  that  a  great  impetus  will  V»e  given  to  the  work  of  this  School  and  to 
«(hic»tion  genenilly  in  the  city  when  Teacher-s  and  scholars  will  be  able  to  take  a  fresh 
(Jepftrtore  in  new  surroundings.  With  the  transfer  of  the  High  School  we  will  have  a 
complete  senea  of  Schools  under  one  roof  ^—primary,  advanced  and  secondary.  And  it 
will  doubtless  be  the  aim  of  all  concerned  to  make  it  repay  what  it  has  cost  in  providing 
far  tbe  children  of  the  city  who  can  not  take  a  University  education,  aa  well  as  for  those 
who  can,  a  liberal  and  useful  preparation  for  life.  The  High  School  has  had  a  very 
niocessfiil  yearns  work  and  has  cjuite  maintained  its  well-earned  reputation* 

For  the  information  of  the  Board  the  Examiner  has  furnished  many  suggestions 
resulting  from  his  observation  as  to  the  success  or  lack  of  success  in  teaching  the  dif- 
ierent  subjects  in  the  curriculum.      He  thinks  the  subject  of  teaching  should  receive 
tnore  attention  in  the  higher  grades.     He  says  :  In  connection  with  tjie  reading  exer- 
<aae9  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  more  stress  should  Imj  laid  on  recitation,  and  especi- 
ally on  practice  in  oral  expression*     Nothing  is  more  valuable  than  the  power  of 
-^apresaing  one*s  thoughts  easily  and  forcibly,  except  the  training  of  pupils  to  think 
|-«letrlyand  consecutively — and  clear  expreasion   leads  to  clear  thinking.     In  all  the 
^gnii^  the  habit  of  speaking  clearly  and  forcibly  what  the  child  thinks  should  be  con- 
stantly encouraged  ;  in  tlie  higher  grades  practice  in  reading,   speaking  and  declaiming 
'^Ugive  pupils  self-confidence  and  a  practical  pitrparation  for  all  the  vocations  of  life 
"^liich  no  other  subject  can  give  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  degree. 

Physical  Training, — More  attention  should  be  given  to  this  very  important  divi- 
^00  of  education.  *  *  *  A  Teacher  cannot  be  too  careful  as  to  the  positions  of 
pupils  in  sitting  and  standing — ^easy^  quiet  and  graceful  iiio\  ements,  proper  carriage  of 
*l>e  head  and  Ijody,  correct  habita  of  breathing.  These,  in  large  measure,  mean  not  only 
iKilerliQess,  but  health,  and  both  are  proper  aims  of  education.  Then  Teachers  should 
^particularly  careful  as  to  the  nse  which  pu[jils  make  of  their  eyes  in  schoob  The 
<Mdren  of  the  city  are,  as  a  rule,  very  free  from  defective  eyesight ;  but  the  best  eyes 
*re  better  for  cai-eful  use,  and  the  childixin  with  defective  eyes  are  very  seriously  handi- 
capped in  School  and  at  home,  and  should  be  protected  as  far  as  possible  from  injurious 
litions*  Closely  connected  with  Physical  Training  is  singing.  J  am  of  opinion  that 
f  is  not  enough  attention  given  to  this  subject  in  the  higher  gnides,     ♦     »     ♦ 

Spelling, — More  attention  and  better  methods  are  being  applied  to  the  teaching  of 
'^ii  tuhject,  and  though  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  many  cases  I  feel  certain  that 
^  ^ting  is  improving. 

Arithmetic:. — The  condition  of  the  teaching  of  this  subject  is  generally  satisfactory. 
In  some  of  the  schools  it  is  esjiecially  so.  More  of  the  practical  character  is  being  given 
10  it,  and  more  power  to  reason  is  being  developed. 

Jaiural  Science. — This  subject  is  being  well  taught  in  most  of  the  schools*  Most 
<«  tlie  higher  grades  are  taking  the  subject  up  in  real  ways  and  the  children  are  led  to 
^uotion  nature  for  themselvesi  to  observe  closely  and  to  draw  correct  conclusions  from 
•tor  own  observations.     ♦     *     # 
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Compoaittmi, — This  sulijrct  ia  fairly  well  taught  and  the  majority  of  |>i3pils  car 
write  quite  well  and  clearly.  Some  time  might  well  be  spared  from  the  writte 
exercises  in  this  subject  to  devote  to  the  oral  composition — the  habit  of  thiukiDg  aod  c 
off-hand  expression  of  thought  to  which  I  referi-eil  above. 

Grammar. — We  are  somewhat  in  a  transitiou  stage  on  this  subject,  A  new  te^ 
has  just  been  prescribed  w*hich  is,  I  thiuk,  in  many  ways  better  than  the  old,  and  tb 
tfniehers  are  just  beginning  to  get  familiar  with  the  plan  and  methods  of  the  new  boot 
Tliere  is  a  good  deal  to  be  done  in  this  subject.  It  is,  confessedly,  one  of  the  mos 
difticult  of  the  school  subjects.     The  oral  stages  of  the  sulijecta  are  well  taught. 

Geography  and  History. — Both  these  subjects  are  rery  well  taught.  So  tauc 
stress  has  been  of  late  years  laid  on  proper  methods  of  teaching  and  studying  then 
that  children  have  much  better  opportunities  for  getting  the  right  use  of  them  i 
xneans  of  education.  In  connection  with  the  History,  especially  iu  the  higher  gmdfl 
more  stress  should  be  placed  on  leading  our  boys  aiul  girls  to  understand  our  ov 
system  of  government- — Dominion,  Provinciali  Muuicipal,  and  Civic.  Lessons  on  Civ 
Government  should  be  especially  given  in  the  High  School  Course,  llie  school  trail 
the  citizen,  and  it  can  do  this  in  no  better  way  than  to  teach  him  how  to  exercise  1 
rights  and  to  |>erform  his  duties  as  a  citizen  in  a  fiee  and  intelligent  way. 

Id  concluding  his  excellent  report  the  Examiner  says  that  taking  one  school  wi 
another,  very  substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  on  the  13th  May.  Only  a  few  trees  were  planted,  b 
the  object  of  the  day  was  dwelt  upon  in  many  of  the  schools  and  all  the  exeitiises  had 
bearing  upon  the  day. 

The  number  of  teachers  on  our  staff  during  the  year,  including  the  Collegiat«  m 
High  School  and  Model  School,  was  twenty-six  and  one  assistant. 

Tw^o  hundred  and  eighty-seven  permits  were  issued  to  applicants  for  admission  in 
the  schools  during  the  year.

Trustees  of  the  City  of  Moncton  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1892, 

H.  A.  Whitney'a  term  of  office  having  expired  the  Government  appointed  Joshua 
Peters*  Esq.,  to  fill  the  place  ;  and  J.  K.  Wran's  term  having  expired  the  City  Council 
filled  the  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  Geo.  B,  WilletL 

During  the  first  term  of  the  year  Mias  Emma  Condon  waa  granted  leave  of  abaenoei 
to  attend  Normal  School ;  and  Miss  Lillian  Burtt^  on  account  of  ill  health. 
Nettie  Kelly  was  engaged  to  take  Miss  Condon's  school  and  Miss  Mary  A,  Henry  that 
of  Miss  Burtt.  Miss  Kelly  taught  both  a  few  days,  when  she  too  was  compelled  to 
retire  from  ill  health  and  Miss  Lilly  W.  Clark's  services  were  secured. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  second  term  both  Miss  Condon  and  Miss  Bttrtt 
returned  to  tlieir  i^espective  departments. 

You  will  observe  by  statements  Noa,  5  and  6  that  a  niimber  of  the  departments 
ari*  still  crowded, — the  average  in  some  cases  being  more  than  should  be  enroHedl 

Some  of  the  repairs  recommended  in  last  year  s  rejjort  have  been  made  in  so  far  as 
the  appropriations  would  admit ;  hut  during  the  ensuing  year  the  houses  should  be 
painted  and  the  Central  will  probably  require  a  new  roof. 

I  am  again  pleased  to  report  that  most  of  the  Schools  are  doing  a  grand  work,  and 
in  support  of  this  view,  1  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  from  a  published  interview  of  a 
Transcript  i'ej>orter  with  Inspector  Smith,  in  which  he  was  reported  to  have  said :  *'  I 
find  the  Schools  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition."  "  There  has  been  a  steady  advanoe- 
ment  without  any  particularly  marked  development  along  any  special  linesL**  "  Some 
of  the  Schools  show  special  developments."  **  Tlie  grading  now  is  all  that  can  be 
desired/' 

An  examination  of  the  abstract  statements  wtll  disclose  the  following  facta  with 
reference  to  each  School,  Teacher,  class,  salary,  average,  percentage,  enrolment,  days 
attended,  days  lost,  etc.,  etc, 

A  comparison  will  famish  food  for  thought  and  will  repay  for  the  time  and  trouble 
taken.

The  term  of  oliice  of  Mr.  Hugh  Cullinen,  who  had  since  1881  been  a  member  of 
the  School  Board,  at  the  close  of  the  present  year  expired  and  Mr»  Daniel  T,  Dwyer 
was  appointed  by  the  Town  Council  to  fill  the  vacancy.  With  one  exception,  there* 
fore,  the  Board  enters  upon  the  work  of  the  next  year  with  the  same  meml>ership.  ■ 

Several  changes  were  made  in  our  teaching  staff  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  m 
term.  Miss  Bridges  returned  from  a  six  months'  leave  of  absence  to  take  charge  of  her  ' 
department  at  King  Sti*eet,  and  Miss  Susie  B.  Ganong,  who  was  employed  temporarily  | 
during  the  absence  of  Miss  Bridges,  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Primary  School  I 
at  the  Cove»  in  place  of  Miss  Mary  R,  McLean,  resigned.  Miss  Dibblee,  Miss  Moopb  i 
and  Mr.  Lockary  severally  tendered  their  resignations,  and  Miss  Carrie  Evei-ett,  Miss  j 
Lucy  A,  McKenxie  and  Miss  H.  Daisy  Hanson  were  apfiointed  to  permanent  positions 
on  our  staff.  Miss  Everett  to  take  charge  of  the  5  th  and  6  th  grades  in  the  I^Iarks 
Street  building,  and  Miss  McKenzie  and  Miss  Hanson  to  the  intermediate  departmenta 
at  the  Cove  and  King  Street  Schools  i^espectively^  and  with  the  work  of  these  Teachers 
during  the  term  just  ended  the  Board  is  well  pleased  ;  in  fact  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  their  teaching  staff  has  not  been  for  years  as  strong  as  at  the  present  time. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  we  learned  of  the  untimely  deatli  of  Miss  Annie 
Moore*     Miss  Moore  was  a  faithful  and  industrious  Teacher,  and  an  active  and  zealous 
Christian  worker  in  the  Church  to  which  she  belonged.     Kind  and  affectionate  towards 
her  pupils  and  of  amiable  disposition,  she  had  endeared  herself  to  the  hearts  of  all  with  ^ 
whom  she  was  associated.  I 

Eight  of  our  pupils  passed  successfully  the  matriculation  examination,  one  of  whom 
is  now  in  attendance  at  the  University, 

In  addition  to  the  Governor  GeneraVs  medal,  prizes   were  awarded  puptla  of  ear 
High  School   by  Mr.  J.  D.  Chipman  and  Honoi*able  James  Mitchell.     Next  year  tho  X 
W.  C.  T  U.  offer  a  prize  for  the  best  easay  on  Alcohol,  its  origin  and  its  uses.  V 

In  conclusion  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  Schools  are  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition,  and  it  is  the  object  of  our  Teachers  that  our  Schools  shall  reach  and  be 
maintained  at  as  high  a  standard  of  exoellence  as  their  united  efforts  can  pi*oduce.

Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Board  of  School  Tmstees  for 
the  Town  of  Campbellton  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1892. 

Trustees. — At  the  close  of  the  year  a  vacancy  occurred  on  the  Board  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  W.  H.  McLatchy,  whose  term  of  office  had  expired.  His  successor  has 
not  yet  been  appointed. 

Teachers, — No  change  has  been  made  in  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  during 
the  year  so  that  the  re-organization  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Board  for  last  year 
still  continues. 

The  general  progress  made  by  the  pupils  as  exhibited  by  the  results  of  the  grading 
in  terminal  examinations  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  excellence  of  the  work  done  by 
the  several  teachers  in  their  respective  departments  throughout  the  year.  Special 
mention  might,  however,  be  made  of  the  West  End  School,  which  under  the  efficient 
mantgement  of  Miss  Cook,  has  emerged  from  the  lethargy  and  lack  of  organization 
whidi  characterized  it  for  some  years  past,  and  now  occupies  a  front  rank  in  our  school 
system. 

Principal  Lewis  has  proved  himself  a  thorough,  progressive  and  pains-taking 
teidier,  not  only  by  his  methods  of  inspiring  enthusiasm  into  the  mind  life  of  the 
Ad?uioed  Department,  under  his  immediate  charge,  but  also  in  his  official  supervision 
of  oar  schools  in  general.

DELAY    OF    PARENTS. 

It  is  one  of  the  rules  of  the  Institution  that  all  pupils  should  return  promptly  at 
lie  beginning  of  every  session,  sickness  l>eing  the  only  admissaVile  cause  for  absence 
after  Uje  reopening  of  school,  I  regret  to  state  that  there  seems  to  be  an  indifference 
an  the  part  of  some  parents  as  to  their  children's  welfare  and  a  non-appreciation  of  thi^ 
^■hie  of  education  for  them. 

A  great  res|K»nsibility  rests  on  parents  regarding  the  facilities  they  allow  thmr 
duMretif  to  obtain  a  projxr  school  training,  and  I  cannot  emphazise  too  strongly  the 
InportaDoe  of  sending  them  back  to  school  at  the  commencement  of  the  session.  The 
abenoe  of  seireral  pupils  interferes  with  the  grading  and  advancement  of  the  classes,  is 
^■bttrtening  to  the  Teacher,  and  it  is  neither  fair  to  him  nor  to  his  pupils  to  expect 
food  progress  under  such  conditions. 

As  we  have  no  compulsory  law  for  the  attendance  of  children  at  school  in  this 
?W»iDce  I  can  only  urge  the  matter  upon  the  attention  of  parents  and  appeal  to  them 
to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the  Teachers  of  their  children,  to  respond  cheerfully  to 
*h«r  fioggeations  and  to  be  slow  to  blame  for  imaginary  oifenees.  The  welfare  of  every 
iwrpil  of  his  class  is  dear  to  t!ie  heart  of  a  consciontiouB  Teacher. 

INSTRUCTION. 

A  few  words  in  reference  to  our  method  of  instruction  will  probably  be  of  sufficient 
interest  to  the  parents  of  our  pupils  aa  to  warrant  their  insertion  here. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  instruction  of  deaf  mutes,  the  oral  m€?thod,  that  is,  teach- 
>t>g  thetn  to  articulate  8|K:ikeii  sounds  was  the  only  one  followed,  and  it  is  at  the  present 
^y  tkonly  one  pursued  in  Germany  and  a  few  other  European  countiies. 

la  the  United  States  and  Canada  another  and  much  better  method  is  v^vy  gener- 
tUjr  adopted.  It  is  the  method  of  usinf?  signs  for  ideas  with  tlie  manual  alphabet,  and 
while  the  oral  system  is  limited  in  its  application  and  only  of  real  and  lasting  benedt  to 
A  few,  despite  the  extravagant  claims  brought  forward  by  the  zealous  advocates  of  this 
ifstem  the  sign  method  is  applicable  to  one  and  alt,  and  its  strongest  opponents  have 


not  yet  dared  to  eBsert  that  we  cannot  by  its  means  reach  the  niinda  of  any  and  every 
<leaf-mute  child  that  may  comf^  under  our  charge,  uoless  it  be  deficient  in  intellect,  and 
bestow  upon  it  the  priceless  gift  of  education. 

The  Bemi-mutes,  that  is,  those  who  lost  their  hearing  by  disease  or  accident  after 
they  had  kerned  to  talk,  nsually  retain  some  knowledge  of  sp<?ech,  and  can  with  advan- 
tage be  taught  b}^  the  oral  method,  and  their  powers  of  speech  improved  and  strength- 
ened. Children,  however,  who  were  lx)rn  deaf  have,  of  course,  no  remnant  of  vocal 
language  and  time  would  lie  wasted  on  these  by  using  the  oral  meth«*d  in  their  educa- 
tion. The  sign  system  here  corner  in  as  a  friend  in  need,  opens  up  communication  with 
them  almost  spontaneously,  mind  acts  n[>on  mind  and  the  pleasure  of  the  pupil  in 
finding  himself  understood  is  almost  equal  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Teacher  in  unfolding 
thought  in  the  virgin  hoil  of  an  untutored  intellect,  I  can  quite  onderstand  and 
heartily  sympathize  with  the  desire  of  parents  to  have  their  children  taught  to 
apeak  and  where  any  tangible  result  will  follow  and  justify  the  expenditure  of  time  and 
labor  required,  I  think  it  should  be  done.  To  carry  out  this  idea  and  bring  our  Insti- 
tution abreast  with  the  tiroes  it  would  be  advisable  to  secure  the  services  of  a  latly 
teacher  from  one  of  the  Schools  in  the  States,  where  oral  teaching  is  made  a  specialty, 
and  let  her  devote  most  of  her  time  to  this  department  I  do  not  anticipate,  however, 
the  grand  results  which  the  pure  oralists  ckim  to  have  obtained  ;  still  if  one  child  only 
would  benefit  by  the  adoption  of  this  plan,  to  this  extent,  that  it  could  commumcate 
orally  with  the  world  at  large,  however  poor  the  modulation  of  its  voice  might  be,  1 
ahould  consider  that  the  Province  would  be  justified  in  going  to  the  expense,  which 
would  be  considerable,  of  securing  the  services  of  a  specialist  for  this  purpose.  Ko 
means  should  be  left  untried  to  restore  our  deaf  mutes  to  society.  Let  us  give  them  th« 
best  we  have  at  our  command,  as  their  lives  with  the  very  best  that  we  can  do  for  theiu 
will  always  lack  much  of  the  profit  and  pleasure  we  oursalves  derive  from  aennOQS, 
lectures,  addresses,  vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  the  thousand  pleasures  we  havei 
when  nature  speaks  to  us  in  the  voices  of  the  storm,  and  we  ask  intuitively  "  What  art* 
the  wild  waves  saying  1"  in  the  songs  of  her  birds,  the  rippling  of  her  brooks,  the  hum 
of  insects,  the  rustling  of  the  leaves  of  the  forest,  and  the  thousand  sounds  and  whisper- 
ings which  affect  our  souls  with  awe  in  her  angry  moods,  and  with  a  happy,  peaceful 
feeling  when  she  smiles  and  bids  the  weary  rest. 

The  most  successful  method  as  I  have  before  stated  of  teaching  deaf  mutea,  wHeiher 
congenital ]y  deaf  or  otherwise,  is  by  the  language  of  signs.  The  child  comes  to  us  not 
knowing  anything  except  what  his  sight  has  revealed  to  him.  He  has  been  deprived 
of  the  intercourse  which  his  hearing  playmates  have  enjoyed  with  their  parents  and 
school  fellows,  and  hia  mind  i-emains  untouched  and  untrained  by  the  social  amenities 
which  have  so  large  an  intluence  in  developing  cbaracter  and  the  intellectual  faculties 
even  in  childhood  and  infancy.  He  cannot  understand  the  language  spoken  around 
him  and  the  few  natural  signs  he  makes  merely  express  the  simplest  ideas.  As  soon, 
however,  as  he  enters  the  school-room  everything  is  changed.  He  is  now  witli  thosi 
who  can  adapt  their  teaching  to  his  condition.  His  crude  signs  are  intelligible  and  h 
realizes  at  last  the  pleasure  of  being  readily  understood  by  those  alxjut  him.  He  no 
takes  delight  in  his  lessons  and  in  the  conversation  of  the  schoolmates  and  soon  take^* 
an  aotive^Juterest  in  all  that  appertains  to  school -life.     We  use  signs  not  as  an  eik<

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ver,  bat  as  the  readiest  means  by  which  thought  can  he  interchanged  and  by  which 
oedifoe  of  education  may  bt?  lault  in  tbe  cultivation  of  the  intellecteal  faculties, 
I  our  pupils  have  obtained  the  requisite  knowledge  and  mastery  of  the  English 
i  and  can  write  it  correctly  they  have  no  further  need  of  signs,  as  they  have 
[ttwameans  of  communication  with  the  English  speaking  race  and  also  with  the  world 
'  of  literature  in  that  language.  It  will  l>e  inferred  from  these  remarks  that  it  is  the 
doty  of  every  institution  to  be  prepared  to  confer  the  greatest  possible  good  upon  each 
pjpil  committed  to  its  care,  by  providing  that  instruction  which  will  l>e8t  meet  his 
niedi  md  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  him  when  be  leaves  the  institution  and  has  to 
upon  his  own  resources  in  the  somewhat  unequal  struggle  for  a  livelihood  that 
I  before  him. 

INDUSTRIAL   TRAINING. 

The  question,  "  shall  we  teach  our  pupils  trades  in  addition  to  the  intellectual 
dacation  which  they  are  already  receiving,"  is  an  important  one,  and  one  that  deserves 
^tecial  consideration. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  industrial  and  commercial  world  of  the  present  day 
demands  are  made  upon  the  skill  and  capacity  of  the  toilers  for  bi^ead  than 
ly  was  the  case.  The  professional  avimuea  fur  preferment  are  crowded  and  skilled 
are  needed  in  all  branches  of  trade  to  compete  successfully  in  the  industrial 
ol  life.  While  the  majority  of  schools  prepare  their  pupils  for  a  professional  or 
career,  very  few  take  up  the  subject  of  industrial  training.  Even  were  it  desir- 
4ibltQur  pupils  are  so  heavily  handicapped  by  their  deprivation  that  it  would  give  rise 
to  ike  most  fallacious  hopes  were  we  to  announce  that  we  had  the  same  curriculum  and 
tietime  ends  in  view.  Some  of  our  biight  deaf  mutes  become  fitted  for  a  professional 
•ttner  u  teachers,  barristers  and  even  ordainetl  mintst^r^rs  of  religion,  but  in  these  cases 
tlien&tnral  ability  and  length  of  training  are  eitceplionaL  The  few  years  that  we  are 
pwnitted  to  retain  the  majority  of  our  jiupils  precludes  the  high  standing  which  all 
tMilMn  like  to  achieve,  we  can  aim  however  to  give  them  the  beat  preparation  possible 
tWthey  may  fill  with  credit  the  positions  they  will  probably  occupy  in  life. 

It  is  the  undoubted  right  of  every  child  that  he  shoukl  have  such  an  intellectual 
tnd  indostrial  training  as  will  enable  hiui  to  earn  an  honest  living  whatever  that 
pQiitJoii  in  life  may  be,  and  especially  is  this  the  ease  with  our  pupils^  who,  without 
tteb  training  as  we  refer  to,  find  it  hard  at  the  start  to  secure*  suitable  employment. 
^^ne  or  two  employers  of  labour  hitely  informed  me  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
a  obtaining  employment  for  deaf  mutes  if  they  knew  anything  of  the  trade  before- 
^,  AS  they  generally  made  good  and  steady  workmen,  their  attention  not  l>eing 
^*ltcn  from  their  work  by  the  conversation  going  on  around  them,  but  it  was  almost 
UBposrible  to  get  an  employer  to  devote  the  time  refjuired  to  teach  them  the  trade  as  it 
W  to  be  done  principally  by  writing.  Another  difficulty  waw,  that  the  amount  they 
'^Rild  earn  for  the  first  twelve  or  eighteen  months  was  hardly  sufficient  to  provide  them 
^th  food  and  clothing.  To  give  our  pupils  the  best  possible  chance  of  making  their 
■ijr  ia  the  world,  of  boooming  useful,  responsible,  self-supporting  and  self-respecting 
-cftfflBBi,  ia  to  equip  them  for  the  battle  of  life  by  furnishing  them  with  the  technical 
howledgc  of  some  suitable  industry  before  they  leave  the  Institution,  by  means  of 
•kicli  they  may  start  on  some  l)a8is  of  etiiiality  with  the  hundretls  competing  around 


them  and  eventnally  obtain  that  reward  wliich  th^ir  ability,  energy  and  persevei 
may  desire.  Fifty -nine  out  of  the  eighty  Ii^stitiations  in  the  United  States  teaeh 
or  more  of  the  following  industries :  Ait,  baking,  l»asket  making,  blacksmitbiDg, 
bookbinding,  broom  making,  caliinet  making,  carpentry,  cliair  making,  cooking,  claj 
moulding,  coopery,  china  painting,  drees  making^,  embroidei-y^  engineering,  famjmg^ 
floriculture,  gardening,  glazing,  housework,  knitting,  mattress  making,  millinei^/ 
moulding,  macbine  work,  painting,  plate  engraving,  photography,  plumbing,  pattfirui 
making,  printing,  sewing,  shoe  making,  tailoring,  toot  making,  weaving,  wood  carving; 
wood  engraving,  wood  turning,  wood  w^orking  and  the  use  of  tools. 

All  the  Canadian  Institutions,  with  the  exception  of  our  own,  teach  some  inde. 
PerhapB  tailoring  and  shoe-making  would  be  the  n*obt  suitable  for  our  pupils,  but  we 
could  not  expect  eithei-  to  be  self-supporting  for  some  time  to  come.  The  principal 
consideration,  Jiowever,  is  not  whether  it  will  be  selfsu staining,  but  whether 
advantages  which  our  boys  would  deri%^e  from  a  knowletlge  of  one  or  both  of 
occupations  would  justify  their  adoption. 

A  new  building  would  be  required  to  be  used  as  a  workshop,  and  considerable'-i 
lay  would  have  to  be  made  in  furniiihing  the  building,  providing  tools  and  matei 
work,  • 

With  ad*^quate  provision  from  our   Legislature  for  carrying  on  the  work 
Institution,  which  our  pupils,  in  conjunction  with  similar  sections  of  humanity,  hi 
perfect  right  to  expect  from  their  native  Province,  these  and  other  improvemeni 
be  carried  out  with  pleasiire  and  profit,  and  the  outlay  required  will  eventually 
with  interest  in  the  shape  of  productive  and  law-abiding  citizens. 

THK   COUNTY   GRAKT. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  House,  an  Act  was  passed  assessing  the  counties  ofj 
Province  at  the  rate  of  $60  per  pupil*  according  to   the    number  of  pupils  each  co 
sent  lip  for  education.     While  this  measure  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and 
which   we   have  repeatedly  urged   in   previous   reports  of  the  Institution,  it  waft] 
anticipated  by  the  management  of  thi^    Institution,  nor   was  it  publicly  announc 
the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  that  it  was  merely  to  replace  and  be  a  subst!' 
tute  for  the   usual   annual    Government   Grant  of  $1,500,  which  the  Institution 
received  for  several  years  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

It  was  a  great  surprise  and  disappoiiiLment  to  the  o^icers  of  the  Institution  to  J 
that  the  Government  Grant  had  been  withdrawn,  and  that  we  had  now  only  the  Countji 
Grant  to  depend  upon  and  several  projected  improvements  were  of  neceaaity  abandonee^ 
until  the  next  session  of  tlie  House,  when  it  is  hoj>ed  that  the  question  of  withdrawing| 
the  above  grant  will  be  reconsidered  in  favor  of  the  Institution.  In  Nova  Scotia  thfl 
counties  are  assesses!  at  if 60  per  pupil  in  addition  to  the  Government  Oi-ant  of  $60  pea 
pupil,  making  the  total  for  each  pupil  8120  per  annum.  The  avemge  cost  of  mainj 
tenance  in  this  Institution  has  been  about  $150  per  cajiita  and  this  amount  compare! 
very  favorably  with  the  expenditure  of  other  institutions.  In  some  institutions  it  id 
considerably  more,  as  in  the  Manitoba  Institution,  whosa  expenditure  last  year  was  $2511 
per  pupiL  In  some  of  the  State  institutions  it  was  even  higher  than  this.  In  ttj 
Ontario  Institution  it  was  rather  less,  viz.,  $146  per  pupiL  In  this  case  they  ] 
nearly  300  pupils  and  this  large  number  tenda  to  lessen  the  cost  per  capita. 
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Of  the  eigBty  Institutions  in  the  United  Stiit-es  forty-eight  are  wholly  s«p|K)rtecl  by 
tJjc  Sute,  aided  by  voluntary  contiibutiona.  The  remaining  seven  are  private  or 
di'UfliuiniitJonal  schools*  The  sum  of  §1,557,248  was  exp<^nded  by  fifty  of  these  institu- 
tions for  general  support,  and  ^2G1,517  in  improvements  ou  their  buildings. 

Two  only  of  the  Canudiati  institutions  are  wholly  supported  by  the  Province,  via., 
the  Ontario  and  Manitoba  Institutions.  The  Provincial  Grant  for  these  institutiona 
list  year  was  851,542  and  $13,500  for  improvements  on  buildings.  The  remaining 
Qvt?  CAtiadian  Institutions  receive  a  giant  from  the  Pi^ovince  which  has  to  be  supple- 
menled  by  voluntary  eontributions. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

In  tendering  our  acknowledgments  to  our  Local  Legislatui^  for  the  aid  they  hav© 
accorded  this  Institution  during  the  past  ten  yoars,  and  lor  the  prompt  and  cht*erful 
wiy  in  which  the  County  Grant  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Houne,  1 
would  tAke  the  opportunity  of  reminding  them  thiit  there  is  still  a  debt  of  §400 
remaining  on  the  building  which  we  find  hard  to  carry  along  with  our  liruited  funds 
And  the  necessary  expenditure  of  the  Institution.  This  should  be  cleared  ofi"  as  soon  as 
jioasiblu,  that  we  may  be  relieved  of  the  burden,  »nd  tlie  interest  on  which  might  with 
advantage  be  devoted  to  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  Institutibn.  If  public 
!und«are  lavished  on  public  edut;ational  instittttions  there  are  few  to  complain,  as  the 
mon^y  is  spent  in  a  good  ctiuse,  but  if  only  the  necessary  adequate  sup[>ort  be  asked  for 
TOcb  purposes,  I  feel  assured  that  there  is  no  memljer  of  the  House  would  raise  bis 
voice  against  and  take  the  position  of  tin  opponent  to  such  a  measure. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  also  ackuowledging  the  aid  received  from  our  numerous 
fculitkcribers  during  the  past  year.  Many  friends  in  Prince  Edward  island,  Montreal, 
ijuettwand  Maine,  in  addition  to  those  in  the  Province  itself,  have  contributed  cheer* 
folly  and  added  their  kind  wishes  for  the  sueces.s  of  the  Institution. 

Dr.  Brown's  services  have  again  been  at  the  service  of  the  Institution,  and  I 
;uni  hearty  thanks  for  his  promptness  in  replying  to  our  caIIs.  His  care  and  advice 
iBtJch  to  relieve  us  of  anxiety  when  we  have  sickness  in  the  house.  It  is  a  matter 
for  congratulation  that  we  have  so  little  sickness,  and  our  exemption  from  contagious 
diiMaes  is  probably  due  to  the  healthy  location  of  the  Institution,  its  isolation  from 
otW  dwellings,  it  large  and  lofty  rooms,  its  sanitary  arrangements,  its  cleanliness  and 
the  clear,  bracing  air  of  Hawthorn  Hill.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Davis 
for  supplies  of  free  medicines  when  prescribed.  Dr.  Torrens'  services  have  also  been

H&lifax  School  for  the  Blind.

Sir:    The  School  for  the  Blind  at  Halifax  haa  made  steady  progress  during  the 

Then^gister  of  attendance  shows  that  54  blind  persons  have  been  under  iustructiou 
faring  the  past  year ;  46  of  whom  are  in  attendance  at  present ;  of  these  32  are  males 
and  14  females.  There  are  at  present  17  pupils  from  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick, 
i2  from  Nova  Scotia,  1  froui  Prince  Edward  Island  and  6  from  Newfoundland. 

h  the  annual  report  of  the  school,  just  puplished,  the  following  references  are 
wd^*  to  the  Act  respecting  the  education  of  the  blind  adopted  by  the  LegLslatui-e 
<d  New  Brunswick  dimng  its  last  session  : 

Ihiring  the  year  1892  the  pnnciple  of  the  free  education  of  the  Blind  haa  been 
onioned  by  the  Provincial  Le^slature  of  New  Brunswick,  and  a  taw  has  Vjeen  enacted 
potidingfor  the  free  education  of  the  blind  youth  of  that  Province  in  this  Institution. 
"Tii*  Mfcognition  of  the  claima  of  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight,  to  i>articipate  in  the 
jririlegeB  of  a  free  education  has  been  a  great  source  of  satiBfaction  to  your  Board, 
«li4  aow  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished  they  look  forward  with  C4>nfidence  to  a 
wnilar  recognition  being  made  by  the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Newfoundland. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick  I  took  a  representative 
pwty  of  the  School  to  Frederictonj  and  afterward  visited  St.  John,  Moncton  and 
SftckviJle.  Enthusiastic  and  largely  attended  njeetings  were  held,  and  resolutions 
««(orsiiig  the  actiou  of  the  Government  in  making  education  free  to  the  Blind  of  New 
fcuttwick  wexe  unanimously  adopted. 

The  New  Brunswick  Act  respecting  the  education  of  the  Blind  was  favorably 
'efeived  by  the  supporters  of  the  Government  as  well  as  by  the  members  of  the 
don,  and  the  unaniiEity  with  which  it  passed  reflects  great  credit  upon  the 
ty,  intelligence  and  broad  sense  of  justice  of  the  gentlemen,  who,  in  their 
wpTCBentative  capacity,  form  the  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick.  The  youthful  Blind 
flfKew  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  now  receive  education  in  this  school  as  a  right; 
mi  ere  long  these  privileg<»s,  which  the  Blind  youth  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Stwfoondland  enjoy,  but  for  which  they  are  dependent  upon  annual  appropriations, 
thodd  he  confirmed  to  them  by  the  Acts  of  their  respective  Legislatures*  When  this 
v iOOQtQpliahed  and  education  is  free  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  every  Blind  child  of  the 
four  Maritiine  Provinces,  the  friends  of  the  Blind   will  have  reason  to  feel  thankful, 


ihe  status  of  the  Blind  will  be  iniprovetl,  nnd  tho»e  who  are  engaged  in  the  work  willl 

be  able  to  devote  thtjir  ent*rgies  to  other  departments.

HoTj^  to  Teach  the  Literature  of  the  Readinir  Books,  with  Reference  to 

Particular  Examples* 

Kducationally  the  teachiDg  of  LJterature  is  of  great  importance.  It  develops  the 
papils  taste,  strengthens  his  memory,  increases  his  vocabulary,  fills  his  mind  witli  noble 
tiioiigbts,  cultivates  his  imagination,  supplies  food  for  the  mind  to  ruminate  uix)n  iu 
m&ture  age,  and,  like  a  thing  of  beauty  "Is  a  joy  forever,"— (Reats.) 

With  time  for  teaching  this  subject  we  can  arm  the  pupil's  mind  against  vice  and 
[  ^lore  it  with  the  strongest  incentives  to  virtue. 

If  we  wish  to  instil  patriotic  feelings  can  we  find  anything  l>etter  suited  for  this 
l^irpose  than  the  lines  l>y  Scott : 

'*  Breathes  there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead," 
Or  Cowj^er's. 

**  England  !  with  all  thy  faalta  I  love  thee  still,'^ 

Or  Shakespeare's: 

**  Thii  England  nevor  did,  nor  ever  sbftll  lie  at  the  proud  foot  of  a  conqueror." 
(And  England  and  f'anada  are  one  in  patriotism.)

"  Napoleon  and  the  Young  English  Snilor,"  three  of  the  verses  characteristic  of  the 
time  and  place  are  omitted  from  "  Llewelyn  and  his  Dog/'  and  the  whole  poetn  so 
mutilated  that  its  original  beauty  is  quite  lost.  ( 

Southey  boasted  that  he  would  **  For  no  man's  pleasure^  change  a  syllable  oi 
measure/'  but  the  editor  of  our  readei's  changed  part  of  the  ^*  Inchcajje  Rock  "  for  him^ 
and  ** Bruce  and  the  Spider"  for  Eliza  Cook.  We  could  with  advantage  to  our  pupils, 
exchange  several  of  the  other  jxiems  for  **  The  Pied  Piper  of  Hamelin,"  **  The  Cham* 
eleon/*  **  Bishop  Hatto,"  and  a  few  stirring  dialogues,  of  which  there  is  not  one  in  thu 
first  five  books. 


It  docs  not  come  within  the  province  of  this  paper  to  criticise  the  deficiencies  ol 
excellencies  of  our  readers,  hut  I  mention  the  above  mutilations  as  a  reason  for  rejecting 
them,  when  illustrating  the  teaching  of  literature,  and  shall  select  a  poem  happil| 
unaltei^  by  the  editor^  *^*  Hohenlioden,"  (book  IV,  page  258). 

Lyrics,  too,  are  the  best  pieces  to  begin  w^ith  ;  for  there  is  no  ])oem  pupils  appreciate 
so  highly  as  a  stirring  rhymed  piece,  w^bich  they  can  acquire  as  a  ivhole.  Long  pieoei 
have  to  be  learnt  piece-meal,  and  the  interest  is  often  lost  before  thi.^  climax  is  reached. 

Since  most  of  us  have  to  hear  ^\e  or  six  different  sets  of  I'eading  lessons  every  day, 
it  is  impossible  to  properly  teach  literature  during  the  time  set  ajmrt  for  reading.  I 
therefore  gi'oup  the  school  for  this  subject  previous  to  the  time  set  apart  for  recitatiooi 
on  Friday  afternoons,  and  do  not  find  the  time  wasted.  The  pupils  become  interesi 
in  the  piece,  and  as  they  are  made  to  thoroughly  understand  it,  it  is  intelligently  recii 

In  taking  this,  or  any  similar  poem,  the  pupils  have  all  their  readers  on  band, 
the  Fourth  Book  open  at  page  258. 

The  teacher  first  asks  for  the  name  of  thv  author,  and  gives  the  scholars 
sketch  of  liis  life.  [He  wins  the  tenth  and  youngest  child  of  a  Glasgow  merchants 
Bom  in  1777,  died  1844.  He  was  educated  at  the  Grammar  School  of  his  natiy^ 
town ;  was  so  diligent  at  school  that,  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  he  gained  a  prize  whicb 
entitled  him  to  free  education  at  the  Glasgow  Univei-sity.  He  gaintd  prizes  during 
each  of  the  seven  years  he  was  there.  At  the  age  of  twenty-two  he  wrote  his  finest 
poem^  "The  Pleasures  of  Hope,'*  A  few  verses  from  this  poem,  " On  the  Downfall  of 
Poland,"  are  in  the  fifth  book  (p.  254).  From  the  profits  on  the  sate  of  this  poom  h^ 
was  able  to  take  a  tour  tlirongh  Europe.  During  this  journey  he  saw  the  fight  at 
Hohenlinden  from  the  tower  of  the  neighboring  monastery  of  St  Jacob.  It  would  b© 
sufficient  for  the  pupils  to  be  told  that  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  writing 
books.] 

Let  the  pupils  now  tell  the  names  of  the  other  poems  found  in  tlieir  books  which 
were  written  by  Campbell,  viz.:  '*  The  Parrot  in  Exile,"  (teli  the  scholars  Campbell  was 
a  teacher  in  a  private  family  in  '*  Mulla*s  Isle,"  where  the  incident  i-elated  in  the  poem 
took  place)  ;  **  Napoleon  and  the  Young  English  Sailor  "  (Campbell  died  at  Boulogne)  ; 
**  Lord  Ullin's  Daughter  **  (the  author  live<l  for  a  year  on  the  shore  of  Loch  Goil  or 
Gyle  in  Ayrshire) ;  '*  The  Soldier's  Dream,"  **  Lochiel's  Warning/'  **  Battle  of  the 
Baltic,"  "The  Rainbow/'  ♦*  The  Nativity  "'  and  "  Ye  Maiiners  of  England/*  besides  thd 
one  previously  referred  to  •*  On  the  Downfall  of  Poland/' 

Tell  the  scholars  that  the  same  Napoleon  i^eferred  to  in  the  poem  alfove  named  and 
whose  picture  they  see  on  page  ITS,   Book  lY.,  made   war  on  Austria.     This  poemi 


inscribes  one  of  the  battles  of  the  war,  fought  at  Hobenlinden,  a  %'illage  iti  Bavaria, 
iwenty  miles  east  of  Munich.  (Have  these  places  pointed  out  on  the  map,  or  better 
Hill,  &ketcfa  ft  map  on  the  B.  B»)  The  Austriaos  were  defeated  with  the  Iosb  of  80 
caiU}OQS  and  10,000  prisoners. 

Tell  where  the  [X)et  was  gtayiii"^'  and  recite  the  fii-st  verse,  which  describes  the 
lpp«arttiice  of  the  eonntry  the  night  before  the  battle.  The  pure  white  snow  of  Decetn- 
y(mi  November^  att  stated  in  the  Reader,)  appeared  in  strong  contrast  to  the  turbid 
iiTCT  swollen  with  the  storms  of  winter  on  the  eve  of  the  battle.

This  Table  gives  the  number  of  pupils  receiving  instruction  in  the  seven 
subjects  of  the  course.  A  careful  analysis  of  these  statistics  will  show  tha 
about  15,000  children  begin  school  life  each  year  by  enrolment  in  Grade 
)f  these  15,000  children  about  76  per  cent,  reach  Grade  II. ;  about  70  { 
'"■cent,,  Grade  III. ;  from  60  to  6o  per  cent.,  Grade  IV.;  about  50  percent,  Grad 
V. ;  while  only  16  or  17  per  cent,  enter  upon  Grade  VL  About  6  per  cent* 
the  whole  number  reach  the  High  School  grades.  As  this  average  is  for  t 
Province,  it  is  evident  that  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  the  pupils  i 
the  cities,  towns  and  villages  reach  the  higher  grades. 

It  is  clear  that  the  result  of  this  analysis  justifies  the  special  attenti' 
that  is  now  being  given  to  primary  education.     If  one  half  of  the  child 
enrolled  in  our  schools  never  pass  beyond  the  Fourth  Grade,  the  course 
study  for  these  Grades  should  comprehend,  as  far  as  may  be  possible,  the  fundi 
mental  essentials  of  a  practical  education,  and  should  not  comprehend  naoi 
An  examination  of  the  table  will  show  how  far  this  ideal  is  being  reachec 

But   while   emphasizing    the   importance   of  giving   special   attention 
Primary  training,  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  draw  the  inference  that 
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portance  of  attention  to  the  higher  Grades  is  only  in  proportion  to  the 
mbers  of  pupils  enrolled  in  these  grades  respectively.     Of  the  children  enter- 

acbool  in  any  given  year,  the  live  per  cent,  who  pass  through  all  the  Grades 
tlie  High  Schools,  and  some  of  them  to  the  University,  may  be  of  greater 
ue  to  the  country  than  the  ninty-five  per  cent,  who  drop  out  of  school  after 
horter  course;  for,  from  this  small  uunority  must  be  drawn  our  teachers  and 

intellectual  leaders  in  every  department  of  thought  and  activity.

A  comparison  of  this  table  with  the  corresponding  table  for  several  re 
years  shows  a  slight  but  steady  extension  of  the  period  of  service,  aspecially  i 
regards  teachera  of  the  higher  classes.     But,  notwithstanding  this  encouragiB 
tendency  to  permanency  in  the  profession,  the  table  shows  that;  of  the  IJI 
teachers  employed  durinej  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1893.  631  or  37  per  ( 
had  not  been  more  than  three  years  in  the  service. 

In  Classes  I.  and  II.  the  terra  of  service  is  considerably  longer  than  tbat 
the  average  for  the  total  number  of  teachers  employed.  As  might  be  exj 
the  average  length  of  service  is  not  only  gi^eater  for  the  higher  classes,  1 
teachers  of  the  male  sex  are  longer  in  the  service  than  those  of  the  female  i 

The  following  figures  for  the  tenn  ending  June  30th,  1893,  will  verify  1 
above  statement : 

Of  1 J4G  First  and  Second  Class  teachers  of  both  sexes  employed,  856, 
about  75  per  cent.,  had  been  teaching  more  than  3  years ;  and  442,  or  aboat  1 
per  cent.,  had  been  teaching  more  than  7  years. 

Of  the  above,  2GD  were  males,  S3  per  cent  of  whom  had  been  teaching  j 
3  years,  and  55  per  cent  over  7  years;  877  were  females,  of  whom  72  perl 
had  been  teaching  over  3  years,  and  only  33  per  cent,  over  7  years. 

Of  the  145  First  Class  male  teachers  employed,  87  per  cent  had  been  mo 
than  3  years  in  the  service,  and  57  per  cent,  more  than  7  years. 

Of  the  214  First  Class  female  teachers,  80  per  cent,  had  been  in  the  servi 
over  3  years,  and  43  per  cent  over  7  years. 

Of  the  Seconii  Class  teachei-s  77  per  cent  of  the  males  and  70  per  cent  < 
the  females  had  been  teaching  over  3  years ;  and  54  per  cent  of  the  males  i 
30  per  cent,  of  the  females  over  7  years.

3^f  this  duty  were  faithfully  attended  to  much  good  would  follow,  not  only  in 

tihe  preventing  of  misunderstanding  between  teachers  and  Trustees,  but  in  the 

stin^nlating  to  more  efficient  activity  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.

If  the  above  figures  are  to  be  taken  as  an  accurate  measure  of  the  value 
assigned  by  the  Ratepayers  of  the  Province  to  the  work  done  in  our  schools, 
it  is  manifest  that  there  is  clamant  need  for  enlightenment,  if  not  for  remedial 


legislation  of  some  sort  With  advancement  in  most  other  directions,  and ' 
more  rigid  re(]uii*ements  of  teachers  as  to  scholai'ship  and  training,  they 
no  better  salaries  than  were  paid  twelve  years  ago ;  and  yet  complaint  is  i 
that  many  of  the  best  teachers  leave  the  profession  after  a  few  years*  serrioi 
Perhaps  the  fault  rests  more  with  Trustees  than  with  the  general  body  of  i 
Ratepayei-s;  for  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  in  some  cases  the  only  int 
shown  by  Trustees  in  the  schools  is  to  keep  thera  closed  as  lontj  as  possible^  i 
when  compelled  to  open  them,  to  employ  the  cheapest  teachers  obtainabl^ 
without  regard  to  the  educational  needs  nf  the  distinct.  A  more  sumiua 
method  than  the  law  provides  seems  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  Scho 
Trustees  from  thwarting  the  purposes  for  which  the  School  Law  was  enac 
It  is  true  that  many  districts  throughout  the  Province  are  so  poor  and  i 
sparsely  populated  that,  even  with  the  special  Provincial  Grant  provided) 
such  cases,  they  are  obliged  to  rest  satisfied  with  school  privileges  for 
a  part  of  the  school  year,  and  with  teachers  wdio  are  willing  to  accept  a 
small  remunei-ation.  This  is  a  disadvantage  incident  to  pioneer  life,  and  c&n-] 
not  be  helped,  but  districts  which  have  an  assessable  valuation  of  $20,000  i 
upwards,  are  well  able  to  maintain  a  school  permanently,  and  to  employ  at  1 
reasonable  salary  teachers  of  a  class  not  lower  than  the  Second. 

In  districts  having  an  assessable   valuation  of  S45,000  and   upwards, 
assessment  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  the  hundred  would  provide  for 
employment   of   first    class   teachers   at    better    salaries   than    the  majo 
of  that  class  receive,  and  would  in  addition  meet  all  other  necessary  exp 
with  the  exception  of  the  cost  of  new  buildings.     In  the  cities,  towt 
other  centres  of  the  population,  salaries  should  be  paid  which  would 
men  of  ability  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  profession,  and  ensure  to  them  »bA 
their  families  a  competence  for  declining  years.     The  salaries  now  paid  af 
sufficient  to  induce  a  sufficient  number  of  young  people  to  enter  the*  prof essitx 
but  having  entered,  and  having  acquired  experience  which  in  other  profe 
would  be  rewarded  with  increased  remoneration,  they  see  before  them  so  lifci 
prospect  of  payment  proportioned  to  their   increased  efficiency,  and  so  fee 
avenues  of  advancement  to  awaken  ambition,  that  they  turn  aside  into  mor 
remunerative  paths  of  activity.     If  there  bo  a  remedy  for  this  evil,  it  raustl 
found  in  the  direction  of  paying  to  experienced  teachers  much  larger  sakrifi 
than  are  paid  to  novices,  and  in  multiplying  the  positions,  in  connections  witS 
the  service,  to  which  good  salaries  are  attached.     Of  about  1»700   teaehe 
employed  the  past  Term,  not  more  than  twenty -five  received  salaries  of  ov 
S700,  and  only  ten,  including  the  insructors  of  the  Normal  School  received! 
salary  of  §1,000  and  upwards.     The  responsibility  and  the  remedy  rest  larglj 
with  the  w^ealthier  districts.     The  poorer  districts  are  in  m^ny  cases  doing  i 
the  best  of  their  ability*

ly.  to  all  pupils  resident  in  the  parish,  and  the  Grammar  Schools  to  all 

dent  in  the  county. 

Now,  while  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Superior  Schools  are,  for  the  most 

.rt,  accomplishing  the  work  for  which  they  were  designed,  it  requires  but  a 

ice  at  the  returns  from  the  Grammar  Schools  to  see  that  many  of  them  are 

contributing  to  the  work  of  secondary  education  to  a  degree  commensurate 

the  grants  they  receive  from  the  Provincial  revenues.     The  movement  of 

ulation  has  left  several  of  them  without  the  local  patronage  necessary  to 

a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  for  the  advanced  grades.     They  do  not 

t  pupils  from  other  parts  of  the  county  ;  for  pupils  who  go  from  home  for 

purpose  of  better  educational  privileges  than  their  own  districts  afford^ 

ly  prefer  to  go  to  the  towns  and  cities,  or  to  private  schools.     These  and 

causes  combined  have  reduced  several  of  the  Grammar  Schools  to  a  status 

0  above  that  of  an  ordinary  District  School. 

In  seeking  a  remedy  for  the  conditions  to  which  I  have  called  attention,  I 
e  found  so  many  interests  involved,  that  I  hesitate  to  propose  any  very 
mi  changes  to  take  effect  at  once.     It  seems  to  me  preferable  to  pursue  a 
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policy  in  regard  to  the  High  Schools,  which  will  tend  to  strengthen  and  C( 
aolid&te  those  which  are  now  doing  the  proper  work  of  High  Schools,  to  offi 
eveiy  encouragement  to  others  which,  by  any  practicable  change  of  conditii 
might  be  lifted  up  to  a  position  of  greater  educational  usefulness;    and 
reduce  to  their  proper  rank  those  which  have  manifestly  no  chance  of 
charging  functions  higher  than  ought  to  be  expected  of  a  Superior  or  a 
mon  iSchooL 

I    would,  therefore,  recommend  that,  after  the   present  school   year. 
Ungraded  School  be  recognized  as  a  Superior  School ;  that  all  Superior 
buildings  be  provided  with  suitable  furnished  apartments  for  at  least   t 
Graded  Departments ;  and  that  the  Principal  of  a  Superior  School  shj 
required  to  hold  a  Superior  School  License  based  on  evidences  of  scholai 
higher  than  is  required  of  other  first  class  teachers,  or  on  a  successful  ex] 
«nce  of  at  least  three  years  as  a  teacher  of  the  first  clasSi  certified  to  by 
loispeetor  or  Inspectors, 

In  regard  to  Grammar  Schools  I  beg  to  suggest : 

1,  That  after  the  close  of  the  year  1895  every  Grammar  School  not  sh( 
ing  an  enrolment  of  at  least  20  pupils  above  Grade  YIII,  tested  by  pj 
official  examinations,  shall  be  reduced  to  the  rank  of  Superior  Schools 

2,  That  it  shall  be  the  recognized  policy  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  havei 
Oraraniar  School  located  at  the  most  populous  centre  within  the  County,  oi 
iiuch  place  as  will  be  most  likely  to  ensure  to  the  school  the  largest  p 
attem lance  of  advanced  pupils. 

Ih  That,  in  order  to  encourage  local  effort  to  provide  suitable  buildings  ahi 
o(juipim-'nt>»,  and  to  engage  a  strong  staff* of  teachere,  the  Grammar  School  grant 
flhall  lii-^  paid,  not  only  to  the  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School,  but  to  eveij 
(iilditioual  t(*acher  holding  a  Grammar  School  h'cense  whom  the  Trustees  maj 
i*mpluy  tn  (tu  rjrammar  School  work,  at  a  salary  from  the  district  of  not  leai 
than  thai  rrrr^ived  from  the  Provincial  revenues. 

It  iK  i^rohablo  that  the  policy  I  have  outlined  would  tend  to  leave  some  o! 
tiio  t\Mnitif»H  without  a  Grammar  School;  but  it  would  certainly  tend  U 
iiirt>U(jthcti  and  develop  those  which  are  in  the  best  position  to  do  Hif^h  Schoo 
Wi^k.  would  remove  anomalies  which  now  exist,  and  would,  in  my  opinion 
irfv^  Vkii  lnipulK(5  Uj  the  interests  of  secondary  education  w^hich  would  be  o 
bvtt«kKl  i*»  tlu*  Trovince  at  large.

The   first  of  these  examinations,  held  on  the   fburth,  fifth  and 

of  July  last,  fully  justified   the  wisdom  of  the   new   departure;   and 

ired  that  the  arrangement  not  only  provides  for  a  supply  of  the  best  candi- 

for  the  teaching  profession  that  our  schools  can  prepare,  but  that,  in 

pjnction    with    the    University    matriculation    and    High    School  leaving 

iQation's  (which  are  held  at  the  same  time  and  places),  it  will  have   a 

tendency  to  stimulate   all  the  schools  of  the  country  to  a  healthful 

f,  by  affording  each  an  opportunity  of  presenting  its  best  pupils  in  a  com- 

littve  exarpination  with  the  pupils  of  other  schools. 

examination  of  the  table  given  below  will  show  that  398  candidates 
ed  themselves  at  the  several  stations  for  the  Normal  School  entrance 
inations.     Of  these  66  applied  for  Class  I,  of  whom  39  passed  for  Clasa 
1^6  for  Class  II,  7  for  Class  III,  and  4  failed  to  classify. 
For   Class  II,  269  stood  examination,  of  whom  87  obtained  Class  II,  86 
for  Class  III,  and  06  failed  altogether. 
Class  III,  63  entered,  of  whom  19  passed  and  44  failed. 
ipplementary  examination  was  allowed  for  1893  at  the  opening  of  the 
School,  on  the  ground  that  some  candidates  might  not  have  been 
of  the  July  examination  in  time  to  present  themselves  at  the  earlier 


I  At  the  supplementary  examination  77  candidates  were  examined,  of  whom 
led  Class  I;  ll.  Class  II;  17,  Class  III,  and  44  failed  altogether. 
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The  total  number  of  candidates  at  both  examinations  was  475,  of  whom  44 
obtained  Class  I,  114  Class  II,  129  Class  III,  and  188  failed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  only  57  per  cent,  of  those  who  were  examined  for  CIa» 
I  obtained  the  class  sought ;  31  per  cent,  of  those  who  tried  for  Class  IL 
obtained  that  class ;  27  per  cent,  of  those  who  entered  for  Class  III  succeeded. 
Nearly  40  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  candidates  failed  to  classify. 

As  the  entrance  classification  may  be  either  raised  or  lowered  before  the 
date  of  the  closing  examinations,  on  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Normal  School,  in  accordance  with  tests  applied  during  the  progress  of  the 
Normal  School  work ;  and  as  the  final  examinations,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Provincial  Examiners,  embrace  not  only  the  professional  subjects,  bui 
several  important  advanced  subjects  not  included  in  the  Entrance  Examine- 
tions,  it  would  seem  that  the  strongest  passible  guarantees  are  afforded  of  the 
fitness  of  the  many-times-sifted  candidates  who  pass  the  final  test  and  receive, 
license  to  teach  in  our  Public  Schools. 

The  following  table  gives  the  details  in  regard  to  each  examining  statioiL: 
At  least  175  schools  were  represented  by  the  candidates  who  presented  them-! 
selves. 
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Of  the  287  who  passed  the  Entrance  Examinations  in  July,  241  enrolled  i 
the  Normal  School  at  its  opening  on  the  first  day  of  September,     In  additio 
to  these  17  entered  on  Matriculation  Examinations^  and  18  entered  the  Frenckj 
Department,  making  a  total  enrolment  of  276  for  the  term  ending  Decen 
ber,  1893. 

Table  XV. —  Closing  Examinations  for  License. 

At  the  fExaminations  for  License,  held  at  the  Normal  School,  and  at ! 
John  and  Chatham,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June  and  the  three  followiaj 
I -days,  in  conformity  with  the  published  regulations  of  the  Board,  330  candidaU 
were  admitted,  252  of  whom  were  classified  student-teachers  of  the  Nor 
School,  4  were  graduates  in  Arts,  and  74  holders  of  licenses  seeking  advance  ( 
class.     As  the  results  of  these  examinations  3  obtained  Grammar  School  Cla 
and  6  others  passed  a  partial  examination  for  Grammar  School  Class 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Reg.  32) ;  C7  obtained  Class  I ;  163  Class  i 
86  Class  III,  and  11  failed  to  obtain  any  cla.ss.

Temporary  Third  Class  Licenses, 

For  reasons  stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  Board  of  Education  i 
18U2  resolved  to  require  of  candidates  for  license  of  the  Third  Class  attend 
of  only  the  Autumn  Term  of  four  months  at  the  Normal  School — granting 
ijuch  candidates,  if  successful  at  the  examinations,  licenses  valid  for  three  ye 
only.     The  first  examinations  held  under  this  regulation  took  place  in  Deoetl 
ben     Ninety  candidates  who  had  been  undergoing  training  for  the  term  W€ 
presented  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Normal  School  for  examination,     Of  the 
75  passed  and  15  failed. 

Some  apprehension  has  been  expressed  lest  this  regulation  should  tend  Id^ 
unduly  increase   the  number  of  the  low  class  teachers,  bring  them  into  com| 
tition  with  teachers  of  the  higher  classes,  and  thus  lower  the  general  status 
the  profession,     I  do  not   think  this  apprehension  is  well  grounded     Oa 
contrary,  I  think  the  tendency  will  be  to  differentiate  more  sharply  than  h&i 
tofore  the  Third  Class  from  the  First  and  Second  Claases,  relegate  the  fore 
to  the  schools  now  taught  by  untrained  teachei-s,  and  to  districts  unable  ttTj 
pay  a  salary  acceptable  to  a  teacher  of  the  higher  class.     During  the  tenn 
which   ended   in  June  last,  79  districts    employed  untrained  teachers,    the 
Trustees  of  these  districts  having  made  the  declaration  that,  after  every  reason- 
able effort  to  engage  trained  licensed  teachers,  they  had  failed  to  find  any 
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willing  to  enter  into  a  contract.  In  order  to  find  teachers  for  these  and  similar 
districts,  they  must  be  drawn  from  the  young  men  and  women  resident  at  no 
great  distance,  and  accustomed  to  the  conditions  of  life  which  prevail  there. 
But  few  are  to  be  found  in  such  districts  able  to  meet  the  expense  of  spending^ 
ten  months  at  the  Normal  School.  To  exact  conditions  from  Third  Class 
teschere  which  only  those  in  comparatively  affiyent  circumstances  can  afford, will, 
iaiDy  opinion,  leave  many  of  the  back  settlements  without  trained  teachers  for 
an  inJefinite  period.  It  may  also  be  claimed  that  a  professional  training  of 
foar  months'  duration  is  probably  quite  as  much  as  the  degree  of  scholarship  of 
this  class  of  candidates  will  render  profitable  to  themselves;  and.  unless  the 
Normal  School  instructors  should  be  required  to  give  more  time  to  mere  com- 
mon school  instruction,  and  less  to  their  proper  functions,  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  loDger  period  would  result  in  much  greater  benefit  to  the  class  under 
consideration  than  the  shorter  period.  If,  however,  the  experience  of  a  year 
or  two  shall  show  the  desirability  of  reverting  to  the  former  conditions,  the 
three  years*  limitation  of  the  Third  Class  licenses  aflords  a  ready  means  of 
reducing  the  number  of  teachers  of  that  class. 


The  French  Department. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted,  for  many  reasons,  that  the  Acadian  population  of  the 
Province  do  not  avail  themselves  to  a  greater  extent  of  the  special  provisions 
roade  for  supplying  the  schools  in  French-speaking  districts  with  tmined 
teachers.  In  the  term  ended  Dec,  1892,  there  were  25  candidates  in  attend- 
ince,  the  term  ended  June,  1893,  only  4,  and  the  term  ended  Dec,  1893, 
18,  These  numbers  do  not  furnish  a  supply  for  more  than  one-half  the  districts 
requiring  teachers  who  can  speak  French*  Nearly  one-half  the  schools  in  the 
CoQDty  of  Madawaska  are  still  taught  by  untrained  teachers.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  there  have  been  good  schools  for  3^eara  at  Edmundston  and 
St  Basil,  and  at  several  places  in  the  adjoining  County  of  Victoria,  where 
French-speaking  candidates  could  be  prepared  for  the  Normal  School,  very  few 
these  counties  present  themselves  for  the  training  they  so  much  require.  I 
convinced  that  the  fault  is  largely  with  the  people  of  the  county,  who  are 
iwilling  to  incur  the  expense  of  sending  their  sons  and  daugbtei-s  to  the 
Normal  School  while,  by  pleading  the  pressure  of  necessity,  they  can  succeed 
in  obtaining  for  them  local  licenses.  In  this  way  they  keep  their  schools  open 
at  little  or  no  expense  to  the  district^  the  Provincial  Grant  and  the  County 
id  supplying  nearly  all  the  salary  paid  in  many  cases.  Heroic  measures 
im  to  be  needed  to  check  this  evil  A  constant  effort  has  been  made  for 
eral years  to  reduce  the  number  of  local  licenses  granted ;  but  the  unpleasant 
alteroative  continues  to  present  itself  of  either  closing  the  schools  or  yielding 
the  importunities  of  those  who  plead  for  the  local  license  to  teach  without 


undergoing  training.  The  time  must  soon  come,  if  the  schools  are  to  b 
brought  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  efficiency,  when  requests  for  ll 
employment  of  untrained  teachci-s  shall  be  absolutely  refused. 

It  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  spending  of  a  part  of  the  sui 
vacation  in  the  County  of  Madawa^tka  and  in  some  of  the  Acadian  districtf 
other  counties,  by  the  Instructor  of  the  French  Department,  for  the  purpoao 
inducing  a  larger  attendance  of  suitable  candidates  at  the  Normal  Scbofl 
might  not  help  to  remedy  the  evil  complained  of. 

University  Matriculation  Examinations. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  45   these  examinations   were 
simultaneously  with  the  Nortnal  School  Entrance  Examinations.     Forty-fi* 
candidates  presented  themselven.  43  for  Junior  Matriculation  and  2  for  Senic 
Matriculation.     The  following  shows  the  result;

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  result  of  the  Matriculation  examinations  is 

wholly  satisfactory ;  and  demonstrates   the  neccessity  of  making  better 

ovision    for   secondary   education  thao   the   Province   now   affords.       It   is 

^possible  for  the  University  to  be  supplied  annually  with  a  sufficient  number 

f  properly  prepared  matriculants   unless  the  High  Schools  of  the  Province  are 

position  to  devote  more  attention  to  the  work  of  preparing  students  for  the 

iversity.      The   matriculation    requirements   of    the   University    and   the 

s  of  study  in  the  High  Schools  should  be  so  harmonized  that  pupils  who 

completed  the  eleventh  standard  in  the  schools  should  be  well  qualitied 

r  junior  matriculation  in  the  University. 

In  regard  to  the  pass  standard  the  Examiners  made  the  following  present- 
it  in  their  report : 

''  We  beg  to  direct  attention  to  the  Manual  of  the  School  Law,  Reg,  45,  5  (e) 
I  in  which  it  is  laid  down  as  among  the  duties  of  the  Examiners  *  to  settle  the 
resolts  of  the  examinations  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  regulations 
I  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Senate  of  the  University  respectively/  We 
bave  so  settled  the  results.  But  there  is  a  want  of  agreement  between  the 
two  —  the  University  allow^ing  a  Third  Division  of  pass  candidates  whose 
general  averages  range  from  33 J  to  50,  and  the  minimum  pass  standard  of  the 
Board  being  50  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks  obtainable  and  one*third  of 
Ibe  marks  in  each  paper.  We  beg  to  recommend  that  in  some  way  uniformity 
as  to  the  standard  of  passing  be  established." 

The  recommendation  of  the  Examiners  will,  no  doubt,  receive  the  attention 
of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  Board  of  Education,  so  that,  before 
the  next  examination  in  July,  a  uniform  standard  will  be  adopted.  Though 
391  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks  obtainable  seems  a  rather  low  pass  stan- 
dard, yet  it  h  probably  as  high  as  present  conditions  will  warrant  It  will  be 
by  the  table  given  above  that  only  20  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  reached 
exceeded  the  pass  standard  as  indicated  in  Reg.  45,  10* 
No  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  Leaving  Examinations ;  and  it  ia  ] 
ible  that  the  nnmherwill  be  small  for  several  yeai^.  I  think  it  healthful, 
rever,  to  keep  these  examinations  as  a  stimulus  before  the  pupils  and 
lers  of  the  High  Schools.  The  reasons  given  in  my  last  Annual  Report 
for  the  establishing  of  these  examinations  may  bei*e  be  repeated.

It   hns   been   deemed  advisable   to   establish   at   various   central 
throaghout  the  Pronnce  a  system  of  examinations  for  the  following  par 
among  others : 

1,  To  test  by  a  uniform  examination  the  work  done   in  the  Grammar 
other  High  School*,  and  thus  afford  a  stimulus  to  greater  efficiency  by  creatii 
a  healthy  competition. 

2.  To  grant  to  pupils  when  leaving  the  Public  Schools,  after  having  co»i 
ploted  a  definite  course   of  study,  a  cei-ti6cate  of  scholarship  and  trainli 
vouche^l  far  by  public  examiners  and  sanctioned  by  official  authority, 

3,  To  encourage  secondary  education  and  so  prepare  a  larger  number  ta 
matriculation  annually  into  the  University, 

4.  To   establish  a  close  and  vital  connection  between  the  Public  Scho 
system  and  the  Provincial  University. 

Following  the    usage   of  recent  years   in  respect  to  the  examination  fc 
license,  I  have  appended  to  this  report  a  complete  set  of  the  examination  pap 
for  Normal  School  entrance  and  closing,  and  for  matriculation.    Hereafterthc 
paperH  will    prabably  not  be   published  in  the  Annual  Report,  but  will 
publishfid  separately  for  the  benefit  of  teachers  and  students. 

Table  XVL  —  School  Libraries, 

This  table  nhows  a  gratifying  interest  in  the  matter  of  School  Librarii 
In  21  diHtricts  1,100  volumes  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of  3612.36,  of  which 
Province  contributed  $202.D4, 

The  following  are  the  provisions  under  which  a  bonus  is  granted :

Aid  to  Poor  Districts. 
The  following  provision  is  made  in  aid  of  Poor  Districts : 

Each  Inspector  shaU,  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  E^iacation,  determine 
and  report  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  what  school  districts  under  his  super- 
vision may  be  entitled  daring  the  ensuing  year  to  special  aid  as  poor  districts, 
and  the  Chief  Superintendent  may  allow  to  the  schools  in  such  districts  such 
amount,  not  exceeding  one-third  more  on  the  classification  of  the  teachers  of 
schools,  from  the  provincial  treasury,  and  one-third  more  per  pupil  from  the 
County  School  Fund,  than  the  allowance  to  other  school  districts  sharing  such 
funds,  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem  proper,  taking  into  consideration  the  posi- 
tion and  circumstances  of  such  district  Th6  fixed  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
County  School  Fund  in  respect  of  each  teacher,  to  schools  returned  as  poor 
schools,  shall  be  forty  dollars. 


The  increase  of  the  number  of  Poor  Districts  rerjuiring  special  md  seems 
^ppoioting,  as  a  tendency  in  the  opposite  direction  might  be  reasonably 
In  the  two  years  ending  June  30th,  189;^,  the  increase  was  35,  and 
;  amount  of  the  Provincial  Grant  given  as  special  aid  to  these  districts  had 
ised  by  SI. 230.33.     During  the  same  time  the  special  aid  to  these  districts 
the  County  Fund  had  increased  by  845(3,76. 
In  explanation  of  the  increase  as  stated  above  the  following  reasons  may 
'  l>e  given : 

L  During  the  two  years  the  total  number  of  districts  maintaining  schools 
increased  by  78.     Many  of  these  are  new  districts  organized  for  the  first 
F'iiine  during  the  period  under  consideration. 

2.  The  averse  period  per  annum  during  which  the  schools  have  been  kept 
I  in  operation  has  been  considei^bly  extended. 

3,  The  number  of  non-resident  owners  of  property  who  reside  and,  therefore, 
ay  their  sch»x)l  taxes  in  other  and  more  wealthy  districts  of  the  same  parish  is 

iually  increasing.     In  some  districts  it  has  been  found  almost  impossible^ 

this  cause,  to  maintain  a  school  even  for  one  term  each  year.

TeacheiV  Institutes  have  been  held  during  the  year  for  all  the  Counties  except 
Gloucester.  For  Institute  purposes  Queens  and  Sunbury  have  been  united,  as 
»re  the  Counties  of  Victoria  and  Madawaska*  Much  interest  was  manifested 
in  the  proceedings  of  all  the  Institutes,  not  only  by  the  teachers  who  attended^' 
bat  by  the  people  of  the  localities  in  which  the  Institutes  were  held*  A 
general  disposition  to  exercise  hospitality  towards  the  visiting  teachers,  and  to 
make  the  occasion  as  pleasant  as  possible  to  the  visitors,  contributed  in  na 
ftDoall  measure  to  the  success  of  these  educational  conferences.  In  nearly  every 
ea^e  public  meetings  were  held  in  the  evening,  at  which  large  audiences  were 
present  and  addresses  delivered  by  officers  of  the  Education  Department  and 
by  prominent  citizens  and  public  men.

"          The  Summer  School  ol  Science  is  a  voluntary  organization,  inter-provincial 

in  its  character,  holding  its  annual  sessions  at  various  centres  in  the   three 

Maritime  Provinces. 

The  seventh  annual  session  was  opened  in  the  Convocation  Hall  of  Mount 

Allison  University,  Sackville,  on  Wednesday,  the  5th  of  July  and  remained  in, 

session  until  the  21st. 

There  were  105  ladies  and   gentlemen  enrolled    as   students,  nearly   all 

of  them  being  teachers  —  49  from  Nova  Scotia,  52  from  New  Brunswick,  8 

from  Prince  Edward  Island,  1  from  Newfoundland  and  1  from  the  United 

States. 

Several  hours  each  day  were  devoted  to  class-room  work  —  mostly  laboi^- 
tory  work,  conducted  by  some  of  the  ablest  Principals  and  Professors  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces. 

Excursions  were  made  to  various  places  of  scientific  or  historical  interest  m 
tlie  neighborhood  of  Sackville. 

Each  member  took  one  or  more  of  the  courses  of  lectures  provided  on  the 
followmg  subjects  :  Astronomy,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Civics,  Elocution,  English 
Language  and  Literature,  Minemlogy  and  Geology,  Music,  Pedagogy,  Physics 
Phj^siology  and  Zoology. 

In  addition  to  these  courses,  lectures  were  delivered  on  general  subjects  by 
several  distinguished  speakers;  an  "Educational  Symposium"  and  a"  Round  ^ 
Table  Talk'*  proved  to  be  very  interesting  features  of  the  session ;  and  most 
profitable  discussions  arose  out  of  the  reading  of  the  following  papers : 

"  University  Extension,"  hy  Professor  Andrews,  Mount  Allison. 

**  Manual  Training/'  by  W.  T  Kennedy,  Halifax  Academy, 

"Comenius,"  by  Principal  Brown,  Bridgetown. 

"Herbait"  by  Miss  Mosely,  Morris  Street  School,  Halifax, 

**  Pestalozzi/*  by  B.  F.  Porter,  Truro. 

At  the  close  of  the  school,  certificates  were  awarded  to  those  who  passed 
examinations  on  the  courses  followed.  | 

The  summer  School  seems  now  to  be  an  established  edueational  agency; 
and  is  doing  much  to  improve  the  teachers  who  attend  it,  and  through  them  to 
raise  the  standard  of  scientific  teaching  throughout  the  schools  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  will  be  held  in  Charlottetown,  from  the  4tb 
to  the  lilth  of  July,  1894.

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  placed  on  the  Statute  Book  "  An  S8 
provide  for  the  more  thorough  study  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  nature  i 
effects  of  Alcholic  drinks  and  Narcotics  upon  the  human  system  in  connectj 
with  relative  Physiology  and  Hygiene/'  In  this  Act  it  is  provided  that "  instr 
tion  regarding  physiological  and  hygienic  lav^^s»  and  the  effects  of  Alcobfl 
drinks  and  Narcotics,  shall  be  given  orally  from  a  suitable  text-book  in  t 
hands  of  the  teacher,  to  all  pupils  unable  to  read,  and  such  instiiiction  shall 
given  to  all  others  with  text-books  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils,  and  from  tej 
books  as  well  graded  to  the  capacity  of  the  pupils  as  other  text-books  are,  a 
such  instruction  shall  be  given  as  aforesaid  in  all  schools  in  the  Provii: 
receiving  public  grants.'* 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  law,  the  Board  of  Education,  afl 
careful  consideration  of  the  best  means  of  providing  the  schools  with  suital 
text- books,  graded  as  the  law  requires,  and  at  the  least  expense  to  parents  aj 
Ratepayers,  have  prescribed  two  books  known  as  '*  Health  Readers,"  Nos,  1  aj 
2,  for  the  Common  Schools ;  and  "  Our  Bodies  and  How  We  Live/'  by  AH^ 
.  F.  Blaisdell,  IL  D.»  for  the  High  Schools,  Health  Reader  No.  1  is  intended  to 
used  by  the  teachers  as  a  basis  of  oral  instruction  in  the  Primary  grades,  ft| 
to  be  placed  in  the  bands  of  the  pupils  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  read  inM 
gently.  Health  Reader  No.  2  is  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils 
Standards  VII  and  VHI  (IV  and  V  of  ungraded  schools  in  country  districfcl 
and  *'  Our  Bodies  and  How  We  Live  "  is  to  be  used  as  a  Text  Book  in  Standai 
IX  and  X  of  the  High  School  course. 

The  pursuit  of  the  study  of  Physiological  Temperance,  as  the  law  den 
requires  at  least  three  lessons  per  week  for  fourteen  weeks  of  each  scho 
below  the  second  year  of  the  High  School  After  an  adequate  and  well-grad 
portion  of  the  topic  assigned  for  this  time  is  thoroughly  learned,  the  subject  m 
then  be  dropped  for  the  remainder  of  that  year.  The  following  year  a  lit 
more  advanced  treatment  of  the  subject  should  be  pursued  for  the  same  leoj 
of  time.  Allowing  twenty  minutes  to  a  lesson  for  all  grades  or  classes  ab( 
the  Primary,  this  requirement  would  amount  to  only  fourteen  hours  per  ya 
but  if  carried  through  the  several  years  between  the  Primary  and  the  secc 
year  of  the  High  School  or  corresponding  class  of  ungraded  schools,  woi 
give  sufficient  time  for  a  thorough  comprehension  of  the  subject  with| 
encroaching  upon  other  studies.  fl

In  other  departments  of  the  school  there  is  introduced,  incidentally^  manj 
facts  bearing  on  the  subject  of  Agriculture;  as,  for  instance  in  the  departmen 
of  method  as  applied  to  the  Geography  of  the  Province  there  is  always 
general  examination  of  the  conditions,  soil,  climate,  exports,  etc.,  showing  i 
character  of  New  Brunswick  as  ao  agricaltaral  country.     There  is  also 
special  course  for  young  women  in  Domestic  Economy, 

The  course  at  the  Normal  School  is  not,  however,  intended  to  make  practi 
cal  farmers  of  the  pupil-teachers  (the  great  majority  of  whom  are  yonu 
women) ;  but  it  g^vcs  a  preparation  for  the  intelligent  study  of  works  on  agii'l 
culture,  and  will  enable  the  teachers  to  give  such  instruction  to  their  pupils  ail 
will  prepare  any  boy  who  engages  in  farming  to  direct  the  operations  of  tlifi I 
farm  in  accordance  with  natural  laws.

The  statements  I  have  made  will  fihow  that  a  considerable  degree  of  atten- 

is  being  given  at  the  Provincial   Normal  School  and  in  the  Common 

**  to  the  study  of  those  natural  sciences  which  are  the  basis  of  agri- 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  spend  but  a  few 
at  school,  and  that  during  these  years  much  of  the  time  ought  to  be 
roted  to  the  fundamental  subjects  which  must  ever  form  tlie  basis  of  a 
ad  general  education,  so  that  after  leaving  school  they  may  be  able  to  avail 
iselves  of  the  abundant  means,  now  bappilj*  within  the  reach  of  nearly 
^efybody,  of  self*education  in  whatever  line  of  activity,  choice  or  circum- 
may  determine,  I  do  not  think  it  expedient  that  our  Common  School 
•Course  should  be  burdened  with  any  more  work  in  special  directions  than  is 
mow  provided  for.  It  is  possible,  however,  for  teachers  to  impart  to  their 
pupils,  in  an  incidental  way,  while  engaged  in  teaching  almost  any  subject  of 
ConunoD  School  Course,  much  valuable  information  bearing  directly  upon 


farra  life ;  and  to  inculcate  soch  ideas  in  regard  to  the  dignity  of  labor,  the  ] 
ares  of  rural  life,  and  the  vital  importance  of  the  agricultural  interests  as  Ij 
at  the  foundation  of  national  prosperity,  as  will  tend  to  direct  their  acti^ 
in  future  life.     This  should  be  recognized  as  a  duty  incumbent  on  all 
and  school  officials.

iion  without  making  the  examinations  of  the  schools  too  hurried  to  he  effective* 

The  present  staff  of  Inspectors  are  able,  active,  earnest  and  conscientious  men, 

who  are   discharging  their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  rendering 

good  service  to  the  country.     Four  of  them  have  had  a  lonst  and  successful 

experience    in  the  work.      Inspector  Meagher  entered   upon  his   inspectoral 

<hiti68  in  January,  and  Inspector  Steeves  in  July  of  last  year.     Both  have 

alr>eady  given  proof  of  energy »  good  judgment,  tact  and  general  fitness  for 

inspectoral   supervision.      I    anticipate    much    progress    in   their  respective 

I  Aslricts  as  a  result  of  their  efforts. 

The  Inspectors'  Annual  Reports  (Appendix  C)»  to  which  I  direct  attention, 
will  be  read  with  special  interest  by  those  acquainted  with  the  several  locali- 
ties to  which  they  refer.  The  lights  and  shades  of  the  picture  as  sketched  by 
Ibe  men  who  are  brought  into  close  relation  with  the  work  as  it  is,  are  instruc- 
tive and  should  be  stimulating.  I  trust  the  plain  statements  made,  though  not 
always  complimentary,  will  act  as  a  stimulus  upon  Trustees  who  may  be 
negligent  of  the  trusta  committed  to  their  care,  upon  Ratepayers  disposed  to 
deprive  the  children  of  school  privileges  for  the  whole  or  a  considerable  part  of 
the  year,  and  upon  teachers  who  fail  to  come  up  to  the  measure  of  their 
fttpoDsi  bill  ties.    Their  words  of  praise  should  not  only  encourage  to  increased 


effort  those  in  regard  to  whom  they  were  written,  but  should  incite  othen 
deserve  and  win  similar  evidences  that  their  labors  are  appreciated. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  these  reports  that  33  new  school  houses  haf 
been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year ;  that  many  others  have ' 
enlarged,  repaired,  painted  and  re-furnished;  that  echool-grounds  have 
improved  ;  that  schoo!  libraries  have  been  replenished  or  provided  for  the 
time ;  and  that  in  a  yearly    increasing  number  of  districts  throughout 
Province,  our  Canadian  flag  floats  over  the  school  houses  on  holidays 
special  occasions,  inspiring  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  a  spirit  of  loyalty  1 
our  institutions  and  love  of  country. 

The  school  house  and  its  surroundings  may  generally  be  taken  as  an  ijide 
of  the  intelligence  and  public  spirit  of  the  people  of  any  community.

George  E.  Fenety>  Esq.^  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  nun^bcr  of  students  to  whon>  instruction  was  given  in  the  University  dur 
the  last  twelve  months  was  eighty-one,  of  whom  eighteen  w*ere  from  the  conn  ties  of  I 
John  and  King's,  and  six  from  North  mnl>erland.

The  mi mlier  of  stiuk'nts  recommended  for  Clusg  Hi  wu 
slightly  below  that  of  1K9 1-2.  These  facts  show  two  things  quite  clearly  :  1st,  Thtt 
the  Profe^ional  qualihcations  of  our  teachers,  as  a  boily»  is  improving.  Especialljr  it 
this  true  of  the  teucher  of  Class  II,  who  does  the  grejiter  part  of  the  Cammoa 
School  work  in  the  iirovince.  We  have  now  a  hody  of  teachers  of  this  class  engaged  i 
carrying  the  heavy  end  of  the  burden  of  teaching  in  our  public  schools,  o£  which  i 
umy  well  feel  proud.  Most  of  them  young  men  and  women  of  fine  physique,  intellig 
and  character,  and  full  of  zeal  and  energy.  2iid»  That  the  sholarship  of  our  stttdeotaj 
moving  upward. 

There  are  very  gratifying  things  to  me,  and  will  be  so  to  everyone  who  sees  tlitt  i 
can  only  lift  the  common  8ch€K>l  as  high  as  we  lift  the  common  schi>ol  teacher. 

Next  year  1  shall  he  able  to  report   the  practical  working  of  the  changed  « 
of  admission  and  examinations  for  license^  together  with  those  adjustments  whidi  n 
have  found  it  nece^ssarv  to  m&keiii  the  work  of  the  Normal  School  in  conquenoe  of  th  ><:

The  enrollment  in  this  department  remains  statiooary*     Twentj-nine  studentt 
in  attendance  during  the  year — twenty-five  during  the   first    terra  and  foiir  doling 
second.     For  fourteen  years  passed  the  average  attendance  has  slightly  enoeeded 

Relatively  to  the  number  of  people  of  Acadian  French  origin  in  our  population,  n 
should  have,  out  of  264  students  enrolled  in  the  school,  about  fifty  in  the  Frock 
I>e^»artujent.  We  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  approach  the  population  ratio  as  neii^ 
as  we  should. 

I  am  fully  aware  that  there  have  been,  and  still  are,  conditions  which  would  fail 
the  eiiect  of  reducijig  the  ratio  of  Acadian  students  to  population  and  niusber 
schools,  and  I  am  glad  to  record  the  lact  that  almost  every  year  we  have  a  few  Actdin 
teachers  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department  for  advance  of  class  —  but  wiien  all 
neoessarj  allowance  is  made  for  these  conditions  and  facts,  it  still  remains  true  tluit  iht 
enrol Imeut  in  this  department  is  not  as  large  as  it  ought  to  be  in  the  iDterestB  of  ih 
Acadiaii  schools. 

The  Normal  School  Coarse  of  Instruction,  and  the  Regulations  relating  to  th 
award  of  Licenses  o tier  to  the  students  of  this  department  every  facility.  Tlie  Frofeft- 
sional  Course  of  Instruction  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  eorrespondtng  elass  in  tfa» 
Nornial  Department  The  course  of  scholastic  instruction  is  s[iecially  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  students  —  their  mother-tongue  ts  used  in  ejcplaining  the  aiibjeel  matter  of 
the  texts, —  and  in  aU  other  consistent  ways  special  facilities  ai'e  afforded  theia.

New  school  houses  have  been  built  in  No.   1,  Ludlow,  No.  7,  Caraquet,  No,  13,

A  large  number  of  districts  supplied  modern  furnituro  or  added  to  a  former  supply, 
ly  provided  maps  and  other  necessary  apparatus,  some  enclosed  their  school  grounds, 
a  few  painted  their  school  houses,  thus  rendering  them  attractive,  while  protecting 
from  the  weather. 

Xjudlcw. — All  the  schools  in  this  parish  were  operated  during  the  year,  except  those

The  teacher  in  No.  5»  though  earnast  and  energetic,  is  com- 
pelled to  conduct  her  school  more  in  conformity  m  ith  local  prejudice  than  to  the  dictates 
of  lier  own  judgment.  No.  li  is  badly  in  need  of  better  furniture,  which  the  district  is

IiTcgularity  of  attendanee 
interferes  very  materially  with  the  progress  of  the  school  iii  No.  2Jt,  In  No.  2,  ikl 
pupils  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  singing,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  importut 
subjects.

I  not  aa  good  as  usual.     The  school  house  in  No.  1   was  extensively  repaired.     The 
nt  accommodation  in  No.  2  is  altogether  inadequate*     Miss  Agnes  E.  Devereaux 
\  in  a  short  time  wrought  a  great  change  for  the  better  in  No.  3.     The  school  in  No. 
[loade  some  progress. 

\^urham^ — Miss  Mary  Archibald  did  good  work  in  No.  4.     A  better  school  house 
ied  in  No.  10.     The  school  m  No.  7  reflects  credit  on   the  tencher,  Miss  Mary 
le.     The  Trustees  of  No,  9  find  it  difHcult  to  induce  traitied  teachers  to  endure 
Ibe  iuconvenienees  of  a  pioneer  settlement. 

Calbome, —  In  my  last  -visit  (January,  1 893,)  the  Superior  School  in  No.  2  was  not 
tt  til  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  pupils  were  not  under  projier  control^  and  a. 
tpirit  of  play  seemed  to  |iervade  school.  In  No.  1  excellent  work  was  done.  No 
i&iprovemetiit  was  made  in  No.  IJ,  rather  the  opposite.  The  teacher  has  no  system^ 
Ber  work  is  the  perfection  of  objecdesa  teaching. 

DfUfiotiirie.  —  Some  improvement  was  made  in  the  schools  of  No*  1  (Town).  The 
Vttildings  are  sadly  in  need  of  repair,  which  the  Trustees  promised  to  have  made  as  soon 
H  possible.  The  Ratepayers  in  No.  8  are  satistied  with  any  kind  of  a  school,  and  give 
the  tencher  neither  encoui-agenient  rtor  assistance  in  her  efibrts  at  inipro%*ement.  In  No. 
12  the  pupils  learn  little  but  reading.  No.  10  has  gone  back  to  its  old  record  of 
leaving  no  school. 

Adding  tan.  —  In  Campbell  ton,  No.  l,are  found  the  Imst  schools  in  my  Inspectorate, 
in  respect  to  accommodation,  grading  and  etficiency.  In  the  Superior  School  the  pupils, 
with  scarcely  an  exception,  |iursue  the  classical  course.  Principal  Lewis  has  Standards 
VJT.,  VIIL,  IX.  and  X.  in  his  department,  and  could  not  possibly  do  all  the  work 
well,  energetic  and  devoted  as  he  is,  did  not  Miss  Barnes,  of  the  Primary,  daily  take 
I  aome  of  his  classes  after  her  own  pupils  have  been  dismissed.  As  soon  as  arrangementB 
[can  be  made  the  7th  Standard  will  foe  accommodated  elsewhere.  School  was  opened 
for  the  first  time  on  the  Tobique  Road  No.  3,  early  in  the  First  Term. 

Glendg,  —  The  school  in  No.  1  continues  in  excellent  condition.  That  in  No.  7^ 
I  waft  not  doing  very  satisfactory  work   at  my  last  visit,     in  No.  8  there  is  a  demand 

for  more  advanced  work   than   can  be  reasonably  expected  of  a  teacher  of  Class  III. 

In  No.  9  the  school  house  and  appliances  are  very  inferior,  but  almost  as  good  as  the 
[district  can   afiord.     The  eni-ollment  is  increasing,  and  the  pupils  are  makiug   fair 


ARBOR    DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  not  observetl  with  the  usual  enthusiasm  this  year.     This  was  due  t 
a  variety  of  causes,  largely  beyond  the  teachers'  control.     The  day  was  observed  by  oiU]^ 
54  districts. 

TEACHERB*   IKSTITUTE8. 

More  than  the  usual  interf^st  was  taken  in  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of 
Teachers'  Institutes  of  NorLhuuiheiland  and  Restigouche  Counties.  In  Glouc

1,  A*  B,,  who  did  good  work  and  gave  general  satisfaction,  resigned,  having  had 

of  the  school  for  one  year.     The  trustees  hired   to  succeefl  him  a  young  and 

rtoeiperienced  teacher,  who  did  not  give  good  satisfaction,  and  though  requested  by  a 

LT^oly  signed  jietition  not  to  continue  hitn  in  charge  of  the  school  for  a  second  term, 

th»  trustees  disregarded  this  request  of  the  Ratepayei*a,  and,  contrary  to  their  own  better 

jldgtuent  and  against  their  own  pereonat  interest,  continued  this  teacher  in  charge  of 

"    ^  r  artment  for  a  second  tt^rm.     Mr,  H.  H.  Hagerraan  was  the  next  teacher.     He 

1  for  only  one  term,  and   spent  most  of  the  time  going  over  the  work  of  his 

isor,  so  that  for  a  year  and  a  half  the  pupils  of  the  advanced  grades  have  made 

i*tr  auvancement  in  such  subjects  as  Geometry,  Algebra  and  Latin.     TJiere  is  now  one 

ofayn  that  has  been  in   this  dt-paitment   for  three  and  a  half  years,  another  class  that 

ha  been  in  it  for  two  and  a  half  yea^rs^  all  regular  attendants,  and  neitlier  class  has 

fet  completed  the  work  of  Grade  VI II.     No  work  below  Gmde  YII.  is  done  in  this 

department 

Mr.  J.  G*  A.  BelyeA  is  now  principal  of  the  Petitcodiac  Superior  School.  During 
[tlieyearnew  school  houses  have  been  built  in  Mountain  Road  district  No.  28,  Monc- 
[too;  McGinley  No.  10,  Dorchester;  Cherry  dale  No.  15,  Sackville;  and  new  school 
s  are  partially  built  in  Richie  District  No.  8,  Moncton  ;  and  in  Weisner  Settle- 
3t  No.  29,  Moncton.  During  the  summer  vacation  an  addition  was  made  to  the 
lOntrai  School  Building  in  district  No.  9,  Sackville,  and  a  third  department  opened  in 
I  Aiigiut  last. 

Tlie  general  appearance  of  the  school   houses  and  premises  could  be  very  mucli 
I  improved  in  many  districts  by  a  small  outlay  of  money  and  a  little  labor*     Little, 
awever,  ia  done  in  the  way  of  impravement  unless  specially  recommended.     The  idea 
K  school  rooms  and  school  premises  should  be  made  pleasant  and  attractive  is  an  idea 
Kt  seems  to  enter  into  the  minds  of  Trustees  and  Ratepayers  very  slowly* 
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Arbof  Day  was  nuite  generally  observed  throiiglioiit  this  Inspectorate. 

The  Wt^Btmoiknd  Coimty  Teachers'  Institute  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Dorche* 
on  the  21  st  and  22nd  of  ^Septemher,  Thfl  meetinj^  was  well  attended  and  the  s« 
were  interesting.  A  public  meeting  held  on  Friday  evenings  was  pw^aided  over 
Judge  Landry,  and  was  addresst^d  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education 
jiuinher  of  other  speakers. 

The  Kent  County  Teachers*  Institute  held  a  meeting  in  Richibucto,  on  the  1 
and  ITth  of  Novcniber.  Owing  to  the  unfavorable  weather  on  Wednesday,  the  15 
the  attendance  was  not  so  large  as  it  otherwise  would  have  be^n*  Tlie  programiD^i 
exercises  was  successfully  carried  out  The  discussions  were  interesting  and  profitaj 
The  public  meeting  held  on  Tliursday  evening  was  well  attended »  and  addresses  ' 
given  by  the  Chief  8nperiiitendent  of  Education,  Geo,  V,  IVIcTnerney^  Kscj.,  M.  F, 
J*  D,  Phinney,  Esq.,  M.  A,,  M.  P,  P.  Excellent  music  was  also  provided  fort 
occasion.  As  this  is  the  first  Institute  held  in  this  County,  in  four  years  tb«  friends 
such  gatherings  were  much  enoouraged  by  the  lively  interest  taken  in  the  proceedia 
of  the  Institute  by  the  public  generally,  and  we  feel  confident  that  the  auccess  of 
Institute  is  a  guarantee  that  a  larger  number  of  teachers  will  be  in  attendance  at 
next  meeting.

Sir  :     Following  is  my  report  of  the  schools  in  this  Inspectorate  for  the 
ending  December  Slat,  1893.  ! 

Ha\  ing  held  office  only  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  it  will  not  be  expee 
of  me  to  make  a  lenghty  report  as  to  the  improvement  and  progess  of  the  schools  in  t 
district.  As  I  have  pursued  my  round  of  visits  I  have  carefully  noted  the  conditioi] 
the  Hchools  and  the  needs  of  districts  as  they  appear  to  me.  On  these  notes  I  shall  b 
a  few  remarks,  and  defer  till  another  report  a  more  particular  statement  of  the  edu 
tional  interest  in  this  section  of  the  province. 
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Id  tn«tn y  schools  the  character  of  the  work  being  Jone  is  stisfactory.  I  find  teachers 
ktoted  to  their  vocation,  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  to  accomplish  the 
•ety  best  results,  and  eager  to  receive  auggestiona  that  may  help  thorn  to  attain  their 
*'  uy  teachers  labor  under  serious  discouragements*  School  houses  cold  in 
riis  very  deficient,  furniture  poor  and  clumsy,  are  far  too  frequeiUly  all 
1  in  the  same  district.  Under  such  circumstances  I  am  often  surprised  at  the 
iity  and  quantity  of  work  achieved.  In  acme  sections  where  the  farmers  have 
ly,  and  to  their  profit,  sup[»lied  themselves  with  tlie  modem  implements  ofagricid- 
tbey  still  wish  to  have  the  teacher  conduct  her  school  after  the  antiquated  methods 
prevailed  forty  or  fifty  years  ago.  They  mem  to  be  satisfied  if  their  children 
ive  the  same  educational  training  that  they  received,  forgetting,  or  refunirig  to 
the  fact,  that  as  in  agriculture,  so  in  etlucation,  the  world  has  advanced  since 
wert*  boys.  The  proper  principal  to  work  on,  cerUiinly,  is  to  supply  favorable  cir- 
ces  and  good  apparatus,  then  expect  a  high  quality  of  work  from  the  workman. 
\y  judgment  Geography  of  the  second,  third  and  fourth  grades  does  not  receive 
it  attention  in  the  ungraded  country  schools.  This  is  a  serious  defect.  Geogra- 
ts  a  subject  which,  intelligently  taught  by  an  active,  industroiis  teacher,  ia  sure  to 
t  vaJuable  influences  on  the  mind  of  the  young  and  giowing  child.

Tlier©  ia  also  a  tendency  observable  in  many  achoola  to  advance  the  pupils  too 
cUy  in  Reading  and  Arithmetic.  This  is  done  at  the  expense  of  thoroughness.  It 
irged  in  regard  to  Reading  that  the  pu|jil8  get  to  '*  know  all  the  words,"  and  that 
tben  lose  interest  in  the  lesson,  Jt^ad  carelessly  and  too  rapidly.  It  has  always 
ed  to  me  a  difficult  matter  to  ieitch  Reading  until  the  pupil  does  know  the 
The  skill  of  the  teacher  is  then  brought  into  rerjuisition  to  lead  the  pupil  to 
tJie  meaning  of  the  pierce,  to  teach  him  to  see  how,  by  attention  to  articulation, 
,  tone,  emphasis  and  rate  of  utterance,  he  may  best  convey  that  meaning  to  others. 
exercise  will  then  become  one  of  tliought,  not  one  of  imitation  anc}  roiitine.  There 
be  no  pro|>er  reading  where  the  pupil  cannot  pronounce  con-ectly  a  kige  number  of 
words,  or  understand  their  meaning.  Henrim/  a  reading  class  may  l»*  a  pastime, 
laAching  the  subject  demands  skill.  In  Arithmetic  more  attention  to  principles 
Itts  to  rules  would  be  advisable.  As  a  matter  of  education  the  w/zy  is  more 
portjuit  than  the  A^ta 

SCHOOL    HOUSES. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  tastefully  painted,  neat  and  comfortable  school  houses  in 
1  district,  bat  I  regret  to  say  that  there  is  a  much  larger  number  that  have  either 
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^the  one  at  Hillsboro'.  Mr.  Kalph  Colpitis,  A.  B.,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  Hope- 
well HiU  school  for  five  and  one-half  years,  has  resigned,  and  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  A, 
C.  M.  Lawson. 

The  Superior  Schools  of  Kings  County  have  been  located  at  Clifton,  Hampton 
Station,  Bloom  field  Comer,  Apohaqui  and  Havelock  Comer.  The  one  at  Clifton  is 
,digoontinued ;  Mr.  W.  L.  Goodwin  retires  from  the  Apohaqui  school  and  is  succeeded  by 
Hr.  Omer  Campbell ;  Mr.  H.  W.  Robertson  takes  charge  of  the  school  at  Havelock 
0)mer.  As  I  have  not  visited  many  of  these  schools,  I  shall  abstain  from  remarks  on 
the  character  of  the  work  they  do  until  I  can  s[)eak  with  more  definiteness. 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOLS. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Alma,  Albert  County,  is  still  conducted  by  Mr.'T.  A.  Colpitis, 
B.  A.  I  have  visited  this  school  in  October,  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  work  that 
paassed  under  review. 

The  Kings  County  Grammar  School  at  Sussex,  in  charge  of  Mr.  R  D.  Hanson, 
has  lately  moved  into  the  new  building.  With  the  inci-eased  facilities  now  afforded, 
iuiditional  interest  and  devotion  will  no  doubt  be  manifested  by  the  teachers. 

teachers'  institutes 

The  Kings  County  Institute  was  held  at  Havelock  Comer  in  September.  The 
attendance  was  not  as  large  as  might  be  expected.  Several  carefully  prepared  papers 
were  read.  The  discussions  thereon  were  animated  and  profitable.  On  the  evening  of 
the  first  day  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Baptist  Church. 

The  Albei*t  County  Institute  was  also  convened  in  September.  It  was  at  Elgin 
Oomer.  The  Chief  Superintendent  was  present  on  the  first  day  and  participated  in  the 
discQssions,  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  teachers.  In  the  evening  he  delivered  an 
admirable  address  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience. 

The  Kings  County  Institute  meets  next  year  at  Hampton ;  that  of  Albert  County 
meets  at  Hopewell  Cape. 

Several  schools  in  this  Inspectorate,  on  account  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or 
other  contagious  diseases,  have  had  the  attendance  much  diminished  or  have  been 
obliged  to  close  entirely  during  the  latter  part  of  the  term.  Among  these  were  BEarvey 
i]bmer,  Shannon  Koad,  Keohan  and  Quispamsis. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  have  to  thank  you,  sir,  for  the  timely  advice  and 
valuable  assistance  you  have  so  freely  given  me  since  I  undertook  the  duties  of  this 
office.

There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  both  respects  during  the  year- 
County  leads  in  these  impixivements. 

INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  me  to  l>e  able  to  report  that,  according  to  the  census  rei 
of  Canada,  Charlotte  County  leads  the  Province  and  ranks  among  the  best  sections  of 
the  Dominion  in  regard  to  public  school  instruction. 

In  regard  to  the  general  coui-se  of  instruction  I  may  say  that  there  is  great  room  for 
improvement  in  the  teaching  of  all  the  subjects,  There  should  be  more  thought  and 
power  of  expression  of  thought  develojied  in  our  teaching.  Teachers  should  realize,  Uf 
a  greater  extent,  that  it  is  rather  their  duty  to  direct  the  work  of  the  pupil  than  to^<> 
it  for  him.  Temperance  teaching  so  far  has  been  a  failure.  Agriculture  has  been  very 
indifferently  attended  to.  The  teaching  of  the  Natural  Science  suliiects  is 
satisfactory. 

Arithmetic,  writing  and  composition  are  improving,     Next  to  York,  Charlotte  sent 
the  largest  number  of  students  to  the  Normal  School  this  year  of  any  County  in 
Province.     Tliis  speaks  well  for  the  schools  in  that  County. 

COUNTY    INSTITUTES. 

The  Charlotte  County  Teachers'  Institute  met  in  Milltown  during  the  first  part 
October,     The  enrolment  was  the  largeM  in  the  history  of  the  Institute — it  being  104 
Great  interest  was  shown  by  the  teachers  in   the  proceedings  throughout.      A   v 
largely  attended  public  meeting  was  held  in  Milltown  during  the  evening  of  the  fin 
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4/.    At  the  end  of  the  last  session  tlie  citizens  of  Mill  town  furnished  teams  and  con. 

nyed  the  teachers  through  St.  Stephen,  Cabin  and  MiUtown.     It  is  needless  to  say  that 

Ihis  courtesy  was  very  highly  appreciated  by  the  Institute. 

J!he  8t.  John  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  St.  John  City  on  the  last  two

In  Sunbury  County,  and  that  part  of  Queens  which  I  hiive  to  visit,  with  the  excep- 

^onof  the  districts  that  may  \y^  classed  as  well-to-do,  the  majorily  of  the  school  houses 

we  old,  and  needing  repairs  and  apparatus.     The  old  proverb  that  **  a  stitch  in  time 

•Td  nine^'  has  been  laigely  disregrtrdtxl,  and  there  is,  apparently,  a  lack  of  pride 

OMiQg  the   Ratepayers    in    taking  care  that  the  school    buiMuig  has  a  presentable 

-^Ipeanince;  a  few  cases,  too,  there  are,  where  there  is  indjtrerence  manifested  as  to 

•bther  school  keejw  or  no.    This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  in  that  in  many  districts 

ttere  are  \eTf  few  children  to  attend  sehool,  and  few  Ratepayers  to  bear  the  expenses 

jfccnmbent  upon  the  school  district,  hut  nut  altogether :  and  ms  these  two  counties  have 

Increased  in  population  and  are  among  the  tirst  settled  in  the  Provinee,  no  great  advance- 

t  can  be  looked  for  from  an  educational  point  of  view.     We  may  at  least  hope, 

P»erer,  that  there   may  be  no  retrogression.     Submitted  is  a  Htateiiierit,  iu  detail 

leeming  the  work  in  the  different  parishes  in  this  Inspectoral  District. 

Canning,  —  Of  the  eight  school  districts  here,  but  three  are  maintained  throughout 
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tlie  school  year.  During  tlie  tenii  just  closed  there  Avas  but  one  not  in  operation, 
at  Newcastle  Creeks  and  that  on  account  of  diphtherisi,  which  was  then  prevalent  b 
district.  The  school  house  has  been  extensively  repaired  and  painted  recently,  anil 
presents  a  very  creditable  appearance.  There  are  but  very  few  pupils  to  a1 
school  at  Douglas  Harbor,  Clarke's  Corner  and  Sypher's  Cove.  All  the  school 
deficient  in  npparatHs^  and  the  houses  at  Douglas  Harbor,  Scotchtown  and  Ma 
Maqitapit  I^ake  need  extensive  repairing. 

Gagetown.  —  All  the  schools  were  in  operation  the  Second  Term,  and  two  an 
closed  daring  the  winter  months  of  the  First  Term.  The  Grammar  ScIjcmdI,  taugh 
Miss  Marion  Tihbitts,  has  been  well  attended  dnnng  the  year,  and  very  satisffti 
work  has  been  done.  It,  is  unfortunate  tlmt  there  is  not  a  better  building  foi 
accommo€lation  of  the  pupils  in  the  Primary  Department.  The  Trustees  ahottld 
ously  consider  the  health  of  tlie  little  children  of  the  district,  and  provide  a  bail 
with  some  pretensions  to  rf-spectability.  The  house  in  the  Mill  District,  Ko.  i 
received  some  repairs,  and  the  grounds  in  No.  5  have  been  surrounded  by  a  suhsta 
wire  ience,  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Laura  Chase.  At  Upper  G 
town  there  is  a  fine  school  building,  well  equipped  with  appliances.  A  mistake 
made  in  not  opening  the  school  in  August,  and  there  were  some  unfortunate  cifi 
stances  in  connection  with  the  opening  of  the  school  in  October  which  for  a  time  ml 
the  good  feeling  in  the  district.

house  in  No.  8  A  is  too  near  the  Grammar  School  to  be  anything  more  than  a  Prin 
Department,  and  it  would  be  better  for  the  Grammar  School  District  if  the  two  ' 
united  and  the  former  maintained  as  a  Primary  ♦School.  The  school  in  No.  1,  Lawl 
is  very  unsatisfactory  as  to  attendance  and  needful  apparatna.

10  (African  Settlement).  There  was  no  satisfactory  reason  that  I  could  ascertii 
the  former  case ;  in  the  latter  it  was  on  account  of  the  teacher  refusing  to  acofi 
reduction  in  nahiry.

7tli  Standard  of  the  York  Street  Sthool  was  mnl  to  Charlotte,  the  8th  Standard  of  the 
latter  going  to  York  Street,  The  Gramniar  School  was  thus  made  to  include  all  pupils 
at»ovf  the  7tb  Standard,  Mr.  Foster  being  appointed  Priiicipal  of  the  York  Street  School 
j8  wpii  as  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  he*  with  Mr.  Palmer,  voluntaiily  undertaking 
to  perform  much  more  work  with  the  same  number  of  teachers  as  of  the  previous  year, 
without  uny  corresponding  increase  in  salary.  The  new  building,  in  appearance  and 
uppliances  for  school  work,  is  certainly  a  ci*edit  to  the  city,  and  is  fully  the  equal  of  any 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  but  if  it  has  been  erected  at  such  an  expense  as  to  compel 
till-  Board  of  Trustees  to  lower  the  salaries  of  some  of  their  most  efficient  teachers,  as 
■well  as  increase  tlieir  work,  it  would  seem  to  have  been  |)romoted  rather  in  a  spirit  of 
show  than  of  wisdom.  The  Board  have  this  satisfaction^  however,  of  knowing  that 
tlieir  actioii  in  tliis  regard  ha.s  been  unt vernal  ly  condemned,  both  on  the  street  and  in 
the  press,  and  it  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as  it  will  furnish  pretext  for  parsimonious 
District  Boards,  and,  unfortunately  there  are  such,  to  attempt  to  lower  salaries  that 
^re  ah'eady  far  too  small 

'Hie  schools  at  Dook  Settlement  and  Wiseley's  were  closed  at  the  end  of  June. 
There  are  very  few  children  to  go  to  school  in  Doak  Settlement,  and  the  school  at 
Wiseley's  was  more  of  a  l>enefit  to  Sunbury  County  than  to  the  city.  A  number  of 
changes  have  V,»een  made  in  the  staff  of  teachei-s,  which  will  probably  be  mentioned  in 
tlie  Secretary's  report.  The  reading  rooms  in  connection  with  the  Grammar  School  and 
Model  School  established  by  the  Principals  of  these  schools  are  admirable,  and  must  be 
iDOfit  instructive  to  the  pupils  in  the  way  of  supplementry  reading. 

COUNTY   IXSTITUTES. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  for  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Sunbury  was  held  at  Gage 
lown  ihf  latter  part  of  May.  It  was  not  so  well  attended  as  might  be  expected, 
oiring  partly  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  getting  there,  on  account  of  the  steamer 
running  on  the  wrong  day  to  suit  the  teachers  of  Sunbury  County.  Arrangements 
hhve  l>een  made  to  hold  it  later  in  the  season  next  year.  The  York  County  Ini^titute 
■was  held  in  Frederic  ton  in  December,  and  was  largely  attended.  Both  Institutes 
profited  by  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education, 

ARBOR  DAY. 

This  day  was  celebrated  in  a  very  large  number  of  the  schools  throughout  this 
Inspectoral  District,  and  tliere  are  hardly  any  school  grounds  to  be  found  that  ha^'e  not 
Iten  improved  in  some  way  Ijy  the  observance  of  Arbor  Day. 

The  w*ork  in  the  Ungraded  Schools,  as  carried  on  in  the  County  of  York,  is,  I  think, 
improving,  attributable,  perhaps,  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  less  changing  about 
iftiong  the  teachers  than  in  former  yeai"a.  The  teaching  of  primary  reading  and  num- 
kr,  and  the  slate  work  in  connection  with  these  subjects,  is  certainly  better  than 
■formerly.  The  new  Grammars  have  been  introduced  in  nearly  all  the  schools,  but  have 
l>een  in  use  too  short  a  time  to  report  upon  the  work  in  this  regard.     There  has  been 


more  teaching  the  Literature  in  the  Headers,  and  greater  interest  displaced  in  I 
subject  of  Oornpositioo. 

The  difficulties  I  have  had  to  report  upon  d tiling  the  year,  as  far  as  the 
District  is  concerned^  have  beeu  few,  and  in  no  way  alai'inini;,  serving  more 
incentive  to  greater  irjtereat  among  those  concerned  in  the  work  of  the  school,  ] 
than  as  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  work  of  the  teacher  or  the  genei*al  efficiency  i 
school.

MADAWA5KA    COUNTY. 

The  necessity  of  employing  untrained  teachei^  is  a  great  drawback  to  Uie  educatioi 
progress  of  many  districts  iii  this  County,  and  until  the  schools  at  Edmundstoii,t 
Basil  and  other  imf.K>rtant  centres  can  send  forth  a  sufficient  number  to  attend  ^ 
French  Department  of  the  Normal  Hchool,  the  supply  of  regularly  licensed  teachertf 
will  always  fiill  short  of  the  demand.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  no  recoromendmti 
have  been  made  for  local  license  when  the  ser%^iceB  of  trained  teachers  8|'>eakiQg  * 
French  language  could  be  procured. 

St.  Lemmrd.  —  There  are  seventeen  districts  in  this  Parish,  but  many  of  them  i 
unorganized.  No  school  has  been  held  in  No.  1 5,  Como,  since  the  date  of  its  establi 
ment.  All  efforts  to  induce  the  Ratepayers  of  the  districts  to  organize  and  make  ] 
vision  for  school  purposes  have  been,  so  far,  uimvailing.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  ah

It  is  alleged  that  the  chief  drawback  to  educational  progrets 
here  is  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  trained  teachers.  If  this  be  true^  the  new  regt 
tion  shortening  the  period  of  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  will  obviate  any  furthe 
difficulty  in  this  respect.  Dissensions  in  No.  5,  Salmon  River,  have  at  last  come  to 
end.  All  grievances  were  &ati.sfactorily  settled  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Ilatepayc 
held  in  July  last.  The  house  was  subsequently  completed,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
summer  vacation,  school  was  opened  for  the  tirst  time  since  the  e^itablishment  of  the 
district  some  twenty  years  ago. 

No  school  has  been  held  in  No.  9,  Til  ley,  for  the  past  five  years.  The  house  is  in  t 
dilapitated  state  and  at  present  untit  for  use.  The  present  Trufitees  take  no  interest  ii 
school  matters  and  they  should  be  displaced.  The  minutes  of  last  annual  meetings 
any  has  been  held^  have  not  yet  couie  to  hand. 

Grand  Falls. —  Mr,  Mason  R.  Ben n,  principal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Grand 
Falls,  and  Miss  Bessie  Fraser,  the  teacher  of  the  Primary  Department,  resigned  prior 
to  the  summer  vacation.  They  were  succeeded  in  tlieir  respective  positions  by  Mr.  L 
White  and  Miss  MaxwelL  It  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  interests  of  the  school  that  no 
further  changes  will  take  place  for  Home  time  to  come. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the  schools  in  the  parishes  of  Lome,  Gordon  ind 
Perth  were  in  opepition  last  term.  Asa  general  rule  the  buildings  are  good,  but  th» 
appliances  are  only  fair.

Town  of  Woodstock. — The  many  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of 
the  teaching  staff  of  this  town  during  the  year  just  closed  are  greatly  to  be  regi'etted. 
At  the  close  of  the  First  Term,  the  Principal,  R.  P.  Steeves,  A.  B.,  retired  to  assume 
the  duties  of  Inspector  of  Schools.  Mr.  Steeves  was  so  well-known  as  a  successful 
teacher  that  praise  on  ray  part  is  unnecessary,  I  learn  with  pleasure  that  his  successor, 
G.  H,  Harrison,  A.  B.,  is  giving  good  satisfaction.  Miss  Clara  M.  Donnelly,  who  had 
faithfully  taught  in  the  Primary  Department  for  more  than  eight  yeara,  also  retired  at 
the  close  of  the  First  Term,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Coeti.  Miss  M.  E.  Gil  more, 
the  popular  and  successful  teacher  of  the  Advanced  Department  in  the  College  School, 
i resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year.  An  address  from  her  pupils,  accompanied  by  an 
appropriate  present,  marks  the  high  esteem  in  which  Miss  Gilmore's  services  have 
ibi»en  held. 

WakfJieliL  —  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  good  school  houses  and  welhconducted 
I  schools  are  the  rule  in  this  Parish.  A  neat  and  comfortable  building  was  completed  dur- 
ing the  summer  \  acation  in  tiie  new  district  at  Wakelield  Centre.  Miss  Jennie  Cadwal. 
,  lader,  a  tirst-class  teacher,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  hchool  last  terra.  The  praiseworthy 
latate  of  affairs  in  this  district  is  due  largely  to  the  energetic  efforts  of  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
iH,  A.  Briggs.  Mr.  Clinton  Gray,  Prrneipal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Jacksonville,  is 
idischarging  his  duties  in  an  able  a!id  effective  manner.  The  Trustees  of  Waterville 
IliaTe  every  reason  to  be  satistied  with  the  way  in  which  their  school  is  conducted  by 
iMr.  E.  J.  Branscombe.  Waterville  and  Victoria  Comer  maintain  the  best  ungraded 
I  schools  in  the  Parish, 

Wicklow,  —  In  certain  districts  of  this  Paiish  school  is  closed  on  the  first  of  May, 

I  and  reopened  as  late,  sometimes,  as  the  lii*st  of  November.     It  is  needless  to  say  that 

[the  progress  of  the  pupils  is  greatly  retartled  by  this  fitful  method  of  operation.     The 

Ish&bby  and  dilapidated  building  in  No.  6,  Upper  Knoxford,  is  no  longer  fit  for  school 

Ipurposes,  and   it  was  recently  decided  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Ratejiayers  of  the 

I  district  to  build  a  suitable  one  in  the  Spring.     The  Ratepayers  of  the  new  district  at 

lUpper  Royalton  may  well  take  pride  in  the  substantial  and  finely-furnished  school 

bouse  lately  completed  there.     School  was  held  for  the  first  time  during  the  Second 

Term*     A  new  building  is   badly  needed  in  No.  8.     The  largest  and  beat  ungraded 

tiool  in  the  Parish  is  at  Tracey'a  Mills. 

WilmoL —  An  effort  will  soon  be  made  by  the  people  in  the  Palmer  Settlement  to 
Dpen  their  school  which  has  been   closed  for   the  past   twelve  yeai*s.     School  was 
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reopened  last  term  in  Lower  Bloorafield  in  the  face  of  coiisiderable  opposition, 
school  Ht  Lakeville  was  coric]uct<Kl  by  Miss  Mary  Kennc^dy  dtiring  the  Second  Term, 
learn  that  the  house  here  will  be  enlarged  nnd  suitable  ftmuture  procured  at  an  earl| 
date,     Mr.  S.  8.  Miller  has  resigned  the  principalsliip  of  the  Superior  School  at  Cent 
ville     The  Trustees  will  find  it  hard  to  secure  a  more  faithful  teacher.     Mr.   Mille 
work  was  firat-clasa  in  every  reaiiect, 

lUchfumd, —  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish,  wnih  the  exception  of  those  at 
Bridge  and  Union  Comer,  were  in  operation  last  term.     It  was  found  ncceaaaty  tol 
employ  an  untrained  teacher  in  No.  11  A,     The  school  at  Bichmond  Comer  hasagtiti| 
changed  hands.     Mr.  >1  N.  Drier  takea  charge  this  term.     There  is  a  large  school  in 
the  Watson  Settlement,  and  the  Trustees  should   employ  an  experienced   first  clan 
teacher. 

Simoiid^. — ■  Mr.  C  T.  Hendry  is  still  doing  eflfective  work  as  principal  of  tli« 
Superior  School  at  Florencevillo.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  on  the  building  during 
the  summer  vacation;  new  and  modern  furniture  was  provided  and  other  improvementi 
tnaile.     Some  repairs  were  also  made  on  the  buildings  in  Nos,  1  and  2. 

I  have  little  to  say  concerning  tho  educational  condition  of  those  parishes  on  lie  i 
easteni  side  of  the  St.  John  River,   in  this  County,  beyond  what  has  been  already 
cmlxwlied  in  my  monthly  and  special  reports* 

The  buildings  and  school  appliances  in  many  districts  of  Kent  are  of  a  very  inferior 
nature.     No  school  has  been  held  in  the  Deinerchant  Settlement  since  the  destruction  d  j 
the  school  house  by  fire  several  years  ago.     A  general  meeting  will  shortly  be  heUl 
here  ttt  which  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  remedy  this  bad  state  of  affairs. 

The  house  in  which  the  Superior  School   is  held  at   Bristol   has  been  thoroughlj  ' 
repaired,  and  new  desks  with  folding  seats  attached  has  been  procured  for  use  in  both 
departments,     I  regret  to  state  that  failing  health  has  obliged  the  principal,  Mr,  John 
Farley,  to  retire. 

The  flourishing  village  of  Glassville  might  well  maintain  a  better  school. 

Mr.  Hugh  Peppers,  the  energetic  principal  of  the  Hartland  Superior  School, 
resigned  at  the  close  of  the  First  Term.     His  place  is  being  filled  by  Mr,  Hetherington. 

YORK   COCKTY. 

CofUerbur^, —  I  learn  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  open  up  a  Primary  Department  in 
"Connection  with  the  Suf>erior  School  at  Canterbury  (Eel  River),  This  will  fill  a  long 
felt  want,  and  enable  the  capable  princiyjal,  Mr.  P.  Girdwood^  to  do  more  effectiri* 
work  in  the  higher  grades.  In  Noven^ber  last  a  general  meeting  was  called  in  >*o,  r» 
Porrington  Hill,  which  had  been  hitherto  in  a  disorganized  state.  Trostees 
elected  and  provision  made  for  holding  school  during  the  ensuing  yean 

North  Lake, —  The  Superior  School  at  Forest  City  is  conducted   by  Mr. 
C*  Foster,  who  is  giving  satisfaction.     The  house  and  appliances  are  all  that  coa 
desired^  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed  on  tlie  faithful  and  efficient  aacretiDy^ 
Mr.  Geo.  S,  Inch,  for  the  active  interest  he  takes  in  the  welfare  of  the  school 
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ARBOR   DAY 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  sixty-eight  districts  in  this  inspectorate.  Two  hundred 
and  eighty-two  trees  and  eighty-nine  shrubs  were  planted.  Ninety-seven  flower-beds 
were  made.  School-rooms  and  play-grounds  were  cleaned,  and  in  many  cases  papers 
dealing  with  plant  culture  were  read,  and  appropriate  songs  and  recitations  given  by 
the  pupils.  The  day  was  not  generally  observed  in  Madawaska  County.  The  play- 
grounds there  being,  as  a  general  rule,  not  fenced  in,  any  attempts  at  tree  planting 
would  be,  of  course,  useless. 

NEW   DISTRICTS. 

The  following  new  districts  were  established  during  the  year  just  closed :  Couturier 
No.  3,  St.  Jacques ;  Morin  No.  6,  Madawaska  ;  Connors  No.  5^,  St.  Francis ;  Kilmar- 
nock No.  11,  Northampton  and  Southampton.

New  school  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  following  districts :  No.  3,  St.  Jacques ; 
No.  9,  St  Francis;  No.  7,  Andover;  No.  13 J,  Wicklow;  No.  13,  Woodstock;  No.  3, 
Drummond.  Reports  at  present  to  hand  indicate  that  many  unserviceable  buildings 
will  be  replaced  by  new  ones  during  the  year,  and,  all  told,  the  outlook  in  this  direction 
is  very  encouraging. 

teachers'   INSTITUTES. 

Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  last  term  at  Woodstock  and  Grand  Falls.  The  papers 
read  were  broad  and  practical  in  their  tone,  and  intelligent  discussions  ensued.  A 
conversazione  was  held  on  Thursday  evening  at  Woodstock,  and  an  interesting  musical 
and  literary  programme  carried  out.  The  public  meeting  at  Grand  Falls  was  a  decided 
success.

"  Always  regular  antl  prompt  in  his  attendance  at  the  various  meetings  of 
Board  ;  vigilant  and  careful  in  the  administration  of  it«  business ;  courteous 
pleasant  in  bis  interc43urse  with  his  co-trustees ;  presiding  over  their  gatherings 
combined  dignity,  suavity,  and  firmness ;  and  ever  leady  to  give  his  time  and  at 
to  the  various  matters  connected  with  the  educational  work  of  the  city,  his  reti 
from  the  Board,  and  his  resignation  of  the  high  and  honorable  position  which  he 
filled  so  satisfactorily,  calls  for  this  expression  of  appreciation,  esteem,  and  regret  — 
sentiments  which  are  equally  shared  by  those  without  the  immediate  sphere  of  schocil 
work,  but  who  are  mainly  interested  in  its  faithful  perfornmiice  as  parents  and  guardi&nai 
and  i^tepayers,  as  well  as  by  the  Trustees,  school  officeis,  teachers,  and  pupils.

The  new  regulation,  reatrieting  the  issue  of  school  permits  in  Grade  J,  to  the  first 

ttight  in  oach  tei^ra,  caused  so  nnich  discontent  among  j)arents  applying  for  them 

this  interval,  that  the  Jioard  asked  the  Chief  Superintendent  to  allow  this  regu- 

to  remain  in  abeyance  during  this  Fii'st  Term,     The  request  was  kindly  complied 

;  and  before  the  opening  of  the  Sicond  Term  the  regulation  was  duly  adverti.si*d, 

lit  the  community  was  prepared  for  it,  and  all  rational  cause  of  complaint  was 

ived  for  the  future. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  school  buildings  during  the  year^ 
}y  in  the  midsummer  vacation,  when  the  chairman  of  the  buildings  committee  gave 
U  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  this  important  matter. 
The  3Iillidgeville  school-house  was  repaired,  and  a  new  wood-shed,  outbuildings  and 

constructed  at  a  cost  of  8 H  11.04. 
At  St.  Malachi's  the  wood-work  was   painted,  the  ceilings  whitened,  the  walls  kaK 
omined,  seventy-eight  new  desk  tops  put  on,  and  the  outbuildings  much  improved. 

re  cost  was  ?206,98,     In  the  autumn  a  large  adjoining  lot  was  leased  from  Robert 
Armstrong,  to  bo  used  as  a  school  yard. 
At  (he  Winter  Street  schools,  the  old  vault,  which  had  been  leaking,  was  filled  up 
aid  a  new  one  built  with  new  foundation  wall   and  brick  arch,  a  new  floor  on  the  boys' 
and   new  joists  in  the  hallway.     Three  iron  tiinks  were  put  in,  with  the  pi-oper 
sections   of  iron   and   terra   cotta   pipes,    and    a   new   brick   and  cement  urinal, 
Qg   t-o  plans   approved  by  the  Board  of    Health,  and  a  new  partition   built 
tanks  and  painted.     A  new  hard  pine  ^oor  was  laid  in  the  Principars  room» 


and  the  furniture  of  all  the  schools  planed  mod  Tarnished,     New  blinds  were  also  put 
op.     The  cost  was  $404.01. 

At  the  Victoria  School,  a  new  gate  was  built  for  the  Duke  street  entrance,  the  bo^mj 
fenc*  repaired,  and  both  the  board  and  iron  fences  painted.  The  cost  was  ?26.51 
Since  the  vacation  a  spare  room  has  been  fitted  np  in  this  bnilding  for  the  reception  of 
a  botanical  collection  of  the  various  native  treeti  of  the  province. 

At  the  Grammar  School,  the  board  partition  was  taken  out  of  the  large  rootn,  und 
eighty  desks  were  repaired,  re-vamished,  and  re-set.  Eighty  other  desks  were  purchiig^d 
for  the  lai^ge  room  on  the  first  floor,  wbieli  was  now  added  to  the  accommodation  af  thii 
school  Both  rooms  were  painted  and  whitewsidied.  An  extra  room  was  obtained  kr 
chemical  and  other  philosophical  experiments,  and  one  as  an  armoury  for  the  cadfita 
The  expense  was  $41Ld7. 

The  five  schools  at  St.  Vincent's  and  Loretto  Convents  were  removed  to  the  n«t 
building  adjoining  St  Vincent's,  which  now  contains  six  schools.  New  blackboti^ 
and  tables  were  put  in,  as  well  as  seats  for  an  additional  room,  the  whole  at  a  coit  cf 
« 12a  60. 

At  St  Peter's  Boys'  School,  a  new  sheathed  partition  was  put  up  across  the  tm 
roota  to  form  a  class  room,  at  a  cost  of  $16.14.  A  similar  additional  room  has  dace 
been  added  for  St.  Peter's  Girls'  School 

At  Indiantown  School  the  boys'  yard  was  asphalted,  and  the  girls'  yard  levelled  for 
asphalting^  with  a  plank  walk  laid  across  it.  New  stoves  have  been  put  in,  Theccit 
was  $185.01 

The  repairs  to  the  outbuildings  of  Newman  Street  School  cost  $12.40. 
At  Albert  School,  the  boys'  yard  was  asphalted,  and  a  new  brick  and  cement  nwm 
built;  part  of  the  wood- work  rebuilt ;  a  new  asphalt  floor  kid  in  the  boiler-room,  lai 
the  janitor's  apartments  improved.     The  cost  was  $228.9i. 

At  the  Madras  Schools^  new  windows  were  put  in,  a  partition  taken  out  to 
one  room»  the  walls  repaired,  and  fifty  additional  sittings  put  in.     The  cost  is 
$125,  of  wliich  the  Corporation  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  from  whom  the  building  is  reaUd, 
lias  agreed  to  pay  $75. 

The  school  accommodation  of  the  city  may  now  be  said  to  be  satisfactory, 
that  a  proper  building  for  all  the  High  School  pupils,  at  present*  scattered  in 
different  localities,  is  needed  to  crown  the  edifice.  Bettor  school  accommodatii 
needed  also  for  male  pupils  in  Lower  Cove,  but  tiiis  bids  fair  to  be  soon  supplied, 
as  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  leasing  the  Marine  Hospital  Building  trom  tie 
Dominion  Government,  to  receive  the  scholars  at  prei^ent  accommodated  in  Chariott« 
Street  School. 

Early  in  the  year  a  schedule  of  school  property  was  drawn  up,  with  a  view  of 
supplementing  what  was  needed  in  the  furniture  and  apparatus.  Forty  slate  black- 
boards were  placed  in  the  schoolS|  and  forty  more  ordered  more  recently.  A  new  tupplf 
of  maps,  also,  is  just  about  to  be  ordered. 

On  Decemljer  4th  the  community  was  startled  by  the  news  of  the  sudden  death  d 
Lieutenant  Governor  Boyd,  who  had  been  a  very  active  member  of  the  Board  of  SchooJ 
Trustees  for  nineteen  years,  and  its  Chairman  for  fifteen^  and  who  had  all  through  hti

acfaools,  coftciliatinff  opposition,  and  encouraging  the  faint-hearted;  and  even  when, 
IMsently,  no  longer  thus  officially  connected  with  the  work,  he  showed  on  all  occasions 

his  heart  was  still  warm  in  the  cause.     Many  a  promising  pnpil,  and  many  an 
teacher  will  long  mis.-^  the  genial  encouragement  he  was  always  ready  to  offer, 
only  on  public  occasions^  but  even  by  his  presence  amid  their  daily  routine ;  and 

lemory  will  long  abide  with  them,  and  incite  all  to  work  and  hope  for  the  best 
of  our  youth  ;  and  not  the  least  so  by  the  bright  example  of  his  earnest  sym-

A  partial  aumraary  of  the  actual  work  of  planti 
shows  that  131  plants  were  set  out,  20  flower  beds  laid  out  and  stocked  with  flowe 
ptantii,  118  boxes  of  seed  planted  for  window  decoration,  0  yards  cleared  up,  and! 
tiees  set  out. 

Gatherings  of  Teachers. 

The  Educational  Institute  opened  its  sessions  in  the  ha!l  of  the  Nortnal 
Fretlericton,  on  Wednesday^  June  28th,  the  attendance  of  the  St.  John  teachers  1 
quite  large.  Many  subjects  of  great  inportance  were  brought  under  discussion  j 
referred  to  the  executive,  or  carried  over  for  further  consideration.  The  questioa 
changes  in  text  books  was  re|>orted  on  by  the  committee  of  teachers  who  had  the  hu 
in  hand  during  the  previous  year,  but  as  their  work  was  incomplete,  they  were  reque 
to  continue  their  enquiries  and  deliberations  for  another  year.  The  papers  read  up 
tnethods  of  teaching,  examinations  and  grading  of  pepils,  etc,  were  of  a  hit^h  order,  i 
the  dicussions  brought  out  many  valuable  suggestions  which  teachers  doubtle^ 
to  good  account  when  they  went  back  to  their  work  after  the  summer  vacation, 
throughout,  the  proceedings  were  very  satisfactory,  and  indicated  a  marked  advance  i 
the  whole  line  of  educational  work. 

Tlie  Saint  John  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  on  December  21st  and  22ft 
in  the  liall  of  the  Centennial  8cliooL     Almost  all  of  the  city  teachers  were  preijent^  j 
all  t!ie  |»aj»er8  read  were  by  nienibei-s  of  our  own  staff'.     The  first  day  was  devoted  | 
routin*'  work,  and  discussion  of  jiapei-s  on  school  discipline,  composition,  and  dnn 
On  the  second  day  a  paper  was  i-ead  on  physics,  and  then  round  table  talks  for  j^

number — methods  ami  results  ;  division,  vulgar  and  decmial  fractions ;  grammar  ; ; 
metic,  and  letter  writing.     A  discussion  was  had  upon  grading,  and  after  the  elefl 
of  ollicers  for  the  present  year  the  Institute  adjourned.

Sir  :     TIj*'  Board  of  School  Tru8tt*es  of  the  City  of  Fredericton  beg  herewith  to  mh 
mit  their  report  on  the  sclioola  under  their  supervision  for  the  year  ended  31st  Deo€fnber,J 
18(13. 

Id  Jane  last  the  inembt-rs  of  the  Board  gladly  welcomed  the  chairman  home  and  to. 
his  seat  at  the  Bonrd  after  an  absence  in  Europe  of  more  than  twelve  months.  Tbei 
perBonne]  of  the  Board  remaina  Uie  same  as  the  previous  year,  and  in  addition  to  the 
r^ular  inonthly  meetini^s  several  special  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  at  which  . 
matters  affecting  the  general  intevests  of  the  shools  were  always  carelally  considered,! 
The  terra  of  office  of  AVesley  Van  Wart,  Esquire,  expired  on  the  31  at  December,  and  at 
a  Bubeequent  meeting  of  the  City  C-oimcil  he  was  re-appointed. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  rejiort  the  completion  of  the  York  atreerfe  new  school 
bailding,  in  which  the  Grammar  Bchool  is  conveniently  located*  Hei-eall  the  grades  of 
ibe  Common  School  system  are  grouped  under  one  roof.  This  bu Odi ng,  which  has  been 
carefully  erected  by  Con  tractor  Limerick  from  plans  pre[mred  by  Mr.  J.  C*  Dnmareaq, 
of  Halifax,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  BIr.  John  Hodge,  present*  a  fin©  appear* 
mxkce,  and  is  easily  placed  in  line  with  the  many  handsome  public  buildings  iti  the  city. 
It  ift  two  irtorys,  with  mansard  roof,  and  is  huilt  of  brick  with  freestone  trimmings, 
Tkere  are  ten  class-rooms  30x35,  each  with  cloak-room  attached,  and  a  large  assembly 
Ml  on  the  third  floor.  In  addition  to  the  class  ai^d  cloak  roonjs  there  are  four  con- 
venient rooms  used  as  library,  laboratory^  private  study  room  and  janitor's  room.  The 
sheathing  and  trimmings  in  the  corridors  and  class-rooms  are  all  in  natural  wood, 
giving  the  interior  a  light  and  cheerful  appearance,  A  commodious  basement 
fumiBhee  accommodation  for  the  scholars  in  stormy  weather,  and  affords  ample  storage 
room  for  fuel,  etc.  The  building  is  warmed  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead-Dowd  Ca 
system,  and  tlie  plan  seems  particularly  well  adapted  to  onv  cold  climate.  The  Smead 
system  of  dry  closets  is  arranged  in  basement,  and  so  far  works  most  satisf  act  only. 
Five  fiu-naces  erected  in  the  centre  of  the  basement  furnish  the  heat,  and  wood  is  used 
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mM.    The  building  was  completed  aod  handed  over  in  August  last,  and  ita  totnl  coat 
w  about  $27,000. 

la  tiie  High  8cliool  for  the  year  1892-3  there  were  enrolled  in  the  third  year  claas 
20  pupiln ;  IB  the  second  ye^tr,  42  ',  in  the  first  year,  51. 

Of  tlie  iweoty  in  the  third  year  class  15  were  grsduated.     Of  these  pjraduates  11 
n&trtcttkted  at  the  University  of  N.  B.,  and  4  entered  at  Normal  School 

Uuny  fisatores  of  the  work  during  the  year  brought  enconragement  to  the  tettchers, 
HpfiCkiiJy  in  the  improved  attendance  of  pupils  in  many  of  the  departments.  As  a 
Jinj/t  of  the  experience  and  energy  on  the  fiart  of  the  members  of  the  teaching  staflV 
|km1  work  waa  aoooroplished  ;  andj  taken  altogether,  satisftictory  progress  was  made  in 
lh$  schools  generally,  notwithstanding  several  unavoidtible  changes  in  the  staff  of 
tOKiurrs  Aod  the  conseqyent  interruption  of  the  work  in  the  class-room. 

At  ib^  close  of  the  First  Term  ^liss  Annie  L.  Gregory  resigned  her  position  on  the 
tigh  SAool  atnff'T  ftnd  having  subsequently  changed  her  domestic  relations,  her  servioes 
K  loat  to  ih©  profettion.  Miss  Lottie  E,  Cliff,  for  many  years  a  successful  member  of 
staff,  found  it  necessary  early  in  the  year  to  resign ,  owing  to  severe  trouble  in  her 
which  terminated  in  blindness.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
**  We  have  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  sad  affliction  w^iich  has  overtaken 
Lottie  E.  Cliff,  one  of  the  most  painstaking  meraljers  of  our  teaching  staff.  Her 
and  faithful  service  in  the  eiiiploy  of  this  Board,  and  the  practical  results  of  her 
^ock  in  the  class-room,  ha\'e  been  demonstrated  by  the  constant  expressions  of  love 
Moife&ted  by  ber  pupils*  We  now  jvlace  on  reoord  our  appreciation  of  her  work,  and 
Impress  the  hope  that  during  her  forced  retirement  from  the  duties  she  loved  so  well, 
i  h«r  foAef^ion  ui>on  the  past  may  ever  evoke  pleasant  reminiscences  of  other  days

"WiiluMDio»t  Miaa  M.  E.  S.  Nicolson  was  transferred  from  WiHeley  School  to  the 
idiool  vacated  by  Miss  Cliff,  and  Miss  Maud  8,  Wheeler  was  placed  in  charge  of  Wiseley 
Wool,  Owing  to  the  limited  attendance  of  pupils  at  the  schools  at  Wiseley  and  Doak 
^Wmieiit;  theat^  schools  wore  closed  at  Ihe  end  of  the  Fir^t  Term.

our  stafl  of  teachers  ^as  never  stronger  and  that  the  outlook  for  increased  educft 
tiontil  |irogress  was  never  brighter  The  new  bui tiling  proved  to  W  adtnirably  ada^i 
to  tlie  work  and  each  teacher  was  a  specialist  in  his  particiilar  subject.  However, 
Board  foil  nil  it  necessary  to  t\t  once  curtail  its  annual  expenditure  owing  to  the  je^^rV 
defioil  in  the  amount  of  the  asaessnient  received  from  the  city.  This  fact  necessitates 
another  readjustmiDt  of  the  staff  of  teachers  at  close  of  the  year.  Mr.  EtiwinT 
McK night,  Principal  of  Charlotte  Street  School,  having  resigned,  this  position  was 
offered  to  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Inch,  but  he  declined  to  accept  it.  Miss  E.  L.  Thome  wi 
transfen'ed  to  charge  of  Grade  IX.,  and  Miss  E,  B.  Hunter  was  transferred  from 
Morrison's  Mid  t^choo!  to  Grade  VII T,,  York  Street  School,  so  that  this  school  will 
begin  the  new  year  with  the  foregoing  teachers. 

Most  satisftictory  work  was  done  dnring  the  year  in  the  several  departments  of  ttt 
Model  School.  Miss  H.  H.  Hicharclsoni  who  assumed  charge  of  the  third  department  a. 
year  ago,  was  singularly  succesafiil  in  its  management  and  w^e  are  sorry  to  leam  of  her 
withdrawal  from  the  service.  We  anticipate  the  same  measure  of  auccefis  from  he» 
successor,  Miss  Clara  Bridges. 

The  staff  of  teachers  in  the  Regent  Street  Schools  remains  the  same  as  last  year 
excellent  work  continues  to  be  done  there.  Miss  O'Mahoney  remains  in  charge  of 
Interesting  departtueot  in  Brunswick  Street  School. 

The  Charlotte  Street  School  nmintains  its  usnal  standard  of  excellence.     The  pt«* 
year,  under  the  principalship  of  Mr.  McKnight,  was  one  of  its  best.     This  genti*fm»n 
having  resigned  at  close  of  the  year,   Mr.   H.    H.  Hagennan  was  appointed    to  succ 
him. 

In  his  annual  re]>ort  to  th*  Board  Mr.  Mullin,  the  examiner,  furnishes  viiluabl« 
infurinatioji  res|)ecting  the  qualitications  of  each  teacher,  the  methods  employed  and  cit^ 
results  reached.  After  speaking  of  the  gi-adiog  in  the  several  departments,  he  says  tto* 
"  the  pupils  of  Grade  VI 11.  from  the  different  schools  wei'e  subjected  to  a  w^ritten  tesi 
of  the  year's  work.  They  were  all  brought  together  for  this  purpose  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  Normal  School.  This  is  the  best  way,  perhaps,  to  secure  tnistwortliy 
results  in  their  cases.  The  tests  can  be  made  absolutely  uniform  and,  if  w  el  J  selecte<Ji 
tijey  are  equitable.  All  the  schools  were  fairly  represented  in  this  general  test,  though 
in  some  cases  the  pupils  did  not  come  forward.  In  this  connection  I  would  su; 
that  the  Board  give  certificates  to  those  pupils  who  complete  the  Common  School  Ooui 
This  would  be  an  inducement  for  all  to  come  up  for  examination,  and  the  certifical 
would  be  valuable  in  many  ways  to  the  pupils.

III  i^iening  to  the  Granini:ir  School  the  examiner  says:  Since  the  withdrawal  of 
Mie  t'uiverBity  Grant  tliis  school  is  no  longer  the  Collegiate  School  in  name.  Its  work 
*Bght  DOW  to  be  directed  chiefly  towards  oflering  a  sound  and  useful  course  of  instruc- 
^  in  continuation  and  completion  of  that  of  the  Conuiion  Schools.  It  ought  to  pre- 
P*»^  for  University  work,  the  snmll  minority  of  its  pupils  who  wish  to  enter  the 
UttivereitY,  but  it  ought  more  ©specially  to  provide  for  the  large  ui»jority  who  have 
'^wther  the  time  nor  the  means  to  take  a  eolle;?iate  coni-se,  a  sound  and  useful  prepar- 
itioa  for  the  intelligent  discharge  of  the  duties  of  life.  In  the  re-organizatiou  of  the 
*Aool  in  the  new  building  this  object  fvhould  be  carefully  kept  in  view,  and  ita  course 
^  instruction  and  its  teaching  stai*  specially  adjusted  to  tlie  attainment  of  it.  The 
*»sdcal  and  mathematical  subjects  will  contiinie  to  hold  an  important  place,  hut  since 
«e  life  of  the  school  is  not  to  be  directed  towards  matriculation  at  the  University 
^ttitfly,  more  attention  should  be  given  to  English  and  the  natural  sciences.  One  serious 
W  ^  always  existed,  to  my  mind,  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  school.  There 
IS  no  instructor  in  drawing,  none  in  singing,  and  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  practice  of 
wwh  physical  exercises  as  give  young  people  (at  the  most  awkward  age  of  their  lives) 
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mm  wai  gnoeliihieM  of  carmge  and  movement.  As  to  the  drawing  there  is  no  subject 
4rf  greater  prsctical  ntllity,  and  scarcely  any  which  offers  a  better  culture  for  the  teistm 
of  pQpiUL  I  would  strongly  recommend  that,  in  the  re-organization  of  the  school,  i 
place  be  fotmd  in  the  course  for  these  subjects,  and  the  facilities  provided  for  teacfalcg 
them.  The  staff,  as  at  preneiit  constituted,  is  fully  equal  to  teaching  them,  or  couJd 
«Mily  make  themselves  so. 

The  Classical  and  Mathematical  departments  are  worthy  of  praise  for  the  thorough- 
nesis  of  their  teaching  and  the  excellence  of  the  results.  The  Science  and  EngUsk  wait 
not  so  commendable.  I  am  a  strong  believer  in  the  value  of  the  teaching  and  study  4 
the  English  Language  and  Literature  in  schools,  and  the  Grammar  School  might,  evea 
at  the  loss  of  a  little  Latin  and  more  Greek,  give  a  fuller  course  in  English  Grammar, 
Enfdish  Composition  and  English  Literature,  Reading  ought  to  be  continued  —  I  mevn 
instruction  in  reading,  with  practice  in  speaking  and  writing  easily  and  forcibly. 
Kothing  can  be  more  useful  than  these.  Then  a  good  course  in  Physics,  Chemistrj  xqA 
Botany  could  be  well  covered  in  the  three  years'  course  at  the  Grammar  School— oae 
which  would  teach  pupils  to  know  something  about  the  world  in  which  they  live.  Ad^ 
this  not  as  a  preparation  for  any  sjjecial  vocation  in  life,  but  for  all, 

I  would  not  desire  to  be  understood  as  being  anxious  to  minimize  the  importance  oi" 
Classics,  fur  lees  that  of  Mathematics,  but  since  this  school  is  the  college  of  four-fiftkj* 
of  its  pupils,  1  think  it  might  fairly  be  expected  to  give  more  of  its  time  and  effort  t-o 
a  larger  object  than  simply  to  prepare  students  for  any  college.     It  ought  to  have  s  UC^ 
of  its  own. 

In  concluding  his  report  the  Examiner  says  ;  *^  I  am  g!ad  to  congratulate  the  Boar^c^ 
of  Trustees  on  the  completion  of  the  noble  and  spacious  school  building  which  now  staacS.si' 
on  the  sight  of  the  venerable  York  Street  School,  For  many  years  the  ideal  of  ili  am 
building  wus  in  the  minds  of  the  Board.  Long-delayed  though  its  realization  wss,  i'ti. 
stands  to-day  in  brick  and  stone  as  a  monument  to  the  public  spirit  of  the  city,  and  w^^ 
a  ti  ibuto  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  in  building  for  the  future,  and  not  merely  for  tft^^ 
need  of  the  day.  The  school  buildings  of  the  City  of  Fredericton  will  now  comi^r^^ 
favorably  with  those  of  any  city  of  equal  population  and  resources  in  the  Dominiod 
perhaps  in  America.** 

Arbor  Day  was  celebrated   in   an  appropriate  manner  on  the  12th  of  May.     Thong, 
was  no  tree  planting  except  on  the  Normal  School  grounds. 

The  number  of  teachers  on  our  staff  during  the  year  was ;  First  Term,  2$ ;  Second 
Term,  24, 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  permits  were  issued  to  applicants  for  admission  into  the 
schools  during  the  year.

3,  **  In  addition  to  superior  general  deportment,  the  Kindergarten  children  show 
4>ed&l  aptitude  for  arithtnetic,  dniwing  ami  natural  aciencp,  have  quick  comprehension 
of  language,  and  express  their  own  ideas  with  accuracy  nnd  duency."

—The  prevalence  of  me-aales  and  scarlet  fever  during  the  closing  montl 
of  the  year  considerably  reduced  the  attendance,  which  otherwise  would,  no  doubt,  h$d 
gi*eatly  exceeded  that  of  former  years. 

Progress,  —  Our  schools  still  continue  to  maintain  their  tigh  standard  of  e&u 
The  exceptionally  high  standing  taken  by  our  pupils  at  the  Normal  Seboo!  entr 
examinations  in  July  last,  is,  to  say  the  least,  highly  ci^ditable  to  Principal  Lewis,  i 
well  as  eminently  satisfactory  to   the  Boai'd.     Quite  a  num-lier  from  the   High  Scbo 
department  are  preparing  for  a  similtir  ordeal  next  year,  while  a  few  are  getting  re 
for  the  University  matriculation  examination.

M  OUR    DAILY    WORK. 

The   education  of  the  deaf  involves  responsibilities  of  no  slight  character.     Diffi- 

F'^ies  present  themselves  at  every  step  of  their  progress,  and  to  attain  the  most 
erate  sucoe^ss,  tact,  piatience  flnd  untiring  jterseverance  are  absolutely  necessary. 
rhoee  who  have  had  long  and  varied  experience  in  teaching  speaking  children,  but 
K»  insight  into  the  methods  of  teaching  the  deaf,  would  find  it  hard  to  reahze  the 
lifficulties  under  which  a  teacher  labors  in  endeavoring  to  convey  even  an  elementary 
cnoiivledge  of  the  English  language  to  a  class  of  deaf  mutes. 

WTaen  it  i8  remem leered  that  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  English  language  is  rare 
amongst   those  who  have  been  endowed   with  all  their  faculties,  and  who  have  been 
tisiug  and  using  that  language  all  their  lives,  these  ditticulties  will  become  more 
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J  ^Apparent.     To  be  abU^  to  express  one*a   thoiiglitvS  in  clear,   forcible  and  grammatic 
swiguttge  is  a  gift  which  few  possess.  t 

The  ability  to  convey  itlcas  clearly,  fluently  and  intelligibly  to  the  minds  of  othe 
is  a  valuable  possession,  and  even  highly  coltured  persons  sometimes  fail  to  attain  th 
proficiency  and  mastery  of  the  English  language*     Among  deaf  mutes  this  knowledge 
is  extremely  i-are.      Faultless  English  cannot  be  expected  from  those  who  have  nevcS 
heard  or  spoken  the  language.  S 

An  imperfect  knowledge  of  English  is  shown  in  their  letters  and  composition,  m 
their  conversation,  in  their  business  relations  witli  the  outer  world,  and  they  are  oftf-a 
mortified  by  people  who^  thoughtlessly  forgetting  or  ignoring  their  condition  and  liuiited 
opportunities,  laugh  at  their  queer  English. 

A  lengthened  course  of  trainings  however^  does  much  to  remove  and  limit  tbcaij 
defects,  and  the  results  are  measured  by  their  capacity  to  use  the  English  lungua 
correctly.     From  these  remarks  it  will  be  gatliered  that  the  basis  of  their  education 
language,  and  the  great  object  of  the  teacher  is  to  lay  this  foundation.     A  start  is  tnadoi 
on  the  lirst  day  of  the  child's  entrance  into  the  schuobroom.     Few  of  the  pupils  con 
to  us  know  anything  but  what  their  sight  has  revealed   to   them.     They  have 
language.     They  may  know  a  few  rude  and  unsystematic  sigTis  by  which  they  exprcaiJ 
their  natnral  wants.     The  symbols  of  either  written  or  printed  langiisge  convey  n»l 
meaning  to  their  minds,  and  it  becomes  the  teacher's  duty  to  oj^en  up  a  means  of  com- 1 
munication  with  them.     Here  the  language  of  signs  is  an  adraii^ble  aid  to  our  work. 
Signs  representative  of  ideas  are  given  them,  illustrating  the  simplest  objects  in  tbe 
school-room.     The  names  of  these  are  written  on  the  blackboard  and  associated  in 
children's  minds  with  the  objects  themselves. 

A  vocabulaiy  of  many  of  the  objects  around  them  is  gone  through  in  the  samewiyj 
Tbe  qualities  of  these  objects  are  thf^n  added,  and   then  words  expressing  actions,  ii^ 
which  the  action  is  performed  before  them  as  the  word  is  pointed  out,  and  afterwur 
the  combination  of  words  into  simple  sentences,  follows,  and  gradually  by  the^  naei 
the  youngest  children  are  taught  to  use  for  themselves  the  elements  of  language. 

As  a  healing  child  is  horn  without  language,  and  acquires  it  by  hearing  hundred* ofl 
words  rep>eated  day  after  day  in  various  connections,  so  by  continued  repetition  of  theis  j 
lessons  the  deaf  child  also  becomes  familiar  with  the  words  that  are  placed  before  htm, 
and  eventually  learns  how  to  use  them.    After  some  advant't-  has  been  made  in  languigt, 
other  subjects  can  be  introduced  with  advantage.     Lessons  in  Arithmetic,  Geogmphj, 
Scripture  History,  English  History,  Map  and  Freehand  Drawing  are  very  attractive lo  I 
our  |)Upils.     In  commencing  the  study  of  Arithmetic,  the  names  of  numbers,  witli  their 
values,  are  first  learnt,  and  tbcn  addition  and  suhtmction  follow  *    Signs  for  numljers  »tt 
given  them,  and,  as  the  signs  for  the  numbers  up  to  one  thousand  are  made  on  one  hantl, 
the  addition  of  two  numbers  of  small  value  is  rendered  easy  by  counting  from  one  hnxA 
to  another.     The  multiplication  table  is  committed  to  memory  and  found  very  useful  ta  I 
advanced  work.    Geography  and  history  furnish  many  new  words,  not  met  with  in  their] 
other  lessons,  and  are  consequently  an  additional  help  in  language. 

The  following  is  the  usual  routine  of  our  daily  work  :  Our  pupils  rise  at  six  in  t!»-I 
summer,  and  lialf-past  six  in  the  winter;  breakfast  at  seven  :  pi'ei>ai'e  for  school  which] 
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^meooes  at  nine  :  remain  in  acliool  itntil  twelve,  and  dine  at  half-past  twelve.  In  the 
Sxnoon  they  go  into  school  at  two  and  remain  until  four.  They  play  until  six,  when 
take  supper.  One  hour's  lesson  is  given  in  the  evening  from  »even  until  eight, 
the  younger  pupils  go  to  bed,  the  older  onea  remaining  up  until  nine,  when  all 


They  attend  church  services  on  Sunday  raoming,  or  have  religious  instruction  at 
mt,  Sunday  school  h  held  in  the  aftei  noons  from  three  until  four,  and  an  addre^ 
g^ven  them  on  some  scriptural  suhject  on  Sunday  evenings,  lasting  from  seven  until 
ght^  The  great  aim  of  their  teacher,  and  one  which  should  occupy  his  mind  con- 
mudly,  is  to  develop  such  a  system  of  instruction  as  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible 
aefit  to  his  pupils  when  they  are  cast  upon  their  own  resources  and  have  to  de{>end 
the  knowledge  gained  at  school  to  earn  their  own  livelihood,  to  make  their  way  in 
»  world  and  to  be  able  to  conduct  themselvea  with  propriety  in  all  the  various 
ations  of  life.  The  work  of  educating  the  deaf  taxes  a  teacher  s  energy  and  patience 
a  considei'able  degi'ee,  the  visible  results  of  his  efibi  tn  beings  apparently,  tar  from 
timensurate  with  the  thotight  and  labor  bestowed  upon  them,  and  his  greatest  pleasure 
I  in  hearing  of  their  success  and  advancement  in  the  world,  the  truest  and  sternest 
of  his  teachings,  as  the  struggle  is  waged  not  among  deaf  mutes  like  himself,  but 
lOOg  those  who  stand  on  a  higher  ]>lane,  immeasurably  above  him,  viz :  that  of  being 
of  all  their  faculties. 

COMPULSORY   ATTKNDANCE, 

The  English  teachers  of  the  deaf,  laboring  under  the  same  difficulty  that  we  do,  in 
uuula  in  reference  to  the  frequent  absence;  and  detention  of  their  pupils  at  home,  and 
acutely  the  diseourfi^eraent  consequent  upon  their  non-attendance,  excused  on 
most  trivial  groumls,  have  long  been  striving  to  obtain  the  passing  of  a  measure 
hich  should  make  their  attendance  at  school  compuTsory. 

Tliey  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  attaining  their  wish.     A   '*  Bill  to  make  better 
ovihion  for  the  elementary  education  of  the  bliinl  an<l  deaf  chiklren  of  England  and 
ITties  "  received  the  roynl  assent  on  the  l*2th  September  last  and  came  into  opemtion 
the  Ist  of  January,  1804» 

By  this  act  the  school  attendance  of  all  deaf  children  between  the  ages  of  seven 
Dd  sixteen  is  made  compulsory  u}>on  parents,  and  scliool  authorities  are  required  to 
!\*ido  the  necessary  means.  In  reference  to  this  mertsure,  Mn  J,  G,  Shaw,  editor  of 
Blackburn  ** Times,"  says:  "If  the  school  authorities  meet  this  duty  with  the 
ihjection  that  there  are  no  deaf  and  dumb  schools  in  the  distnet>  the  Act  tells  them  to 
lad  the  children  to  schools  outside  the  district;  and  if  they  say  the  schools  outside  are 
I  fiiU,  the  act  instructs  them  to  build  Bchools,  buy  schools,  enlarge  schools,  or  at  any 
^te  to  provide  the  schools  in  sorue  way,  as  the  children  7nust  go  to  school.  It  offers  the 
•n  of  public  money  at  31  per  cent,  interest  for  building  purposes,  and  authorizes  the 
penditure  of  the  local  I'ates  in  providing  board,  lodging,  clothing,  education  and 
tistri/il  training  for  deaf  children,  and  in  jmying  the  children's  railway  and  tramway 
ss  to  and  from  the  various  schools.     Public  aid  to  be  afforded  in  the  case  of  schools 


certified  as  suitable  by  the  Education  Department,     The  expenses  of  the  chOd'i 
tion  to  be  ni*>t  by  an  a^jreenient  between  the  school  authoritiea  and  the  parent.'* 

The  adoption  of  a  compulsory  law  in  New  Brunswick  would  he  of  incHlulablfl 
to  numhei^s  of  children,  and  secure  for  them  an  education  which  they  would  ot 
he  prevented  from  ol^taining  by  the  neglect  and  indifference  of  the  parents.  i 

Many  are  detained  at  home  on  various  trivial  pleaa.  Some  are  sent  ooe  y<^H 
kept  at  home  the  next,  and  others  are  detained  at  home  until  they  have  gro^^n 
yonng  men  and  w^omen,  the  importance  of  having  them  sent  to  school  not  ha^ 
dawned  upon  the  parents  until  it  is  too  late  for  their  admission.  In  all  «iiph  ca« 
mtHiHure  compelling:  the  attendancn  of  childi^n  at  school  within  certain  years  would 
f  m  hoon,  an*!  prevent  many  from  growing  up  uneducated  and  probably  becoming  a  bull 
upon  society. 

UIST0RIE8    OP    SCHOOLS    FOR    THE    DEAF. 

An  important  and  unique  work  which  has  been  in  preparation  for  some 
connection  with  the  education  of  the  deaf  on  this  continent,  has  lately  been  publisl 
by  the  VoltJi  Buicau,  Washington.  It  gives  a  history  of  every  existing  school  for 
And  in  tht?  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico.  I  was  invited  to  write  a  history  of 
Frwlericton  Institution,  and  to  send  photographs  of  the  building*  with  names  rf 
direcrtorn^  olhcors  and  teachers,  and  all  who  had  been  connected  with  its  establishlDi 
and  i»a*l  helped  forward  the  work.  It  is  in  three  handsome  octavo  volumes,  eon^ 
2,280  pages  and  450  illustrations.  Neither  lahor  nor  expense  has  been  spared  ' 
the  work  ai*g(¥jd  and  complete  ae  possible.  It  contains  a  large  amount  of  hi 
mni\  utatintical  irdbrjiiation  relating  to  the  education  of  the  deaf  in  America^  arti( 
the  oonventtons  of  Instructors,  conferences  of  Principals,  church  mission  work  amc 
ihe  fldult  deaf  I  lists  of  periodicals  and  teachers,  and  beautiful  engravings  of  the  buj 
Hngi  which  have  been  erected  for  this  purpose  and  in  which  the  work  of  instruct] 
bring  oarrieil  on. 

A  coniplimeTitary  copy  has  been  presented  to  our  Institution,  and  forms  a^^ 
luJdition  to  itK  library.     Copies  have  also  been  sent  to  foreign  schools  and  all  impoitl 
public  libmiieii  throughout  the  world. 

INDUSTRIAL   TRAINING. 

In  unr  last  nnnual  re|K>rt  we  ma<le  several  suggestions,  the  adoption  and 
out  of  which  we  believe  woold  be  of  consideralde  benefit  to  our  pupils  and  place  t 
IfiJititution  on  a  Hue  with  other  Canadian  institutions.  One  of  these  suggestions  m 
that  we  Hhcndd  add  to  our  curriculum  some  induBtrial  training,  the  knowledge  of  whi 
would  itnuble  our  |iu[)ils  to  earn  their  own  living  after  leaving  school.  The  intradf 
tion  of  soinn  manual  training  to  the  course  of  study  in  schools  for  the  Deaf  ] 
Jbtien  recognized  us  a  valuable  and  important  adjunct  to  their  intellectual  cour 
lira  bh  induHlnsd  people,  and  skilled  workmanship  will  always  command  its  prica*^ 
dffHtiijy  of  our  country  depends  largely  on  the  opening  up  of  her  lesources  and  on  f 
induntritiM  to  which  those  resources  give  rise.

RESPONSIBILITY    OF    THE    DEAF. 


In  view  of  the  terrible  event  which  oecuiTed  at  Keswick  on  the  27th  of  September 
in  which  a  deaf  mute  named  Edward  M,  Wheary  was  charged  with  and  evenltially 
guilty  of  the  murder  of  his  sister-in-law,  the  question  of  the  responsibility  of 
mutes  for  their  actions  becomes  of  vital  importance, 
I  may  say  here  that  it  is  infinitely  to  the  credit  of  the  deaf  mutes  of  this  country, 
United  States,  Great   Britain  and  of  the  whole  world  that  so  little  crinre  is  corn- 
by  them.     There  are  nearly  5^000  deaf  mutes  in  Canada,  and  upwards  of  40,000 
United  States,  and  it  is  remarkable  how  few  have  ever  been  charged  with  the 
mission  of  serious  crime,  or  have  ever  seen  the  inside  of  a  prison. 
People  with  all  their  faculties  who  have  been  in  the  possession  o^  language  from 
infancy  should  be  so  refined,  so  cultured  by  convei-sation  with  their  fellows,  and  so 
raised  a>>ove  the  brute  creation  hy  the  amenites  of  life  that  the  fearful  crime  of 
inier  should.be  unknown.     If  among  sa^'agea  and  barbarous  nations  human  life  is 
i©d   of  little  value,  surely  the  civilization  of  the  present  century  and   of  the 
race  should  have  given   man  command  over  his  passions  and  wiped  out  this 
ibe  crime  from  amongst  us.     Instead  of  this  being  the  case,  the  daily  papers  reveal 
the  significant  fact  that  the  worst  of  all  crimes,  and  tfiat  to   which  the  death 
!ty  is  attached  is  still   rife  auiong  men,  and  that  the  education  and  refinement  of 
f  present  age  has  been  powerless  to  blot  out  or  even    prevent  its  frequent  occurrence.

and  in  like  proportion  to  the  extent  of  his  education  bo  should  an  individual  be  I 
responsible  for  the  acts  he  hws  committed. 

Edward  Wheary  received  but  a  limilrd  edu cation ^  but  made  fair  progross  during  t 
time  ho  was  under  instruction.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  some  ^n  { 
BIX  years  bad  elapsed  since  he  was  at  school,  and  during  thai  time  much  would  bel 
gotten,  unless  kept  up  by  his  friends.  He  whs  visited  once  a  year  by  one  of  i 
usiatants  since  he  left  school,  and  he,  as  well  as  myself,  noticed  a  ^reat  change  in  ! 
manner,  and  so  difieront  from  other  pupils  when  visited  at  their  homes.  Thej  \ 
usually  pleased  to  see  their  teacher  and  are  delighted  to  show  him  the  object!  J 
interest  in  their  surroundings.  He,  on  the  contrary,  manifested  a  morose  and  retio 
disposition,  and  was  disinclined  to  enter  into  any  conversation.  At  school  he  app 
to  have  a  fund  of  information,  and  was  very  fond  of  descnbiug  the  animals^  impie4&ei 
and  objects  appertaining  to  his  father's  farm  at  Keswick.  This  power  seemed  to

e  and  see  him   and   talk   with    hira,  who  would  have  kept  up  hi.s  information,  i 
being  left  very  much  to  himself  working  round  tlie  place,  it  is  not  to  be  wondeittl^ 
that  his  perceptions  of  right  and  wrong  should  have  hecoiue  dim,  and  his  stren^l 
will  to  act  up  to  the  right  less  potent  as  years  of  this  isolation  passed  by.     The  ( 
eration  of  these  facts  should  have  due  weight  and  careful  consideration  when  luensn 
and  estimating  the  extent  of  bis  reajmnsibility. 

During  the  progress  of  the  trial  the  remark  was  made  to  me  :     *'0oe  of  your  ] 
has  turned  out  badly,'*  and  I  had   to  admit  with  sorrow  the  truth  and  jii&tioe  of  I 
observation.     Another  gentleman,  who  had  attended  the  trial  from  the  commenceiu 
and  watched  its  course  with  considerable  interest,  at  last  make  himself  known  to| 
and  said  :  *^  While  I  regret  to  see  one  of  your  pupils  in  iIki  dock,  I  know  of  a  young  i

makidg  his  way  in  the  world  by  his  induBtry.     His  pleasant,  genial  ways  have  endo.ini 
hira  to  all  who  know  hiiu.     The  eduwiLion  be  received  from  you  has  made  a  man  of  1 
and  I  thank  yuu  sincerely  for  what  you  did  for  him." 

No  teacher  can  guarantee  that  all  hia  pupils  will  turn  out  well     He  can  only] 
form  his  part,  and  endeavor,  to  the  liest  of  his  skill  and  al»ility,  to  instil  into  the  mi^ 
of  his  pupils  those  principles  of  right  which  should  guide  their  actions  in  after  life, 
cannot  be  always  with  them,  and  he  can  only  hope  and  trust  that  when  they  la 
acbool  the  knowledge  they  have  gained  will  lead  them  to  hold  fast  to  that  which  isj 
and  to  eschew  the  evil.

The  Board  of  Managers  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Members  of  the 
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Coqwration  and  to  the  friendB  of  the  Blind  the  Twenty-Third  Annual  Heport  of 
Sckool,  and,  in  doing  &o,  they  desire  to  iickoowleJge  ^'ith  gratitude  their  indebte 
to  a  kind  Providence  for  the  many  blessings  enjoyed  by  the  pupils^  and  for  the  deepi 
growing  interest  that  is  taken  in  the  School  hy  the  many  friends  of  the  blind. 

For  the  past  eleven  years  education  has  l>een  free  to  the  blind  of  Nova  Scotia  1 
legislative  enactment,  and  by  the  laws  of  New  Bnmswick  the  Blind  of  that  ProTin 
are  admitted  to  the  School  upon  an  equally  libeml  and  satisfactory  footing

THB  STUDY  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE  AS  A  MEANS  TO  INTELLECTUAL 

AND  MORAL  CULTURE, 

.  We  must  not  allow  the  busy  air  of  the  school  room,  nor  our  anxiety  to  hear  and 
iDStmct  all  the  classes  of  the  day,  to  cause  us  to  overlook  the  real  character  of  the  work 
W0  are  doing.  We  must  pause  and  take  stock.  Haste  will  sooner  or  later  beget  too 
Bineh  mechanism,  too  much  routine ;  in  trying  to  do  too  much  we  will  do  too  little  ;  for 
ifc  will  not  be  of  a  kind  to  produce  the  best  results.  At  what  result  are  we  aiming  ? 
At  a  three-fold  object :  (a)  to  develop  the  thinking  power  of  our  pupils,  and  train  them 
to  habits  of  correct  reasoning  and  accurate  expression  ;  {h)  to  furnish  facts  and  knowl- 
edge of  direct  or  indirect  practical  use ;  (c)  to  create  in  them  a  love  for  the  pursuit  of 
knowledge.  There  are,  of  course,  other  ends  more  or  less  correlated  to  these,  or 
incladed  in  them,  such  as  the  development  of  the  chikUs  physical,  moral  and  sesthetic 
naiures,  its  social  virtues,  etc.,  all  of  which,  in  any  well  balanced  system  of  public  school 
adncation,  must  not  be  overlooked. 

Having  arrived  at  an  understanding  of  the  nature  and  aim  of  education,  we  should 
next  consider  the  means  best  suited  to  that  end,  as  well  as  the  best  plans  and  methoda 
in  dealing  with  those  means.  We  recognize  that  training  must  be  a  large  element  in 
•dncation.  Training,  however,  to  produce  power  and  accuracy,  is  possible  only  through 
axercise ;  and  not  the  exercise  of  the  teacher,  but  the  pupil.  We  can't  reason  for  a 
papil  any  more  than  we  can  eat  for  him ;  we  cannot  express  his  thoughts  any  more  than 
we#Gan  sleep  for  him  ;  we  cannot  do  his  work  educationally.     We  should  plan  his  work^ 
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and,  when  possible^  direct  his  effoftt* ;  we  flhould  study  his  present  status  of  mind  nm 
habits,  BO  that  we  can  adju8t  the  work  to  his  taste  and  jjowors  of  accomplUhmeitt  — 
thiit  is,  present  him  with  work  suited  in  degree  and  kind  to  his  intellectual  powersL  III 
this  matter  it  is  fatal  to  diift  haphazard,  thoughtlessly  pursuing  a  subject  at  a  aUigi* 
beyond  the  child*s  ability,  and  then  renderin<|  it  congtaut  and  ilKtimed  asaistance. 
Many  tpitchers  feel  themselves  constrained  to  pursue  this  course  in  the  cast*  of  badly 
classified  pupils ;  V^ut  every  efloit  should  be  nuide  to  liave  the  artificial  n)ischief  undone, 
fRther  than  depart  from  sound  principles  and  enter  upon  false  ones.  Wherever  and 
whenever  the  matter  rests  with  ourselv«»s,  we  should  never  hesitate  to  act  as  sound 
professional  knowledge  and  experience  dictate. 

But  to  return.     We  are  to  consider  the  means  best  adapted  to  bring  about  tlie  throt' 
fold  ohject  we  propose  to  attain  in  education.     Here,  however,  the  individual  teacher  b 
not  free  to  choose  :  the  State  has  decided  that,  wisely  or  unwisely  for  hioa,  the  educa- 
tional bill  of  fare  is  placed  in  his  hands  :  the  dishes  are  named  and  numbered :  he  is 
only  free  to  serve    them  up  to  his  guests  after  his  own  manner.     He  nmy  feel  like 
objecting  to  some  of  the  menu  ;   they  may  be  nnwholesonie,  hard  to  masticate  iind 
digest,  affordinif  little  nourishment  and  strength  when  digested  :    the  dishes  may  bo 
musty  with  age,  and  oflensivo  to  modern  palates  ;  it  matters  not,  the  contents  mnst  b* 
served  ;  the  guests  must  eat.     So  respecting  the  class  of  means  on,  and  about,  which  tint 
child  is  to  exercise  its  powers  of  thought,  action  and  expression,  so  that  the  triple  m4 
of  instruction  may  be  best  attained,  the  teacher  has  little  to  say.     He  notes,  however, 
their  parentage  and  age.      When  deductive  philosophy  was  the  basis  of  all  inquiry  aiuf 
knowledge  ;  when  nature  and  human  problems  were  studied  not  in   what  they  are  but 
what,  according  to  certain  deductions  from  supposed  elementary  principles,  they  ought 
to  be ;  and  laws  were  made  for,  instead  of  drawn  from,  nature,  the  educational  systviii 
of  the  day  was  made  to  inflect  that  form  of  thought  and  beljef     We  perceive  thisiu  the 
prominence   given   to  the  study  of  the  abstract  sciences.     Arithmetical  gyuinaslia, 
algebraical  maizes  and  conundrums,  and  geometrical  puzzles  and  problems  taxed  tJw 
wit,  brains  and  strength  of  the  ag»\     They   are  still  the  gourmands  of  our  system, 
receiving  an  undue  emphasis,  not  because  of  their  superiority,  fiuV>jectively  or  practicallj, 
to  other  means,  but  for  our  too  often  blind  revei-ence  of  antiquity.     Why  .07,  an  x«c 
an   < ,  is  regarded  a  more  interesting  and  attractive  thing  for  a  child  to  observe,  reasDi^ 
about  and  draw  conclusions  from,  than  a  plant,  a  flower,  a  bird,  a  <ishj  a  mineral,;^ 
chemical   experiment,  is  hard  for  us  to  understand  :    it  is  a  survival  of  a  philo»opJi3r 
having  little  or  no  place  in  the  learning  and  progrffss  of  the  world  to-day.     We  willno^ 
pretend  to  deny  that  a  study  of  these  subjects  wull  develop  intellectual  power;  but  it  i« 
a  special  power»  a  mental  habit  rather,  which  is  one-sided  and  narrow,  and  of  little  pi-wr* 
tical   value   to  the  masses.     Moreover,  owing  to  the  already  formed  tastes,  aud  tbe 
school-attendance  of  children,  these  studies  will  generally  fail  in  the^  attainment  of  lb»^ 
two  latter  objects  of  eitucation,  namely,  to  furnish  facts  and  knowledge  bearing,  directir 
or  indirectly,  on  the  practical  side  or  life,  and  to  creates  a  love  for  subsequent  study  ami 
investigation. 

Investigation  !  That  is  the  key-note  to  mental  development,  as  it  is  the  foundation 
of  the  system  of  nductive  philoso^jhy    which   is  beai-ing  such   wonderful   fruit  in  Wt 
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ij.  Our  children  mu^stba  led  to  examine  the  facts  and  laws  of  life  and  matter,  and 
ilriiik  Rt  the  reservoir  of  eternal  truth,  wisdouj  and  power,  which,  in  the  abstract,  we 
wil  nature.  Nay.  we  will  not  have  to  *' lead'*  them  to  this  kind  of  atndy  ;  for,  long 
Wore  they  enter  the  school,  their  sympathies  and  activities  are  in  hanuoDy  with  it: 
Ihey  have  been,  since  leaving  the  cradle,  learning  to  know  the  world  as  it  is  around 
;  nnd  what  progress  they  have  made  in  theae  few  short  years  !  1  Let  us  seek  by 
ffwy  tneftns  to  continue  and  strengthen  this  system  of  aelf-edncation  ;  let  ua  not  be  so 
ltlort>«ightecl  as  to  impose  upon  child-life  an  artificial  system  at  war  with  the  very 
principleu  of  its  nature  ;  but  let  us  encourage  it  on  in  the  direction  it  has  been  moving 
in4  help  it  to  see  new  beauties,  profound  wisdom  and  wise  design  in  creation.  Thus 
will  the  study  of  nature  lead  to  a  knowledge  of  God,  and  science  become  the  handmaid 
of  morality  and  religion. 

As  the  subject-matters  of  inatrnction  are  defined  and  incorporated  in  a  **  Com^e  of 
hitruction/'  ai-e  we  at  liberty  to  make  the  study  of  nature  a  prominent  feature  in  our 
ichool  work  ?  Assuredly  we  are  ;  for  our  course  includes  the  study  of  the  animal, 
plant  and  njineral,  elementary  chemistry,  physiology  and  hygiene.  'Tis  true,  these 
nmtters,  as  if  insignificant,  are  placed  last  in  the  list,  but  we  have  a  good  sanction  for 
making  the  last  tirst  But  it  may  be  replied  that  we  don't  know  enough  of  science, 
nor  sufficiently  well  to  teach  it.  Does  not  our  ejt]>erienee  cause  us  to  believe  that 
iliDOSt  every  teacher  can  teach  minething  well  ;  one  excels  in  teaching  writing,  another 
mding,  a  third  arithmetic,  a  fourth  gramiimr*  etc.  Have  we  ever  asked  ourselves 
'feyt  The  reply  must  l>e,  **  We  like  the  subject,  and  take  an  interest  in  it.**  That  is 
jreciBely  the  reason.  Our  interest  excites  the  intenest  of  our  pupils  ;  what  we  like  they 
■WQ  learn  to  love.  It  h*  the  law  of  their  nature — a  wise  provision  for  their  moral  and 
^lellectual  development. 

Now  is  there  anything,  ray  friends,  in  Nature  we  like™ a  plant,  a  bird,  a  fish,  a 
*lQ44ruped,  an  insect,  an  experiment  in  chemistry  or  phyHies'?  If  ko.  we  have  some- 
*iiag  to  begin  with,  something  our  pupils  will  soon  take  an  interest  in,  something  we 

tetch  well.  Ani  we  doubtful  alK>ut  knowing  this  well  enough,  and  are  fearful  to 
'egjnt  X<et  us  find  courage,  then,  in  the  well-established  truth  that  we  csm  teach  best 
*ltat  we  don't  know  well,  if  we  have  some  koowledge  of  method,  and  go  about  it  in  the 
right  way.  And  what  is  the  nght  way]  To  have  our  pupils  feel  we  are,  like  them- 
•tlvea,  trying  to  lind  out  all  we  can  of  the  subject,  they  will  take  far  more  interest  in 
•Peking  to  observe  facts  in  this  way  than  if  they  knew  we  were  full  of  tht*m  ;  moreover^ 
^^)  will  delight  in  telling  us  something  they  imagined  we  didn't  know.  In  tire  midst 
'«alltliis  interest  and  enthusiasm,  we  will  have  little  of  the  necessary  sympathy  with 
ehild-aiiture,  if  we  don't  feel  oin-selves  seized  with  a  desire  to  learn  more  about  these 
winga,  to  extend  our  knowledge  of  other  matters,  and  undertake  to  teach  more  natural 
scieaca 

^ow  what  is  the  right  way  referred  to  1  Evidently  the  one  which  will  make  the 
fPSwi  most  beneficial  from  an  educational  standpoint.  In  the  first  place  the  pupils 
^*tt  be  encouraged  to  observe   all  the   facts   possible;  secondly,  to  reason  concerning 
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their  desij^n  and  uses  ;  thirdly,  to  tell  rU  they  see  mid  think  ;  fourthly,  to  make  a  dtn^ 
ing  of  the  subject  of  the  lesson  ;  and  lastly,  to  write,  at  some  suhseiiuent  timcv 
description  of  the  lesson. 

Let  us  review  these  steps  and  see  wliat  they  involve.  The  pupils  tire  learning  i 
observe  accurately,  to  overlook  nothing,  to  Wj  careful  and  tliorongh.  The  cultivatje 
of  the  powers  of  observation  is  one  of  the  be^t  fentures  of  an  education:  it  is  the  powi 
which  links  man  in  ititelligent  connection  with  the  world  around  him.  Then  again  tbi 
pupils  have  brought  their  experience  and  knowledge  to  In^ar  upon  the  facts  and  phi 
noniena  oljservt*d,  have  rensoned  and  drawn  inferences  ;  and  so  the  logical  faculty  Hki 
been  exercised  and  strengthened.  Moreover,  they  are  acquiring  the  habit  —  should  ws 
not  rather  say  power — of  using  their  knowledge  and  experience  for  thi>  solution  (if 
fresh  difficulties  and  ]>roblem.s  the  tirst  stejj  towaicl  Rf*lf-help  and  independent  inveatig*' 
tion*  We  all  know  what  an  immense  stride  a  [mpil  has  taken  on  tlie  ixrnd  to  scholni^ 
ship  when  he  has  learned  io  apply  thus  what  he  already  knows.  In  describing  what  they 
■aw,  and  felt,  and  thonjEjht,  they  will  be  cultivating  a  power  of  easy,  natural  and  comd 
expression,  getting  a  command  of  Ltnguage  in  its  most  accurate  and  pointed  use  ;  foTui 
the  facta  are  clear  and  inferences  their  own,  plain  and  vigorous  language  mikj  bi 
expected.  In  the  drawing  exercise  we  accustom  the  hand  to  delicacy  and  accuracy  cil 
touch  and  mov«'inent,  and  the  eye  to  judge  correctly  of  form,  color,  etc. ;  besides,** 
have  done  sometJting  towards  forming  a  taste  for  the  natural  and  beautiful,  which 
fajts  to  react  on  their  work  in  general.  lastly,  the  Htimming  up,  in  written  form, 
the  facts  and  inferences  in  proper  sequence  and  relation,  will,  in  time,  beget  a 
and  terse  composition. 

We  may  think  such  a  lesson  as  this  will  require  more  time  and  attention  than 
can  give,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  fShort  lessons  are  the  Wst,  so  long  as  each  is  cofc^ 
plete  and  thoroughly  assinulated  ;  for  a  strong,  healthy  whole  can  be  bnitt  np  of  smiU 
aocretions  when  linki*d  naturally  and  logically.  Twenty  minuter  or  half  an  hoarcl 
the  teaeher^s  lime  would  suthee  lor  the  lesson  considered  al»ove,  except,  of  course,  the 
written  exercise,  which  should  come  later. 

Let  us  not  commit  the  folly  of  placing  a  text-book  b€*tween  the  child  and  the  subject 
matter  of  investigation  :  Min<l  and  matter  must,  througii  the  senses,  be  brought  iiiU> 
-contact,  else  there  can  lie  no  clear  recognition  by  the  mind  of  the  natur**  and  qualities c'' 
the  object.  When  possible,  as  in  studying  plants,  mineralsj  etc.,  place  a  specimen  i* 
the  hand  of  each  pupil 

If  we  pursue  some  definite  plan  of  stndy  in  natural  history,  seeking  ever  to  briiat 
our  pupils  into  sympathetic   t'ontact  with   the  %vonders  and   beauties  of  ci^eation;    "i 
we  can  make  the  sunny  hillsides,  the  verdant  fields^  the  shady  gixives,  the  sparklii^ 
atreamlets,  sp?ak  to  their  sonls  in  sweet  and  attractive  words  of  the  infinite  and  perf< 
in  Nature's  Architect ;  if  we  can  win  them  from  future  haunts  of  idleness,  vice  and  aa 
by  firing  their  young  hearts  with  a  love  of  Nature,  her  charrns,  and  the  satisfyiiB 
character  of  her  blessed  companionship,  then  may  we  not  justly  feel  that   we  ha^ 
achieved  a  great  victory  and  conferred  a  lasting  blessing  on  the  little  ones  commiti 
our  care? 
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SCHOOL  PHYSICS, 

Tlje  sutject  which  the  Exectitive  Conmiittee  has  nsked  me  to  present  to  the  Institute 
I  for  its  considerution,  is  oiio  which  I  never  hef^rd  treated  of  before  any  assembly  of 
tekcbera.  I  consented  to  the  committee's  request,  not  because  I  have  anything  original 
to  offer  you,  nor  any  hobby  to  ride,  but  simply  to  endeavor  to  arouse  an  iJiterest  in, 
wd  evoke  fliscussion  upon,  what  seems  to  me  a  most  imijoi  tant  tho^gla  sadly  neglected 
portion  of  the  school  curricuhim,  PhysicSj  I  fejir,  is  the  one  study  which  the  overtaxed 
tetdaer  wishes  were  out  of  the  course,  or  at  least  could  be  put  ofl'  to  some  more  con- 
Tement  season. 

IMPORTANCE. 

The  importance  of  this  study  is  becoming  more  impressed  upon  educationists  as  its 
prosecution  shows  its  value  as  a  mental  discipline  in  awakening  and  bolding  the  atten- 
tioD^  exercising  and  training  the  ohf»erving  ajid  reasoning  faculties  and  arousing  a 
'  deeper  interest  in  the  forces  and  laws  of  nature. 

It  is  the  one  science  study  that  w^ill  do  more  than  any  other  to  meet  the  demands  of 
Aeindustriiil  interests  of  our  country,  aud  at  the  same  time  furnisli  the  mental  training 
tnd  culture  which  conscientious  teachers  must  hold  as  the  highest  ideal  of  their  vociition. 
All  dong  the  lines  of  physical  teaching,  there  is  evident  ^  deeper  and  more  vigorou» 

v&i  than  in  any  other  department  of  study.  The  colleges  liave  become  the  leaders 
iihe  movement,  and  from  them  the  study  is  working  down  and  permeating  the 
"Pcondary  schools.  Teachers  must  awaken  to  the  fact  that  hundreds  of  the  boys  of  our 
Province  are  looking  forward  to  careers  as  electrical,  mechanical  and  sanitary  engineers, 
4iwl  to  industrial  |>ositions,  in  all  of  which  a  greater  or  less  knowled^^e  of  physics  is 
^iidispenBable.  For  the  higher  training,  McGill  University  has  just  completed  a  most 
^itensive  and  welbei:} nipped  laboratory  ;  our  Provincial  University  has  moved  partly, 
tljoiigh  to  a  much  less  extent.  These  institutions  now  look  to  our  schools  to  furnish 
ui'*  preliminary  steps  and  to  give  our  jtupils  a  slight  knowledge  of  the  methods  of 
pnyHical  study.  The  idea  that  a  college  education  should  embrtice  only  the  humanities, 
iwithematics,  philosophy  and  a  smattering  of  science  is  now  happily  antiquated*  Unfor- 
iHMtfily  we  still  retain,  to  a  very  large  degree,  this  obsolete  notion  in  our  Provincial 

'uversity,  where  a  knowledge  of  Greek  is  a  condition  imposed  ujion  holders  of  County 
^^MoUrships,  and  in  our  Oram  mar  Schools  where  the  study  of  Latin  is  obligatory  on  all 
pupils.  The  devotion  of  three  or  four  hours  per  week  to  Latin  and  one  hour,  or  none 
**  all  to  physics  is  a  i^elic  of  the  past. 


*  It  is  tbe  duty  of  our  eJocatiouiata  who  have,  in  their  hands,  the  framing  of  our 
coursa  of  instruction  to  have  it  soumeuded»  in  the  advanced  grades,  at  least,  as  to  bring 
it  into  harmony  with   the  needs  of  onr  people.     A  curriculum  of  study  must  not  be 
permanent  or  indexible,  for  the  constantly  varying  demands  of  otir  age  require  a  corre^ 
ponding  change  in  our  curnculuuKs.     The  question,  *^  What  shall  we  teach  1 "  or,  "  Hov 
much  shall  we  teueh  1 "  nnist  again  and  again  be  asked,  and   in   seeking   a  solution    the- 
wishes  of  the  majority  of  the  people  should  be  hrst  regarded.     It  would  seem,  however, 
that  the  claim  that  our  school  System  is  one  of  the  best  in  tbe  world  and  ranks  amongsti 
the  most   progressive,    is  not   tenable  if  we  view  it  in  the  Heht  of  modern  methods  of 
science  teaching.     In  what   High  School  of  our  Province  is  the  8ul*ject  of  phyaic& 
taught  1     Not  one,  that  I  am  aware  of,  for  the  course  of  instruction  which  I  believe  it 
followed  in  our  High  Schools  lias  no  mention  of  experimental  physics.     The  effect  of 
this  neglect  is  to  pi xn'ent  teachers  from  giving  att<nition  to  the  subject,  and  to  graduate 
from  our  schools  pupils  who  can  tell  you  the  constituents  of  the  atmosphere  with  tiid 
properties  of  each  (for  they  have  had  such  exercises  repeated  year  after  year  for  them), 
but    who  could  not  tell  you  how  dew  is  forojed,  or  have  to  determine  whether  or  not  a 
current  of  electricity  is  passing  through  a  wii*e. 

Science  subjects  claim  a  prominent  place  in  our  curriculum  tonlay,  because  we  Ijvn 
in  what  may  be  termed  the  age  of  science.      But  another  potent  I'eason  in  their  favor  ii 
the  peculiar  edncational  value  of  the  methods  of  science.     We  make   use    of  these 
methods,  in  part,  in  our  lower  grades,  but  as  we  advance  into  the  higher  we  seem  to 
discard  them  and  proceed  more  upon  the  lines  of  deductive  reasoning.     The  methods  of 
chemistry,  botany   and   physics  are  essentially  the   metheds  of  investigation*    Thejr 
involve  three  steps,  (!)  observation   and  experiment,  (2)  inferences  from  these  obM^ 
vations  and  experiments  or  geiteraltzatiojit  and  (3)  deductions  from  these  generalizatiotti 
tested  by   further   experiments  or   verification.     The  pecnliar  value  of  these  methods 
lies  in  their  naturalness,  in  tlieir  capacity  for  extension,  and   in  their  results.     In  our 
schools  much  cannot  be  don^;  beyond  the  tirst  and  second  steps,  but  any  pupil  trained  to 
close  and   accurate   observation,  and  to  form   correct  generalizations  from    what  he 
observes  has  attained  a  power  which  by  some  is  never  gained  throughout  life. 

But  it  may  be  asked^  **  How  will  the  study  of  physics  in  school  secure  this  traLxm- 
ing?'^  I  answer  **Not  by  observing  the  teacher  perform  a  few  experiments  and  tl 
copying  into  a  note-book  such  sentences  as  may  be  dictated  by  him,  liut  by  the  appli( 
tion  of  the  sound  educational  maxim  '  we  learn  to  do  by  doing/"  Fot  by  the 
method  no  efiort  is  made  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  no  deep  intei'est  is  aroused^  ir"»o' 
enthusiasm  is  evoked,  no  power  is  gained.  Care  should  be  taken  to  discriminate  iB-^e 
curiosity  first  evinced  by  pupils  from  that  curiosity  which  is  the  result  of  thought  or  M 
desire  for  knowledge.  One  vanishes  with  the  perfoi-mance  of  an  exjjeriment,  the  otL  <*=?*' 
is  quickened  into  a  new  life ;  one  is  pleased  with  the  noise  of  an  explosion,  the  excitiac^g 
of  pieces  of  paper  or  drops  of  oil  by  electric  attraction,  the  other  seeks  for  sint^^* 
lar  phenomena,  the  conditions  common  and  necessary  to  all,  and  from  thence  t-1 
cause.  Much  of  our  physics  teaching  ap|>eals  entirely  to  the  memory,  some 
memor}*  and  observation,  very  little,  if  any,  to  observation  and  reflection.     Perh^j'S' 


Umitations  of  our  courae  and  the  prescribed  text-book,  the  want  of  time  and  appar- 
the  mdifiereDce  or  inaV)Uity  of  the  teacJiers,  are  the  causes  of  this  vicious  method 
90  prevalent.     If  teachers  would  consider  the  reason  for  the  teaching  of  physics, 
Uiea  reflect  upon  the  results  of  tl^ir  work,  they  would  soon  understand  how  they 
*  lo  do  juBtice  to  the  study  or  credit  to  themselves. 

KATURE    OF    STUDY. 

All  physical  laws  are  deduced  from  accurate  and  oft-repeated  measurements.  In  all 
bnches  of  the  science  we  oiust  constantly  measure  lengths,  areas,  volumes,  masses, 

atities  of  electricity,  heat,  etc. ;  hence  care  must  be  taken  first  of  all  that  the  pupil 
accurately  measure  such  quantities  as  he  may  have  to  deal  with. 

Beeognizing  this  fact,  and  being  desirous  of  giving  pupils  something  that  they  can 

a  gteat  change  has  come  over  the  methods  of  teaching  physics  in  English  and 

ttsricftii  achools.     It  is  now  becoming  very  common  to  pravide  High  Schools  with 

bysical  laboratories,  where  clasess  vaiying  from  twelve  to  twenty  pupils  may  perform 

beir  own  experiments  under  the  supervision  of  an  instructor.     These  experiments  cover 

tedderable  ground,  bat  are  not  very  numerous.     They  are  selected  to  illustrate  some 

i/sical   law  or  principle.     The  pupil  is  told   belbrehand  'what  is  the  object  of  tiie 

cperiment,  and  what  he  ia  to  observe ;  then  he  is  expected  to  record  tlie  results  of  iiis 

t|ieriinents,  and  from  these  records  or  data,  to  deduce  some  law  or  to  verify  some  law 

has  been  previously  stated.     In  some  English  schools  this  course  is  outlined  for 

s  from  fourteen  to  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  embraces  more  physical  laws  than 

Average  teacher  is  acquainted  with.     The  work  is  almost  entirely  experimental,  and 

I  boy  performs  all  the  experiments.

I  This  course  extends  over  seven  (7)  terniSj  requinng  about  112  hours  laboratory  work^ 
bas  been  found  to  be  extremely  popular  with  the  boys. 

HARVARD. 

1886  Harvard  TJniveiiaity  made  a  very  important  change  touching  the  physics 
ired  for  admission.     Previous  to  that  year  candidates  for  enttunce  were  examined 


in  text-book  ph^^sics  only.  It  was  then  decided  to  exact  a  certain  amount  of  experi- 
mental work,  wliich  would  take  the  place  of  text-book  phjsics,  although  the  latter  oould 
lie  offered  as  an  alternative  by  those  who  had  no  laboratory  facilities.  After  the  first 
yearns  trial,  which  exhibited  a  remarkable  variety  of  results,  the  Ck>ll<^e  faculty  com- 
piled a  number  of  experiments,  which  still  constitutes  the  entrance  requirements.  Thii 
course  is  now  followeil  by  hundreds  of  pupils  in  New  England  and  in  prominent  schools 
elsewhere.  The  work  is  supposed  to  exact  five  hours  per  week  for  the  last  school  year, 
but  some  schoolfi  take  two  years  to  this  course  and  devote  less  time  per  week  to  the  work* 

CAMBRIDGE. 

Following  the  same  line,  we  find  the  Cambridge  Grammar  Schools  introducing  i 
eoui'se  of  experimental  physics.  This  course^  I  believe,  was  prepared  by  Pr.  E.  H. 
Hall,  Assistant  Pi-ofessor  ot  PJiysics  in  Harvard  University,  and  as  it  shows  very  well 
the  class  of  work  that  might  be  done  in  our  High  Schools,  I  will  state  it  in  ftdl ; 

1 .  Finding  the  volume  of  a  solid  by  the  overflow  of  water. 

2.  Finding  the  weight  of  a  c.  c  m.  of  wood  by  measurement  and  the  weight  of  a  block 

of  any  convenient  size, 

3. '  Finding  the  specific  gravity  of  wood  (a  pencil)  by  flotation, 

4.  Finding  the  specific  gravity  of  a  solid  that  sinks. 

5.  Finding  the  specific  gravity  of  a  block  of  wood  by  immersion. 

6.  Finding  the  specific  gravity  of  a  liquid  by  a  sp.  gr.  bottle. 

7.  Finding  the  specific  gravity  of  a  liquid  by  loss  of  weight

From  the  three  foregoing  instances  you  may  learn  what  is  being  don©  elsewht 
wnth  this  subject,  and  the  importance  attached  to  it 

If,  in  New  Brunswick,  we  wish   to   keep  abreast  of  educational  movements,  theriij 
must  be  several  modifications  of  our  course.     Although  it  may  be  said  there  are  alread] 
too  many  subjects  in  our  curriculum,  I  hold  that  some  provision  should  be  made  in  oi3 
High  Schools,  at  least,  where  certain  i^elated  science  subjects  may  be  better  and  mc 
fully  taught  than  at   present.     The   laboratory  method   furnishes  the  true  solution  of 
how  to  t€'.ach  such  subjects,  and  it  is  only  by  making  our  methods  approach  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  it,  that  we  may  hope  for  good  results. 
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PRESENT   COURSE. 

Referring  more  particularly  to  our  present  course,  which  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
important  to  you,  the  active  teacher,  by  means  of  a  few  articles  and  some  preliminary 
practice,  can  readily  exhibit  magnetic  and  electric  attraction,  so  as  to  deeply  interest 
the  pupils,  and  by  a  little  extension  of  the  work  can  show  what  is  meant  by  conductora 
and  non-conductors.  Experiment  with  a  glass  tulie  stopped  by  a  cork,  into  which  a 
stick  about  four  inches  long  is  stuck.  You  will  find  the  power  of  attraction  first 
exhibited  by  the  glass  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  stick.  Twist  pack  (linen)  thread 
•or  wire  around  the  end  of  your  glass  i-od,  and  you  will  find,  after  brisk  rubbing,  that 
light  bodies  will  be  attracted  by  the  lower  end  of  the  thread.  Now  try  the  same 
-experiment  with  silk  thread  and  notice  the  result.'  Go  h  step  further  and  wet  your  silk 
thread,  but  be  careful  that  your  glass  does  not  get  moist.  Now  try  the  same  experi- 
ment again.  This  subject  is  so  fruitful  of  results  that  it  is  a  great  pity  to  have  it 
merely  noticed  in  grade  six  alone.  Procure  Tyndal's  Lessons  in  Electricity,  study  it, 
carry  its  contents  into  your  school  work,  and  you  will  say  physics  is  the  most  interest- 
ing study  in  Grade  Six. 

In  Standard  VII.  the  most  important  work  is  the  lever  and  the  pendulum.  Both 
topics  admit  of  much  more  extended  work  than  is  outlined  in  the  text-book.  You  will 
pardon  me  if  I  suggest  what  may  be  done. 

Procure  a  sti£f  ruler  of  uniform  width  and  thickness,  and  having  the  distances  care- 
fully marked  upon  it,  and  have  it  balanced  over  a  screw  which  runs  through  the  centre 
-of  gravity  into  a  block  of  wood  on  which  a  heavy  weight  may  rest.  Attach  different 
known  weights  at  such  distances  right  and  left  of  the  centre  of  gravity,  that  they  will 
-exactly  balance.  Record  these  distances  and  multiply  each  distance  by  the  weight  sus- 
pended at  that  point,  you  will  be  able  to  show  that  the  product  on  the  right  side  is 
equal  to  the  product  on  the  left.  After  this  give  the  different  weights,  right  and  left, 
.«nd  one  distance  and  require  the  pupils  to  calculate  the  other  distance.  Prove  this 
•distance  by  means  of  your  balance.  Extend  this  experiment  by  placing  two  weights  at 
different  distances  on  one  side,  and  one  weight  on  the  other  side  and  proceed  as  before. 
For  weights,  if  nothing  better  is  available,  procure  some  pill  boxes  and  have  them  filled 
with  shot,  sand  or  some  similar  substance,  and  have  the  weight  marked  on  each  box. 

For  the  teaching  of  the  laws  of  the  simple  pendulum,  a  few  bullets  of  different  sizes 
and  weights,  attached  to  strings  or  wire  by  means  of  tacks,  and  the  teacher's  watch  or 
the  school  clock,  if  there  is  one,  are  all  that  is  necessary.  Suspend  the  bullets  from 
the  ceiling  if  the  wires  are  long,  or  from  some  elevated  points  clear  of  the  wall,  being 
-careful  to  have  the  point  of  suspension  always  the  same,  so  that  the  length  of  the  pendu- 
lum may  not  vary  with  the  oscillation.  Measure  the  length  from  the  point  of  suspen- 
sion to  the  centre  of  the  bullet  or  bob  and  record  it ;  then  observe  the  time  of  say  60  or 
100  oscillations.  Now,  do  the  same  with  a  much  heavier  bullet  suspended  at  the  same 
distance  as  before,  and  again  observe  the  duration  of  the  same  number  of  oscillations. 
'Thus  you  can  easily  demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  time  of  oscillation  is  independent  of 
:ihe  weight  of  the  pendulum. 
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Kext  to  find  the  connection  between  the  length  of  a  pendnhmi  and  its  time  of  oscif 
latiou  (A  pendulum  9,76  inches  long  makeg  an  oscilbition  in  half  a  set'ond*  A  pendtt4 
Imn  1,5G  inches  long  makes  an  oscilhition  in  two  seconds).  Observe  and  record  th 
time  of  a  large  ntimher,  say  ,100,  of  oticillations  :  (1)  with  the  pendulum  25  inche 
long,  then  with  it  36  inches  long,  49  inehes  long,  64  inches  long.  Place  the  record  on 
the  hlackboard  ami  study  it/  It  will  be  at  once  apparent  that  the  time  of  swing  does 
not  alter  as  rapidly  as  the  length.  For  instance,  when  the  length  was  49  inches^  the 
time  of  swing  was  not  nearly  twice  as  great  as  what  it  was  when  the  length  was  2l 
inches.  But  if  you  take  the  square  roots  of  the  several  lengths  you  will  find  them  pr 
portional,  or  nearly  so,  to  the  time  of  oscillation.  Instead  of  the  lengths  T  hav 
named,  you  nmy  sometimes  find  it  more  convenient  to  take  lengths  of  4  fetit  and  9  fo 
but  th©  former  lengths  are  preferable  since  they  furnish  more  examjtles.

If  we  omit  the  lessons  on  evaporation,  condensation,  expansion  by  heat  and 
refraction  of  water,  there  is  but  little  experimental  work  left  in  standard  VI 11.     Thi 
is  unfortunate  for,  in  this  standard,  better  work  could  he  done  than  in  two  precetiitij 
grades.     Let  me  suggest  brieily  what  may  be  easily  done  by  any  teacher.     Show  th 
efil^t  of  heat  and  wind  to  increase  evaporation  by  means  of  water  on  a  slate  in  din 
sunlight  ami  out  of  it,  on  a  wet  cloth  in  the  wind  and  out  of  it.     Place  some  ice  in  •" 
tumbler,  or    better,  in   a  nickel -plated  cup  if  possible,  and   allow  it  to  stand  a  few 
minutes.     Observe  the  moisture  form iBg  on  the  outside.     Whence  comes  iti     Apply 
this  to  the  moisture  or  frost  on  the  window  pane,  the  dew  or  frost  on  grass.     Perliapi 
you  may  be  able  to  go  farther  and  lind  the  conditions  favorable  to  the  formation  of  dew 
and  frost.     Show  the  expansion  of  water  when  freezing.     Take  a  pickle  bottle,  fill  itj 
full  of  water,  cork  it  tightly  and  then  place  it  in  a  mixture  of  salt  and  ice:  the  botth  I 
breaks.     Why  ?     Show  how  very  important  this  curious  action  of  water  is  in  its  rffeet  \ 
on  rocks  and  the  soil,  as  well  as  in  rivers,  lakes  and  water-pipes. 

Contract  this  expansion  due  to  freezing  with  the  more  common  expansion  duv  to 
heat.     (State  experiment  to  show  expansion  of  iron  or  brass  rod  by  application  of  heat)» , 

Ijet  me  conclude  this  paper  which  has  grown  to  an  immoderate  length  by  a  quotatioa  j 
from  that  great  master  of  the  subject  who  has  just  recently  died  under  extremely  uii 
circumstances:   "  Moreover,  in  word  sof  friendly  WHining,  I  would  say,  make  room  for  I 
science  l>y  your  own  healthy  and  spontaneous  action,  and  do  not  wait  until  it  is  forced 
upon  you  by  revolutionary  pressure  from  without.     The  condition  of  things  now  exist- 
ing cannot  continue.     Its  simple  statement  suffices  to  call  down  upon  it  the  condem- 
nation of  every  thoughtful  man.     If  persist'ed  in,  it  will  assuredly  be  followed  by  t

I  have  the  honor  to  so  bra  it,  as  required  by  law,  my  Report  on  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  Province  for  the  year  ISO 4-. 

Though  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  October  31st,  instead  of  December  31st 
in  recent  years,  the  Statistical  Tables  of  this  Report  cover,  ag  in  former 
'ireports*  a  period  of  two  full  terms,  with  the  exception  of  Tablea  XIV.,  XVL 
aJld  XrX,,  parts  of  which  indicate  the  expenditure  for  ten  months  only. 

From  a  careful  examination  of  the  statistics,  a  summary  of  which  I  here- 
-with  present,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  progressive  tendencies,  to  which  I  had 
%he  pleasure  of  directing  your  attention  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  continue  to 
aiford  grounds  of  encouragement,  and  a  stimulus  to  increased  effort.  These 
progressive  tendencies  are  shown  in  the  following  directions: 

1-  An  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  in  the  number  of  teachers 
rand  pupils  in  attendance.  Increase  since  1890:  Schoolis,  136;  teachers,  132; 
pypils,  1,125. 

2.  An  increase  in  the  average  number  of  days  during  which  the  schools 
are  in  operation,  compared  with  the  number  of  teaching  days  in  the  )'ear,  and 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  in  operation  during  the  whole  year. 

3.  Improved  regularity  of  attendance.  Percentage  of  attendance  for  full 
term  ending  June,  1890,  50.9C;  for  full  term  ending  June.  1894,  50.04 

4.  An  increase  in  the  relative  number  of  First-Class  teachers  and  in  the 
length  of  the  period  erf  service  of  teachers  of  the  higher  classes, 
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5.  A  largely  increased  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  There  has  been 
an  increase  since  1890  of  over  38  per  cent, 

Ck  Increased  intellectual  activity  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils^ 
as  indicated  by  the  large  numbers  who  voluntarily  presented  themselves 
for  the  Departmental  Examinations  in  July. 

7,  Increased  interest  and  liberality  on  the  part  of  trustees  and  ratepayers 
of  many  districts,  as  manifested  by  the  number  of  school  buildings  erected  or 
enlarged »  and  the  marked  improvement  in  their  quality  and  equipment  during 
recent  years.  ^ 

8.  An  annual  increase  in  the  number  and  extent  of  school  libraries.  f 

Other  evidences  of  progress  will  be  noticed  as  the  several  Statistical  Tables 
come  under  review.  Improvements  in  methods  of  teaching,  in  the  scholarship 
and  ability  of  the  teachers,  in  the  character  and  prof^ress  of  the  pupils  who 
receive  instruction,  cannot  be  tabulated  ;  but  from  the  reports  of  the  Inspectors, 
from  my  own  observation,  and  from  such  other  data  as  I  have  been  able  to  ■ 
obtain,  I  am  glad  to  believe  that  in  all  these  respects  a  higher  average  has  been 
reached  than  obtained  at  any  former  period  in  the  history  of  the  Province. 

That  there  are  no  discouraging  aspects  of  the  educational  outlook  it-  ■ 
would  be  incorrect  to  affirm.  There  are  still,  and  will  continue  to  be,  obstruc- 
tions in  the  path  of  progress.  For  the  removal  of  many  of  these  we  must 
await  the  slow  process  of  general  enlightenment  A  public  school  system,.! 
having  its  ultimate  sanction  in  the  will  of  the  people,  and  drawing  from  the 
people  its  sole  means  of  support,  can  only  employ  measures  which  public 
opinion  and  sympathy  sustain.  Every  .school  district  in  the  Province  is  in 
itself  a  corporation  invested  with  the  power  of  determining  just  how  much  or 
how  little  shall  be  appropriated  in  the  district  for  educational  purposes.  In 
many  cases  ignorance,  selfishness,  prejudices,  personal  animosities,  block  the 
efforts  of  the  more  enlightened  and  public  spirited.  In  many  cases  Trustees 
are  elected  who  have  no  intelligent  interest  in  maintaining  an  efficient  school, 
and  whose  greatest  merit  in  the  opinion  of  some  of  their  constituents  consists 
in  saving  expense.  In  other  cases  there  is  not  sufficient  interest  manifested  by 
ratepayei's  to  induce  them  even  to  attend  the  school  meeting.  In  not  a  few 
cases  it  is  impossible  for  Trustees,  however  earnest  and  intelligent,  to  maintain 
a  good  school  even  for  one  terra  in  the  year  on  the  small  pittance  voted  by  the 
ratepayers. 

The  number  of  districts  requiring  special  assistance  from  the  Provincial 
revenues,  as  provided  for  by  Section  40  of  the  Act,  shows  no  tendency  to- 
diminish.

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It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  .flight  decrease  in  the  attendance  for  the 
Term  ending  December,  ISiVS,  as  compared  with  the  coiTesponding  Term  of 
1802 ;  but  the  f<act  that  the  average  for  the  year  exceeds  that  of  any  previous 
year  shows  that  the  decrease  for  the  Term  referred  to  was  due  to  purely 
temporary  eause8. 

The  percentage  of  attendance,  as  exhibited  in  Table  II.,  shows  that  over 
59  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Public  Schools  are  in  attendance  for 
the  whole  3^ear.     St.  John  County  continues  to  show  the  highest  percentage  of 
attendance  —70,99  per  cent  for  Term  ending  December,  1893]  73.78  per  cent.  _ 
for  Term  ending  June,  18tJ4 ;  or  75.39  per  cent  for  the  whole  year.  f

The  following  Table  shows  the  percentage  of  enrolled  pupils  daily  present 
an  average  in  cities  and  incorporated  towns  from  1.S85  to  1894  inclusive: 
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The  percentage  of  tlie  population  of  tlie  Province  enrolletl  in  the  public 
schools  is  21.69;  and  the  average  atumdance  for  full  year  of  popils  enrolled 
is  59.27.  These  figures  compare  favorably  with  the  statistics  ol  the  other 
Provinces  of  the  Pominion,  as  well  as  with  those  of  the  United  States. 

Of  the  cities  and  incorpoTate<l  towns  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of 
attendance  is,  with  only  one  exception,  considerably  higher  than  in  former 
years.  Milltown  heads  the  list  with  an  average  attendance  of  82,66  per  cent, 
of  the  enrohnent  for  the  iirst  Term,  and  of  00.61  per  cent  for  the  second  Term 
of  1894.

A  point  of  special  interest  in  the  above  exhibit  in  the  increavse  in  the 
number  of  trained  teachers  eiiiploycd»  and  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
teachers  employed  iinder  local  licenses.  It  was  expected  that  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  teachers  of  the  Third  Class  resulting  from  the  shortening  of  the 
period  of  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  for  teachers  of  that  Class,  would 
tend  to  diminish  the  nimiber  of  untrained  teachers  employed.  This  expectation 
has  been  more  than  met  by  the  figures  of  the  Fii-st  Term  of  1594.  While  the 
number  of  Third  Class  Teachers  employed  increased  by  35,  the  number  of 
totally  untrained  teachers  employed  decreased  by  44 ;  while  15  more  First 
Class  Teachers  were  employed  than  in  the  corresponding  Term  of  1893. 

Table  Y.  — Period  of  Service  of  Teachers. 

A  comparison  of  this  table  with  the  corresponding  table  for  several  years 
'  past  indicates  a  slight  tendency  to  longer  periods  of  service,  especially  aa 
regards  teachei-s  of  the  higher  classes. 

For  the  Term  ended  in  June,  l^i04,  there  were  1,704  teachers  employed. 
Of  these  (>!S4,  or  about  40  per  cent,,  had  not  been  more  than  three  years  in  the 
service.  Of  the  127  First  Class  Male  Teachers  employed,  110,  or  over  01  per 
cent.,  had  been  more  than  three  years  in  the  service,  and  more  than  60  per 
cent  had  been  more  than  seven  years  in  the  service.  Of  the  233  female 
teacher-s  of  the  First  Class  employed,  158,  or  about  68  per  cent,,  had  been  more 
than  three  yeai"s  in  the  service.  During  the  same  Term  79  Second  Class  Male 
Teachers  and  400  Second  Class  Female  Teachers  were  employed,  of  whom  G4t 
per  cent,  of  the  former  and  (\l  per  cent,  of  the  latter  had  been  over  three  years 
in  the  service.

It  will  probably  serve  no  good  purpose  to  deplore  the  fact  that  there 
*^ttis  to  be  no  tendency  in  the  direction  of  increased  remuneration  fur  our 


teachers,  but  rather  the  reverse.     The  slight  decrease  fihown  in  the  returns  is 
probably   due   to   temporary   causes,  among   which    may    be  mentioned    the 
increasing  number  seeking  admittance  to  the  teaching  profession.     In  so  far  aa 
the  latter  cause  is  a  factor  in  the  result,  it  can  be  easily  counteracted  by  a 
judiciouH  narrowing,  as  circumstances  may  w^arrant,  of  the  entrance  door  to 
the  profession.     A  sufficient  supply  of  trained  teachers  must  be  provided; 
when  it  becomes  apparent  that  more  are  licensed  than  the  demand  calls  forj 
it  will  be  expedient  to  sift  even   more  rigidly  than  heretofore  the  candidates  J 
who  apply.     For  any  considerable  and  permanent  increase  in  the  salaries  w§' 
must,  however,  look  to  the  dissemination  of  enlightened  and  liberal  views 
among  the  ratepayers  of  the  wealthier  districts,  to  the  increased  elficiency  of 
the  teachers,  and  to  a  general  increase  of  prosperity  throughout  the  Province.

"  The  Trustees  or  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution  in  Fred* 
ericton  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  County  School  Fund  of  the  County  to  which 
any  deaf  or  deaf  nmt^  person  received  into  the  said  Institution,  and  educated  asd 
hoarded  therein,  belongs,  at  the  rate  $60  per  year,  payable  half-yearly,  This  S**clion  to 
be  applicable  to  children  at  the  Institution  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,**

The  total  amount  disbursed  during  the  year  for  Superior  School  service 
Was  ?1 2,03487.  During  the  Term  ended  December,  1893,  there  were  40  schools 
in  operation,  and  48  the  following  Term.  According  to  the  census  of  1891,  the 
number  of  Superior  Schools  allowed  by  law  for  the  several  Counties  on  the 
basis  of  population  are  as  follows:  Albert,  1;  Carleton,  3;  Charlotte,  4; 
Glonce^ter.  4;  Kent,  4;  Kings,  4;  Madawaska»  1  ;  Northumberland,  4;  Queens^ 
2 ;  Restigouche,  1;  St.  John,  8;  Sunbury,  1;  Victoria,  1;  Westmorland,  7; 
York.  5.     Total  for  Province,  50. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  00  (2)  of  the  School  Act  the  Counties  of 
Albert,  Carleton,  Charlotte,  Kings,  Restigouche  and  Sunbury  have  established 
Superior  Schools  in  addition  to  the  number  allowed  on  the  basis  of  population. 
It  is  a  matter  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  whether  the 
limitation  which  permits  only  one  Superior  School  in  each  Parish  might  not  be 
modified  or  removed  so  as  to  give  to  such  excellent  schools  as  those  of  Mill- 
towD,  Douglastown,  and  .several  others  the  legal  status  and  advantages  of 
Superior  Schools. 

I  recommended  last  year  that  all  Superior  Schools  should  be  refjuired  to 
H  suitably  furnished  rooms  for  at  least  two  Graded  Departments,  and  that, 
a  reasonable  notice  to  Trustees  and  Teachers  interested,  no  ungraded 
ol  should  be  recognized  as  a  Superior  School  Since  my  last  report  two 
)ls  have  ceased  to  be  ranked  a.s  Superior  Schools,  with  the  concurrence  of 
tbe  Trustees  and  Ratepayers.  There  are  still  seven  ungraded  schools  holding 
the  rank  of  Superior  Schools.  Of  these  three  have  class  room  assistants.  Four 
li&ve  an  enrolment  of  leas  than  40,  and  during  the  Term  just  closed  Gaspereaux 
District,  No.  5,  Chipman,  (Queens  County,  had  an  enrolment  of  only  21.  The 
Superior  School  of  Chipman  Parish  should  be  transfeiTed  to  District  No.  11, 


where  there  h  at  present  a  Graded  School  of  two  departments,  and  an  enrol- 
ment of  00.     All  Superior  Schools  should  be  located  at  or  near  the  most  thickljr 
populated  centre  of  the  Parish,  so  that  the  largest  possible  number  of  ptipiJj 
may  be  drawn  to  the  most  advanced  grades  of  the  school,  not  only  from  the 
District,  hut  from  all  parts  of  the  Parish. 

The  school  accoruniodation,  appliances  and  premises  in  all  Superior  Schools 
must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Chief 
Superintendent. 

At  the  closing  Examinations  in  1895  and  thereafter,  Candidates  who  tniy 
wish  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  Principabhip  of  Superior  Schools  will  be 
required  to  pass  an  examination  in  Elementary  Latin  Grammar,  and  One  Book 
of  Ciesar,  or  its  equivalent.  A  special  Superior  School  License  will  be  Issued 
to  successful  candidates  ;  but  teachers  who  now  hold  the  position  of  Principali 
of  Superior  Schools  on  a  First  Class  License  will  be  allowed  to  retain  the 
positions  they  now  hold  until  after  the  closing  Examinations  in  1896. 

The  number  of  pupils  receiving  instruction  in  the  Superior  Schools  in 
advance  of  Standard  VJII  was  228  for  the  second  Term  of  1893,  and  299  for 
the  first  Term  of  1894^^an  increase  of  51  on  the  corresponding  Term  of 
the  previous  yean    .

In  the  interest?)  of  secondary,  as  well  as  University  edocattOD,  it  is  vc 
desirable  that  tliere  should  be  special  encouragement  given  to  the  eatablUi-l 
nient  and  efficient  maintenance  of  the  Grammar  and  other  High  Sdioolai 
the  principal   town^.     With   this  object  in  view  I  beg  to  repeat  some  of  tlie 
•mgffestions  mafle  in  my  Ia>^t  report^  viz. : 

L  That  it  shall  be  the  recognized  policy  of  the  Board  of  Education  lo 
have  the  Grammar  School  located  at  the  most  populous  centre  within  the 
County,  or  at  ?iuch  place  as  will  be  most  likely  to  ensure  to  the  school  the 
largest  posHible  attendance  of  advanced  pupils. 

2.  That»  in  order  to  encourage  local  effort  to  provide  suitable  buildings 
and  erjuipmentSj  and  to  engage  a  strong  staff  of  teachers,  the  Gi^ramar  School 
grant  Hhall  be  paid,  not  only  to  the  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School,  but  to 
every  iidditioiml  teacher  holding  a  (irammar  School  license  whom  the  Trustees 
may  employ  to  do  Grammar  School  work,  at  a  salary  from  the  district  of  not 
leas  than  that  received  from  the  Provincial  revenues.

ThiH  table  gives  details  as  to  the  attendance  of  student-teachers,  and 
salariea  of  tlie  instructors.     The  number  admitted  was  310,  an  increase  of 
on  tlie  nuiiiber  admitted  the  previous  year.     The  number  presented  for  exami- 
nation for  license  during  the  year  was  314,  of  whom  ±7  were  enrolled  in  thefl 
FVeneb   Department,  increase  for  the  year  GO.     Other  details  will  be  fonnd  in 
tho  Principars  Report  in  Appendix  B,  to  which  I  beg  to  dii'ect  attention. 

The  larfjely  increased  attendance  and  the  desirability  of  relieving  the 
Principal  from  duties  which  pi-evented  him  from  givinsj  his  full  time  and 
energ^^  to  the  purely  professional  work,  rendered  necessaiy  the  appointment  of 
an  additional  instructor.  It  is  now  expected  that  with  the  classification  and 
division  of  labor  which  the  enlarged  staff  makes  possible^  better  results 
will  be  reached  than  in  the  past.  While  the  academic  work  of  the  Normal 
School  is  very  important,  its  essential  work  is  the  practical  training  in  those 
pedagogical  principles  and  methods  which  are  to  find  their  application  in  every 
achoolraom  throughout  the  Province,

Local  Entrance  Examinations. 

These  examinations,  which  are  intended  not  only  for  candidates  for 
admission  to  the  Normal  School,  but  also  for  the  preliminary  examination  of 
teachers  seeking  a  higher  class  of  license,  were  held  in  July  last  at  Fredericton, 
St.  John,  Moncton,  St.  Stephen,  Chatham,  Bathurst,  Campbellton,  Woodstock, 
Andover,  Sussex  and  Hillsboro.  University  Matriculation  and  High  School 
leaving  examinations  were  held  at  the  same  time  and  places. 

An  examination  of  the  following  table  will  show  that  577  candidates 
presented  themselves  at  the  several  stations,  either  for  entrance  to  the  Normal 
School  or  for  advance  of  class.  Of  these  179  applied  for  First  Class,  340  for 
Second  Class  and  58  for  Third  Class.  The  results  of  the  examinations  assigned 
78  to  Class  I.,  188  to  Class  II.,  167  to  Class  IIL,  and  144  failed  to  obtain  any 
idaas. 

The  following  table  gives  the  details  in  regard  to  each  examining  station. 
About  200  schools  were  represented  by  the  candidates  who  presented  them- 
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Of  those  who  passed  the  Eatrance  Examinations  in  July  last,  226  enrolled 
in  the  Normal  School  at  its  opening  io  September.  In  addition  to  these  17 
entered  on  Matriculation  Examination  Certificates,  and  IG  entered  the  French 
department,  makin^j  a  total  enrolment  for  the  Term  ended  December,  1894, 

Table  XV,  —  Closing  ExAmNATioNS, 

At  the  examinations  for  License  held  for  Third  Class  and  Acadian  candi- 
dates in  December,  1893,  and  May,  1894  ;  and  at  the  examinations  held  at 
rredericton,  St.  John  and  Chatham  in  June  for  candidates  seeking  the  higher 
classes,  414  candidates  in  the  aggregate  were  admitted  in  accordance  with  the 
hrabllsbed  regulations  of  the  Board.     Of  these,  S19  were  admitted  as  classified 
I  student  teachers  of  the  Normal  School,  14  were  graduates  in  Arts,  78  licensed 
[teachers  seeking  advance  of  Clasa,  and  3  as  eligible  on  other  grounds.     The 
suits  of  the  examinations  showed   that  8  completed  the  examinations  for 
[Grammar  School  Class,  and  8  others  passed  a  partial  examination  for  that 
Class  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Reg,  32;  78  obtained  Class  I;  178 
|Clas%  II, J  127  Class  III* ;  and  23  failed  to  obtain  any  class.     The  total  number 
(  who  passed  was  391,  an  increase  of  72  on  the  total  number  for  the  previous 
I  year.

The  French  Department, 

The  diflScuIty  of  supplying  the  French  speaking  localities  with  trained 
tewhers  still  continues,  and  will  continue  until  a  larger  number  of  Acadian 
tandidates  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  provided  for  them  at  the  Jfl'ormal 
ScbooL  The  attendance  at  this  department  has  not  increased.  It  is  a 
hopeful  sign  that  several  French  speaking  candidates  have,  during  the  past 
Jear,  been  enrolled  in  the  general  classes  of  the  Normal  School » and  most  of 
^i^  have  been  successful  in  gaining  the  licenses  for  which  they  entereit. 

Normal  School  Apparatus  and  Librart* 

During  the  year  considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  equipmeikt 
of  the  Normal  School  in  the  purchase  of  Philosophical  apparatus,  and  bo©ks 
rf  reference.  The  courtesy  of  several  of  the  leading  publishing  houses  in  Great 
Britain,  the  United  States  and  Canada  has  supplied  the  school  with  a  consid- 
erable number  of  the  best  books  for  general  school  libraries.  The  candidates 
*t  the  Normal  School  will  thus  have  the  advantage,  not  only  of  the  use  of 
tkese  books  while  they  are  attending  the  Normal  School »  but  also  of  becominp^ 
icquainted  with  the  books  most  suitable  to  order  for  the  libraries  of  their  own 
schools  wherever  they  may  be  employed  as  teachers  in  the  future.

3.  Junior  Matricxdation  Examination, — This  examination  will  he  based 
on  the  requirements  for  xnatriculation  in  the  University  of  New  Brunswick, 
u  laid  down  in  the  University  calendar,  (candidates  will  receive  a  calendar 
upon  application  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  or  to  the  Education 
Office),  Any  high  or  grammar  school  pupil  who  has  completed  Grade  XI  of 
the  high  school  course  should  be  prepared  for  matriculation. 

In  cases  in  which  the  language  studies  of  the  high  school  course  are  different 
from  the  language  studies  as  indicated  in  the  University  calendar,  candidates 
may  take  either  course  by  giving  notice  at  the  time  of  making  application  for 
examination.     (See  Manual,  Reg.  45,  14). 

The  English  literature  for  the  closing  examinations  for  license  in  June, 
1895,  and  for  the  Junior  leaving  examination,  will  be  Shakespeare's  Merchant 
of  Vtii'ke,  and  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Waj^-en  HcLsiings,

Regulation  34—  School  Librariea.—l^fo  hook  hoRtile  to  the  Clinstian  reHgioa  or 
fto  immoral  or  sectarian  character  shall  be  permitted  in  the  School  Library.  The 
TniBtees  shall  hold  School  Libraries  in  trast  as  a  part  of  the  school  property  of  the 
Strict,  and  shall  make  such  regulations  for  the  preaervation  and  circulation  of  the 
^ks  as  they  shall  deem  neccessary.  A  catalogue  of  the  books  to  be  purchased  for  the 
*^ct  shall  be  subraitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Superintendent.  The  grant

Aid  to   Poor  Diatricts- 


The  following  provision  is  made  in  aid  of  Poor  Districts  : 

Het^tion  46.  Each  Inspector  shall,  as  dinxjteil  l>y  the  Board  of  EducatioQ,  dete^ 
mine  and  report  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  what  school  districts  under  hia  aupervisioQ 
luay  be  entitled  during  the  ensuing  year  to  Bpecial  aid  as  poor  districts,  and  the  Chief 
Superintendent  may  allow  to  the  schools  in  such  districts  such  ainoun  t,  not  exceedii^ 
one-third  more  on  the  classification  of  the  teachers  of  schools,  from  the  Provincwi 
Treasury,  and  one- third  more  per  pupil  from  the  County  School  Fund,  than  the  allow- 
ance  to  other  school  districts  sharing  such  funds,  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem  proper, 
taking  into  consideration  the  position  and  circumstances  of  such  district.  The  fix«  : 
sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Counly  Si^hool  Fund  in  respect  of  each  teacher,  to  schoak 
returned  as  poor  schools,  shall  he  forty  dollara. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provision  there  was  distributed  during 
the  year  ended  June.  1894,  to  629  districts  from  the  Provincial  Treasui*y  the 
sum  of  $7,843.87,  and  from  the  County  Funds  $5,378.65  —  a  total  of  813,222.52 
in  addition  to  the  grants  which  are  paid  to  these  districts  from  the  two  sources, 
under  the  general  provisions  of  the  School  Act, 

It  is  intended  to  exclude  from  the  list  of  Poor  Districts  all  districts, 
the  taxable  valuation  of  which  exceed.**  $12,000.

Revised  Course  of  Study. 

The  following  Revised  Course  of  Study,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, was  ordered  to  come  into  effect  in  August,  1894.  The  course  for  the 
Primary  and  Advanced  Grades  does  not  differ  materially  from  the  former 
course.  There  was  no  authorized  course  for  High  Schools  up  to  that  date» 
Experience  will  probably  show  the  desirability  of  some  modifications  in  this 
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course  ;  but  it  is  believed  to  be  substantially  in  harmony  with  the  views  of  the 
most  experitioced  educationists,  who  have  given  special  attention  to  the 
subject*  and  to  be  fairly  well  adapted  to  the  conditions  and  needs  of  our 

acbools. 

Course  of  Instruction. 

GENERAL   DIRECTIONS. 

1.  General  Exercises,  —  With  a  view  of  awakeiaing  and  cultivating  a  taste  for 
wholesome  reading,  and  of  promoting  general  culture  among  the  pupils,  it  is  recom- 
meoded  that  every  Friday  afternoon  be  devoted  to  exercises  fitted  to  secure  this  end, 
such  as  readings,  recitations,  dialogues,  songs,  reading  of  original  essays,  examination 
and  description  of  suitable  pictures,  etc. 

2.  Physical  Exercises,  —  Physical  Exercises  sliall  be  given  at  least  mice  during 
each  session.  Where  it  may  be  found  practicable,  a  more  extended  course  of  Calis- 
thenics and  Military  Drill  may  be  organized.  Correct  position*  etc.,  in  sittiog,  walking 
and  standing  should  be  insisted  on. 

3.  Hygiene  and  Temperance.  —  Under  each  of  the  Standards  I.  to  IV,,  familiar 
lessons  based  on  the  prescribed  texts,  and  adapted  to  each  grade,  shall  be  given  orally 
on  Temperance,  and  the  general  conditions  of  health,  including  the  necessity  of  pure 
air,  sunlight,  pure  water,  wholespme  food,  cleanliness,  i-egular  habits,  exeixiise,  avoid- 
ance of  what  is  hurtful  in  food,  clothing  or  conduct,  the  effects  of  narcotics  and 
intoxicants,  etc. 

4.  Morals  mvi  Mannera,  —  Instruction  is  to  be  given  to  the  school,  as  occasion 
may  require,  concermng  moral  actions  atid  habits.     See  Heg.  23. 

5.  Vocal  Music.  —  Binging  (in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Reg.  17  {5)» 
should  be  practiced  at  the  opening  of  the  school  session,  and  at  occasional  intervals 
through  the  day,  as  may  be  found  expedient.  Teachers  mnsicaily  defective  may 
authorize  the  singing  to  be  conducted  by  any  capable  assistant  or  pupil  whose  services 
may  be  available, 

6.  Spelling  and  Dictatimi,  —  The  pupil  should  be  required  to  spell  every  w*ord 
in  his  reading  lessons,  and  common  words  of  similar  difficulty  used  in  his  conversation. 
Printing  or  writing  words  should  herequiied  of  the  lower  Grades,  and  transcription 
and  dictation  in  the  higher  Grades. 

T.  Beading  and  Elocution.  —  Pupils  must  be  enabled  to  clearly  understand  the- 
meaning  of  the  passage  to  be  read,  in  order  that  they  may  read  it  with  proper  tone 
and  ejcpreasion.  Faults  of  posture,  manner,  tone,  enunciation,  etc.,  must  be  constantly 
noted  and  corrected.  Choice  passages,  suited  to  the  Grade,  should  he  memorized 
occasionally  for  recitation.  In  order  to  ohtam  clear  enunciation,  word-building,  from 
Ihe  phonic  elements  should  be  practised  occassionally  in  all  the  Grades.

Especial  attention  should  he  jtjiven  to  cjorrectness  it 
form  and  ex]n'ession  of  social  and  business  correspondence.  The  elementary  pnnctpJa 
of  Grammar  should  be  taught  orally  in  connection  with  reading  lessons, 

9.  Lessons  on  Nature, — Mere  memory  work  in  connection  with  the  study  af 
Nature  is  wor-se  than  useless.  The  pupils  should  be  encoumgetl  to  observe,  exarabe 
and  classify  for  thenisclvea  the  more  important  natural  objects  to  be  found  in  tJw 
vicinity  of  the  school  ;  to  make  collections  of  plants,  minerals,  ete,  ;  and  to  note  and 
describe  in  their  own  language  natural  phenomena  which  may  come  under  their 
observation.

It  will  be  noticed  that  several  subjects  of  the  courae  are  intended  to  be 
taught  orally  without  a  text-book  in  the  hands  of  the  children.  This  is  notably 
the  case  in  recrard  to  the  Lessons  on  Nature.  At  my  request,  Mr.  John  Brittain 
of  the  Normal  School  is  preparing  a  little  Manual  for  teachers,  indicating  the 
scope  and  character  of  the  lessons  to  be  given  in  each  (^rade,  and  the  best 
methods  of  instruction.  It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Brittaio's  Manual  will  be 
ready  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term  in  Aogost,  and  will  be  supplied  to 
teachers  at  a  low  price. 

In  the  teaching  (orally)  of  Canadian  History  in  Grades  V,  and  V^L  it  wiii 
be  the  duty  of  teachers  to  make  preparation  for  their  work  by  having  I'ecouree, 
not  only  to  the  prescribed  text- book,  but  to  auch  other  sources  of  reliable 
information  as  may  be  within  their  I'each.  A  new  Canadian  History  for  the 
Dominion  will  probably  be  published  within  a  year.  In  the  meantime  teachers 
will  find  in  the  new  edition  of  the  History  of  Canada  by  J.  Frith  Jeffers,  M.  A. 
(Canada  Publishing  Company)  a  concise  and  trustworthy  presentation  of  tlie 
leading  events  of  the  history  of  our  Dominion  down  to  the  year  ISDi,

Two  hours  were  then  spent  very  pleasantly  in  examining  the  various  collection 
of  birds,  mammals,  insects,  minerals,  plants,  arehseological  and  other  remains.  In  the 
upper  rooms  an  eager  throng  was  bending  over  the  microscopes.  In  another  room  the 
Philharmonic  orchestra,  with  Mrs.  Gilchrist  and  Rev.  A.  G.  H.  Dicker  as  soloists, 
gave  a  rich  musical  treat.  Efficient  committees  of  ladies  dispensed  refreshments,  and 
everywhere  were  animated  groups  of  talkers,  who  thought  that  a  museum  was  not  a 
very  dull  place  after  alL 

Friday  forenoon,  —  The  advisability  of  making  a  change  in  the  School  Terms  was 
discussed.     The  discussion  was  concluded  by  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  in  tKe  opinion  of  the  Educational  Institute  here  assembled,  it  is  not  advisable 
to  make  any  change  in  the  School  Terms.

Mr.  Myles,  of  St.  John,  addressed  the  Institute  on  the  teaching  of  Physics  in 
Grades  6  to  8,  illustrating  his  subject  by  experiments. 

Friday  afternoon.  —  H.  C.  Henderson,  A.  B.,  of  Andover  Grammar  School,  spoke 
on  the  teaching  of  Botany  in  the  Public  Schools.  He  illustrated  his  subject  by  black- 
board drawings. 

Inspector  Bridges  was  elected  to  represent  the  Institute  on  the  Senate  of  the 
University. 

Rev.  Mr.  Macrae  delivered  a  short  address.  Votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the 
Natural  History  Society,  to  the  Press,  to  the  Teachers  of  the  Centennial  School,  and 
to  the  Chief  Superintendent.

the  Dominion,  and  to  promote,  as  far  as  possible^  a  national  spirit  in  all  our 
educational  movements.

The  Summer  School  of  Science  is  a  voluntary  organizatioD,  inter-provincial 
in  its  character,  holding  its  annual  sessions  at  various  centres  in  the  three 
Maritiuie  Provinces.  Each  t>f  the  Provinces  interested  contributes  a  small  sum 
annually  to  its  maintenance.     The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Secretary :

Slit:  1  l»eg  leave  to  subiiiit  the  following  report  of  the  eighth  annual  session  ol 
tL«  Sutniner  School  of  Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of  Canada,  held  at  Charlotte- 
town.  R  R  I.,  July  4-19,  1894. 

Tlieie  wpre  93  students  enrolled,  the  greater  number  of  whom  were  teachers — 49 
from  Prince  Edward  Island,  25  from  New  Brnnswick,  18  from  Nova  Scotia,  and  1 
from  thtj  rniteU  Stuies*

Eight  hours  each  day  werf  devoted  to  Ipctures  and  labomtory  work  conducted  hy 
specialists  in  the  subjects  untiertaken  by  thf^ni^  and  by  the  acknowledged  leading  educa- 
tionists of  the  1^1  ari time  Provinces  in  their  several  depart m en ts. 

Opportunities  for  excursions  to  i>laces  of  scientific  interest  are  fewer  in  Prince 
Edward  Island  than  in  tlie  neighboring  Provinces.  The  excursions  undertaken  by  the 
school  wen?  consequenlly  not  so  sni^cessful  as  in  former  years. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  school  was  the  large  attendnnce  of  stndenta  at  all  the 
lectures* 

The  following  were  the  subjects  taught :  Astronomy,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Civics, 
Elocution,  English  Literature,  Geology,  Kindergarten^  Music,  Mineralogy,  Pedagogics, 
Physics,  Physiology^  Psychology  and  Zoology, 

**  Round  Table  Talks  "  were  conducted  by  the  school,  and  were  partaken  in  hy  the 
citizens  of  Charlottetown,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  school.. 

At  the  close  of  the  school,  certificates  were  awarded  to  those  who  passed  examina- 
tions in  the  courses  followed. 

For  the  first  time  patrons  of  the  schools  were  appointed  as  follows  :  From  New 
Brunswick,  Sir  S.  L*  Tilley ;  from  Nova  Scotia,  Genei^l  Montgomery  Moore ;  from 
Pruice  Edward  Island,  Hon.  T.  Heath  Haviknd. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science  is  now  an  established  educational  agency^  and  is 
yearly  increiising  in  usefulness.  The  management  is  gradually  enlarging  the  scope  of 
the  work  undertaken  and  modifying  it  to  suit  the  changing  educational  conditions  of 
the  time. 

The  next  session  of  the  school  will  lie  held  in  Amherst,  N.  S.,  from  the  3rd  to  the 
18th  of  July,  1895.

In  regard  to  the  observance  of  Arbor  day,  Inspector  Mersereau  says ; 

As  a  rale^  tenchers  attf^inpt  to  plant  too  many  trees,  and  so  fail  to  get  many  to 
J'^w,  If  they  confined  thinr  efiorta  to  planting  not  moi-i?  than  three  or  four  trees  in 
^*<^K  District,  and  would  take  proper  care  of  these  during  the  suninien  much  l>etter 
''^^ults  would  be  obtaineri  In  Districts  where  this  policy  has  been  steadily  pursued 
^tticf-  the  firat  Arbor  Day,  the  trees  have  grown  so  as  to  form  a  grateful  «hade  in  aum- 
^^«"  and  to  add  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  snrroundings. 

Inspector  Sraith  says  : 

Arbor  Dft7  was  quite  generally  observed  throughout  this  Inspectorate.  So  many 
^>*^*iiidH  are  un fenced  that  very  much  less  is  done  than  would  be  if  the  grounds^  weie 
«^*^Josed. 

Inspector  Steeves  says : 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  121  schools  and  depart inents.     Fully  550  trees  were 

Piatitej^   176  shnibs  were  set  out,  and  165  flower  beds  wei*e  made.     Other  general 

^I*iX>vement«  were  made  in  23  districts.     Several  schools  made  window  gardening  a 


special  feature.  Tn  some  cases  the  window  pl^itTts  have  Ijeen  well  cared  for  during  the 
summer,  and  are  now  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  the  school,  Tn  several  diBtricts 
Ti^iistees  and  parents  joined  teacher  and  pujiitn,  and  contributed  to  make  the  day  oua 
of  much  enjoyment.  lam  reminded  that  wliile  the  work  of  Arhor  Day  in  many  dis- 
tricts is  entered  into  with  considerable  animation,  and  much  good  work  is  begun^  the 
interest  in  the  results  gradually  dies  oot,  and  before  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term 
almost  every  trace  of  Arbor  Day  work  has  disappeared.  Districts  that  have  reported  j 
the  day  as  observed  each  year  since  its  inception,  have  frequently  little  or  nothing  to' 
show  for  the  time  spent.  Before  much  tbat  is  satisfactory  can  be  done,  the  school 
grounds  must  be  inclosed.  A  portion  of  time  should  l>e  spent  each  year  succeeding 
the  first  Arbor  Day  in  caring  for  the  trees  already  planted,  and  in  digging  up  the  eai-th 
near  tbem  and  enriching  it  Lessons,  conibining  theory  and  practice,  on  the  care  of 
trees  and  plants,  especially  such  as  are  planted  in  the  school  grounds,  should  he  giYeit 
from  time  to  time  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  I  trust  all  concerned  will 
11  se  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  more  beneficial  results  from  the  observance  of  Arbor 
Day  in  the  future. 

Inspector  Carter  says : 

In  districts  where  the  soil  is  favorable^  and  the  grounds  fenced,  good  results  are 
obtained.  In  other  districts,  under  conditions  less  favorable,  in  as  far  as  sncceaflfnl 
tree  planting  is  concerned,  there  are  no  results  at  all.  This  is  what  is  seeru  It  is 
hard  to  estimate  what  is  not  seen^  but  I  have  no  doubt  that,  from  an  educative  sente, 
the  observance  of  the  day  is  most  profitable.  I  think  the  date  of  the  observance  of  the 
day  is  usually  too  late. 

From  these  statements  of  the  Inspectors  it  may  l>e  inferred  that  much 
more  might  be  accomplished  by  tlie  proper  observance  of  Arbor  Day,  both 
from  an  educational  and  a  utilitarian  point  of  view,  than  has  been  accom- 
plished. To  make  the  most  of  the  day  there  should  be  co-operation  on 
part  of  Trustees,  parents,  teachers  and  pupils.  Special  preparation  should 
be  made  by  the  teacher  for  the  observance  of  the  day,  by  arranging  a  careful 
programme  of  exercises,  in  which  instruction,  recreation  and  the  adornment  of 
school  grounds  and  buildings  should  be  happily  combined.  The  occasion 
should  be  taken  advantage  of  to  impart  to  the  childten  as  much  information  as 
possible  about  the  native  trees  of  New  Brunswick. 


School  Flaffs. 


The  movement  to  provide  flags  for  the  school  buildings  is  gradually 
extending.  It  is  a  movement  which  deserves  encouragement  for  its  influence 
both  on  parents  and  pupils.     The  flying  of  the  flag  from  the  school  house  on 


appropriate  occasions  avvakenn  general  interest,  and  must  ten  J  to  centre 
around  the  work  of  the  school  a  tieeper  sympathy  on  the  part  of  the  people. 
But  its  greatest  value  con^sist^»  in  attachinf^  more  closely  the  children  to  their 
school,  in  inculcating  lessons  of  community  of  interest,  as  well  as  of  patriotism 
and  loyalty,  and  in  kindlin*,^  tinthusiasm  liy  calling  to  their  recollection  the 
stirring  events  of  British  and  Canadian  history, 

Iq  LM)2  James  Viooiu,  Esq.,  of  St  Stephen,  submitted  suggestions  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  School  Flag  to  tlie  Charlotte  County  Institute 
These  suggestions,  slightly  njodified,  were  approved  by  the  Institute  and 
recora mended  as  a  guide  to  the  teachers  of  that  County.  With  some  omissions 
and  slight  changes,  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  Mr,  Vroom'a  plan  to  Provincial 
,4se,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

SUGGESTIONS    FOR  THE  USE  OF  SCHOOL   FLAGS. 

h  Flag  to  be  raised  over  the  school  building  throughout  the  day  (except 
ID  case  of  a  storm  of  unusual  violence) : 

On  the  Queen  s  Bii  thday. 

On  Dominion  Day* 

On  Labor  Day, 

On  any  day  specially  proclaimed  by  authority  as  a  day  of  national 
rejoicing. 

On  the  anniversary  of  the  Landing  of  the  Loyalists  in  St  John,  or  in 
Any  town,  parish,  or  district  where  that  event  is  celebrated. 

2,  To  be  raised  during  school  hours,  or  displayed  in  the  school*room ; 
On  the  first  day  of  each  school  term. 

On  public  examination  day. 

On  arbor  day,  and  other  school  festivals, 

3.  To  be  raised  at  play  hour,  hy  the  pupils,  and  remain  flying  until  close 
of  session : 

On  any  day  after  the  tirst  day  of  the  term  when  every  pupil  enrolled  is 
present. 

On  the  occasion  of  an  official  visit  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  or  other 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  the  Inspector. 

1  To  fly  duiing  school  hours  in  fair  weather  on  the  anniversary  of  battlan 
in  \)i'bich  British  or  Canadian  forces  were  victorious  in  the  defence  of  Canadian 
^ffitory^ — such  as  the  repulse  of  Arnold  at  Quebec,  the  battles  of  Queens  ton 
Hei^rhts,  Stony  Creek*  Chrysler's  Farm,  Chateauguay,  Lundy's  Lane,  and 
Kdgeway. 


.5.  To  fly  at  half-mast : 

On  receipt  of  news  of  the  death  of  the  Sovereign  or  an  Heir  to  the  Throne. 

On  the  death  or  burial  of  a  Governor  General  of  Canada,  Lieutenant 
Oovernor  of  the  Province,  or  Premier  of  the  Dominion  Government. 

Durinfi^  the  funeral  of  the  Warden  of  the  County,  the  Mayor  of  the  Town^ 
a  mem  her  of  the  Board  of  Scliool  Trustees,  or  any  member  of  the  school. 

(J.  With  the  approval  of  the  School  Trustees,  to  be  placed  at  half-mast  u 
a  token  of  sympathy  : 

Upon  the  death  of  the  sovereign  or  chief  magistrate  of  any  people  with 
whom  our  country  is  at  peace. 


Appendices. 

I  beg  to  direct  special  attention  to  the  Appendices,  in  wliicli  will  be  found 
interesting  and  instructive  reports  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
New  Brunswick,  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  the  Inspectors,  the  Boards 
of  Trustees  of  cities  and  incorporated  towns,  the  Principal  of  the  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Principal  of  the  Hali^ 
School  for  the  Blind. 

These  reports  give  details  in  regard  to  the  several  Institutionj*  at»d  depar 
ment%  from  which  they  emanate. 

The  increased  enrolment  in  St  John,  Fredericton,  Moncton,  St  Stephe 
Woodstock  and,  indeed,  in  all  of  the  incorporated  towns,  has  created  i 
embarrassment  for  the  Trustees  in  the  over-crowding  of  many  of  the  rooms. 
The  erection,  or  providing  in  some  other  wa}',  of  additional  school  rooms  in 
most  of  the  towns  is  a  necessity,  both  from  sanitary  and  educational  considera- 
tions. The  Saint  John  Board  of  Trustees  propose  to  erect  in  tl»e  spring  a  new 
building  on  Erin  Street;  but  it  is  admitted  that  this  will  only  partially  relieve 
the  congestion.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  unfortunate  dirterences  of  opinion 
between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  City  Council  will  not  be  allowed  to 
check  the  progress  of  the  schools,  or  to  place  the  children  of  the  city  at  a  dis- 
advantage as  compared  with  those  of  smaller  cities  and  towns*  The  favorable 
report  of  the  Inspector  in  regard  to  the  Grammar  School  and  Victoria  High 
School,  as  well  as  to  most  of  the  city  schools,  is  very  gratifying. 

Fi'om  the  reports  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  other  cities  and  towns  I 
quote,  with  pleasure,  the  following  brief  extracts: 

Fredericton,  —  Secretary  Sanipson  says  :     ''Of  the  third  year  class,  1894  (Grammir 
School),  there  were  gratluated  nineteen.     Of  these  eight  are  attending  the  University 
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of  New  Brunswick :  one,  McM aster  University  ;  one  Acadia  College.  He%ani  are 
attending  Normal  School,  four  of  whom  have  been  ckssified  as  First  Class.  Of  the 
other  classes  a  large  number  have  entered  at  Normal  School." 

Moncton  —  '*Two  hundred  and  ninety-five  permits  for  entranoe  to  the  schools 
<luriug  the  last  teini  were  issued,  of  whom  250  were  beginners."  The  total  number 
nrolled  was  1,641*  an  iocreas©  of  *29  per  e^nt.  in  five  y*^ars-  Secretary  Palmer  says: 
"In  order  to  place  our  High  School  in  a  position  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  city, 
another  male  teacher  of  high  attainments  —  a  college  ^adu ate  — should  be  added  to 
the  staff." 

SL  Si^phen.  —  Secretary  Mills  says :  '*  Our  teach e is  recognize  the  fact  that 
■effective  teaching  can  be  done  only  in  a  well  discijdined  school,  iind  it  is  doubtful  if 
better  disciplined  schools  are  to  be  found  anywhere  than  in  St.  Stephen, 

"  Our  teachers  are  industrious  and  faithful  workers,  and  have  the  interests  of  their 
I'espective  schools  at  heart. 

*'  More  accommodatioii  for  increased  attendance  is  a  question  which  ia  receiving 
^he  attention  of  the  Board,  and  they  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  attendance  at  the 
High  School  and  higher  grades  is  increasing  from  year  to  year,'* 

Mill  (own, — ^  Secretary  Bit  Ik  am  says:  *' The  schools  have  aU  been  well  tilled,  the 
High  School  unusueliy  so.  Judging  from  the  good  attendance  by  the  children^  and 
the  presence  ot  parents  and  others  at  the  examinations*  a  larger  interest  has  grown  in 
the  comnuinity.     The  buildings  are  in  good  repair  and  condition." 

Woodstock. — Seci-etary  Conn  ell  says:  *^The  schools  have  be^^n  in  a  very  satis- 
•factory  condition  iluring  the  past  year." 

CampbeiltoH. — ^  Secretary  Andrew,  after  referring  to  increased  school  accomrao- 
dation,  repairing  and  re-furniahing,  and  the  purchase  of  a  libi-ary  of  nearly  250  volumes, 
says:  *^  Notwithstanding  the  repairs,  im])rovenients  and  increased  accommodation 
made  within  the  last  two  years,  the  Board  can  now  boast  of  being  entirely  free  from 
debt,  the  last  note  having  been  paid  during  the  past  summer.  Besides  the  unusually 
large  number  of  our  pupils  wdio  have  passed  the  Normal  School  entrance  exandnations 
in  July  last,  two  have  passed  the  University  matriculation  examinations.  These  were  ; 
l>onald  McLean,  who  matriculated  in  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  carrying  ofi 
the  "  Restigouche  County  Scholarship^"  and  John  McKenzie,  who  passed  the  matricu- 
lation examination  of  Dalhousie  ITniversity,  Halifax.  Both  these  young  men  are  now 
jpursuing  the  regular  arts  course  in  their  respective  colleges."

A  perusal  of  the  Inspectors'  Reports  reveals  many  of  the  ditticulties  vvbick 
have  yet  to  be  removed  or  overcome  before  the  ideal  condition  can  be  reached 
when  every  child  in  the  Province  shall  have  the  advanta^jea  of  a  good  comnioD 
school  education.  Some  of  the  hindrances  arise  from  causes  whicli  yield  very 
slowdy  to  ameliorating  influences ;  others  are  local  and  temporary,  and  these 
are  gradually  disappearing.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  the  hopeful  tone  which 
pervades  most  of  the  reports. 

Inspector  Mersereau  says : 

In  many  reepecta,  the  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  one  of  ©y 
official  life.     None  other  thftii  trained  te4icheva  have  been  eni|iloyed.     Ratepayers  hav« 
been  more  generous  in  voting  supplies,     Traafceea  have  exercised  greater  discriminatioa 
in  employing  the  best  talent  available  for  the  money  at  their  commiuitl     Parents  have- 
shown  an   increased  interest   in  their   children's  progress.     District  difficulties  haver 
yielded    more  readily  to  reason   and  conmion  sense,     Teachei-s  have  exceeded  their 
fanner  efforts  to  **  magnify  their  office.** 

Inspector  Smith  says: 

On  looking  over  my  district  as  a  whole,  I  can  point  to  many  evidences 
improvement  and  advancement  in  educational  work. 

Inspector  Steeves  says : 

In  many  schools  thti  qaahty  of  iustruction  imparted  is,  in  most  subjeGts,  excellenl 
The  work  exhibited  shows  that  the  pupils  have  arrived  at  stated  conclusions  h 
intelligent  processes,  thtit  they  have  been  trained  to  use  their  powers  of  ob&ervatiol 
and  to  reason  from  the  knowledge  thtis  obtained. 
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Inspector  Carter  says : 

I  have  to  ref>ort  many  irn  pro  vera  ents  generally  during  the  year.  The  school 
bouses  m  my  district  are  almost  invariably  t-omfortable,  well  furiiibhad  and  fairly  well 
wpplied  with  apparatus.  Trustees  are  generally  very  careless  about  their  outbuildings. 
There  is,  of  course,  constant  wear  and  tear  in  buildings  and  appliances.  This,  I  tliink, 
is  more  than  made  good  each  year.  I  have  taken  occasion  in  forrnei-  reports  to 
QWDtion  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  school  houses  are  painted,  uot  only  externally,  but 
ktenially,  and  many  houses  are  very  attractive  in  appriaranee.  There  has  been  no 
Ming  off  in  the  work  in  this  direction.  In  addition  to  this,  many  school  flags  have 
been  procured  during  the  year.  Sonie  new  school  librariea  have  been  provided,  and 
many  additions  to  existing  ones  have  been  made. 

In  no  year  since  I  have  held  office  hiis  there  Wen  a  better  opportunity  for  childreu 
to  attend  school  than  during  the  past.  I  do  not  recall  any  organized  district  in  my 
territory  but  what  has  had  a  school  in  operation  during  some  part  of  the  year. 

Inspector  Bridges  says : 

Throughout  this  Inspectoral  District  during  the  yem'  the  schools  have  been  ke{>t 
)D  operation  quite  as  regularly  as  in  any  preceding  twelve  months.  No  local  licenses 
ia?©  been  issued,  the  supply  of  licensed  teachers  being  fully  equal  to  the  demand,  and 
tb  present  term  affords  no  example  of  a  case  where  a  school  rernained  closed  for  the 
waaon  that  no  regularly  licensetl  teacher  could  be  obtained. 

Inspector  Meagher  notes  marked  progress  in  many  of  the  districts  of  his 
ins^pectorate.  Special  difticultiea  present  themselves  in  obtaining  trained 
teachers  for  many  of  the  schools  in  Madawaiska  and  a  few  in  Victoria;  bnt  on 
the  whole  there  is  ground  for  enconragement. 

In  concluding  this,  my  Fourth  Annual  Keport,  I  am  happy  to  believe,  after 
a  careful  survey  of  the  work  of  the  year  under  review,  that  it  has  not  been 
SQrpai^ed  in  an}-  former  year  as  regaids  extent,  thoroughness  and  general  pro- 
jr^s,  aod  that  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  promising.

In  aubmittiiijj  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  etln cation al  state  of  the  ITniverstty, 
it  will  only  be  necessary  to  supplement  the  information  contained  in  the  University 
calendar  by  a  few  general  remnrks  : 

(There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Acatleniic  Facnlty  tlurinjcj  the  jiaat  year^  and  the 
work  of  the  College  has  gone  on  smcx^thly  and  efficiently.  Every  professor  has  con- 
■cientiously  done  bis  beet  for  his  own  dejiartnient  and  for  the  good  of  the  University. 
The  students,  too,  have  shewn  loyalty  and  enthusiawu  towards  their  Alma  Mater  in 
several  directions. 
■  The  Class  of  ^94  Scholarship  mentioned  on  jiage  70  of  the  Calendar  ia  valuable,  not 

only  in  a  pecuniary  way,  but  also  for  the  evidence  it  gives  of  the  benefit  thut  young 
men  feel  they  have  derived  from  coming  to  the  University  of  Ne^"  Brunswick,  and  of 
th©  desire  they  have  that  others  should  share  the  same  benefit.  Then,  too^  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  '94  have  been  zealous  in  advising  those  who  were  intending  to  take  a 
college  course,  to  come  by  all  means  to  Fredericton,  not  only  on  account  of  the  smaller 
cost  of  a  collegiate  education  here,  but  because  of  the  ability  and  scholarship  of  the 
individual  members  composing  the  teaching  statf.  When  graduates  are  disposed  to  act 
in  this  generous  and  grateful  way  to  their  Alma  Mater,  tlje  nunj1>er  of  students  will 
necessarily  increase.

It  ig,  however,  matter  for  great  satisfaction  that  such  large  numbers  have  so  far 
come  forward  to  these  examinations,  and  that  -hile  a  considerable  percentage  of  the 
candidates  failed  to  |)as8  the  teats  —  so  many  aticeeded  in  doing  so. 

The  Prelirainary  Examination  for  License,  as  at  preaent  adjusted,  being  part  of 
the  test  for  entrance  into  the  teaching  profession,  exempts  (as  far  as  it  extends)  the 
successful  candidates  from  undergoing  further  examination  in  the  subjects  which  it 
embraces ;  at  the  same  time  it  serves  as  the  test  for  entrance  to  the  Normal  School 

It  is  held  in  the  month  of  July  at  convenient  centres  in  various  sections  of  tbo 
Province,  It  is,  therefore,  easy  of  access.  Then  the  candidate's  are  acquainted,  by 
mail,  with  the  results  of  their  work,  and  can  leave  their  homes  with  the  certainty  of 
admission  to  the  Nornml  School,  as  well  as  with  the  satifilac^ion  of  knowing  that  part 
of  the  test  for  license  is  already  passed.  Once  in  the  Normal  School,  they  are  free  to 
devote  themselves  unrrservedly  to  its  work. 

At  the  ten  examination  stations  475  candidates  in  all  presented  thetnaelves.  Of 
these,  44  obtainetl  Class  I,  114  obtained  (Jlass  II,  129  Class  III,  and  1S8  failed  to 
obtain  any  class,  and,  therefore,  to  ^secure  admission  to  the  Normal  School 

Of  the  287  candidatei*  who  were  successfal,  266  were  actually  enrolled  iii  the 
Normal  Department.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  decided  increase,  last  jear,  in  the  ooa* 
Vr  of  First  Class  Teachers.     The  Second  Class  remains  practically  stationary  for  dMl 
three  years,  and  the  Third  Ckss  has  considf^rably  increased. 

Last  year  I  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  seemed  shdrt  M 
the  demand,  esi>ecially  for  Third  Class  Teachers, — and  that,  in  consequence,  mufl 
Districts  felt  themselves  obliged  to  engage  Local  Licensees  —  it  was  thought  desirable  to  I 
provide  a  shorter  Noitnal  School  Course  leading  up  to  Class  IIL,  and  at  the  same  timel 
to  limit  the  tenure  of  Licenses  thus  obtained  to  three  years. 

This  was  done,  as  stated  in  the  Chief  Superintendent's  Reporta  for  1892  and  \^%X\ 
in  order  to  provide  trained  teachers  to  take  the  place  of  the  Local  Licensees,  at  tin  I 
same  time  security  was  taken  that  the  teachers  thus  licensed  would  be  obliged  to  mott  I 
up,  inside  of  three  years,  to  Class  IL,  by  spending  a  further  term  at  the  Normal  Schodit  [ 
and  thereafter  undergoing  the  tests  for  License  of  that  clans. 

It  was  not  intended  that  this  should  be  a  permanent  arrangement,  a£  I  undenttooii  J 
it,  and  I  would  not  recommend  its  intention  any  longer  than  is  necessary  to  secure  i  ] 
fairly  adequate  supply  of  Tliird  Class  Teachers  for  the  Districts  re<|uiring  them. 

Tlie  teacher  with  limited  professional  training  is,  doubtless,  better  than  the  ouft  I 
with  no  training  at  all,  but  looking  at  all  the  interests  involved,  acouise  of  professiotulj 
and  geneml  culture  covering  a  full  academical  year  is  none  too  long  even  for  tho 
aspiring  t-o  hold  the  lowest  class  of  Provincial  License*

Sir  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Eleventh  Annual  Rei>ort  on  the  condition  of 
Public  Schools  in  my  InBpeetorate* 

In  many  reapects,  the  year  Just  closed  ha^  been  the  most  satisfactory  ono  of  my 
offidal  life.  None  other  than  trained  teachers  have  been  euj ployed.  Ratepayers  have 
been  more  generous  in  voting  supplies.  Trustees  have  exercised  gieater  discrimination 
in  employing  the  bfst  talent  available  for  the  money  at  their  command.  Parents  have 
shown  an  increased  interest  in  their  children  s  progress.  District  difficulties  have 
yielded  more  readily  to  reason  and  common  sense.  Teachers  have  exceeded  their 
former  efforta  to  '*  magnify  their  otJice.** 

■  Addhkgi&n. -^\vk  the  Town  of  Campbell  ton  (Diat,  No,  1),  the  8u[jerior  School,  as 

well  as  the  other  departmental  was  conducted  even  more  efficiently  than  last  year.  A 
new  department  was  opened  in  September,  and  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Olaia  Shannon^ 
who  had  made  a  good  record  for  herself  in  Upper  Charlo  schnoL  It  will  not  be  many 
ye&rs  before  the  Trustees  will  require  new  school  buildings.  Some  are  already  discussing 
the  expediency  of  erecting  a  school  house  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  depart- 
m«ntB,  instead  of  having  them  in  three  different  buildings,  as  at  present.  The  school 
house  in  No,  3  was  burned  on  May  19th.  The  Trustees  and  Ratepayers  are  now  in  the

were  exceptionally  well  conducted  during  the  year. 

DttUwnsie.  — -The  Trustees  of  No.  1  (Town)  have  made  extensive  repairs  to  tLe 
school  house,  and  will  operate  a  Superior  School  if  the  accommodation  and  appliani 
meet  the  reqtiirenients.  The  attendance  at  No.  2  has  increased  during  the  year.  N 
3  and  No,  4  need  better  accommodation.  The  school  liouse  in  No,  5  was  replasten?*!^ 
and  blackboards  and  desks  supplied.  The  school  in  No.  6,  which  has  given  satisf&o 
lion  for  several  years,  has  reached  a  high  state  of  efficiency  under  Miss  Susie  Bi» 
MHcP!»ersan,  who  ascribes  most  of  her  success  to  an  attentive  Board  of  Trustees  and  a 
most  capable  Secretary.  The  school  in  No.  9  has  improved  somewhat,  but  the  attend- 
ance is  very  irregular. 

Colho^me.  —  Miss  Maggie  A.  Cui-rie  took  charge  of  the  school  in  No.  1  at  tJi« 
beginning  of  Second  Term,  with  every  prospect  of  a  successftd  incumbency.  Tbs 
Superior  Stdiool  in  No.  2  has  improved  greatly  under  Mr.  R.  B.  Masterton.  In  Ka 
li  the  school  house  is  delapidated  and  cold,  the  pupils  without  lx)oks  or  slat^,  and  the 
school  is,  in  conseqiiencet  a  very  jxjor  one.  The  Trustees  of  No.  3  were  fortunate  to 
aecure  thf^  services  of  Miss  Lizzie  Cook,  who  holds  a  license  of  the  Fiist  Class,  at  tlifr 
beginning  of  the  Second  Term,  I  was  so  unfortunate  as  not  to  see  the  school  on 
Heron  Island  during  the  ye»r.  I  drove  to  the  Island  on  January  25th,  but  found  no 
pupils  pr«aent»  the  day  was  so  bitterly  cold.  At  the  time  oi  my  visit  in  October  sadi 
high  winds  prevailed  that  I  f^uld  not  cross.  The  school  in  No.  8  was  closed  dunng 
the  First  Term,  but  during  the  Second  Term  substantial  progress  was  made  under  Miss 
Maud  I^aughlan. 

Durham,  —  The  teacher  was  altaent  the  day  of  my  visit  to  No.  9,  so  I  did  not  see 
the  Kcliooh  No.  5  has  operated  no  school  for  several  terms,  on  account  of  the  fcamtr 
of  pupils.  A  new  school  house  is  in  process  of  erei^tion  in  No.  10,  and  is  badly  needed. 
No.  2  needs  a  teticlier  of  the  First  Clasa,  but  the  Trustees,  iji  a  tit  of  economy  ff),  diw?- 
garded  my  recommendation  to  that  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Term.  Thf^ 
school  houHt*  in  No.  H  was  plastered  inside  during  summer  vacation. 

Bere«ford,  ~  There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  make  four   Districts  out  of  Nos,  It  * 
and  3,  as,  under  the  present  arrangement,  many  of  the  pupils  in  each  of  these  Districti 
re  a  long  distjince  from  school     Such  a  change  would   not  meet    the    requirements 
of  the  case,  as  fur  as  Nos.  1  and  2  aie  concerned.      A  school   house  in    the  second  eon- 
cession  would  accommodate  the  distant  pupils.     No.  2  needs  a  larger  school  house,  but 
the  Ratepayers  will  not  vote  the  necessary  funds  till  this  question  is  settled.    Tli« 
school  in  No.  8 J  improved  considembly  during   the  year,  under  Mr.  Snrauel  C,  Grant 
The  Superior  School  in  No.  4  has  done  very  good  work,  when  the  disadvantages  undef 
which  the  teacher  lal tors  are  taken  into  account.     First,  there  is  no  standard  ofad^ 
mission.     Pupils  are  admitted  when  they  have  attained  a  certain  statui-e,  regardlean  cf 
attainment,     Tliis  makes  proper  grading  ditficult,  if  not  impossible.     Then  there  is  th* 
difficult}'  of  language.     Some  pn|jils  can  speak  only  P^nglish,  some  only  French,  whea 
they  enter  the  school.     Again,  a  different  set  of  pupils  attend  each  season.     The  schoo 
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is  gi'aded  in  the  summer  spa  son,  and  nncjradprl  in  the  winter.  The  Trusters  should  not 
^dnnt  any  below  the  5th  Standard-  They  should  also  allow  the  Principal  time  and 
bpportimity  to  ^rade  for  thera  the  other  departments  of  the  District.  Ko.  1 1  operated 
JKrhool  but  pHit  of  tbe  year.  The  Trustees  seemed  unwilling  to  employ  a  trained 
teacher,  though  several  otfered^  till  late  in  iSecond  Term. 

BaOtuTBt  — In  No.  3  the  Gram  mar  School  and  Departments  took  a  decided  st€*p  in 
advance  during  the  year.  Mr.  H.  Johnson,  B.  A.,  hrought  the  school  into  excellent 
Hiape  and  made  himself  popular  with  lioth  pupils  and  parents  during  his  short  pritici- 
jjalRhip.  He  resiajned  in  October  and  was  succeeded  hy  Mr,  R.  L.  Hetlierington,  B.  A. 
In  the  Convent  building  in  this  dintiict  excellent  work  was  done  in  two  departments* 
In  the  third  the  work  was  not  so  satisfactory,  due  in  some,  measure,  no  doubt,  to 
Insufficient  accmnmodation  and  irregularity  of  attendance.  In  Ko.  16  there  are  now 
four  departmeirta,  including  the  Superior  School  —  two  in  the  Convent  building 
^d  two  in  the  Public  School  House  ^  all  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  giving 
nil  but  universal  satisfaction.  Miss  Katie  E,  Hall,  B.  A.,  who  has  held  the 
position  of  principal  of  the  Superior  School  for  the  past  two  years,  resigncf]  her  position 
it  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  regret  of  the  parents  and  Trustees,  who  realize  tliat  in  her 
|hey  are  losing  one  of  the  best  teachers  ever  employed  in  the  villnefe.  The  school  in 
Ko.  6  is  better  attended  and  doing  better  work  than  ever  before.  The  attendance  for 
the  year  in  No.  4i  was  irregular,  hut  still  tiie  pupils  made  satisfactory  progress  Pupils 
He  not  allowed  to  advance  to  a  higher  grade  till  they  are  fairly  conversant  with  the  work 
of  the  lower.

The 
lebool  shoukl  he  organized  into  two  departments,  Teachera  are  changcul  too  often  in 
No.  11  to  insure  satisfactory  work.  During  the  piust  year  the  schooJ  in  No.  18  has 
bue  better  work  than  for  some  years.  Miss  Gerti-ude  Payne  is  doing  excellent  work 
No.  14. 

Xevj  Bandon.  —  A  trained  teacher  has  been  employed  throughout  the  year  in  No. 
r.  The  school  in  No.  5  did  decidedly  better  work  than  ever  before.  The  school  was 
jirell  organized  and  the  ]>upil8  were  deeply  interested.  Mias  Marie  E.  Dumos  has  been 
charge  for  the  year.  No.  1  had  no  school  First  Term.  No.  4  should  have  a  male 
leacher  of  the  Second  Class,  or  one  of  the  Third  Class  nhle  to  teach  the  higher  mathe- 
atics.  Mr,  Jo«.  X.  Doucet  did  good  work  in  No.  11  during  the  year.  Miss  Minnie 
illar  is  decidedly  and  deservedly  popular  in  No.  8, 

Carft^ueL  —  In  No.   6  the  school  declined  very  materially.     The  tone  and    dis- 
ipline  in  No.  5  improved  encoui-agingly.     The  school  in  No.  10  shoukl  l>e  organized 
to  twij  departments.     In  No.   9   the  school  was  well  disciplined  and  the  work  care- 
^ftilly  done.     No,  3  badly  needs  a  class-room.     Nos.  1 ,  1  j  and  8  still  remain  unorga- 


luzed. 


Shippesfaii^'—^lso,  H  makes  little  or  no  progress.  In  No,  2  there  are  plenl 
of  children  for  two  echools,  but  thej  do  not  attend  school  In  No.  3  the  pupils  mac 
verv  little  progretiB  in  English,  The  school  in  No.  4  made  excellent  progress  unA 
Mr.  J.  P.  Bondreou.  No.  4i  is  still  without  proper  acconnnodatioo.  Mr.  Adela^ 
Savoy  did  satisfactory  work  in  No.  7.  In  No.  D  the  old  school  house  was  torn  do^ 
to  builda  new  one  on  the  same  site,  but  the  new  one  was  not  tinished ;  so  the  Di^nci 
was  without  a  school  duriufj  the  year.     The  school  in  No*  9i  wa«  well  attended. 

I7iker7nan,  —  In  No.  10  a  new  school  house  was  built,  and  school  opened  in  it  at 
the  beginning  of  the  First  Term.  In  10|  a  school  house  was  built,  but  not  completed 
In  No.  8  the  attendance  was  very  irregular.  With  aii  enrolment  of  nearly  60  tJ» 
average  attendance  was  only  about  17.  The  Trustees  in  No.  5  aim  at  employing  the 
cheape.st  teachers^  instead  of  the  best  they  can  afford ;  consequently  the  attendance  hu 
fallen  off",  till  now  the  school  is  very  sraalL  In  No,  2  theEnglihh  pupils  will  not  leim 
French,  and  this  makes  two  reading  classes  in  nearly  every  grade,  consequently  the 
teacher  has  not  much  time  for  other  than  reading  lessons. 

Saumarez,  —  The  Superior  School  in  No.  3  was  organized  into  two  departments 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Miss  Archer  was  forced  by  ill-health  to  resign  her  school 
in  this  District.  She  was  succeeded  by  I^Iifts  Josephine  Robichaiid.  The  srhooUt 
Portage  River»  No.  10  A,  was  closed  during  the  Second  Term. 

SL  Isid&re.^Oi  the  three  Districts  in  this  Parish,  one  still  remains  unorganized. 
I  shall  call  another  meeting  to  allow  the  Ratepayers  to  elect  Trustses  and  vote  an 
assessment  If  they  still  refuse,  I  shall  ask  the  Board  of  Education  to  appoint  Trusteei, 
as  there  are  too  many  children  in  the  District  to  be  allowed  to  grow  up  in  ignorance. 

Alnwick, — In  No.  6,  the  pupils  are  naturally  clever,  but  the  school  is  closed » 
much  that  they  have  not  fair  play.  The  Distnct  is  well  able  to  keep  the  school  going* 
if  the  will  was  good.  In  No.  7  the  pupils  have  a  good  grasp  of  their  work.  Tbe 
school  in  No.  9  has  been  improving  in  accommodation  and  scholarship  for  several  y6«A 
No*  14  is  not  yet  organized.  In  No.  5  the  pupils  are  too  much  inclined  to  seek  for 
help  in  their  work,  though  the  teacher  has  been  trying  to  develop  mental  energy  hy  ill 
means  in  his  jwwer.  Called  No.  6  for  Saturday*  last  visit,  but  only  four  attended  out 
of  an  enrolment  of  fifteen.  Judging  by  these,  the  school  is  in  a  high  state  of  efficieocf. 
In  No,  12  the  school  is  well  attended,  and  aubfltantial  progress  made.  The  school  hd 
been  in  operation  only  one  year  and  a  few  weeks,  and  three  had  reached  the  third  Gnule. 
Mile.  Hel^ne  Boudteau  is  the  teacher.  The  school  house  in  No.  1 5  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted. These  Trustees  evidently  believe  in  '*  making  haste  slowly."  In  Nov  I  tbe 
school  house  was  plastered  during  summer  vacation* 

Ntwcasile.  —  The  schools  in  No.  7  (Town;  have  now  the  bent  accommodations  of  any 
scIiooU  in  my  Inspectorate.  Ilarkin's  Academy  was  finished  and  opened  for  school 
purj>03es  in  October.  Tbe  school  in  No.  3  has  occupied  a  rented  building  for  seveiil 
years,  but  can  secure  it  no  longer.     The  Trustees  niust^  therefore,  buUd  at  an  early  (by- 


TbeScliool  House  in  No.  1  was  phistered  durinjsj  vacation.  In  No.  5  the  school  was 
dosed  during  the  whole  year.  The  School  House  in  No,  2  is  too  stiMiU  for  the 
enrolment,  which  is  increasing.  The  Trustees  must  provide  a  class-room  and  employ  an 
tsaistant  for  the  future.  The  schools  in  Doupjlastowu,  No.  G,  hmvn  made  excellent  pro- 
gresB  under  the  principalship  of  Mr.  Mason  R,  Benn. 

Kori/t  EbL  —  All  the  achoola  in  the  Parish  were  in  operation  thi*oughout  the  year^ 
Mcept  that  ill  No.  1,  which  was  closed  during  the  Second  Term.  Many  of  the  pnpik 
in  Ko,  2  live  over  three  miles  from  the  school  and  attend  ^luite  regulai  ly.  The  school 
in  No.  4  improved  very  considerably  during  the  year  in  discipline,  tone  and  scholarship 
under  the  able  management  of  Misa  ilary  G.  Jones.  In  No.  6  the  school  was  operated 
during  the  whole  year,  but  the  attendance  was  very  small. 

^Sonfh  S^k,  — The  school  in  No.  8  was  kept  open  for  the  whole  year  for  the  first 
time  in  a  long  period.  Some  of  the  Ratepayers  liviii-;;  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river 
from  the  school  house  claim  that  they  cannot  send  their  children  to  this  school,  and 
wish  to  unite  with  No.  7,  which  has  not  operated  a  school  for  the  past  sixteen  years. 
If  the  parents  in  No.  13  would  give  their  present  tench er,  Miss  Mary  E.  McBeath^  a 
genaitjus  and  loyal  supjxirt  in  her  efforts,  a  great  advance  would  be  made  in  the  present 
•Umdiog  of  the  school.  In  spite  of  the  disadvauta(ies»  which  are  not  easily  remedied,  in 
No.  15  the  school  made  some  pro^resa.  Some  furniture  was  procured  by  means  of  a 
ccmcert  by  teacher  and  pupils. 

Derby,  —  Discord  among  the  Tnisteea,  participated  in  by  the  Ratepayers,  has 
'DJured  the  school  in  No.  4,  It  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the  Ratepayers  in  No.  2  that 
they  kept  their  school  open  during  the  year,  though  the  average  attendance  was  not 
^oore  than  five,  with  not  more  than  eight  pupils  in  the  DistJict.     In  No.   3  school  was 

<^hied  during  the  First  Term,  thougli  there  must  he  fifty  children  of  school  age  in  the

BlfukinUe,  —  No.  8  is  not  yet  organized.     The  Superior  School  in  No*  6  has  done

^Or   the  Second  Term.     In  No.  4   the  school   has  done  better  work  than  ever  before, 

K'he  District  contains  52  Ratepayers,  but  they  will  not  vote  more  than  $100  per  year  for 

School  support,     The  Trustees  are  thus  compelled  to  close  the  school  at  times  for  want 

*if  funds.     This  state  of  affairs  must  cease.     The  school   house  in  No^  1 1 A  should  be 

thoroughly  repaired  or  a  new  one  built.     Some  of  the  Ratepayers  in  No.  3  living  across 

^lie  river  from  the  school  house  have  asked  to  be  erected  into  an  indei>endent  District.

All  the  schools 
in  the  Parish  have  been  kept  in  operation  during  the  year,  and  most  of  them  did  excel- 


Ludlow,  —  Extensive  iniproveroente  in  the  shape  of  new  desks,  woodhouse,  paint- 
ing, etc.^  Have  been  made  during  the  ^ear  in  Ko.  4.  A  neat  fence  was  made  in  No»  5, 
In  No.  3  (Boiestown)  the  dispute  over  the  aite  of  the  new  school  house  tun  so  high 
thftt  at  tlie  last  annual  meeting  it  was  decided  not  to  huild.  The  present  building  ti 
veiy  cold  and  gloomy,  and  the  District  is  well  able  to  provide  a  better  one,  and  willing, 
but  for  the  question  of  site^  No.  1 J  was  supplied  with  new  deaka  of  a  very  inferior 
pattern, 

A'elsoii,  —  In  No,  3  the  school  has  made  some  improvement  during  the  year,  Na 
€^  has  a  very  weak  schooL  No.  4  has  imjirovcd  in  attendance,  and  the  pupils  hate 
made  gratifying  progress  in  all  their  work.  The  Trustees  of  No,  7  supplied  mapg, 
blackboards  and  outhouses,  and  had  the  school  room  and  aote-rooni  wainscotted  through- 
out. In  No.  8  there  were  also  extensive  improvements  made^  viz  ,  the  schooVroora  wm 
rephistered  and  wainscotted  and  a  woodshed  builtt.  The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  Ka 
9  was  hindered  by  want  of  text-books  and  non-attendance  caused  by  mumps  ftnd 
typhoid  fever  in  the  District.  The  school  made  fair  progress  in  most  subjects  not- 
withstanding. 

RogerMvilh.  —  No.  3  o]>ened  school  for  the  first  time.  There  are  now  seven 
schools  in  the  Parish.  They  were  all  operated  throughout  the  year,  a  decidedly  credit- 
able record  for  this  newly  settled  Parish,  Near  the  close  of  the  year,  I  received  i 
petition  to  erect  another  School  District  in  this  Parish.  That  will  be  a  part  of  lOj 
work  next  visit. 

Chatham,  —  The  Grammar  School  in  No.  1  has  maintained  ita  efficiencv  durasg 
the  year.  Mr.  D.  L.  Mitchell,  B.  A.,  has  pioved  himself  an  earnest  and  industriooi 
teacher.  His  associate  teachei^  are  among  the  best  in  the  County.  All  the  deprt- 
ments  in  No.  8  are  good,  and  some  excellent.  The  pupils  in  most  of  the  dejiartniento 
have  full  liberty  to  develop,  and  are  not  forced  into  unnatural  grooves.  They  arc  kept 
in  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  various  exercises  by  frequent  change  of  programme.  The 
government  is  by  respect  and  aflection.  In  No.  9  the  advanced  department  bid 
changed  very  much  for  the  worse.  This  was  partly  due  to  allowing  lai^ge  boyswlw 
were  not  qualified  for  the  grades  to  attend.  This  practice  must  cease.  All  the  other 
departments  wei-e  in  good  condition.  The  school  in  No.  4  did  not  make  so  goods 
showing  as  usual.     The  school  grounds  in  No,  6|  should  be  enclosed. 

GUnelg.  —  Sutisfactory  progress  was  made  in  No.  5.  In  No,  4  the  pupils  seemed 
young  for  their  grades.  The  school  in  No.  3  was  closed  during  the  First  Term.  A  too 
frequent  change  of  teachers  has  interfered  to  some  extent  with  the  woik  in  Ka  I 
The  school  in  No.  S  was  not  so  well  conducted  as  usual.  In  No.  9  the  school  wu 
closed  during  the  year. 

Eardtmcke,  —  The  school  in  Ko.  5  improved  greatly  during  the  year.  Incretaed 
attention  to  grounds  and  outbuildings  has  given  them  a  neat  an^l  attractive  appeamnw- 
A  great  advance  has  been  made  in  No.  6.  A  neat  fence  has  been  buflt  about  the  lot 
New  furniture  is  still  needed.  The  enrolment  in  No.  1  was  not  so  large  as  usotl 
No.  3  still  1^ mains  unorganized.

In  many  of  the  Districts  of  Gloucester  Co.  it  h  impossible  to  hold  the  annual 
meeting  in  October,  as  the  Ratepayers  are  always  absent  at  that  time  engHged  iti  tiah- 
ing.  It  is  no  great  matter  for  me  to  call  the  meeting  for  tliem  in  November  or  Decem- 
ber, but  to  neglect  to  call  a  meeting  at  the  legal  date  exposes  them  to  the  charge 
of  ** refusing  to  act**  under  section  67^  and  where  party  feeling  runs  high,  as  it  does  in 
many  Districts,  the  opposing  faction  is  not  alow  to  lodge  complaint.  Could  the  time 
of  meeting  not  be  changed  to  December  or  January,  and  the  day  changed  from  Thurs- 
day to  Friday  1 

TEACH EKS*    INSTITUTES. 

Restigoucbe  County  Institute  met  at  Jacquet  River,  on  the  4th  and  5tli  of  Octo- 
ber, I  was  not  able  to  be  present,  but  should  judge  from  the  rejwrt  that  the  proceed- 
ings were  interesting.  One  of  the  oflicet^  complained  to  me  that  this  Institute  is  not 
producing  the  intended  rejsult,  on  account  of  the  modefity  (or  apathy)  which  prevents 
many  from  taking  an  active  part  in  the  proceedings,  1  imagine  the  lack  of  interest  to 
be  more  apparent  than  real. 

The  Northumberland  County  Institute  met  at  the  sume  time,  in  Chatham,  and 
was  a  decided  sticcesa.  The  papers  wete  short,  practical,  and  mainly  drawn  ftom  expe- 
rience. The  discussions  were  lively  and  interesting.  Rev.  Jos.  McCoy  and  editors 
Smith  and  Stewart  attended^  and  took  part  in  the  discussions. 

Gloucester  County  Institute  was  held  at  Bathurst  the  last  two  days  in  November, 
About  forty  teachers  attended^  and  the  programme  was  a  full  one.  Not  a  moment  of 
time  was  wasted.  Everyone  seemed  to  have  ideas  and  to  be.  ready  and  willing  to  gi%*e 
expression  to  them.     Borne  of  the  discussion  was  carried  on  in  FreTich. 

At  all  these  Institutes  much  regret  was  expressed  that  the  Chief  8uj>ei'intendent 
was  unable  to  be  present, 

ARBOR    DAY. 

The  day  was  observed  in  only  62  Districts  of  this  Inspectorate*  There  were  562 
trees  and  56  shrubs  plantetl,  72  flower  beds  made  and  the  usual  amount  of  cleaning  up,. 
inside  and  outside,  was  attended  to. 

As  a  rule,  teachers  attempt  to  plant  too  many  ti*eaa,  and  so  fail  to  get  many  to 
grow.  If  they  confined  their  eflbrts  to  planting  not  more  than  three  or  four  trees  in 
CAch  District,  and  would  take  proper  care  of  these  during  the  summer,  much  better 
results  would  be  obtained.  In  Districts  whern  this  policy  has  been  steadily  pursued 
since  the  first  Arbor  Day,  the  trees  have  grown  ao  as  to  form  a  grateful  shade  in  sum- 
mer and  to  add  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  surroundings*

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  forwartl  my  Annual  Eeport  for  the  year  ended  - 
Deceuilier,  A.  D.  1894. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  \n&tn  m  all  res|iect«  siiuilar  to  that  of  pre%'iou8  years. 
The  same  encouragements  and  di&ecKirageiiieiits  have  been  met  by  nie.  Trustees  in 
many  Distt  icts  have  *jxcused  themselves  for  not  caiTying  out  contemplated  improve-' 
ments  on  the  ground  of  bard  tfmes,  and  J  am  forced  to  adroit  that  I  have  not  been  m 
exacting  aa  I  otherwise  would  have  been,  had  there  not  l>een  an  apparent  scarcity 
of  money.  However,  on  looking  over  my  District  as  a  whole,  T  can  point  to  many 
evidences  of  iniprovement  and  advancement  in  educational  work» 

SCHOOL    HOUSES. 

While  there  is  a  targe  number  of  neat  and  comfortable  school  houses  fairly 
equipped,  still  there  is  also  a  very  large  number  in  a  much  poorer  condition  than  t 
need  l>e ;  and  this  is  owing  largely  to  neglect  on  the  j*art  of  the  prop:*r  parties  to  look 
after  the  repnii-s  at  the  proper  time.  In  many  cases  a  few  dollars  expended  yearly,  or 
more  frequently  if  necessary,  woidd  save  the  necessity  of  larger  outlays  in  rejiaii's  which 
aometlmea  have  to  be  made. 

Wtstmorland  Cmtnty.  —  In  District  No,  4  (Moncton),  a  new  school  house  his 
been  built.  The  huilding  is  wtdl  locateii,  and  well  suited  to  the  nec^s  of  the 
Dictrict.  In  District  No.  11  {Sackville),  a  new  centml  school  house  has  lieen  erected 
for  the  advanced  department  of  the  Superior  School  The  addition  of  this  building 
will  add  much  to  the  educational  facilities  of  the  District.  New  houses  have  been 
completed,  and  schools  opened  in  them,  in  two  new  Districts,  Nob.  28  and  29  (Mono- 
ton),  In  No.  19  (Moncton)^  provision  has  been  made  for  building  during  the  coming 
year.  Improvements  have  been  nmde  in  repairs  and  new  furniture  in  a  few  DistnctB, 
notably  in  Nos.  \  and  6  (Moncton). 

In  Jiily  last,  in  ChapeJ  District,  No,  13  (Dorcheater),  which  up  to  that  time  had 
never'  bi-cn  organized,  a  successful  nmvement  was  made  to  organize,  and  a  public 
school  under  the  law  was  opened  in  August,  Previous  to  that  time,  the  educational 
privileges  of  tU^?  District  were  confined  to  St.  Joseph's  College  and  the  Convent,  which 
ai^  located  within  the  District. 

Keiii  Coimty.  —  Two  districts  in  Hareourt  Parish,  Nos.  6  and  7J  have  been 
divided  and  two  new  districts  formed,  Noa*  10  and  11.  New  houses  are  being  built  in 
each  of  the  new  districts.     The  boundaries  of  Nos.  3  and  5,  Dundas,  have  been  re%*iaed 
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to  the  advantage  of  No,  5.  And  here  I  may  say,  that  in  a  large  fiumber  of  cHstricta 
revision  is  much  needed,  but  as  it  is  quite  impossible  to  got  all  the  parties  interested  to 
agree,  the  work  of  revision  is  very  ditficult,  and  much  of  the  Inspector's  time  is  often 
spent  and  little  or  nothing  ia  accomplished.  1  would  su^'gest  that  some  steps  be  taken 
to  make  a  complete  revision  of  the  ilistricts  where  revision  is  needed. 


fiUPBIilOR    SCHOOLS. 


Westmorland  Cmmi*i.  —  Mr  Oeo.  J.  0  niton,  A.  B.,  still  remains  in  charge  of  the 
Superior  School  at  Dorchester,  and  still  does  excellent  work.  The  Board  of  Trust-ees 
have  ^ven  him  tangible  proof  of  their  appreciation  of  him  by  yearly  increasing  his 
salary  for  several  years  Mr.  O'Blenes  coiitinuea  to  do  good  work  in  the  Salisbury 
Superior  School  Mr.  Fi^d.  A.  Dixon  retires  from  theSackvillo  Superior  School  His 
successor  is  not  yet  appointed.  Mr.  W.  W.  Wells,  M,  P,  P.,  resumed  charge  of  the 
Port  Elgin  Superior  School  for  one  term  only.  Air,  Belyoa  remains  in  charge  of  the 
Petitcodiac  Superior  School. 

Kent  Count  I/.  —  Mr.  W.  V.  Goodwin  continues  in  charge  of  the  Stiperior  School 
at  Harcourt,  and  Mr,  A.  E.  Pearson  remains  at  Buctouche.  In  December  last  Mr, 
Geo.  A.  Coates  retired  fronj  the  Kingston  Superior  School  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
J*  B.  Clarke.     Mr.  Coates  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Bass  River  Superior  School, 

G  R  A  SI  MAR     BGH  00  LS . 

Mr.  Fred.  W.  Spimgue,  A.  B.,  who  took  charge  of  the  Grammar  School  at  Shediac 
at  the  beginning  of  the  jear,  has  made  his  intlueuce  felt  upon  the  school.  He  is  doing 
good  work  and  gives  good  natisfaction.  Mr,  H.  T.  Colpitts,  A.  B.,  remains  in  charge 
of  the  Grammar  School  at  Rtchibueto. 

The  schools  in  the  City  of  Moncton  kept  «p^  during  the  year,  to  the  high  standard 
of  excellence  to  which  tliey  have  gradually  but  surely  attained.  In  some  respects, 
however,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement, 

TE.XT  nooKS. 

The  Health  Readers  ar«,  with  few  exceptions,  found  in  all  the  schoolsi  and  receive 
universal  approval.  The  new  text  book  on  Grammar  does  not  seem  to  be  a  univei*sal 
favorite.  As  teachers  Ix^come  more  familiar  with  the  hook  they  doubtless  will  like  it 
better.  The  new  Arithmetic  is  certainly  a  great  improvement  on  the  one  which  it 
ftuperaedeSi  though  in  it  there  seem  to  be  exercises  to  be  worked  whose  usefiihiess  it  is 
hard  to  see. 

IKSTRUmOK. 

Spelling  in  many  schools  is  quite  defective.  This  is  due,  to  some  extent,  to  the 
custom  prevalent  among  teachers  of  asking  only  for  the  list  of  words  at  the  end  of  the 
lesson.  As  the  Course  of  Instruction  now  ret|uires  that  the  pupil  shtdl  be  able  to 
spell  every  word  in  the  lesson,  I  hope  for  better  work  in  this  subject.  If  more  written 
and  less  oral  spelling  were  practised,  better  results  would  be  obtained. 

,    Composition  in  the  form  of  answers  to  questions  on  the  rending  lessons  receives  a 


fair  anioiuit  of  attention,  and  in  many  schools  excellent  work  ia  done.  The  miiitako^ 
that  is  most  frntiuently  made  in  this  exercise  consists  in  requiring  too  much  to  be  Joim 
each  day  and  a  faihire  to  examine  carefally  the  work  of  each  pupil,  and  as  a  coa-i 
setjuence  little  mistakes  are  repeated  day  after  day  witliout  being  corrected.  A  small 
amount  of  work  cjuretuJIy  done  and  thorougltly  examineil  would,  in  the  end,  prove  to  be 
of  more  advantage* 

Although  much  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  last  ten  years  in  the  method 
of  teaching  elementary  arithmetic^  yet  in  no  subject  ia  there  ao  much  time  spent  with 
such  |K>or  results.  And  this  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  teacher*  will  not  believe 
that  the  most  rapid  progress  is  made  by  doing  the  hrst  steps  slowly  and  thoroughly. 
Pupils  are  asked  to  give  the  sum  of  two  numbers  not  previ'jusly  learned,  and  as  they 
must  resort  to  some  means  to  find  out^  the  habit  of  counting  on  the  hngers  ia  formed,  a 
habit  which  often  clings  to  pupils  through  a  great  portion  of  their  school  Hie.  If  the 
sum  of  every  two  of  the  digits  were  systematically  learned  from  the  lowest  to  the 
highest  digits,  and  the  practice  of  addition  and  subtraction  carried  on  with  these 
numbers  only  so  far  as  learned,  better  results  would  be  obtained,  and  the  j>ernicious 
habit  of  counting  on  their  fingers  or  resorting  to  other  mechaniciil  means  to  aid  in  find- 
ing out  the  result  would  not  be  formed.  In  the  more  advanced  arithmetic,  and  tho^ 
higher  subjects  of  mathematics,  the  chief  difficulty,  1  find,  is  the  inability  of  the  pupiU 
to  explain  the  various  steps  in  the  solution  of  problems  worked  by  them.  This  I  regard 
as  a  very  serious  defect,  and  one  which  need  not  exist,  I  think  it  to  be  the  duty  of  | 
every  teacher  to  satisfy  himself  that  every  member  ol  a  class  in  n>at hematics  is  able  to 
explain  the  reason  of  every  step  in  the  problems  solved^  Anything  short  of  this  is  not 
teaching  in  the  true  sense. 

I  would  like  to  impress  upon  teachere  the  advantage  as  well  aa  the  necessity  of  | 
making  themselves  familiar  with  all  the  text  booka  in  use.  Also  the  necessity  of  a 
careful  f>reparation  of  every  day^s  lessons  <lo  that  the  text  books  may  be  at  least  parti* 
ally,  if  not  wholly »  discauled  in  the  class-room.  One  or  more  educational  journals^  * 
should  be  carefully  perused.  A  judicious  selection  of  reading  matter  from  the  best 
authorSj  especially  for  the  winter  months,  would  add  very  much  to  the  mental  outfit  of 
every  teacherj  and  wouhl  tend  to  keep  the  mind  in  a  healthy  condition.  I 

Arbor  Day  was  quite  geneiully  observed  throughout  this  Inspectorate,  So  many 
grounds  are  un fenced  that  very  mnch  less  is  done  than  would  be  if  the  grounds  were 
enclosed. 

The  Westmorland  County  Ijistitute  held  its  meeting  in  Moiicton  in  October.  The 
attendance  was  the  largest  since  the  Institute  was  formed.  The  meeting  was  very  suc- 
cessful in  every  respect.  The  Kent  County  Institute  met  in  Kingston  also  in  October. 
The  attendance  was  larger  than  last  year.  An  interesting  and  instructive  prognimiiie 
of  exercises  was  successfully  carried  out.

SrR  1  —  1  have  the  honor  to  stjbmit  my  second  Aiinnal  Report  ©n  the  educational 
condition  of  the  schools  in  my  Inspectoral  District. 

Ainut.  —  In  this  Parish  there  are  seven  districts  organized,  in  six  of  which  schools 
have  been  run.  No,  9  has  had  no  school.  The  Trustees  have  plastered  the  house  and 
repaired  the  foundation.  They  wish  to  open  a  school  at  once  No,  8  has  maintained 
a  school  during  the  present  term  only.  In  No.  C  the  appearance  of  the  interior  of  the 
house  has  been  greatly  improved.  Borne  new  apparatus  has  been  procured,  aJso,  a 
library  of  sixty -four  volumes.  The  school  grounds  in  No.  2  have  been  enclosetl  by  a 
neat  fence,  well  painted. 

Harvey.  —  There  are  eleven  orgamzed  districts  in  this  Parish.  All  maintain 
Bchoola.  The  school  in  No.  1  was  closed  for  a  time  this  term  on  account  of  fever  at 
the  teacher^s  home.  The  school  in  No.  5»  under  Mr.  E.  C.  Copp,  is  well  conductetl. 
The  school  property  is  well  cared  for.  I  have  urged  u|ion  the  Trustees  to  enclose  the 
school-grounds  and  trust  this  will  be  done  before  next  Arbor  ly^ij.  No.  6  was  re-orga- 
nized during  the  year,  West  River^  No»  10,  has  as  yet  failed  to  supply  much  needed 
improvementa 

R Of f twelL  ^  AW  the  districts  in  this  Parish  —  ten  —  are  organized  and  maintain 
ichools.  The  school  in  No.  10  should  be  graded.  The  Trustees  are,  I  understand,  in 
accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  school  meetinr^,  considering  whether  to  enlarge  thei*^ 
house  or  dis|K)se  of  it  and  build  a  new  and  larger  one.  No.  I,  Riverside,  has  repainted 
its  house  and  improved  the  premises  which  are  now  neatly  fenced.  The  contemplated 
repairs  on  the  intejior  of  the  house  are  much  needed.  No.  5,  Caledonia,  after  a  long 
lapse^  again  has  a  school.  So  little  of  the  property  of  this  district  is  owned  by  resi- 
dents, it  is  very  difficult  for  the  people  to  keep  school  running.  No.  6  is  moving  in 
the  right  direction,  gradtmlly  adding  to  its  stock  of  a]iparatu3  and  improving  the  con- 
dition of  its  house. 

IlilMoro  —  Fourteen  of  the  fifteen  districts  in  this  Parish  are  organized.  All 
have  had  schools  since  my  last  report  —  all  but  two  continuously.  No.  6  is  not  orga- 
nized.    Its  condition  is  peculiar.     Most  of   the  property  is  owned  by  one  person.     I 


hope  some  amingement  may  be  marie  whereby  ttie  children  of  this  district  may  hare 
the  advantages  of  a  school.  The  school  houses,  premises,  apparatus,  etc,  in  Nos.  I,  4 
and  15  ai-e  very  poor.  I  have  called  the  atteutioa  of  the  Tmsteea  to  the  necessity  of 
improvement,  as  yet  with  little  effect.  Saleni,  No.  7,  has  put  extensive  repairs  on  itt 
house.  It  has  now  almowt  the  api>earaTice  of  n  new  house.  The  influence  of  comfort- 
able and  pleasant  quarters  in  which  to  spend  school  houi-s,  is  seen  in  the  happy  faces  of 
the  children  and  the  improved  order  and  discipline  of  the  school.  No.  14  has  a  good 
houiie,  but  needs  some  more  apparatus.  No.  10,  Dawson  Settlement,  is  building  s 
house  capable  of  acconmvodating  the  large  number  of  children  in  the  district.  It  is  to 
l>e  well  furnitured  and  supplied  with  apparatus.  The  houses  in  Nos.  9  and  13  n€«d 
repairs.  The  school  in  No.  5  is  very  large  and  very  backward.  Some  apparatus  Las 
lately  l>et;n  got.  Although  the  district  is  well-to-do,  the  Trustees  seem  averse  to 
efficiency.     An  assistant  is  much  needed, 

Couerdak.  —  All  the  Districts  —  fourteen  —  in  this  Parish  are  organized,  and  all 
but  one  have  had  schools  during  some  part  of  the  year.  Eleven  have  schools  mnnijij^ 
this  Term.  In  many  of  these  Districts  the  houses  are  too  small  for  the  present  Bchoal 
population.  It  is  diflic^dt  to  effect  a  change  in  thi^  respect.  The  efficiency  of  the 
schools  is  hindered  in  consequence.  No,  8  has  painted  its  hoMse,  besides  making  other 
improvements,  Repaii-s  are  in  prospect  in  No.  3.  This  is  the  only  Pariah  in  the 
County  of  Albert  in  which  there  is  not  a  graded  school. 

Efgiru  —  Eighteen  of  the  twenty  Districts  in  this  Parish  are  organized.  Fourteen 
of  these  have  had  school  this  year.  In  some  Districts  Trustees  set  a  salary  —  veiy 
small  —  that  they  will  pay,  and  unless  they  can  secure  a  teacher  at  that  figure,  thtv 
have  no  school  for  term  after  term.  This  is  the  case  with  at  least  two  Districts  in 
Elgin.  No,  14  has  lately  been  organized,  and  proposes  to  build  a  house.  No.  15, 
whose  house  was  burned  lust  year,  has  rebuilt,  and  is  this  Term  running  a  school  MtKi«*r 
a  local  license*!  teacher  —  the  only  one  in  my  Inspectorate.  No.  6  reorganized  thm 
year,  hut  has  no  school  yet.  I  understand  No.  9  will  Iniild  a  new  house  next  summrr 
No.  3  has  a  well-equipped  and  comfortable  house,  with  enclosed  grounds  well  kept  anH 
neat. 

CardweU.  —  Orgunis^ed  Districts,  seven  ;  schools  are  maintained  in  all.  Nos*  A 
and  6  opened  school  this  Term,  having  been  idle  for  a  long  time.  No.  7  (Mooti»V 
Mills)  is,  after  nnich  urging.  al>out  to  make  some  very  necessary  improvements.  No 
8  has  also  notifled  me  that  improvements  ai*e  to  be  made.  The  houses  in  this  Farihli 
are  not  satisfactory.  * 

ira/ej/ijrtif.-^  Seven  organized  districts.  All  but  one  have  schools.  Some  disfrK' 
have  so  small  populations  it  is  difficult  to  keep  schools  rnnning.  No.  8  is  the  mo 
prosperous.  It  has  a  good  school  with  one  teacher  and  a  class-room  assistant.  I  h  r 
inade  efforts  to  reorganize  No.  2,  thus  far  without  success. 

Hammond.  —  Six  of  the  eight  districts  in  this  Parish  are  organized.     In  No.  ' 
there  is  a  very  large  enrolment.     A  large  class-room  has  been  built,  and  hereafter 
class- room  assistant  will  be  regularly  employed.     The  apparatus  recommended  ha-s  a\- 
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t)een  supplied.     In  No.  4,  Hiimmond  Vale,  there  is  need  of  a  new  hons6>  or  extensive 
repnira  on  the  old  one.     The  Trustees  have  been  given  a  report 

Uphnm.  —  All  the  districts  in  this  Parish  - —  eight  —  had  school  during  the  year» 
The  houses  in  Uphara  are  decidedly  j»oor.  Le Forest  Lake,  No,  5,  has  set  the  example 
for  reform  by  repairing  and  painting  its  honse  and  supplying  apparatus*  The  house  in 
No.  3,  Titusville,  if  in  fair  oonilition.  No,  6,  Uphani  Village,  though  its  house  is 
poor  and  far  too  small,  outbuildings  Imd  and  premises  not  at  all  what  they  should  be, 
persists  in  refusing  to  improve.  The  influence  of  such  districts  is  to  keep  others  leas 
able  from  doing  what  they  would  otherwise  be  willing  to  do. 

Hampton.  —  There  are  eleven  schools  in  this  Parish,  No.  1  has  yet  done  nothing 
towards  supplying  better  school  accomm oblation.  The  school  house,  premises,  eta,  are 
not  at  nil  in  keeping  with  the  rpquirements  of  the  law.  No.  8  has  a  successful  school 
fairly  well  equipped.  Considerable  apparatus  has  been  got  during  the  year  by  the 
country  districts  in  this  Parish. 

Bat/iesay.  —  This  Parish  has  six  schools.  The  house  at  The  Neck,  No.  5,  has  been 
painted  ;  some  useful  appai'atus  has  also  been  obtained.  Oondalo  Point,  No.  3,  has 
also  umdo  some  iuvprovements.  In  No.  2,  the  school  which  w*as  formerly  kept  near 
Riverside  has  been  moved  further  up  near  Rothesay  Station,  where  it  will  better 
accommodate  the  needs  of  the  district.  On  the  whole,  the  sthools  of  this  Parish  are 
not  as  prosperous  as  I  would  like. 

Kingskm.  —  There  have  been  fifteen  schools  open  in  this  Parish  during  the  year. 
But  ten  are  in  opjcration  this  term.  Irregular  attendance,  with  schools  open  only  a 
portion  of  the  year,  prevents  satisfuctory  advancement.  The  school  houses,  with  some 
few  exceptions,  are  not  well  ke]it.  Better  apparatus  is  needed  in  No  3.  No-  5, 
Clifton,  appears  divided,  the  p^^ople  at  Reed's  Point  wishing  to  form  a  district  by  them- 
selves on  account  of  the  dangerous  piece  of  road  in  winter  between  that  place  and 
•Clifton.  It  seems  impossible  to  make  a  division  without  contravening  Sec.  5  (3)  of  the 
School  I^w.  Rei)airs  are  to  be  made  on  the  house  at  Clifton,  No,  7,  White's  Point, 
will,  I  trust,  build  a  house  in  the  near  future.  The  present  one  is  too  small,  i>oorly 
lighted,  and  very  wuch  out  of  repair.  In  Noa.  11  and  13  improvements  are  necessary; 
in  the  latter  a  new  house  should  be  built.  I  believe  the  Trustees  are  about  to  make 
some  slight  repairs,  so  that  it  wili  do.  No.  15  has  made  some  improvements  on  its 
house  and  put  up  a  fence.

—  Nine  out  of  eleven  districts  are  organized.  »Seven  have  operated 
schools.  I  have  made  eflbrts  to  get  a  school  started  in  No.  6.  The  prospect  is  that 
something  will  be  done  next  term.  No.  7j  Passekrag,  is  vtry  slow  in  making  greatly 
needed  improvements,  A  united  eflbrt  by  all  needing  a  school  would  lead  to  beneficial 
results  No.  9  has  purchased  irome  apparatus.  No.  11^  Middleton.  has  lately  organ- 
ized and  will  probably  run  a  school  during  the  winter. 
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Springfield.  — This  Parish  lias  seven teeti  districts,  all  of  which  but  one  have  bad 
school  doring  the  year.  No.  3,  Centreville,  has  a  good  school,  well  equipped.  Owing 
to  the  small  number  of  children,  No.  4  has  had  no  school.  No.  6  needs  a  new  hotisfr.

Ko*  1  has  lately  organizet]  and  will  run  a  school  this  winter.  No.  3»  Sheck,  has  putia 
oew  furniture.  No.  8,  Newtown,  is,  I  understand,  enlarj^ing  its  house  to  provide  % 
claBS-room.  No.  IT  has  mtide  jirovision  for  repairing  its  house.  No.  23  has  also  icide 
repaira  and  painted  its  houKe. 

tSuajtex*  —  Fourteen  of  the  dxteen  districts  in  this  Parish  had  school  this  jesr. 
Some  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  houses  in  Nos.  10  and  11.  Apparatus  and  iui[a 
have  been  got  in  Nos.  3  and  6.  No.  8  htis  had  no  school.  I  hope  to  see  one  started 
in  the  near  future. 

ffavelaek.  —  Thirteen  schools  have  been  operated  in  this  Parish  this  year.  No.  (J 
hM  had  none  this  tenu,  The  Trustees  have  been  completing  their  house.  No.  3  has 
nkade  some  improvements;  new  furniture  will,  I  believe,  be  supplied  soon.  No.  13  ia 
repairing  its  house  and  supplying  new  furniture.  No.  11,  Salem,  is  building  a  aeir 
house. 

BnmmmcL  —  Nos.  2  and  3  had  the  only  schools  in  this  Parish  la.st  term.  I  thiak 
Nos.  1,  5  and  7  have  schools  this  term  ;  it  was  their  intention  to  do  so,  On  account  of 
remoteness,  several  of  the  districts  in  Brunswick  have  difficulty  in  getting  teachers. 

Johmtofi.  —  Seventeen  districts  —  fourteen  schools  this  year.  No,  9,  Jenkinsvillo, 
has  built  a  new  house  and  will,  1  presume,  run  a  school  next  term.  No.  3^  Thome- 
town,  has  great  nec^d  of  a  new  house.  The  (jresent  one  ia  too  small,  and  is  in  a  Tery 
bad  state  of  repair.  The  proper  recommendations  have  been  made.  The  house  in  Xo- 
4  should  lie  repaired  ;  it  is  too  good  a  honae  to  lie  allowed  to  run  down.  The  educa- 
tional interests  of  this  Parish  are  not  prosperous.  The  disposition  to  improve  seeco^ 
wanting 

Wick/min.  —  Nine  districts  —  seven  schools  have  been  operated.  Na  3  has  madt 
con8ider8l>le  improvements  in  apparatus  *ind  repairs.  The  liouses  in  this  Pariah  arp 
not,  as  a  rule,  good.  They  have  been  allowed  to  get  out  of  repair,  and  in  some  eis^ 
they  are  now  scarcely  worth  repairing.  This  is  the  CEise  witli  those  in  No&  1,  4,  ^ 
and  10.  i 

WcUerboru  —  This  Parish  has  ten  schools.  No.  2,  Cox*s  Point,  has  built  a  new 
house.  General  repaii-s  and  better  furniture  are  needed  for  the  house  in  No.  4.  Th^ 
school  in  this  district  is  large.  No.  5  has,  I  believe,  made  some  repairs  on  its  hous& 
Tlie  condition  of  the  house  in  No.  8,  Young  s  Creek,  is  bad. 

Chipnmn.  —  There  are  fifteen  districts  in  this  Parish,     Three  are  not  organijBedr 


twelve  schools  Imve  Iwjen  operated.  No.  2,  a  short  time,  ago,  started  to  build  a  house. 
It  has  J)eeii  without  a  school  for  years.  The  district  is  not  united,  and  in  consequence 
difficulties  threaten.  The  school  in  No.  4,  Briggs*  Comer,  is  progi-essive  ;  considerable 
appftratuB  has  been  procured.  No*  6,  Gaspereaux,  agreed  t<)  thoroughly  repair  its 
louse.  I  presume  it  has  been  done.  No.  9  has  mad«  sundry  repairs  on  its  house  and 
pirehased  some  apparatus.

Colpitts  has  recently  added 
ODe  bundred  volumes  to  his  school  library,  whirh  now  numbers  over  three  hundred 
books.  8oiDC  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  house,  which  is  now  very  comfortable  and 
eommodioua. 

The  Sussex  school,  although  mtich  larger,  being  situated  in  a  much  more  populous 
centre,  is  not  as  well  equipped  as  it  should  be.  I  have  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
IViiftees  the  apparatus  and  maps  that,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  useful  in  the  school. 
Mr,  Hanson  and  Mr.  Perry  have  interested  thenvselves  in  procuring  a  school  library, 
l^st  term  interruptions  occurred,  which  seriously  affected  the  work  of  the  school.  At 
on6  time  they  were  closed  for  nearly  a  month  on  account  of  soiall  pox.

The  Rat€'payera  of  Hopewell  Hill,  in  order  to  keep  their  school  up  to  the  required 
\  standard,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  voted  two  hundred  dollars  for  new  furniture, 
apparatus  and  general  repairs.  The  schoo!  is  in  a  healthy,  progressive  condition.  IVTr. 
Lawson  is  most  enthusiastic  and  earnest  in  his^  w^ork.  Miss  Jane  Moore,  ivho  has  ior 
upwards  of  eight  years  done  excellent  work,  still  continues  in  charge  of  the  Primary 
jDepartment.  This  school  has  a  lai*ge  library.  The  collection  of  natitral  history  speci- 
paens  is  gradually  increasing. 

The  Hiilfiboro'  school  has  become  too  he-avy  for  two  teachers,  A  class-room 
itant  is  now  employed.  The  apparatus  in  this  school  is  deficient.  I  have  called 
attention  of  Trustees  to  the  necessity  of  pmviding  more.     The  house,  furniture  and 


premises  are  in  gogd  condition.  The  toachei-s  continue  to  discbarge  their  duties  witli 
ability  and  soooess. 

^Vfter  fonr  years  of  successful  work,  Mv,  H.  B.  Sleeves  retired  from  the  Elgin 
school  at  the  close  of  the  winter  terrn^  and  was  succeded  by  Mr.  Starratt.  This  school 
is  too  large  to  Ije  accommodated  in  two  depai-tnients-  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building, 
or  rather  an  addition  to  the  present  house  for  a  third  department  lu  the  nieantime^ 
a  regularly  lioensed  teacher  is  employed  as  class-room  assistant.  Some  apparatus  ia 
needed ;  also,  repairs  on  the  house. 

The  Apohaqui  school  (No.  2 5,  8tudhulm)  is  on  the  way  to  eflSciency,  The  room 
in  which  ts  the  Primary  Department  has  been  enlarged  and  plastered.  Both  rooms  are 
better  lighted.  The  outside  of  the  house  has  also  been  repaired  to  a  certain  extents 
Further  rejjairs  are  eon  tempi  a  ted.  I  am  informed  that  the  apparatus  reeominended  by 
me  will  be  got. 

The  Advanced  Department  of  the  Norton  school  is  well  e<|uipped.  The  room  is 
one  of  the  finest  in  my  Inspectorate,  The  Trustees  have  painted  their  house,  and  ar& 
now  building  an  addition,  the  better  to  accommodate  the  Priiuary  De|iartment  A 
good  library  and  a  collection  of  the  minerals  of  the  Dominion  have  been  supplied. 
Both  teachers  are  energetic  and  faithful.  Mr,  John  Raymond,  the  secretary  of  the 
Trustees,  is  an  excellent  school  officer. 

The  school  at  the  Narrows  (No.  12,  Cambridge,)  is  not,  I  regret  to  say,  \i]t  to  the 
standard.  A  new  house  is  needed.  Needed  apparatus  has  been  recommended.  I  trust 
before  long  a  forward  movement  may  take  place  in  this  District,  and  that  the  school 
may  l>ecome  superior  indeed. 

The  school  at  Gaspcreaux  Forks  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus^  and  is  well  con- 
ducted*     It  has  the  smallest  enmlment  of  any  of  the  Superior  Schools.

At  the  time  of  my  visit  in  March  last,  Mr.  W.  Alward  was  in  charge  of  iht 
Harvey  school*  He  retire<l  in  September  to  take  up  a  course  of  study  at  the  Univer* 
Bity  of  New  Brunswick.  The  work  in  both  departments  was  generally  satisfactory. 
The  school  grounds  are  not  in  good  condition. 

In  No.  3,  Hillsboro*,  the  school  house  is  old,  and  needs  very  considerable  repairs. 
8ome  new  furniture  and  apparatus  should  also  be  supplied.     Trustees^  attention 
been  called  to  these  matters,  and  I  trust  improvements  will  be  made  before  longr 


No.  7,  Hopewell  Cape,  has  done  excellently  this  year.  Both  departments  have 
now  good  accommodation,  A  fine  room  has  lioen  fitted  up  for  the  Primary  Depart- 
ment on  the  second  flat.  It  is  well  lighted  and  nicely  painted.  Good  furniture  has 
been  provided.  Both  departments  are  well  supplied  with  apparatus.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  Mr.  Brown,  through  w^hose  energy  and  perseverance  so  much  has  been  accom- 
plished.    The  character  of  the  school  is  m  keeping  w^ith  the  equipment. 

No.  11,  Chipman,  has  also  caught  tie  spirit  of  reform.  It  has  provided  anew 
building  for  the  Primary  Department.  Needed  apimratus  is  willingly  procured.  With 
an  enrolment  of  eighty-two  pupils,  it  is  mpidly  becoming  on«  of  the  Wat  schools  in  my 
Inspectorate.  It  is  well  worthy  to  be  ranked  as  a  Soperior  School,  as  is  also  the  school 
at  Hopewell  Gape.  In  this  District  (Chipman)  the  heaviest  Katepayers  are  the  most 
zealous  for  improvements.     This  is  not  usually  the  case. 

Very  good  work  lifts  been  dont;  in  the  Norton  school  during  the  year.  I  under- 
stand Mr.  Flower  has  resigned.  I 

Ko.  1,  Cardwelb  has  also  made  extensive  and  thorough  repaii-s*  The  iiiterior 
of  the  building  has  bet^n  made  new\  An  entire  suite  of  new  furniture  for  lioth  rooms 
has  been  procured.  An  addition  has  also  been  made  to  the  school  grounds,  and  a  sujh 
ply  of  apparatus  is  to  be  obtained  in  the  near  future.  There  is  also  a  small  school 
library. 

Several  maps  have  been  purchased  for  the  school  in  No.  1,  Sussex.  The  work  is 
nerally  quite  satisfactory.  Mias  Julia  Smith,  teacher  in  the  Primary  Department^ 
resigned  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term. 

The  school  in  No,  3»  Hampton,  is  in  fair  condition  More  appai-atus»  l>etter  and 
more  blackboard  surface  and  other  general  improvements  are  needed. 


ARBOR    DAY. 


Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  121  schools  and  departments.  Fully  550  trees 
planted,  176  shrubs  were  set  out,  and  IG5  Hower  beds  were  made.  Other  general  im- 
provements were  made  in  23  districts.  Several  schools  made  window-gardening  a 
special  feature.  In  some  cases  the  window  plants  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the 
summer,  and  are  now  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  the  school.  In  sevt^ral  districts 
Trustees  and  parents  joined  teacher  and  pujiils,  and  contributed  to  make  the  day  one 
of  much  enjoyment.  I  am  reminded  that  while  the  work  of  Arbor  Day  in  many  dis- 
tricts is  entered  into  with  considembl©  Animation,  and  much  good  work  is  begun,  the 
interest  in  the  results  gradually  dies  out,  and  before  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term 
almost  every  trace  of  Arbor  Day  work  has  disappeared.  Districts  that  have  rejiorted 
the  day  as  observed  each  year  since  its  imieptton,  have  frequently  little  or  nothing  to 
show  for  the  time  spent.  Before  much  that  is  satisfactory  can  be  done,  the  school 
grounds  must  be  enclosed.  A  portion  of  time  should  be  spent  each  year  succeeding 
the  fii-st  Arbor  Day  in  caring  for  the  troes  ah-eady  planted,  and  in  digging  up  the  earth 
near  them  and  enriching  it.  Ijessons,  combining  theory  and  practice,  on  the  care 
'  trees  and  plants,  especiallv  such  as  are  planted  in   the  school  grounds,  should 

nd  summer  montlis.     I  trust  alt  eoncer 


will  use  their  best  endeavors  to  sectire  TOOi'e  beneficial  results  from  the  observance 
of  Arbor  Dny  in  the  future. 

COUKTY  INSTITUTES. 
The  King's  County  Iniititute  was  tliis  year  held  at  Hampton  on  the  13th  and 
14th  ;  the  one  in  Albert  County  at  Hopewell  Cape,  on  the  20th  and  21st  of  September. 
Both  were  well  attended.  The  one  at  Hampton  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  the 
County.  At  Ijoth  cHrefully  preimred  papers  were  read,  followed  by  intei^esting  and 
pro6 table  discussions.  These  Institutes  are  productive  of  ranch  good.  I  regret  that 
the  Queen^s  County  teachers  in  my  Inspectorate  do  not  make  a  better  attendance  at 
Gagetown.  The  Kind's  County  Institute  meets  next  year  at  Sussex ;  the  one  for 
Albert,  at  Dawson  Settlement. 

SCHOOL    MEETINGS. 

The  copies  of  school  meeting  minutes  rec<'ived  by  me  this  year  generally  indicate 
prpgresR.  Meetings  appear  to  have  been  much  better  attended  than  last  year.  Many 
districts  fail  to  send  any  account  of  the  transactions  of  their  annual  meetings.  Queen's 
County  is  imrticularly  remiss  in  this  i-espect. 

DISTRICT    BOUNDARIES. 

The  bounds  of  many  districts  are  quite  indefinite.  In  consequence  trouble  some* 
times  arises  in  inteqireting  the  limits.  Frequently  it  happens  that  to  furnish  the 
actual  bounds  of  a  district,  portions  of  the  bounds  of  at  least  four  others  must  be 
given. 

INSTRCCTION. 

In  many  schools  the  quality  of  instruction  imparted  is,  in  most  subjects,  exoelleot. 
The  work  exhibited  shows  that  the  pupils  have  arrived  at  stated  conclusions  by  intelli- 
gent processes,  that  they  have  been  trained  to  use  their  powers  of  observation  and  ta 
reason  from  the  knowledge  thus  obtained. 

History  is  too  frequently  treated  as  an  entirely  memoriter  subject.  Pupils  are 
not  taught  to  seek  out  the  motives  that  prompted  acts  of  individuals  and  govemmenta, 
or  observe  the  results  that  follow^ed  ;  nor  are  they  accustomed  to  express  orally,  In  con- 
secutive form,  their  knowledge  of  an  event.  This  latter  is  rather  a  fault  of  oral  com- 
position. Ability  to  write  on  a  slate,  or  in  an  exercise  book  one's  knowle<lge  of  a  given 
subject,  does  not  presuppose  the  power  to  express  that  same  knoiv ledge  orally.  I 
believe  more  attention  should  be  given  to  oral  composition,  without  neglecting  written 
work.  Correct  methods  of  speech  can  be  acquired  only  by  practice  under  skilful  guid- 
ance and  contmL 

Mental  Arithmetic  in  some  schools  consists  merely  of  pmctical  questions  baaed  00 
the  fundamental  rnles.  Mental  exercises  in  fractions,  reduction,  meusuremeuts,  pro- 
portion, interest  and  percentage  are  never  given.  This,  I  believe,  is  a  mistalce. 
Mental  exercises,  apart  from  their  practical  value,  greatly  assist  in  securing  accuracy 
and  rapidity  in  slate  work. 

I  am  frequently  met  with  an  objection  to  Lessons  on  Nature  that  teachei*s  them- 
selves are  not  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  give  satisfactory  lessons  on

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subject.  Whilst  it  is  tiiu*,  to  a  great  clegret?,  tliat  tbo  Book  of  Nutiire  lies  open  hefore 
all,  and  that  intelligent  observation  will  grachially  jiek?  a  vast  fund  of  infornirttion, 
still  the  great  majority  of  stn dents  feel  the  need  of  a  reference  book  as  a  guide  and 
authority,  I  would  therefore  think  it  advisable  that  in  the  list  of  text-books  recom- 
iDended  for  teachers,  there  be  placed  some  con^prehensive  treatise  on  Natural  Historj

Sir  :  —  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ended  December,  1894  : 

School  A tUndanee,  —  In  no  year  since  I  have  lield  office  has  there  been  a  better 
opi>ortiinity  for  children  to  attend  school  than  during  the  past.  I  do  not  recall  any 
organized  district  in  my  territory  but  what  has  had  a  school  in  operation  during  some 
part  of  the  year.  Tlinre  are  in  each  County  a  few  of  what  may  be  called  summer  and 
wint+T  schools.  In  these,  usually  the  poorer  districts,  where  the  pupils  are  young,  the 
school  opens  aliout  April  und  closes  in  December,  and  where  the  older  |inpila  are  in  the 
TiiBJority  the  schools  open  ahout  October  and  continue  until  the  following  June.  The 
poor  aid  given  to  districts  cjf  this  class,  as  well  as  to  many  others,  is  of  the  greatest 
assistance  to  them,  and  it  may  l>e  doubted  whether  some  of  them  could  maintain  a 
school  at  all  without  it.  It  is,  however,  not  always  the  y«xirest  district  that  makes  the 
least  provision  for  a  school.  In  some  of  the  more  wealthy  districts  where  the  majority 
of  Ratepayers  are  either  uninterested  or  indifferent,  constant  juessnre  has  to  be  exer- 
cised to  secure  school  privileges  for  the  minority.  The  usual  mode  of  procedure  is  to 
vote  at  the  Annual  meeting  a  nine  months  school*  and  under  the  cloak  of  such  infor- 
mality to  depri\'e  the  pupils  of  the  balance  of  the  terra.  There  arf%  too.  some  peculiar 
customs  prevailing.  For  instance,  at  the  licdge,  Charlotte  County,  the  school  istisually 
closed  during  November  and  December  —  two  of  tlie  most  favorable  months  for  attend- 
nce  in  the  year.  At  Upper  Mills,  St,  Stephen^  the  school  is  closed  in  December  in 
tiitation  of  the  custom  prevailing  on  the  American  side  of  the  river.     In  Charlotte 


CouQtj  especially,  cranberry  and  blueberry  seasons  interfere  witb  the  attendance,  «ul 
in  iome  cases  the  schools  are  closed  down  during  sucb.     In  these  districts  it  wq«1«1 
se^m  that  some  option  should  be  allowed  the  Trustees  in  the  matter  of  the  suinaiBr' 
vacatioD.     Great  care  wou!d  have  to  be  exercised  in  this^  as  the  door  once  opened  appli— 
cations  on  all  aorts  of  pretexts  would  be  made,     I  think  it  very  creditable  to  Charlotte 
County  that  in  the  Second  Temi  every  organized  district,  with  possibly  one  excepition^ 
had  a  school  in  operation  during  some  part  of  it.     This  may  be  better  appreciate*!  whea. 
I   lui'ntion  such  districts  as  Fairy  Bank,  Piakahegan,  Pomroy  Bridge,  Tryon»  B««i'«^ 
Island  and  Tliiee  Islands.     In  St.  John  County,  for  the  same  term,  all  the  schools  w<!pb' 
in  operation,  with  tlie  exception  of  two  or  three,  aad  in  my  portion  of  Kings,  all  bafc 
one — Mc(Mvern  — the  bouse  in  which  was  burned  during  the  summer  vacation    fca 
Inglewood  the  school  was  in  operation  a  very  short  time,  owing  to  the  unfortunit^- 
ikth  of  J.  W.  CaultielJ,  Esf|*i  the  teacher,  early  in  the  term. 

Thn  School  DistricL  —  I  have  to  report  many  improvements  generally  during  the^ 
year.  The  school  houses  in  my  District  are  almost  invariably  comfortable,  well  tum- 
ilhod  and  fairly  well  supplied  with  apparatus.  Trustees  are  generally  very  car&less 
about  tbrir  outbuildings.  There  is,  of  course,  constant  wear  and  tear  in  buildings  aad 
appHumx^B.  This,  I  think,  is  Ukore  than  made  good  each  year.  I  have  taken  occifiioxi 
in  former  rejwila  to  mention  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  school  houses  are  painted,  &a<} 
not  only  exleriuilly,  but  internally,  many  bouses  are  very  attnictive  in  appearaoee. 
Thoro  ban  been  no  falling  off  in  the  work  in  this  direction.  In  addition  to  this,  naaay 
Hiihonl  (lagH  ha\'e  been  procured  during  the  yeAr.  Some  new  school  libraries  b%*e 
bren  [Ji'tnided,  and  many  additions  to  existing  ones  have  been  made. 

Tiro  following  are  the  new  school  houses  visited  by  me  during  the  past  year  for 
tlm  I  ill*  I  tinH\  These  houses,  I  think,  in  every  instance  have  been  built  after  plftos 
furniMhod  Uy  the  Boai^l  of  Education  : 

Hfial  t  ?ove,  Grand  Manan,  has  built  a  very  commodious  house,  supplied  wilk  * 
f^liiwn* room,  on  ft  site  much  more  convenient  to  the  Ilatejiayers  than  the  former  oft^- 
Heid  t'Ovn  Mec^nm  to  be  growing  more  rapidly  than  any  other  village  on  Grand  Maaat^« 
auil  I  f»iar  tho  new  house  will  not  be  large  enough. 

Wfint  UI'*«  has  lately  taken  the  lead  of  any  Parish  in  Charlotte  County  in  tl»^ 
miiltf^r  of  new  school  buildings.  After  a  new  house  is  built  at  Richardsonville,  E)«? 
Inhind  will  he  well  supplied  in  this  respect. 

Hdili  l^ml'it  Cove  and  Lambert  Town  have  erected  very  neat  and  attractive  8ch( 
bulbil u^n.  well  bn^nted,  and  supplied  with  necessary  furniture  and  apparatus*     Lamliei 
Triwn  bimwlH  of  om^  of  the  largest,  if  not  the  largest,  school  flag  in  the  County. 

After  nonio  driay  in  beginning,  the   new  house  at  Leonards vil I e   is   completed. 
■AW  It  wbiHi  baing  erected,  and  have  no  doubt  but,  like  the  other  new  houses  on  IK?^^ 
ImImuiI,  It  iM  I  rfniiiable  in  every  way  to  the  District.     The  site  is  one  of  the  best  to 
fouitil  in  aiiy  hintrict. 

Afhu*  Miuu*^  ilelay  regarding  the  site,  a  new  house  has  been  built  at  Moannes. 
\\\vn  a  fln"  loi*«rion,  and  is  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  Bistrict. 

TJip  limtse  lit  the  Old  Ridge,  which  was  unfortunately  burned  about  a  jearag^ 


has  been  rebuilt  It  was  insurecL  Tlie  new  on**  might  be  regarded  a  good  one  in  a 
poorer  district,  but  neither  in  flpi>earance  nor  in  equiimiciit  is  it  up  to  tlie  dignity  of  u 
wealthy  district  like  the  Old  Hidge. 

Fairy  Bank,  Clarendon^  has  a  new  house  in  progress.  The  District  h  very  poor, 
and  proceeds  slowly. 

In  St.  John  County,  I  visited  for  the  finjt  time  the  new  house  at  Cranberry  Head. 
It  is  plain,  but  serviceable,  and  is  a  greiit  boon  to  tl»e  Distiict,  A  new  house  hus  l>ecm 
built  during  the  year  at  Latiuiore  Lake.  This  IHstriet  was  never  organized  until 
within  the  year.     At  my  visit  there  were  twelve  pupils  in  attendance. 

In  King's  County,  the  new  houses  are  at  Oak  Point  and  Ingle  wood.     Both  are-| 
well  suited  to  the  need«  of  the  Districts. 

In  the  new  school  buildings,  both  in  town  and  in  country,  I  do  not  think  sufficien*- 
attention  is  paid  to  the  lighting.  In  many  countiie^  this  is  a  matter  of  regidation,  and 
I  thiok  ifc  should  be  in  ours. 

In  the  ibllowing  districts  new  houses  are  needed  :  Lepreaux  probably  needs  a  new 
house  worse  thau  uny  other  district.  In  the  winter  reason  it  is  unfit  for  use.  I  have 
done  my  utmost  in  the  way  of  persuasion,  but  without  avuil.  If  steps  are  not  soon 
taken  in  the  way  of  improvement  I  will  recommend  stronger  measurcH. 

Oak  Hill  is  one  of  the  finest  districts  in  Charlotte  County,  but  has  one  of  the 
worst  school  houses.  Like  all  other  school  houses  in  connection  with  public  halls,  it 
has  suffered.  I  think  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  new  house  is  developing  among 
those  njost  interested,  and  I  hope  before  long  to  be  able  to  report  improvement. 

Letete  has  made  partial  provision  for  a  new  house,  I  wish  all  districts  wero  aa 
jy^tisfactory  as  this  district — save  in  the  matter  of  school  attendance. 

In  St.  John  County  many  new  school  houses  have  been  huilt  during  the  last  five 
y^krs.     A  new  house  has  long  been  needed  at  Teignmouth  Creek.     I  have   csalled 
several  meetings  and  visited  the  district  with  no  result. 
Salmon  River  retjuires  a  new  house. 

Spruce  Lake  is  still  without  a  house  or  a  school.  It  seems  imposaible  to  obtain  a 
qualified  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  burning  of  the  house  at  McGovern,  Kings  Co.,  will  necessitate  a  new  house 
in  that  district  The  district  is  poor  and  the  old  hous<j  was  not  insured.  Nothing  ha* 
l>een  done  yet  owing  to  a  disagreement  n^garding  the  site  —  a  fertile  source  of  discord 
in  all  districts. 

Jones*  Creek  has  a  very  large  attendance  housed  in  a  very  poor  school  buikling, 
which  is  very  inconveniently  located  in  as  far  as  the  great  nmjority  of  the  Ratepayers 
is  concerned.     I  hope  soon  to  see  steps  taken  to  build  a  new  house. 

Many  of  the  school  buildings  in  the  country  districts  have  been  repaired.  Among 
ihese  may  be  mentioned,  Elmsville  and  St.  David's  Ridge,  Charlotte  County. 

In  the  cities  and  towns  in  my  districts  the  new  building  in  Fairville  easily  comes 
first.  It  is  a  building  of  four  dej*artments,  built  after  the  same  plans  as  the  house  in 
St  Oeoi^e*  It  is  beautifully  located  in  full  view  of  the  Falls,  and  is  well  equipped  in 
every  respect     The  people  of  Fairville  are  justly  proud  of  it. 


In  the  City  of  St.  Jolm  a  new  building  is  pi-oposed.     It  is  to  be  located  cn 
Erin  street, 

The  old  Madi-as  school  building  in  the  North  End  of  St  John  is  still  in  aae, 
regret  to  say.     Some  of  the  looms  in  this  liuilding  are  unfit  for  occupation,  and  I  ct 
safely  say  that  bad  as  are  a  very  few  of  the  houses  in  country  districts,  1  have  i 
none  to  compare  wii  h  the  rooms  mentioned, 

Sdio€>fTntM€e8,  —  The  past  year  has  produced  the  usual  crop  of  difficultieu,  bnt 
none  incapable  of  adjustment.  I  have  not  had  to  remove  any  school  Board,  though 
some  have  only  been  induced  to  act  under  pressure.  At  times  it  seems  as  though  it 
would  have  been  a  good  thing  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools  if  the  Board  of  Education  j 
had  reserved  the  jyower  to  apix>int  one  Trustee  out  of  the  three  in  country  distncta. 
In  some  eases  Ratepayers  desiring  a  good  school  are  greatly  annoyed  by  tlie  Boiixii,  or 
a  majority  of  it,  engaging  a  cheiip,  low  cImss  teacher.  Some  more  stringent  regulstiooa  | 
should  be  made  requiring  the  employment  of  teacbert*  suitable  to  the  needs  of  tlw 
districts.  Very  striking  cases  of  nepotism  come  u]x  In  one  ease  dtiring  the  year  I 
received  a  petition  Kgainst  the  employment  of  a  young  lady  teacher  signed  by  every 
Ratepayer  in  the  district,  except  the  father  and  brother-in-law  of  the  projiosed  teacher, 
who  formed  the  majority  of  the  Board.  I  think  it  would  be  safe  to  enact  that  no  roao 
be  permitted  to  act  as  trustee  whose  wile  or  daughter  is  engaged  in  the  district  m 
teacher.  These,  of  course,  are  exceptional  cases;  as  a  general  rule  Trustees  perform 
their  duties  in  a  fairly  efficient  and  conscientious  manner,  and  deserve  more  credit  aod 
sympathy  thwn  they  receive  for  doing  w^ork  often  arduous  and  always  gratuitoua.  I 
cannot  say  truthfully  that  our  Trustees  are  becoming  any  more  frf:*rpient  visitors  at  the 
schools  ^ — the  great  majority  of  them  seem  to  be  cjuite  content  that  the  Insjieclor 
should  enjoy  that  monopoly. 

TeacherB,  —The  supply  of  teachers,  especially  during  the  Second  Term,  has  been 
in  excess  of  the  demand.  I  legi-et  the  inability  of  several  excellent  teachera  to  procure 
employment.  I  fear  this  excess  in  the  supply  of  teachers  will  have  the  effect  of  causing 
salaries,  already  too  low,  to  become  still  lower.  Our  teachers  deserve  better  pay.  It 
is  doubtful  if  an  increased  government  allowance  would  have  any  effect  other  than  the 
decrease  of  jiroportionate  local  effort.  In  almost  every  case  where  a  district  is  plac<«d 
upon  the  poor  list,  the  teachers  pay  from  the  district  is  reduced  act^ordingly.  No 
division  of  the  extra  allowance  is  made.  There  are,  no  doubt,  drones  among  teachen 
as  there  are  in  other  professions  or  occupations,  but,  taken  all  in  all,  none  deserve  more 
at  the  hands  of  the  people  than  the  teachers.  They  not  only  perform  arduous  regular 
duties,  but  many  districts  are  indebted  to  them  for  furniture^  apparatus,  flags  and 
Hbraries,  all  procured  by  efforts  outride  of  their  work.  Many  factors  enter  into  the 
conduct  o{  a  good  school,  but  all  will  agree  that  the  energetic  and  skilful  teacher  is  th« 
most  potent. 

Much  has  been  said  regarding  the  want  of  permanenco  in  the  teaching  professioi]. 
When  one  has  an  opportunity  of  obser\ing  the  discouragements  experie^iced  by 
teachers,  it  does  not  cause  so  much  surprise. 

When  teachers  of  tiietl  bkill  and  experience,  who  have  by  earnest  efforts  been 
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qoalifjring  tbeiuselves  for  promotion,  see  totally  inexperienced  teachers  appointed  to  the 
pOBitioDS  they  should  havti  had,  it  is  not  surprising  that  it  causes  a  distaste  for  tlie 
business. 

In  places  where  the  sakry  increast»s  with  experience,  it  is  rather  discouraging  to 
a  teacher  who  has  gained  it  elsewhere  to  have  to  begin  as  at  lirst.  It  is  still  more  so 
to  those  who,  after  a  lajise^  are  reappointed  only  to  begin  nt  the  bottom  again. 

It  is  very  discouraging  to  reserve  teachers  to  receive  reserve  pay  for  accept nbly 
performing  the  work  of  regular  teachers  —  not  for  a  week^  but  for  h  term. 


I  Graded  Schools, — The  Graded  Schools  do  not  differ  from  the  country  schools  in 

excellence,  or  in  the  interest  and   intelligence  displayed  ui  their  nranagfiment  by  school 
Xioards.     Of  the  smaller  towns  and  villages  tlie  scliools  of  St.  Stephen ^  Su  Andrews, 

■  Mill  town  and  Milford  are  the  most  efficiently  conducted.  The  schools  in  St  Martins^ 
and  Fairville  are  not  so  satisfactory.  In  the  City  of  St.  John,  containing  nearly  one 
hundred  und  fifty  schools,  are  to  be  found  some  of  the  best  and  a  few  of  the  poorest 

■  Bcbools  in  my  district*  Much  new  appamtus  has  been  procured  for  the  schools  in  St« 
John  during  the  year,  and  tliey  may  be  said  now  to  be  ! airly  equipped  and  abreast  of 
the  times.  I  have  referred  elsewhere  to  the  condition  of  some  of  the  buildings  or 
rather  ixjoms.  ' 
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Migh  and  Superior  Schook, — I  can  re|)ort  without  hesitation  that  these  schools, 
almost  without  exception,  are  doing  the  best  ckss  of  work.  The  work  and  discipline 
of  the  Boys'  High  School  in  St.  Jolm  ha^ernade  a  decidid  advance  since  better  quarter* 
have  been  pro^  ided.  It  is  not  necessaiy  for  me  to  speak  of  the  work  of  the  Girla* 
High  School  —  it  speaks  for  itself,  C^onsidering  the  amotint  of  work  each  has  to  do,  I 
do  not  think  it  possible  for  men  to  do  better  than  Messrs.  McFarlane  and  Brodie  in  the 
St.  Stephen  and  St.  Andrew's  High  Schools  respectively,  Messrs.  Johnston,  Hickson. 
and  AIcKay  continue  to  do  good  work  in  St.  treorge,  Welchpool  nnd  St.  JIartins. 
Messrs,  Covert  and  Richardson  retired  from  their  positions  at  theenil  of  the  First  Term — 
the  first  named  to  enter  McGilb  and  the  latter  to  take  charge  of  the  intermediate 
department  in  St*  Andrews.  The  retirement  of  both  w^as  much  regretted.  Mr.  W.  C 
Allen  succeeded  Mr.  Covert  at  North  Head,  and  Mr.  li.  P.  Steeves  assumed  charge  of 
the  Moore's  Mills  school.  At  the  end  of  hist  year  Mr.  H.  V.  Hayes  retired  from  the 
Milford  Siqieriur  School  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  R,  B.  \\'ailace. 

I  think,  perhaps,  the  chief  reason  for  the  excellent  standing  of  these  schools  la 
that  tliey  are  able  to  retain  the  services  of  the  teachers  for  such  a  length  of  time. 

Although  the  school  in  Milltownj  taught  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Sutherlai^d,  mnka  neither 
ati  a  High  nor  Superior  School,  yet,  in  the  character  of  the  work  done,  it  is  fully  the 
ef|ual  of  some  of  them.  The  attendance  has  so  increaited  during  the  year  that  an 
assistant  has  been  engaged. 

Arbor  Day.  —  I  have  little  to  add  to  former  reports  regarding  the  observance 
of  thiB  day.  In  districts  where  the  soil  is  favorable,  and  the  grounds  fenced,  go«d 
results  are  obtained.  In  other  districts,  under  conditions  less  favorable,  in  as  far  aa 
sttooesafiil  tree  planting  is  concerned,  there  are  no  lesults  at  all.     This  is  what  is  seen* 


It  is  bard  to  esttiuaie  what  is  not  seen,  but  I  have  no  doubt  that,  from  an  educative 
sense,  the  oljservanoe  of  the  day  is  niost  profitable,  I  think  the  date  of  the  observAnicr 
of  the  day  is  usuallj  too  lute* 

Cour^  o/ Instruction.  —  Many  lil>erties  are  sought  to  be  taken  with  the  course 
of  in?ft ruction,  and  many  more  would  W  taken,  esf»eciaJly  in  country  districts,  if  » 
strict  watch  were  not  kept.  Courses  of  instruction  change  of  necessity  from  time  to 
time,  and  this  has  been  one  of  the  years  of  change.  It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  speak 
with  certainty  of  the  altered  course,  but  I  think  the  teachers  are  giving  it  a  fair  trial. 
Speakinia:  generally  of  the  subjects  of  the  course,  I  raay  say  of  Reading  that  it  is  fairly 
well  taught,  especially  in  the  graded  schools.  In  the  country  districts,  less  attentioii 
is  given  to  expression  and  articulation.  The  literature  of  the  readers  is  receiving  mare 
attention  —  the  field  covered  in  our  present  series  being  an  excellent  one. 

Writing.  —  I  think  a  steady  advance  is  being  made  In  this  subject  The  upright 
^jsteoi  seems  to  meet  with  favor.  The  ordinary  school  desk  is  not  adapted  for  good 
work  in  writing,  it  being  too  small.  If  unifonu  pens  for  all  were  used,  and  no  smb- 
bling  books  alhiwed,  I  think  the  resultg  would  be  better.  The  slate  pencils,  pens  and 
paper  should  be  supplied  by  the  Trustees.  It  would  be  much  cheaper  for  the  Rate- 
payers, and  effect  a  great  in]|>rovement  in  the  manual  work. 

A  riifimetic.  —  With  inct*eased  attention  to  oral   instruction  and   less  to  the 
the  work  in  this  subject  has  improved.     There  is  still  a  great  field  for  impiovement. 

Composition.  —  This  subject,  rather  than  being  a  separate  one,  belongs  to  all 
others.  Wherever  the  teachei^  I'ecognize  this,  and  afford  opportunity  to  the  pupils  to 
express  themselves,  the  subject  is  well  taught.  Composition  belongs  to  no  jrjarticular 
part  of  the  time-table,  but  is  spread  over  the  whole  of  it. 

Geography  ts  well  taught ;  Canadian  History  but  indifferently,  and  British  His- 
tory not  satisfactorily. 

During  the  Term  just  ended  I  have  given  considerable  attention  to  temperance 
teaching.  The  new  text  seems  more  attractive  to  teachers  and  pupils  than  the  old, 
but  the  subject  is  still  dealt  mth  in  rather  a  giugerly  manner, 

Nattiral  History  is  taught  in  a  very  perfunctory  manner  in  many  schools,  especially 
the  ungraded.  Teachers  do  not  interest  themst^lves  to  secure  specimens,  without  which 
the  teachinsr  of  these  subjects  is  very  unprofitable. 

I  1  MVH  not  as  yet  had  sufficitrnt  experience  of  the  working  of  the  new  High 
8ehn«*l  C'iU'se  toejcpreas  an  opinion.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  teachers  are  making 
intelligent  effoils  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

The  Educational   Review  circulates  largely  in   my  district.     As  an  exponent  of 
educational  thought,  it  is  sound  and  moderate.     By   its  dessemination  of  geoetal  \ 
official  educational  news,  I  find  my  correspondence  considerably  lessened. 

County  In^titute^, —  As  usual  the  Charlotte  County  Institute  was  well  attieil 


and  most  successful.  It  was  held  at  St.  Andrews,  the  citizens  of  which  displnyed  im- 
bounded  hospitality  and  courtesy.  The  Chief  Superintendent  was  present  and  assisted 
greatly,  not  only  at  the  |>ublic  meeting  but  in  the  gfeneral  work  of  the  Institntf^ 

The  St.   John   County   Institute  nirt  at  the  usual  time  in  HL  Jolm  City.     The 
attendaiice  was  large,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  usual  character.

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Sir  : —  I  hereby  rsj>ectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1894  : 

Throughout  this  Inspectoral  District  daring  the  year  the  schools  have  l>eeu  kept  ia 
operation  quite  as  regularly  as  in  any  preceding  twelve  months.  No  local  licenflea 
have  been  issued,  the  supply  of  licensed  teachers  being  fully  equal  to  the  demand,  and  the 
present  term  aUbrds  no  example  of  a  case  where  a  school  remained  closed  for  the  reason 
that  no  regularly  licensed  teacher  could  \m  obtained.  Following  will  be  found  the 
usual  detailed  statement  respecting  the  schools  in  the  different  Panshes : 

QUEENS   COUNTY. 

Canning. — ^  The  house  at  Douglas  Harbour  was  |iartially  repaired  and  furnished 
with  some  useful  apparatus.  At  Svpher's  Cove,  No,  4,  the  school  remained  closed 
because  there  are  ao  very  few  pupils  in  the  district ;  at  the  annual  meeting,  however, 
money  wa.^  voted  to  carry  on  the  school  the  most  of  next  year.  For  the  sJime  reason 
the  schools  in  Nob.  1A  and  3  were  closed  most  of  the  year.  Mr.  Carey  Barton  was 
doing  good  work  in  No.  7,  Newcastle.  Some  needful  apparatus  is  atill  lacking  in 
most  of  the  schools  in  this  Parish. 

Capetown, — The  u&ual  activity  has  betiii  displayed  in  keeping  the  schools  in  the 
different  diHtricts  running.  In  the  Oramnuir  Hchool,  during  the  First  TenUi  the 
principal,  Miss  Mary  K.  Tibbitts,  B.A»,on  account  of  ill  health,  was  compelled  to  get  leave 
of  absence,  and  her  place  was  filled  temporarily  by  Mr.  F.  U.  Be r ton,  B.  A,  Mias 
Tibbitts  returned  to  her  work  in  August,  but  shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  term 


was  obliged  to  resign  Ler  jKjsitioD  for  the  same  reason  as  before ;  it  is  to  be  regretted 
tlmt  the  profession  bus,  foi-  a  time  at  least,  lost  ooe  of  her  energy  and  bngbtnea  of 
manner  in  the  school  room.  Mr.  Bowman  Magga,  B,  A.,  was  appointed  to  till  the  vacaacj. 
His  career  at  the  University  was  brillio^nt ;  he  has  entered  earnestly  into  the  work  of 
teaching,  and  will,  1  have  no  doubt,  be  successful.  The  Primary  department  has  beea 
taught  by  Miss  Weuion  for  several  years  with  success.  As  yet  there  has  not  beent 
proper  building  erected  for  this  depaitment.  Some  causes^  purelj'  loeal,  have  preventd. 
It  is.  however,  an  immediate  necessity,  Mr  Brunswick  Webb,  who  has  continued 
doing  good  work  at  I'pjier  Gtigetown,  was  recently  ap[>ointed  to  tlie  8ii|>erior  School  at 
Maugervilte.  The  school  in  No.  5  Jiasi  not  been  comlucted  as  satisfactorily  as  one  could 
wish*  In  No  3 A  Mias  Briggs  has  worked  successfully  for  three  terms ;  new  seats  and 
desks  have  been  provided  for  this  school. 

Hampstmd.  —  In  No,  1,  Woodville,  Miss  Roderick  htis  done  good  work,  and  is 
much  appreciated  by  the  Ratepayers  of  the  district  as  a  teacher.  In  the  character  of 
the  work  done  in  No,  7,  Summer  Hill,  a  marked  impixjvement  was  noticeable.  There 
is  need  of  a  new  building  in  No.  3  ;  it  ia  a  district  of  small  valuation  and  few  Kate- 
payers,  however,  and  at  present  they  can  ill  afford  to  erect  a  new  house.  At  Aiinual 
Meeting  money  was  voted  to  thoroughly  repair  the  house  in  No.  5,  Jerusalem.  The 
school  in  No.  4  during  the  year  improved  much  as  to  the  work  done  ;  it  is  now  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Hayes  Dougan,  The  school  in  No.  0  will  be  provided  with  new  seato 
and  desks  next  year.  In  No.  10,  African  Settlement,  the  school  would  have  been 
open  the  whole  year  but  for  the  seiious  illness  of  the  teacher,  Misa  Cox,  at  the  first  of 
this  term.  The  imjuovement  in  needful  aiipaiiitus  in  a  number  of  the  schools  ww 
quite  apparent  this  year. 

PetersviUf.  —  Fourteen  schools  out  of  fifteen  organized  districts  were  in  opration 
this  term.  At  North  Clones  the  school  was  shut  down  for  repaii-s  ;  the  building  is  so 
large  and  has  been  neglected  so  long,  that  it  will  be  expensive  repairing.  The  schwU 
at  Welsford  and  Fowler  districts  are  still  doing  good  work  under  the  same  teachers  « 
last  year.  In  No.  5,  Eriniskillen,  the  school  house  was  thoroughly  repaireii  and 
furnishetl  with  apparatus.  The  difficulty  as  regards  situation  of  the  school  house  in 
No.  6  was  settled,  and  the  Ijuilding  was  thoroughly  renovated;  new  furniture  is  still 
lacking.  The  school  in  No.  15  is  still  doing  good  work  under  Miss  Spragg's  direction* 
In  Olinvilie,  No.  17,  Mr.  W.  H.  Tilley  has  taught  the  school  continuously  for  thirty- 
four  years, -which  is  undoubtedly  the  longest  |»eriod  of  service  in  one  district  of  any 
teacher  in  the  Province,  The  school  at  Armstrong's  Corner  has  again  changed  hand* 
twice  during  the  year.  This  is  a  large  atid  important  district  with  a  good  attendaaoc 
of  pupils,  and  it  is  very  desiitible  that  the  services  of  a  good  teacher  should  be  obtained 
for  some  length  of  time.  The  ajtpliances  for  school  work  in  the^e  schools  also  hsvt 
noticeably  improved  during  the  year. 

SUNBUEY   COUNTY. 

Although  the  number  of  pupils  in  this  County  may  not  have  increased,  as  the 
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average  number  per  school  is  very  low,  there  wer«  more  schools  in  operation  the  pres- 
ent Tei  m  than  hnve  been  for  soQie  time.  Fortv-four  teachers  were  employed,  where 
latterly  there  have  not  been  over  forty. 

Bli$9inl!e.  —  In  Ko.  1,  the  Hatepayers  voted  money  in  October  to  inaiuUin  school 
most  of  the  coming  year,  althongU  tlieif*  is  bnt  one  family  with  children  to  attend 
school.  In  District  No.  2  some  repaira  will  be  put  upon  the  buihiing  in  the  Chrisiraas 
holidays,  and  in  No.  3,  Hoyt  Station,  monfiy  was  voted  to  supply  new  desks  and 
seats,  as  well  ns  to  repair  thoroughly  the  school  house,  which,  tliough  old,  ban  a  solid 
frame.  In  No.  4,  Patterson  Hettleinent,  Miss  Hughes  has  a  good  school .  The  house 
in  No,  7,  Mill  Settlement,  was  thoroughly  repaired  inside,  and  in  No.  6,  Juvenile 
Settlement,  at  the  annual  meeting,  mon^y  was  voted  to  put  the  building  in  a  thorough 
state  of  rej«iir.  Cousiderabk*  useful  apparatus  has  been  supplied  in  the  schools  in  this 
Parish. 

Burton. — The  thirteen  schools  in  this  Parish  were  all  in  operation  during  the 
present  Term.  This  speaks  well  for  the  interest  taken  by  the  Ratepayers  in  mrnntain- 
ing  schools,  as  many  of  the  districts  are  of  low  valuation,  and  they  ar-e  not  able  to  pay 
high  taxes.  The  hoTise  in  No.  10  was  put  in  good  shape  and  furnished  with  some  use- 
ful apparatus ;  the  school  also  was  well  taught,  Mr.  Coleman  continuf.s  doing  good 
work  at  No.  4,  Oromocto,  but  the  condition  of  the  school  building  and  the  lack  of  any- 
thing like  needful  apparatus  are  a  disgmce  to  a  district  of  its  size  and  importance. 
Some  of  the  houses  in  thi^  Pariah  have  been  allowed  to  get  thoroughly  out  of  repair  — 
notably  those  in  Noa.  5,  6,  12  and  13,  ,At  Woodside  and  Oeary  are  the  two  best 
houses  in  this  Paiish,  and  in  the  former  District  Miss  Mersereau  has  a  good  school. 
A  lack  of  necessary  appliances  for  school  work  is  still  felt  by  the  teachers  in  a  number 
of  these  schools. 

I  Gladalonfi.  —  The  school  liouae  at  No.  4,  Tracey  Station,  was  thoroughly  repaired 

and  painted  during  the  .«iumiijer  holidays,  and  it  now  prej^ents  a  very  neat  appearance. 
New  seats  and  desks^  ami  some  appliances,  wer*^  furnished  during  the  year  in  No.  2, 
In  No.  7,  Diamond  Bcjuare,  the  building  is  not  yet  completed,  and  the  District  has 
been  materially  weakenetl  through  some  Katepayers  moving  Hway,  so  that  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  a  school  is  begun  there  in  the  near  future.  At  Fredericton  Junction,  Mr.  S.  D. 
Alexander  has  charge  of  the  Superior  School  still.  This  school  i^  fully  up  to  the  stand- 
ard, and  is  doing  good  work  in  most  of  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  as  high  as  Grade 
X.  No.  9»  little  Lake,  is  a  remote  District,  where  the  Trustees  have  soanetimea  con- 
siderable diliiculty  in  obtaining  a  teacher. 

Lincolfi, —  The  Act  of  Assembly  which  united  the  lower  part  of  the  City  of  Fred- 
ericton with  the  unorganized  District  No.  2,  of  this  Parish,  into  a  separate  school  dis- 
trict, has  happily  settled  the  dtrticulty  of  the  Wiseley  School  for  the  Fredericton 
Board  of  School  Trustees.  A  school  was  opened  in  this  new  district  in  August,  with 
an  enrolment  of  over  thirty  pupils  ;  the  building,  however,  needs  renovating.  The 
school  in  No.  1  has  not   been  as  satisfuctory  or  as  well  attended  as  it  ought  to  be,  the 
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house  also  noeds  some  repairing, 
of  no  chiiilren  to  attend. 


In  No.  6  tlie  school  atill  remains  closed  on  aoooont 


Maugerville, — In  No.  1  some  money  was  laiaetl  through  the  exertion  of  the  teacher,] 
Miss  Nellie  Taylor,  for  the  purchase  of  ap|mi'atua  ;  the  house  in  this  district,  consider^l 
ing  its  valuation,  is  not  creditable.     In  No.  2  Mr.  Harrison  Bridges,  B.  A.,  has  con*" 
tinned  doing  good  work  during  the  year,  but  has  recently  resigned  to  take  charge  of 
the  Superior  School  recently  established  at  Sheffield,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year ;  the 
vacancy  thus  caused  will  be  filled  by  Mr»  Webb,  of  Upper  Gagetown.     In  No,  3  Mi» 
Janet  Rosborough  has  been  very  successful  in  her  work,  and  by  her  efforts  has  ftimtshed 
A  school  library  of  132  volumes,  well  selected,  for  the  use  of  her  pupils,  and  a  handsome 
flag  for  the  building.     She  school  house  has   been   enlurged  to  better  accommodate  ibej 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  and  also  furnished  with  proper  apparatus,  through  the] 
influence  chiefly  of  Mr.  A.  R,  Miles,  the  energetic  Secretary  of  Trustees.     The  house 
in  No,  4  is  to  receive  some  repairs  during  the  Xmas  vacation. 

Northjleld. —  The  condition  of  affairs,  as  regards  the  niaintjiining  of  schools  in  this 
Parish,   has  been  somewhat  better  than  lust  year.     At  Hardwood  Ridge  Mr.  W.  L' I 
Estahrooks   was   doing  good    work,    considering  the  disadvantages  under    which  lie  I 
labored — no  apparatus,  and  the  house  in  a  wretched  condition;  the  Trustees  ha%^e^ 
promised  to  remedy  these  disadvantages.     The  school  at  Salmon  Creek,  Northfleld  aad 
ChijMnan,  was    well   conducted   by   Miss   Lizzie  Harper,  and  is   well   furnished  with 
apparatus.     With  this  exception,  the  schools  in  this  Parish  are  still  very  insufliciently 
provided  with  appliances  for  school  work.  ^M 

SfiefiM. —  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  District  No.  2,  it  was  unaminoualy  decided 
to  close  the  Grammar  School,  so  long  established  in  this  district,  and  to  maintain  b 
lieu  thereof  an  ungraded  Superior  School,  on  account  of  the  very  few  pupils  attending 
the  two  departtueots.  This  action  of  course  neccesi^itated  the  closing  of  the  primary 
department,  acd  a  pleasing  incident  in  this  connection  was  the  substantial  recoguitioa 
by  the  Ratepayers  of  the  district  of  the  efficient  servic«  of  the  teacher  of  this  depart'* 
ment,  Miss  Ida  Barker.  The  usual  change  of  teachers,  two  a  year,  in  the  school  at | 
T^kcville  Corner  was  again  noticeable.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  Trustees  cannot  retaml 
the  services  of  an  efficient  teacher  for  some  length  of  time.  In  Lawson  Settlement,  No. 
5,  a  school  liuilding  was  began  and  will  prohrtbly  be  completed  next  year.  The  house 
in  No.  6  received  some  lepaira,  as  should  the  one  in  No.  7*

Bright.— The  Superior  School  at  Keswick  Ridge  was  unsatisfactory  and  poorly 
attended  the  first  term ;  Mr,  Sterling  McFarlane,  B  A.,  was  appointed  to  thii 
school  in  August,  and  since  then  the  school  has  shown  impmvement.  in  No,  6  the 
house  was  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted  within;  the  school  has  been  under  the  J 
careful  direction  of  Mr.  Alva  White.  The  house  in  Lower  HaitiesvilW,  No.  9,  wa 
furnished  with  new  seats  and  desks.     The  Hchooi  in  No.  7i  was  closed   the  first  terniil 
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Mid  this  was  the  only  ^mse  where  any  of  the  thirteen  schools  in  this  Piirish  was  closed 
-fiitlier  term  of  the  yean     The  Bchools  in  Nos.  4  and  10  were  well  conducted  during  the 

Douglas,  —  Tn  No.  U,  whore  there  has  beon  no  school  for  several  yenrs,  a  sebool 
was  ke|it  running  both  terms.  Tbe  leat  of  the  schools  in  this  Parish  were  o|>erated 
miifonnly  throughout  the  yetti%  and  during  this  term  particularly,  the  efficiency  of 
these  schools,  with  hardly  an  exception,  has  Ijeen  v^vy  appftrent,  so  mtich  so  that  it  is 
doBllful  whether,  in  any  other  Parish  m  the  Fiovince,  eighteen  schools  could  be  found 
Dg  better  work,  or  giving  tnore  satisfaction  to  tbe  parents  of  the  pupils  in  attend- 
Moe.  In  No.  3  the  house  has  been  furnished  with  new  desks,  Rud  the  Trustees  have 
Aown  their  appreciation  of  their  teacher,  Miss  Vnn<line,  by  rnising  her  salary.  Miss 
"Thompson  has  been  very  successful  at  No.  1  witb  an  enrolment  of  sixty.  Tbe  building 
in  No.  10»  Dorn  Ridge,  will  he  repaired  next  year, 

Dumfries.  —The  school  house  in  No.  2  has  been  condemned  as  imfit  for  further 
;&iul  there  will  be  a  new  one  built  next  Bummer.  At  Pokiok  the  school  house  is 
•way  from  t.he  centre  of  population,  as  the  Extract  Works,  situated  a  long  way  from 
the  school,  employs  a  numl>er  of  hands.  Tbe  biulding  cannot  be  moved,  however,  on 
4Ccoant  of  the  stream.  The  house  in  Allendale  should  be  moved  to  the  centre  of  the 
iliitrict.  The  two  districts  on  tbe  8t.  Croix,  Nos.  7  and  8,  were  kept  open  throughout 
4b  jear.     These  will  be  included  in  the  new  Parish  of  McAdam. 

Kmgsclear,  —  The  house  in  No.  7  will  be  thoroughly  renovate  next  simitner.  It 
is  quite  necessary  that  something  like  this  should  be  done  to  the  Inuldinga  in  Nos,  4 
tnd  5,  instead  of  the  system  of  patching  that  has  been  followed.  Good  schools  were 
kept  in  operation  throughout  the  year  in  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4.  Some  trouble*  of  a  local 
Mtare,  was  experienced  in  districts  Nos.  8  and  10,  but  they  have  been  settled  without 
«jy  injury  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

Mnnners-Sutfon.  —  Mr.  CliamborUin,  who  had  charge  of  the  Superior  School  at 
Harvey  Station  for  some  time,  resigned  in  June  last  to  pursue  the  study  of  medicine* 
^Hia  plrtce  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Webb,  who  has  elsewhere 
ptoved  himself  to  be  an  earnest  and  painstaking  teacher.  This  was  the  only  Parish  I 
»8s  uiuibl';  to  visit  during  the  term  just  closing.  Miss  Alice  Smith,  the  tucceasful 
tewher  of  the  Prifuary  dei>artment  of  the  school  at  Harvey,  has  resigned.  No  less 
Awi  five  out  of  the  eleven  schools  in  this  Pariah  are  furnished  with  school  libraries. 
-A^t  No.  1,  Acton,  the  school  was  not  at  M  satisfactory.  T  xe  schools  in  this  Parish 
^we  all  in  oj^ration  both  terms  of  tbe  year, 

Xf'w  J  fart/land,  —  There  are  but  four  schools  in  this  Parish,  all  of  which  were  kept 
<^Ti  the  whole  year.  Miss  Doak  contiuues  doing  good  work  in  Charter's  Settlement, 
likewifie  Miss  Daniel  in  No.  L  This  is  the  fii'st  year  for  some  time  that  the  school  at 
^ver  Danj  was  kept  in  opei-ation  all  the  yearv 

.  Princf.    William. —The  school  house  in  No.  2  was  re jmired  and  painted,  as  was 
^"0  the  case  witb  the  building  in  No,  3.     At  Lower  Pokiok  the  school  was  closed  this 


term  to  allow  the  building  to  be  enlarged  and  painted.     At  Lake  George  the  school 

remained  closed  the  greater  part  of  the  year  on  account  of  their  being  some  debt  upoa 
the  district.  This,  of  course,  ia  false  econotuy  and  short  sighted  |K>licy.  In  distriel 
No.  10  a  school  was  njaintained  part  of  the  year  at  Magaguadavic  Hiding  to  accoiurao- 
date  a  number  of  children  at  that  place.  At  McAdain  Junction  a  graded  school  hta 
been  kept  in  operation,  but  the  school  here  will  remiiin  unsatisfactory  until  permanent 
employment  is  given  to  the  working  men  ut  that  j>lace.  This^  of  course,  is  included  ia 
the  new  Parish  of  McAdarn, 

Qtietmburt/. —  In  No,  3  the  house  has  been  furnished  with  new  seats  and  desks^j 

and  window  blinds  ;  and  the  building  in  No.  1,  Lower  Line*  was  thoroughly  repaired 
and  painted.  During  next  summer  the  school  house  in  No.  4  will  be  i*enovated^  The 
school  in  No.  5  was  not  kept  in  operation  last  term  on  account  of  iniufficient  liiiidt 
voted  at  preceding  Annual  Meeting ;  this  mistake  will  hardly  l>e  made  again  in  a  hurry. 
In  No.  8,  Upper  Hainesville,  the  enrolment  is  too  large  and  the  attendance  to^ 
irregular  to  admit  of  a  proper  state  of  efficiency  in  school  w*ork. 

Saint  MaryB, —  The  usual  changes  in  the  Principal  ship  of  the  schools  at  Gi 
have  taken  place.  Mr.  Thos.  Simmons  was  in  charge  the  first  term  of  the  yeaf .  ffe 
was  succeeded  in  August  by  Mr,  Hetherington,  who  left  during  th«  term  to  take  chargtJ 
of  the  Bathurst  Graujmar  School,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Veazey,  It  is  to  be  earnestly 
hoped  timt  the  TruBt<*es  have  obtained  the  services  of  a  teacher  who  will,  besides  con" 
ducting  the  school  successfully,  remain  in  the  position  for  some  length  of  time.  Too 
small  a  salary  is  at  the  lK>ttotti  of  these  changes.  At  Lower  Durham  a  new  building 
was  to  be  started >  but  Trustees  have  liesi tilted  somewhat  on  account  of  exjiense,  as  it 
is  a  dictrict  of  low  valuation.  In  No.  14  the  frame  of  the  old  building  vas  moved  to 
the  centre  of  the  district  and  utilized  in  erecting  a  new  house,  which  is  now  a  credit  to 
the  Katepayers,  The  house  in  No.  10  was  shingled  and  painted,  and  next  year  will  lie 
provided  with  new  desks.  The  house  ia  No,  1 2  was  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted. 
Money  was  voted  to  repair  the  house  at  Durham,  but  one  cannot  discern  th^t  anytliing 
has  yet  bc^en  done  to  it.  No.  15,  a  new  district  recently  laid  oflT,  has  not  yet  had  a 
school,  nor  have  they  finished  their  building. 

Southampton^  —  In  the  nineteen  school  districts  in  this  Parish,  eighteen  Si^Iiools 
wei*e  maintained  the  present  Term,  There  w^as  no  school  in  Central  Waterville,  m 
there  are  very  few  pupils  to  attend,  but  the  IiHte[)ayers  voted  money  to  have  a  school 
next  Term.  The  house  in  Mapleton  was  repaired  and  painted,  and  the  houses  in 
Nos.  13  and  17  were  repaired.  At  the  annual  meetings  in  Temperance  Vale  aad 
Middle  Southampton  Ratepayers  voted  considerable  sums  of  money  towards  repaiiing 
school  houses.  Miss  Sarah  Mullan,  after  several  yeArs*  successful  work  in  Campbell 
Settlement,  lias  resigned  her  position.  The  school  at  Millville,  tinder  Miss  Sainh 
Haines^  has  done  admirable  work.  At  East  Waterville,  where  there  has  not  been  & 
school  for  over  a  year,  Miss  Bch river  has  succeeded  in  getting  the  school  in  a  good  state 
of  organization.  The  Ratepayers  of  Nos.  18  and  19,  comparatively  new  district^ 
deeerve  much  credit  for  keeping  school  almost  continuously  since  organization.

SUvnlei/.  — No  school  J  of  the  eighteen  in  this  Pitrishy  was  dosed  during  the  year; 
tnd  tbese  schools  have  almost  always  been  regiilurly  in  operation  —  a  fact  whi^h  has 
htm  mentioned  before  in  my  report.  Some  repaii'a  were  put  npon  the  school  houses  in 
Nan  7  and  6.  The  school  in  the  new  District,  No.  Oi^  has  Vieea  running  continuously 
JiDce  its  organization.  The  house  in  No.  6,  WiUinnisUiirg,  should  he  moved  to  the 
'mtn  of  the  District.  Crofsa  Creek,  No.  5,  is  too  long  a  District,  and  there  are  enough 
•cBtldFeu  in  it  to  fcmi  two  large  schools,  hut  as  it  is  now  there  is  a  largi-'  number 
of  pupils  that  cannot  attend  school  in  winter  at  all  The  school  at  Parker's  ilidge,  No. 
11,  has  a  large  enrolment,  is  well  attended,  and  is  doing  excellent  work  under  Miss 
C&ue.     The  house  in  English  Settlement  will  he  repaired  during  Christinas  holidays* 

^tty  of  F7'edericion,  —  The  school  at  Doak  Bettlement  remained  closed  dnring  the 
year,  aa  there  are  but  a  very  few  pupils  to  attend  school,  and  the  Act  imiting  the  lower 
pan  of  the  City  with  a  part  of  8unbury  County  has  freed  the  Board  of  8chool  Trusteea 
irom  any  further  responsibility  in  connection  with  the  Wiseley  school.  Since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  there  has  been  no  chttuge  in  the  staff  of  teachers,  with  the  single 
important  exception  of  Mr.  Palmer's  resigning  his  position  in  the  High  SSchool,  to  accept 
tie  Principal  ship  of  the  Male  Academy  at  Sackville,  It  is  needless  for  nie  to  say  that 
Jfr.  Palmer's  career  as  a  teacher  in  Fredericton  was  successful.  No  teacher  was  held 
higher  esteem  by  both  the  pujiils  of  the  High  School  and  the  citizens  at  large,  and 
^ur  public  school  service  has  lost  a  teacliei  surpassed  by  none  in  teaching  ability  and 
general  scholarship.  It  ia  £ji^fcifyiiig,  however,  to  know  that  his  services  have  not 
50  lost  entirely  to  the  cause  of  education,  Mr,  Palmer  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Jnuicis  Walker,  B,  A.,  of  Harvard  University.  The  including  of  a  large  part  of  the  pupils 
fd  the  8tb  Standard  of  the  City  schools  in  the  classes  of  the  High  School  has  so 
iiicreaseil  the  work  of  the  teachers  there  as  to  niilitate  seriously  against  its  efficiency, 
It  would  seem  better  if  the  8th  Standard  were  under  the  control  of  the  Principal  of  the 
CWlotte  Street  School,  instead  of  the  7th,  as  a*-  present,  and  another  department 
<'petied  up  for  the  7th  Htiindard  in  the  York  Street  School,  The  additional  expense 
for  the  present  prevents  any  such  change, 

Tott^n  of  MarystnlU. —  There  are  five  departments  here,  of  which  Mr.  W.  T.  Day 
w  long    been    the   Principal^    as    well   as  having   charge   of    the    Superior    School. 

Kiod  work  done  here  has  Ijeen  proved  by  the  excellent  stand  which  pupils  from 
bo<:»l  have  taken  at  the  Fredei-icton  High  School.  The  opening  of  a  primary 
ment  on  the  East  side  of  the  Nashwaak,  to  accomodate  the  increasing  number  of 
pQpils  in  the  primary  etandards,  for  whom  it  is  impossible  to  walk  so  far  in  the  winter 
"toonths,  would  seem  a  neccessity  in  the  near  future. 

SCHOOL   LIBRARIES. 

There  are  at  present  quite  a  number  of  school  libi'aries  in  this  Insjiectoral  District. 
1^  't^m k  County  there  are  at  least  twenty^  and  there  are  several  also  in  Sunbury  and 
%een8.  These  have  been  provided  almost  entirely  by  the  exertions  of  the  teachers  in  the 
*'ctal  districts,  <ind  much  credit  is  due  them.  Several  teachers  have  lately  informed 
tljRt  it  is  their  intention  to  try  and  furnish  something  of  this  kind  for  the  use  of  their 
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pupils.     One  cannot  but  notice  that  a  library  once  started!,  however  small,  is  continually 
being  addeil  theretoi 

COUNTY   INSTITLTTES, 

The  Institute  hehi  at  Gpgetown  for  Qtieens  and  Sunbury,  althoygh  by  no  mm 
accessible  to  all  the  teachers  withiri  the  Counties,  was  not  aiteiiil»*<l  as  it  should  1 
There  was  but  a  meagre  attendanct;  in  Queens  County  from  the  opj)osite  mde  of  the 
river  to  Gagetown,  Teuchera  by  this  time  ought  to  have  learned  the  value  of  attend- 
ing these  Institutes,  but  there  are  many  in  Queens  and  Sun  bury  uho  have  not. 

The  Institute  for  York  County,  held  in  December  iit  Fred  eric  ton,  was  the  hirge«t| 
as  to  numbers  present,  within  the  history  of  tliat  body.  There  was  careful  attentioa 
paid  thorough  out  the  diflereut  sessions,  and  the  discussions  were  such  as  to  dhow  that 
the  youngest  teachers  were  keenly  alive  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  attendance  »| 
such  gatherings.  This  Instititute  has  alwuys  been  much  indebted  to  tli e  staff  of  the 
Provincial  Normal  School  m  preparing  pajiei^  and  discussions  thereon,  This  time  th**y 
were  also  indebted  to  Dr.  Philip  Cox,  for  an  admirable  lesson  in  Natural  History. 

The  new  Course  of  Instruction  has  been  in  operation  so  slioi  t  a  time,  and  tbfr 
changes  made  are  hardly  marked  enough  for  me  at  present  to  report  concerning.  The 
principal  difficulty  in  the  way  of  greater  efficiency  in  our  ungraded  schools  ia  that  we  hav*' 
too  many  teachers,  very  youngs  whom  experience  has  not  yet  taught  that  to  do  real  K^lid 
lasting  work  there  i&  always  the  necessity  of  going  slow,  and  who,  though  enthusiJisttc 
enough  in  their  work,  appe-armore  desirous  of  advancing  Uie  pupil  through  the  page 
of  the  text  book,  and  thus  pleasing  the  parent,  who,  ignorant  of  what  real  educational 
progress  is,  likes  the  apparent  advancement  of  going  from  one  book  to  another.  Our 
graded  schools  have  the  advantage  in  this  respect.  Their  teachers  are  genorally  older 
and  have  been  trained  in  the  school  of  experience,

3l8t,  1894 : 

CARLETON   COtTNTY. 

Aberdeen,  —  Of  the  ten  tliatiictB  in  this  Parish  all  but  two  operated  sehooU  during 
the  year,  The  few  scattered  residents  in  Kent  Vale,  No,  2»  cannot  maintain  a  school, 
and  their  children  are  oblt^'ed  to  walk  some  three  miles  or  more  to  the  Rchool  in  North 
Glassville,  No.  3.  The  house  in  Glassville,  No,  4,  is  not  a  credit  to  that  flourishing 
village.  A  apecitd  meeting  of  the  Katepayeis  should  be  hi^ld  at  an  early  date  to  dis* 
cuss  the  advisability  of  erecting  a  Ruitable  building. 

Brighton,  —  The  average  attendance  in  No.  2  was  comparatively  small  last  term, 
A  First  Class  Teacher  should  l>e  placed  in  charge  here.  At  the  close  of  the  First 
Term  Mr.  Kerr  succeeded  Mr.  Hetheriugton  as  Principal  of  the  Superior  School  at 
Hartland.  A  handsome  and  commodious  school  house  has  been  built  in  East  Cold- 
stream, No.  0,  to  replace  the  one  recently  destroyed  by  fire. 

Kent.  —  It  is  pleasing  to  note  thut  great  progress  has  of  late  ^>een  made  in  this 
Parish,  in  so  far  at  least  as  the  externals  of  education  are  concerned.  A  substantial 
school  building  is  being  erected  in  Johnville,  The  house  in  Mineral  has  been  so 
thoroughly  repaired  as  almost  to  deserve  the  name  of  new,  and  good  modern  furniture 
p  has  been  supplied  for  the  school  in  the  Moose  Mountain  District.  A  neat  little  school 
house*  has  just  been  completed  in  the  Demerchsnt  Settlenientj  and  an  etlbrfc  will  be 
made,  in  the  face  of  factious  opj>osition^  t^  support  a  school  this  year.  Tlie  school  in 
Bath  needs  a  First  Class  male  teacher.  Tho  house  and  appliances  are  not  what  one 
would  expect  to  find  in  such  a  large  village  as  this.  A  wave  of  economy  has  struck 
Bristol^  and  the  service.**  of  the  teacher  of  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Superior 
School  there  have  been  diepensed  with.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  this  depart  men  t 
will  be  again  opened  in  the  near  future. 


NortJmmptoii,  —  The  opening  of  a  Primary  Department  in  connection  with  the

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«chool  in  (iraflon,  No.  4,  would  greatly  increase  the  eflectiveness  of  the  work.  Hit- 
mony  issefininglj  restored  in  No.  6,  No.  7  and  Jfo,  8  did  not  maintain  schools  regu- 
larly during  the  year,  Kilmarnock,  No.  11,  a  new  Dietrict,  supported  a  school  dtiriug 
the  First  Tern^i. 

Peel.  —  Peel  Station,  No.  1,  nmintaitied  Hcliool  during  one  term  only  of  the  yearj 
I  trust;  however,  that  a  siniilar  coui-se  will  not  W  adopted  in  the  future.  The  scho 
in  East  Florence ville  is  well  conducted  by  Miss  Eva.  L.  Gill.  The  average  attendance 
at  the  time  of  uiy  visit  was  forty.  There  is  also  a  good  school  in  Lower  Gordons viUe,j 
No.  4.  Oakland,  No.  5,  has  not  maintained  a  school  since  the  tirst  tenu  of  18&3,| 
The  school  in  Na  7  was  closed  part  of  last  term  on  account  of  illness  of  the  teaeherJ 
iliss  Nettie  Jones.* 

SifHoiid^.  —  Two  tiourisbing  di^itricts,  Nos.  I  and  2,  for  no  valid  reason,  so  far  at  ] 
can  ascertain,  clo«e*l  their  schools  during  the  Second  Tenn.  One  of  the  best  Supt^rior 
Schools  in  this  Inspectorate  is  at  Florenceville.  Students  from  various  parts  of  the 
County  attend  here  to  prepare  for  tlie  Provincial  Normal  School »  to  which  institution 
it  is  an  important  feeder.  The  Principal,  Mr.  C.  T.  Kendiy^  carries  out  the  respons- 
ible duties  of  his  position  with  rare  tact  and  energy.  A  new  school  house  is  badly 
needed  in  Ht.  Tliomas,  district  No*  6. 

Richmond,  —  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish,  w*ith  the  exception  of  that  in  MouH' 
ment,  No.  1 1  A,  were  in  operation  during  the  First  Term,  The  house  in  l>ebec  hu  % 
weHther-l>ertten  and  dilapidated  api>earance.  The  Trustees  have  assui-ed  rae  that  all 
necessary  repairs  will  be  made  in  the  spring.  Good  work  is  being  done  in  No.  16  bj 
Miss  Bertie  Harold.  New  furniture  has  Ijeen  supplied  for  the  school  in  Beckim 
Settlement.  Misa  Kathleen  M el n tyre  takes  a  eonuuendable  inter*est  in  the  welfare 
of  her  pu]i]ls  in  the  school  at  McKenzie  Comer.  The  line  maps  di-awn  by  th«lii 
deserve  praiseworthy  mention.  There  is  also  a  good  school  at  Richmond  Comer.  Thef 
teacher  is  Mr.  E.  N,  Bner. 

WakeJUId,  —  Wakefield  takes  the  lead  of  all  the  other  jmrishes  of  this  County  ia' 
-tte  efficient  omintenance  of  schools.  It  contains  fifteen  districts,  in  fourteen  of  which 
school  was  operated  during  the  year.  The  house  in  No.  1  has  been  repaired,  painted 
and  supplied  with  new  furniture.  Mr.  William  L.  Tracy  is  now  in  charge  of  the  large* 
ungraded  school  at  Victoria  Corner.  The  enrolment  here  at  the  time  of  my  visit  wis 
not  so  large  as  it  hns  been  in  jirevious  terms.  Mr.  Clinton  H.  Gmy  is  still  the  Prin- , 
cipal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Jacksonville,  which  contains  two  graded  department*,  i 
The  new  District  at  Wakeffeld  Centre  continues  to  mainiaiu  school  r^;nlarly.  Mtttj 
Jennie  Cadwallader,  who  has  been  giving  general  satisfaction  here  as  a  teacher,  ] 
been  i-e-engaged  for  another  year, 

Wickhw,—  No  school  whs  in  opei-ation  in  No.  3  during  the  Second  Terra.  When  I 
I  visited  this  district  in  November  last,  the  door  of  the  school  house  was  lying  open,! 
and  evidences  of  neglect  were  abundant  on  all  sides.     The  Trustees  should  make  some' 

*  I  rcfrret  to  state  that  MUh  Jnne*  died  r«£«tttly  at  Iter  home  \u  lilvor  fiuik. 
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iaiDt  show,  at  leasts  of  earring  out  tbc  imporUtit  tin  ties  of  their  office.  A  very  fine 
8chool  house  has  just  beon  coiii|»leted  in  Upper  Knoxforcl,  No.  6.  It  is  a  credit  to  the 
district  iu  every  way.  Tlie  school  io  8ummervilie  is  operated  too  irregularly  for  tlie 
pupils  to  make  any  progress.  There  is  a  good  school  in  the  Wakeni  district  conducted 
hy  Miss  Jessie  Loogstaffl  The  attendance  has  greatly  fKlIen  off  in  Royal  ton  ^  No,  13 
At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  the  enrolment  wiis  twenty-six  and  the  average  attendance 
foxirteen.  The  average  attendance  at  the  school  in  Ko,  14,  {Tracy^s  Mills),  is  seldom 
much  in  excess  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  enrolment,  which  sometimes  runs  as  high  as 
fifty-eight.     This  is  the  hirgest  ungraded  school  in  the  Parish. 

Wihftot,  —  During  the  past  year  the  school  in  Lakeville  has  been  prospering  inuler 
the  control  of  Miss  A.  Comben,  a  capable  and  energetic  teftcher.  New  furniture  has 
l»een  provided  here,  but  the  house  needs  to  l>e  eonsiderably  enlarged.  The  school  in 
the  Palmer  Settlement  has  heen  reopened.  It  is  to  lie  hoped  that  less  changes  will  be 
made  in  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  staff  ot*  the  Superior  >>chool  at  Centrcville  this 
year. 

Woodstock,  —  The  schools  in  tlie  town  of  Woodstock  are  maintaining  their  usual 
state  of  efficiency.  The  principah  Mr.  (r,  H.  Harrison,  M.  A.,  is  tilling  that  othc*?  very 
acceptably  to  all  concerned.  Mr.  Harri.soii  is  l^eingably  seconded  Ijy  Mr.  Frank  A.  Uood, 
the  teacher  of  the  Advanced  Department  of  the  Broadway  School.  I  trust  that  ere  long 
the  unsightiy  and  unserviceable  college  building  will  cease  to  be  used  for  school  \mr* 
poses,  and  that  a  structure  will  be  erected  in  iu  stend,  which  will  be  a  credit  to  the 
metropolis  of  the  gaiden  county  of  the  Province.  This  year  the  Primary  I>cpMrtinent

as  the  eificiency  of  the  school  will  be  therehy  greatly  impaired.  In  consetjuence  of  the 
change,  the  Principal,  ^Ir,  Chas.  McLean,  and  Miss  Georgie  (U>od,  the  teacher  of  the 
PriTDary  De[>urtment,  retired  at  the  close  of  the  Second  Term.  Reference  was 
made  in  my  last  annual  report  to  the  character  of  Mr.  McL^an^s  work,  and  nothing 
further  need  he  said  here.  Miss  (rood  was  well  liked  and  conducted  her  department 
xtry  satisfactorily.  At  tlie  close  of  tlte  jmhlic  examination  in  r>ecenjber,  both  teachers 
-were  made  the  recipients  of  handsome  presents  by  their  pupils. 

MADAWASKA    COUNTY. 

St€.  Anne. — ^Shabhy  school  houses  and  insufficient  school  appliances  are  the  rule 
in  this  Parish.  Of  late,  however,  things  are  beginning  to  mend  somewhat.  The 
ifiterior  of  tlie  house  in  No.  i  has  be^n  ceiled,  and  a  new  building  is  being  erected  in 
No.  6. 

St  Basil,  —  On   the   wliole,    very  satisfactory  educational   work   was  done   in   this 

.  Parish  during  the  Second  Term,     Trainetl   teachers  were  in  charge  of  nearly  all  the 

^8chools  ;  new  desks,   witli  folding  seats,  weie  provided  in  No,  1  ;  the  house  in  No.  5 

was  thoroughly  repaired,  and  school  was  in   operation  for  the  fitst  time  in  the  new 

District  (No.  10)  on  tlie  F^ccond  tier.     There  are   now   four   departments  in  the  gradeil 

school  at  Upper  St.  Pasil^  in  all  of  which  thorough  and   conscientious  work   is  being 
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done  hy  tlie  respective  teacliers  in  charge.     The  total  enrolment  in  April  last  waa  <m 

(hundred  and  seventy-one. 
St,  FruncU.  —  Twelve^  out  of  thireen,  districts  of  this  Parish  maintained  scbooW 
though  not  regularly,  during  the  year.  The  school  houses  in  several  diatricts  frootinjt 
on  the  St.  John  River  present  a  very  shabby  and  dilapidated  appearance.  In  tMscoii- 
necLton,  Winding  Ledges,  No,  3,  deserves  special  mention.  A  new  house,  howeTer» 
will  be  erected  here  in  the  spring.  There  is  now  a  large  and  tlouriahing  village  it 
Connor  Station,  which  was  recently  established  as  a  School  District.  The  Truatwi™ 
assure  me  that  during  the  course  of  this  year  a  school  house  will  be  built,  which  wiU^ 

I^be  a  credit  to  the  placet  No,  5  supported  a  school  laat  Term,  for  the  first  time  in  tw<^ 
3^ear8. 
St  Hikiire.  —  The  two  largest  schools  in  this  Parish  ai-e  at  All>ertiDe  and  Baker 
Brook.  They  are  conducted,  refli>ectively,  by  Miss  Alice  Cyr  and  Miss  Auroi* 
Michaud,  both  of  whom  are  doing  satisfactory  work.  Momault,  District  No.  5,  ojier- 
ates  school  dtuiiig  six  moiiths  of  the  year  only.  The  house  is  in  bad  repair,  and  aciiooi  j 
appliances  are  very  defective.  I 

H  SL  Jacf/uetf,  —  An  e.\cellent  school   is   being  ujaintained  at  Silver  Stream,  under 

™  Mr.  Denys  Mirtin.  The  house  in  this  District  was  recently  repaired  and  painted,  i 
The  school  in  No.  2  was  cloiied  one  Term,  the  Trustees  not  being  able  to  secure  i  1 
teacher.     No.  3,  the  new  District  established  in    1893,  continues  to  support  school 

■  regularly. 
St.  Lemuird,  —  In  ( Jrand  Kiver,  No,  5,  the  enrolment  was  seventy-three,  and  Uk 
average  sixty- two,  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  I  have  pointed  out  to  the  Trustees  thit 
^  the  school  acconuuoJution  that  is  beinj/  afforded  to  such  a  large  number  of  pupils  » 
™  only  an  apology  for  such,  and  have  urged  upon  them  the  necessity  of  enlarging  tJio 
building,  and  of  opening  up  another  dej^artment,  but  lack  of  unity  amongst  the  Rate- 
payers, a  large  number  u£  whom  are  agitating  for  a  division  of  the  District,  basso  £nr 
prevented  these  recomniemlations  from  being  carried  into  efl'ect.  Como  Ridge  still 
continues  without  a  school.     Some  needed  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  house  in  Wood* 

■  ville,  but  the  school  appliances  are  of  tlie  very  meanest  des<;ription. 
^fadawaiika.  —  All  the  schools  of  this  Parish  w^ere  in  operation  during  the  year, 
but  in  mostt  of  the  districts  back  of  the  river  front  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ 
untrained  teachei*s.  The  over  crowded  state  of  the  room  occupied  by  the  pupils  in  the 
primary  grades  of  the  Superior  School  at  Edraunclaton  still  continues,  but  thei-e  will  be 
no  further  trouble  in  this  respect  when  the  new  school  house  is  erected.  For  the  lttt» 
purpose,  the  Trustees  of  this  District  have  been  empowered  by  the  Local  Legislature, 
at  its  last  session,  to  issue  debentures  to  the  sum  of  §5,000,  that  amount  having  l»«» 
voted  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1893. 


VICTORIA   COUNTY. 

A)idover. —  There  are  nine  districts    in   this  Parish,  all  of  which,  except  No. 
operated  schoul  during  the  year. 
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Next   to  the  village  of  Andover,  the  two  Ui 
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districU  are  Aroostook,  No.  4,  and  Cttrlingford,  No.  5.  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
t?urolinent  at  the  time  of  tiiy  last  visit  was  tifty-three,  and  that  a  full  muster  of  all  the 
rmident  children  of  school  age  would  at  lea^t  exceefl  seventytive,  a  graded  school  ought 
to  be  established  in  the  latter  district,  but  the  spirit  of  economy  is  abroad  and  1  fear 
it  will  be  some  time  yet  ere  the  Ratepayers  will  see  their  way  char  to  the  adoption  of 
such  a  Btep.  The  teacher  in  charge  kst  term  was  Mr,  John  T.  TuthilL  At  the  close 
of  the  Frst  Term»  Mr.  Herman  C  Henderson,  who  had  so  f^diciently  conducted  the 
County  Grammar  School  in  District  No.  3,  resigned,  Mr.  Jiendei-sori  was  a  thorough 
teacher,  and  his  departuie  was  regretted  by  parents  and  pupils  alike*  I  learn  that  his 
successor,  Mr.  Elliot,  a  recent  gniduate  of  the  Provincial  University,  is  giving  good 
satisfaction.  The  house  in  this  district  having  almost  oatlived  its  ns^^futne^  for  school 
purposes,  the  Ratepayers  have  decided  to  erect  a  new  building  suitable  to  the  needs  of 
the  district.     The  new  school  house  in  No.  7  is  completed,  and  will  be  ready  for  occi 

pancy  at  the  close  of  the  Christmas  vacation.

Drummond,  —  I  have  little  to  say  concerning  the  stnte  of  educational  affairs  in 
thia  Purish  beyond  what  has  been  already  mentiotied  in  my  lust  annual  report.  Nott^f 
withstanding  the  increased  output  of  teachers  from  the  Provinciid  Normal  School,  it  i^^ 
atill  impossible  to  secure  trained  teachers  for  several  districts  in  the  Danish  Colony, 
Ko.  9  still  does  without  a  school ;  and  No.  11,  with  a  wil  i  land  tax  to  aid  it,  operatea 
school  in  such  a  titful  way  that  it  would  be  almosit  as  well  to  have  none  at  all.  In 
marked  contrast  to  the  latter  is  South  Tilley,  which,  thou|i(li  a  small  district,  has 
operated  school  continuously  during  the  year,  A  determined  eflfort  was  made  by  a  large 
number  of  Ratepayers  in  Innishone,  No.  8,  to  bring  about  a  division  of  the  district,  but 
as  the  proi>osed  change  would,  in  my  opinion,  effect  [uejudjcially  the  educational  wel- 
fare of  the  district,  I  have  refused  to  give  it  my  sanction. 

Gordim,  —  Tlie  larj^est  district  in  this  Parish  is  Artliurette,  No,  1,  about  fifteen 
niilea  from  the  moutli  of  the  Tobi<:|ue  River.  Some  years  ago  there  was  a  Superior 
School  at  this  jilace,  but  it  has  since  been  discontinued.  Its  re-estaldishment,  under 
Section  90  (2)  of  the  Law,  would  confer  a  great  boon  upon  all  the  districts  lying  along 
the  Tobiqiie  River^  whicli  are  ir*  geneiml  too  remote  from  Andover  to  take  advantage  of^ 
the  privileges  of  secondary  education  that  are  being  afforded  at  the  G  mm  mar  School 
there.  Dissension,  seemingly  hard  to  settle^  have  arisen  in  Odell,  Na  6,  The  pro- 
visions of  the  Law  in  respect  to  delinquent  Ratepayers  liavlng  been  violated  at  the  last 
Annual  Meeting,  I  declared  the  proceedings  nwll  and  void,  and,  acting  ou  your 
authority,  called  a  general  meeting  to  he  held  on  the  1 5th  of  December.  The  minutes 
of  this  meeting  have  not  yet  come  to  hand,  A  tine  new  school  house  has  just  been 
completed  in  No.  8, 

Grand  Falls,  —  Nine  of  the  eleven  districts  in  this  Parish  maintained  school  dur- 
ing  the  Second  Term  of  the  year.  The  house  in  No,  2  has  been  thoroughly  repaired. 
Money  was  voted  la^t  year  to  erect  a  new  school  house  at  Ortonville*  but  nothing  has 
yet  been  done  in  that  direction.  The  Su[ierior  School  at  Grand  Falls  is  being  efficiently 
conducted  by  Mr.  L.  White.     The  room  for  the  Primary  Department  is  altogether  too 


small  to  accoinntodate  the  large  tinmber  of  pupils  in  daily  attendance,  and  I  learn  tbat 
it  is  the  intontiou  of  the  Trusteps  to  hire  a  separate  building  at  the  close  of  the  Christ- 
mas vacation,  and  place  a  third  teacher  in  charge.  This  will  be  a  step  in  the  right 
directioii,  and  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  achooL 

Lome.  —  lo  No,  8,  a  new  District,  school  was  held  for  the  lirst  time  during  the 
Second  Term,  The  teacher  in  charge^  Miss  A.  Garity,  was  doing  good  w^ork  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  There  is  another  new  District  in  the  heart  of  the  forest  in  this 
ParjBh,  called  Uppor  Sisson  liidge,  No.  9.  The  burthen  of  clearing  their  lands  lui» 
hitherto  borne  too  heavily  on  the  settlers  there  to  permit  of  their  maintaining  school^ 
but  they  are  in  a  position  now  to  do  so,  nnd  they  have  made  provision  for  the  erection 
of  a  school  house  in  the  spring. 

P^/A,  —  Kilbum,  No.  1,  and  Pertli  Centre,  No.  14,  are  the  two  large^jt  districts 
in  this  Parish.  Tlie  school  in  the  latter  District  is  being  conducted  very  successfully 
by  Miss  Lottie  M,  Hay  tor.  There  is  also  a  well  conducted  school  in  Perth  Valley, 
No.  2.  The  house  in  No.  7  was  destroyed  some  time  ago  by  fire,  and  it  is  to  l)e  hojied 
that  active  steps  will  be  taken  to  ei^ct  a  new  l»uihling  in  the  spring.  In  the  mean- 
time, school  is  l>eing  held  in  an  jipartraent  of  a  private  dwelling. 

YORK    COUNTY. 

Canterlntrif. —  Mr.  Allan  Schripver,  who  has  been  satisfactonty  filling  the  Princpd' 
ship  of  the  graded  school  at  Canterbury  Station  during  the  past  year,  has  retired,  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  Trustrest^  place  a  Second  Class  female  teacher  in  charge  this  term. 
No  Primary  JVpartment  hnn  yet  been  opened  up  in  connection  with  the  Superior 
School  at  Canterlniry,  (Eel  River),  hut  during  the  Firat  Term  an  assistant  teacher  ww 
employed.     A  new  house  is  hailly  needed  in  the  Dorrington  Hill  district 

JS^orih  Lake.^The  school  in  No.  15  has  not  been  properly  maintained  during  the 
year.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  in  No.  19^,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
•dollars  was  voiced  for  linishing  the  new  school  house.  Good  educational  privileges  are 
extended  to  the  children  in  Forest  City,  which  maintains  an  ungraded  Superior 
School. 

MISCKLLANEOUS   NOTES. 

The  Board  of  Education  enjoins  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  forwird 
a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  School  Meeting  to  the  Inspector  immediately  after  the 
meeting.  There  is  too  nmch  remissness  in  this  respect.  I  received  copiea  of  the  last 
annual  meeting  from  several  secretaries  as  late  as  December ;  and  some,  indeed,  havi^ 
paid  no  heed  whatever  to  this  injunction  of  the  Board, 

In  many  districts  of  this  Inspectorate  the  erroneons  impression  pre vails^  that  at 
least  seven  Ratepayers  must  be  present  at  any  meeting  before  any  business  can  be  done. 
Very  often  this  impression  gives  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  unneccessary  trouble  and  delaj, 
and  it  luis  frequently  put  me  to  tlie  necessity  of  calling  new  annual  meetings.  There 
i?  no  quorum  fixed  by  law,  and  (due  regaid  being  paid  to  Section  48,  50  and  51,)  three 
Ratepayers  may  legally  transact  the  business  of  the  meetinj;. 


School  i3ag8  are  almost  an  imknown  quantity  throughout  this  district,  and  I  trust 
that  n*^xt  year  I  wiil  he  able  to  report  some  improvement  in  tliis  i-espect. 

It  is  diflerent  as  regards  school  libraries,  however.  Several  districts  have  excel- 
lent libraries.  The  proceeds  of  n  conrert  have  lately  enabled  the  Principal  of  the 
Superior  t?chool  at  Gmnd  Falls  to  make  a  good  start  in  this  connection. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRrrTloy, 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  fce^iching  of  reading  and  writing  in  a  num- 
ber of  districts  in  this  Inspector-ate.  In  Reitding,  ti  low  indistinct  tone  of  voice,  and  a^ 
monotonous  delivery  are  faults  too  frecjuently  observable.  In  Writing,  neatness  Mt 
least  might  be  inBistcd  on.  Tattered  copy  books  tilled  with  blots  are  a  sure  indication 
of  careless  and  slovenly  teaching. 

Speaking  general ly^  iiisuthcient  attention  is  being  paid  to  Natural  Histor5%  The 
lessons  on  nature  prescribed  in  the  new  coui'&e  of  instruction  are  especially  designed  to 
cultivate  the  j>ower  of  intelligent  observation  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  and  it  is  highly 
important  that  tliey  l>e  taken  up  as  directed  and  not  treateil  in  a  half-hearted  and 
perfunctory  way.  In  this  connection,  I  would  chU  the  attention  of  teachers  to  an 
article  in  the  November  issue  of  the  Review  entitled,  ''Natural  History  in  the  Com- 
mon School"  The  suggestions  contained  in  this  article  irre  exceedingly  practical  and 
helpful. 

ARBOR    DAY. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  seventy-six  districts.  Two  humlrf  d  smd  eighteen 
trees  and  seventy-eight  shrubs  were  planted  ;  eighty-tive  tiov^er  l«cds  were  made.  Only 
a  few  districts  observed  the  day  in  Madawnskn  County. 

TEAri[ERS'    INSTITUTES. 

The  Victoria  County  Institute  met  at  Arthurette.  Owing  to  the  wetness  of  the 
weather  and  other  causes,  the  attendance  was  sundl  Several  valuable  papers  were 
read,  however,  and  interesting  discussions  ensued.  Addresses  were  delivered  by 
several  teacliers  at  the  public  meeting  in  tiie  Baptist  Church.  The  next  meeting  of 
this  Institute  will  be  lield  at  Andover. 

The  Carleton  County  Institute  ruet  at  Woo^lstock  and  was  largely  attended.  The- 
Chief  Superintendent  was  present  and  took  part  in  the  discussions.  On  Thursday 
evening  he  addre«i&ed  the  public  meeting  in  the  ivew  Opera  Kouse^  the  free  use  of 
which  had  been  kindly  tendered  to  the  Institute  by  the  owner. 

There  was  no  meeting  held  in  the  County  of  Madawaska.

Tbe  severe  winter  weath<3r  of  the  early  part  of  the  year  caused  much  sickness 
among  both  teachers  and  pupik.  The  teachers  lost,  collectively,  102  days  from  ihiB 
cause  in  January,  OOi  in  February,  r)Li  in  March,  and  58i  in  Aj>ri!,  when  the  nunil>er 
of  lost  days  per  month  dropped  to  about  Imlf  of  this  last  amount  till  Novenilxtr,  when 
it  rose  again,  though  nothing  like  to  the  same  figure.  The  Board  was  also  notified 
that  the  new  form  of  Teachers'  Contract  contained  a  clause  in  relation  to  this  matter 
(clause  4)^  which  rec|nired  consideration.     The  clause  reads  thus:  — 

••And  it  is  mntimlly  agreed  that,  for  part  of  a  school  year,  or  for  part  of  a  Term, 
the  teacher  is  to  receive  such  a  proportion  of  the  yearly  salary  stated  in  the  <^ntract 
as  the  number  of  days  actually  taught  bears  to  the  whole  number  of  teaching  days  in 
the  school  year," 

The  Boai*d,  thei-efore,  resolved  that  instertd  of  the  teat^hers  being  paid  monthly 
otie-twelfth  of  their  year's  salaiy,  as  heretofore,  they  should  receive  pay  in  future  on 
the  basis  of  the  number  of  days  they  actually  tayglit  per  months  leaving  any  deductions 
made  in  consequence  to  be  alt4*rwards  dealt  with  by  the  Hoard  us  should  seem  fitting — 
^nd  this  has  been  the  practice  in  paying  ever  since.  Some  teachers,  who  were  not 
pleased  with  the  change,  communicated  witli  the  Chief  Supi  intendent,  and  the  Board 
of  Education  sanclioneil  the  introdtiction  of  the  following  addition  to  the  fourth  clause 
of  the  contract :  — 

'*  But  the  Trustees  may  alio  v  |:myment  for  any  teftching-day  which  the  teacher 
may  have  lost  because  of  illness,  or  from  any  other  cause  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustees,  nmy  be  consiitiTfd  rfasonable," 

The  same  cause  above  referred!  fx3,  the  inclemency  of  the  winter,  also  lowered  very 
perceptibly  the  average  of  attendance  among  the  pupils.  Contagious  diseases,  though 
they  were  happily  in  most  instances  of  a  mild  type,  prevailetl  moi'e  or  less  the  year 
through  ;  and  in  spring  the  report  of  an  appeamnce  of  small  pox  as  near  as  Boston 
induced  several  of  the  city  physicians  to  memorialize  the  Board  on  the  advisability  of  a 
compulsory  system  of  vaccination.  On  entjuiry,  however,,  the  Botird  decideil  that  any 
anthority  in  the  matter  would  rather  reside  in  the  Board  of  Health,  and  therefore  took 
no  action.  As  the  fall  net  in,  the  prevalence  of  zymotic  trouble  became  more  marked 
again,  and  has  kept  the  »it tendance  lower  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been. 

Arbor  Day  was  generally  observed  in  the  schools.     Generous  presents  of  flowers. 
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seeds,  and  window  boxes,  were  received  from  Joseph  Allison^  Esq.,  C,  W,  Weldoa^ 
Esq,,  aud  Herbert  Oould,  (of  Sussex),  and  the  gaily  decked  school-rooms  were  cmwded 
with  sympathizing  friends  of  the  happy  pupils*  The  teachers  of  Winter  Street  Scbool^ 
aided  by  the  Board,  had  the  approach  to  the  main  entrance  sodded  and  eacloeed  hy  % 
wire  fence-  About  the  same  time  Dr,  Belwyn,  of  the  Geological  Department  at  Ottuwiy 
sent  the  Giammar  School  a  valuable  collection  of  the  minerals  of  the  Dominion. 

The  Provincial  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Centennial  School 
in  this  city  at  the  end  of  the  First  Term,  and  was  attended  by  several  uf  the  BoAnLl 

The  work  of  the  First  Term  elosed  by  an  exhibition    of  the   High   and  Gramour 
School  pupils,  held  in  the  Mechanics'  Institute  before  a  crowded  audience. 

The  Midsummer  Examination  of  the  High  School,'*'  which  wag  held  during  thd>1 
vacation,  resulted  as  follows  : — 

Muriel  Carr  won  the  Corpomtion  Gold  Medul  for  Classics  and  Dux  of  the  achod. 

M  It  Parker  Silver  Medal  for  Mathematics, 

Francis  CoU  won  the  Governor  General's  Silver  Medal  for  English. 
Maude  Gibson  woo  the  Grovernor  General's  Bronze  Medal  for  Science. 


At  about  the  same  time  the  Chief  Superintendent  met  the  Princii>als  of  the  ctlyl 

achools  at  this  office,  in  discussion  over  the  New  Course  of  Instniclion,  which  went  into 
force  at  the  opening  of  the  St'cond  Term. 

During  the  vacation  also,  about  forty  niembei^of  the  Grammar  School  Cadet  Corpt, 
aocompanied  by  their  teachers  aud  the  secretary,  spent  twelve  days  under  cruras  at 
Milkifth^  subject  to  military  discipline,  with  daily  drill  by  Sergeant  Polkinhorn^  and 
with  Dr.  Hetherington  of  the  62nd  Fusiliers  as  Commandant.  The  result  on  the  health 
and  plit/ni^jae  of  the  boys  was  most  satisfactory  in  every  way.  The  citizens  showtd 
their  appj eciation  of  the  success  of  the  experiment  by  visiting  the  scene  in  numbers 
and  by  genei'ous  cotitributions  of  prizes  for  the  athletic  sports  of  the  closing  days.  The 
camp  was  also  honored  by  visits  frojn  the  Lieut.  Governor,  by  the  military  officers  of 
the  city,  and  by  the  Trustt^es  tltem selves.  The  effect  on  the  genera!  moruh  o£  the  school 
has  been  excellent.     This  is  the  tirst  instance  of  a  cadet  camp  in  Canada. 

At  the  re-opening  of  the  schools  in  Atigust,  the  number  of  new  pupils  was  very 
large,  especially  in  tire  First  Grade;  so  muck  so  that  some  of  the  schools  were  incon- 
veniently crowdeth  The  City  Superintendent  has  been  continually  reminding  the 
Board  of  the  crowded  state  of  some  of  the  schools  of  the  south  end  of  the  City,  especi- 
ally the  Centennial,  Winter  Street^  and  Leinster  Street  schools.     The  Board,  therefor*,

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has  had  contJnually  in  view  the  deairability  of  relieving  this  over-presBure,  In  the 
-early  part  of  the  winter,  cireum stances  pointed  to  tho  acquisition  of  the  Marine  Hospital 
building,  or  the  8ailoiV  Hoine»  but  the  terms  asked  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  late  in 
the  fall  the  Board  finally  decided  to  pnrchaae  a  site  120  ft,  by  100  ft  on  Erin  Slnetj  near 
the  Marsh  Bridge,  from  Mr.  J.  Fen  wick  Fraser,  for  the  sum  of  §1,000.  Delays  inter- 
vened, owing  to  a  conference  with  the  Board  of  Henlth  as  to  sanitary  requirements  ; 
so  that  it  becftme  too  latt*  to  coumienee  operations  this  year. 

This  school,  when  o|>en,  will  relieve  the  over-pressure  on  the  Centennial  and 
and  Winter  Street  schools  for  some  time  to  come  ;  hut  Leinster  Street  school  will 
probably  I'equiie  farther  action.  Perhaps  as  good  a  solution  as  any  would  be  to  build 
on  the  Weldon  lot  on  ^L  James  Street,  which  is  owned  by  the  Board.  The  ground 
rents  of  the  old  Grammar  Bchool  lots,  oipitalixed,  would  suffice  to  raise  a  huilding 
of  eight  rooms,  which  would  receive  the  overplus  of  Leinster  Street  school,  as  well  as 
suffice  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Lower  Cove  district.  The  sale  of  the  Gramniar  School 
lots,  however,  could  not  be  effected  without  special  legislation. 

Late  in  1893,  the  Board  received  a  communication  from  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City,  requiring  a  detailed  account  of  the  expenses  of  the  diiferent  city  schoola 
individu  illy,  instead  of  collectively,  as  has  heen  the  practice  hitherto.  The  Board 
directed  the  Secretary  to  prepare  this,  and  he  began  to  do  so  at  the  commencement 
of  the  present  year.  One  of  the  city  nuditors  also  had  urged  the  preparation  of  a 
schedule  of  assets  and  liabilities.  The  Board,  in  consequence,  determined  on  a  change 
in  the  method  of  keeping  tlie  boolcs^  and  temjiorarily  employed  Mr.  J).  D.  Kebertson 
as  accountant  to  open  a  new  Fet  of  books.  , 

In  June  the  Bank  of  New  Brunswick  notified  the  Board  of  the  sale  of  the  remain- 
ing bonds  held  Ijy  it  as  collateral  security  for  its  loans.  They  were  Nos.  342  to  366, 
of  $500  each,  at  5  per  cent.,  and  were  sold  at  2i  percent,  discount,  realizing  $12,17L76, 
which  money  had  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Board.  About  »"5l  0,000  of  the 
debentureii  of  the  first  series  of  Portland  school  bonds  came  to  nmtuiity  during  the 
Second  Term  of  this  year,  and  were  paid  for  by  an  issue  under  authority  of  the  Act 
55  Vic,  cap.  2G,  of  4  per  cent,  debentures  to  the  same  amount,  which  issue  was  readily 
taken  up  at  |  per  cent,  preminm,  realizing  §10,012.50,  and  deposited  at  the  Bank 
of  New  Brunswick. 

In  September  a  special  finance  committee  of  the  Board  brought  in  the  following 
report :  —

The  changes  here  proposed  would  lead  to  a  revolution  in  the  composition  and  pro- 
cedure of  thin  Board,  if  not  to  an  entire  change  in  the  School  Act  of  1871,  and  would 
require  therefore  very  serious  consideration.  The  Provincial  Government  would 
have  left  very  little  control  of  the  Board,  while  it  would  be  still  obliged  to  furnish,  in 
the  Country  Fund  and  the  Teacheis'  Licence  i Grants,  a  large  part  of  the  necess&rr 
money,  or  about  ir2i>,ijOO, 

Tile  improvements  carried  on  by  the  Board  at  the  different  schools,  in  addition  U) 
the  usual  midKummer  work  of  renovating  and ehmuing  the  buildings,  were  as  follows:— 

New  windows  were  put  in  at  the  Madras  building,  Elm  Street,  and  a  partition 
was  built  so  as  to  give  an  extra  class  room.  Of  the  expense,  the  eutn  of  §75,00  w» 
contributed  by  the  Tru8tei?s  of  St,  Luke*8  Church,  from  w^hom  the  building  is  rented. 

In  conseijuence  of  the  want  of  a  play  gixumd  for  St,  ^lalachi's  Schools,  the  Bo«ni 
leased  an  adjoining  lot  from  Robt  J.  Armstrong,  and  had  it  properly  fenced 
levelled  really  for  asphalting.  The  old  outbuildings,  which  were  in  a  very  bad 
were  removed,  and  a  good  fi-ame  building  put  up  on  the  .*4outh  side  of  St  Malachi's 
Hall  to  serve  for  water-closets,  Jit  a  cost  of  about  $700. 

At  the  Centennial  School,  the  roof  was  repaired  and  the  outsside  of  the  budding 
painted. 

At  Winter  Street,  the  building  was  painted  inside,  and  the  fence  roughened  with 
and  to  prot(^t  it  from  oHenaive  scribbling. 

At  Victoria  School,  the  walls  in  the  basement  were  n»ended  and  plastei'ed  on  the 
stairways. 

The  south  wall  of  the  Newman  Street  School  was  shingled  and  repaired. 

The  school  on  the  Sandy  Point  Road  was  jiainted  outside  and  repaired  inside, 
kalKomined  and  painted. 

At  the  Albert  School  the  boiler  was  repaired  and  the  outbuildings  improved. 

At  St.  Patrick  d  School,  the  drain  was  repaired  and  an  entry  made  into  the  maSA 
sewer.  Tlie  Rev.  J,  Donovau,  from  whom  the  building  is  rented,  contributed  |40 
towards  the  expense. 
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At  St  Peter's  Schools,  the  inside  was  renovated  and  painted.  The  roof  was 
shingled  at  the  expense  of  the  Rector,  from  whom  the  building  is  i*ented. 

The  colored  people  of  the  North  End  having  failed  to  send  their  children  to  school 
in  any  numbers  or  with  any  regularity,  the  Spar  Cove  school  was  closed  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year. 

In  addition  to  these  improvements  on  the  buildings,  new  blinds  have  been  placed 
in  many  of  the  schools,  about  one  hundred  additional  slate  blackboards  have  been  dis- 
tributed, as  well  as  an  equal  number  of  new  maps.  New  desks  and  seats  have  been 
put  in  several  schools,  and  those  in  one  of  the  rooms  in  Indiantown  school  shifted  so  as 
to  give  a  better  light  Kindergarten  materials,  lesson  sheets,  and  wall  cards  supplied, 
ss  well  as  ^ve  globes,  and  six  sets  of  solids  for  drawing.  About  twenty  of  the  school 
clocks  were  cleaned  and  more  extensive  chemical  apparatus  supplied  in  the  Grammar 
school.  In  general,  it  may  be  said  that  the  school  furniture  and  apparatus  have  been 
looked  after  in  a  way  to  disarm  any  reasonable  criticism. 

Appended  will  be  found  all  the  additional  information  asked  for,  as  well  as  the 
usual  statistics  heretofore  given.

Sir  :  —  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  the 
Twenty-third  Annual  Report  on  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Fredencton  for  the 
year  1894 :  — 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Wesley  VanWart,  Esq.,  whose  term  of  office  had 
expired,  was  re-appointed  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  membership  of  the  Board  for 
the  year  just  closed  was  thus  the  same  as  the  preceding  year,  and  the  utmost  harmony 
prevailed  during  the  discussion  of  all  matters  claiming  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  E.  T.  McKnight  from  position  of  Principal  of  Char- 
lotte street  school,  Mr.  Hanison  H.  Hagerman  assumed  the  duties  thereof  at  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  he  has  succeeded  in  maintaining  the  good  name  this  school  has 
ever  held.  The  associate  teachers  in  this  building  are  Misses  Nicholson,  Ross,  Hunter 
and  McAdam,  and  all  have  interesting  departments.  Miss  Hunter  was  absent  a 
portion  of  the  First  Term,  when  her  school  was  taught  by  Miss  E.  M.  Williamson. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Bridges,  who  succeeded  Miss  Richardson  in  charge  of  the  third 
department  of  the  Model  School,  has  been  very  successful  in  her  work.  Mr.  Rogers, 
the  painstaking  principal,  and  his  other  associates,  Miss  Harvey  and  Miss  MacLeod, 
always  evince  interest  and  zeal  in  their  work,  and  continue  to  be  successful  instructors 
of  the  classes  in  their  charge.  Sickness  necessitated  the  absence  from  duty  of  Miss 
MacLeod  for  about  two  months,  during  which  time  her  department  was  conducted  by 
Miss  Sara  H.  McRee. 

Upon  the  transfer  of  Miss  E.  B.  Hunter  from  Morrison's  Mill  school  to  York 
Street  school,  Miss  B.  L.  Babbitt  was  appointed  to  succeed  her.  When  the  pupils  of 
school  now  reach  Standard  V.  they  are  transferred  to  one  of  the  centre  schools. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  staff  of  the  Regent  Street  schools.  Principal 
Owens  and  Miss  Duffy  have  charge  of  the  boys,  and  the  girls  are  taught  by  Misses 


Walsh  and  liourgpois  (Sisters  Louis  and  Regina),  There  has  not  been  as  large  attend* 
ance  in  these  schools  as  during  the  previotia  year,  while  the  attendance  throughout  Ui& 
city  has  been  greater.  The  Brunswick  Stj-eet  school,  in  charge  of  Miss  O'Mahoney 
(Sister  Cullista),  has  had  a  hirge  attendance  during  the  year 

The  York  Street  new  buildings  in  which  is  located  the  Grammar  School,  is  iid- 
niirabiy  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  City.     Principal  Foster  of  the  Grammar  School 
assurnc^s  charge  of  the  nine  departments  in  this  building,  and  the  systematic  moveiiieat& 
of  the  tive  hundred  children  reflect  credit  upon  the  management.     The  teachers  ia  the 
York   Street  division  are  the  same  as   last  year.     Miaa  Harvey  was  granted  leave 
of  absence  the  Fii^t  Term,  owing  to  family  illness  and   the  death  of  her  father.     Her 
department  waa  satisfactorily  conducted  by  Miss  Sisson.     Miss  E.  B.  Hunter,  who  wu 
transferred   from    Morrison's   Mill   schoob   has  had   charge  of  Grade   TIIL,  whicbi* 
located  on  same  flat  with  the  Grammar  School,  and  circnlatei*  with  the  latter  cluMO^ 
The  register  number  in  York  Street  school  avemged  sixty  pupils  to  each  teacher.    It 
wtfs  with  much  regret  we  received  the  resignation  of  Mr,  Palmer,  second  master  of  tlie 
Grammar  School,  at  close  of  the  Firat  Term.     His  devotion  to  his  work,  and  the  auc- 
cess  ever  attending  his  labors »  were  most  satisfactory  to   the   Board.     Mr,  Francis  C 
Walker,  a  distinguished  grathiate  oi   the   University  of  New  Brunswick,  and  post- 
graduate of  Harvard,  was  appointed  to  succeed  ^Ir.  Palmer  at  the  beginning  of  Second 
Term,     The  number  of  applicants  tor  admission  to  Grammar  School   was  greatei  tliift 
year  than  ever  before.     Miss  Thorne  has  had  charge  of  the  new  class,  Grade  IX.,  md 
her  work  dnriiAg  the  year  was  very  satisfactory.

Of  the  third  year  class,  1894,  there  were  graduated  nineteen.  Of  these,  eight  ara 
attending  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  ;  one,  ^IcMaster's  University  ;  one,  Aca- 
dia College  ;  seven  are  attending  Norujal  School,  four  of  whoux  have  been  classlEed  Iti 
Class.

Much  of  the  matter  contained  in  the  Examiner's  Report  is  for  the  private  infor- 
mation of  the  Board,  but  iu  concluding  hia  report  he  says  ;  I  think  I  uiay  congratulate 
the  Board  on  the  general  otitJook  It  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  that  in  a  sys- 
tem dealing  with  so  mauy  details,  everything  would  he  found  fully  up  to  the  needs  and 
requii-enients  of  the  service,  but  theie  are  many  things  which  furnish  much  ground  for 
a&tisfaction.  The  school  bniklinga  and  appliances  for  teaching  are  now  adequate  for  all 
reasonable  demands.  The  schools  are  filled  wnth  bright  and  clever  young  |>eoplp.  The 
staff  of  teachers  is  eufficifnt  in  number,  and,  on  the  whole,  competent.  Many  of  them 
add  to  their  knowledge,  ze^l  —  and  to  their  zeal,  patience  —  and  are  known  by  their 
fruits  in  the  school  and  out  of  it.  With  the  same  wisdom  and  prudence  which  ha.s 
characterized  the  management  of  city  schools  since  their  inauguration  ;  with  careful  and 
patient  reform  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  when  they  are  seen  to  be  such  ;  and  with  an 
earnest  desire  to  make  the  moat  and  best  of  all  the  material  we  have  to  work  with,  and 
to  improve  it  whenever  reasonable  opportunity  offei-s  ^  their  must  be  zeal  and  solid 
progress  towards  making  the  people's  schools  **  good  enough  for  anybody  and  cheap 
enough  for  everylxtdy/' 

All  the  schools  observetl  Arbor  Day  on  the  18th  May  in  a  fitting  manner. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty -five  permits  were  issued  to  applicants  for  admission 
mto  the  schools  during  the  year.

Sir: — Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Moncton  for  the  year  ending  December 
3l8t,  1894. 

Dr.  L.  N.  Bourque's  term  of  office  having  expired  by  limitation  the  City  Council 
re-appointed  him  for  another  term.  Mr.  Joshua  Peters'  term  having  expired  in  the 
same  way  the  Govemment-in-Council  appointed  Mr.  T.  T.  Ryan  to  the  vacant  position. 

Owing  to  ill  health  several  of  the  teachers  were  granted  temporary  leave  of 
absence,  and  the  difficulty  experienced  in  filling  their  places  for  short  i)eriods  worked 
detrimentally  to  the  best  interests. 

At  the  Botsford  Street  School,  Miss  Annie  Hannington  retired  for  the  full  temv 
and  her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Eunice  J.  Brown. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Fawcett  was  obliged  to  retire  at  Elaster,  and  the  balance  of  the 
term  was  filled  in — first,  by  Mrs.  F.  S.  Huntley,  and  then  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Dob^on. 

Miss  Annie  S.  Fillmore  was  obliged  to  retire  from  the  Cross  Street  School  at  the 
end  of  January,  and  was  succeeded  respectively  by  Miss  Hannington,  Mrs.  F.  S. 
Huntley  and  Miss  Gertrude  McDonald. 

At  the  Victoria  School,  Miss  Burtt  relieved  Miss  Veazey  the  first  half  of  the 
term  and  Miss  Fleetwood  during  the  last  half. 

At  the  close  of  the  First  Term  Miss  Veazey  resigned,  and  Miss  Eunice  J.  Brown 
was  taken  on  the  staff  to  fill  her  place. 

During  holidays,  the  following  repairs  were  made :  — 

Cross  and  Waterloo  Streets  school  buildings  were  raised,  leveled  up  and  new 
timbers  and  piers  put  under. 

The  two  rooms  in  the  third  fiat  of  the  Central,  vacant  for  several  years  on  account 
of  bad  ventilation,  wei-e  put  in  thorough  repair.  The  laths  and  plastering  on  the  truss- 
work  across  the  centre  of  the  rooms,  and  extending  some  four  feet  from  the  ceiling, 
were  removed,  plastering  repaired,  new  floors  laid,  a  ventilator  built  in  roof,  so  as  to 
serve  both  rooms  ;  new  stairs  put  in  the  east  side  of  the  building,  the  whole  woodwork 
painted  and  walls  tinted  —  rendering  them  as  good  as  any  in  the  building.  A  7-inch 
galvanized  iron  pipe,  extending  from  basement  through  the  roof,  with  branches 
from  each  depaHment,  was  put  in  to  aid  the  ventilation  of  the  closets. 

Some  slight  repairs  were  made  to  the  plastering  in  the  Victoria  building. 

The  Assembly  Hall  in  this  building  ha^  been  seated  with  chairs,  and  is  now  is  use 
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for  opening  exercises,  examinations  and  entertainments.     At  the  commencement  of  the 
second  term  the  following  ti-ansfers'were  made :

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  scholar  attending  the  Cross  Street  School,  etc., 
and  in  order  to  centralize  and  equalize  the  system,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  up 
this  building  and  move  the  scholars  to  the  renovated  rooms  in  the  Central,  where  they 
would  be  under  the  control  of  its  Principal. 

In  order  to  place  our  High  School  in  a  position  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
<;ity  another  male  teacher  of  high  attainments — a  college  graduate — should  be  added 
and  the  whole  school  re-organized  and  established  on  an  efficient  basis.  All  scholars 
passing  from  this  school  should  go  up  for  a  leaving  or  matriculation  examination, 
where  they  could  obtain  a  certificate  that  would  enable  the  holder  to  enter  any  of  the 
Universities  without  further  examination,  or  if  they  went  out  into  life's  work,  would 
be  a  recommendation  for  them  anywhere. 

295  permits,  for  entrance  to  the  schools  during  the  last  term  were  issued,  and  out 
of  that  number  250  were  beginners.

Meredith  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  her  school.  At  the  same  time  Miss  Sisson 
and  Miss  Ella  M.  Veazey  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Primary  Schools,  made 
vacant  by  the  resignations  of  Miss  Ward  and  Miss  Susie  Ganong. 

At  the  public  closing  exercises  of  our  High  School  in  June  last,  Mrs.  John  D. 
Chipman,  on  behalf  of  the  W.  0.  T.  U.  t>f  Saint  Stephen,  presented  prizes  to  Miss 
Jessie  Whitlock  and  Miss  Maud  Maxwell  for  the  best  essays  on  Alcohol,  its  origin  and 
its  uses. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  report  concerning  any  school  in  particular.  Our 
Teachers  recognize  the  fact  that  good  and  effective  teaching  can  be  done  only  in  a  weH 
disciplined  school,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  better  disciplined  schools  are  to  be  found  any- 
where ^han  in  Saint  Stephen.

More  accommodation  for  increasing  attendance  is  a  question  which  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  Board,  and  they  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  attendance  at  the  High 
School  and  higher  grades  is  increasing  from  year  to  year.

Sir  :     The  Annual   Report  of  the   Board  of  School  Trustees  for  the  Town  tf 
Canipbellton  for  the  yenr  ending  Deoemher  3lHt,  1894,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Gramnmr  School. —  The  year  just  closed  has  witms^ed  several  important  chai^'*^ 
in  the  organization  and  general  effiiipment  of  our  st-hool  system.  The  County  GrHinrtiar 
School  was  tranaferreil  from  Dalhoiisie  to  Campbellton,  the  change  to  take  effect  at  tb^ 
commencement  of  the  year  r895.  The  Campbell  ton  Superior  Scliool  of  the  put, 
therefore,  becomes  the  Coiintj"^  Grammar  School  of  the  failure.  Principal  Lewis, 
anticipating  the  proposed  change,  presented  himRelf  for  examination  for  the  Graniitiir 
School  license  in  June  lafit^  and,  it  is  needles.^  to  say»  passed  very  creditahly.  Grade 
VI 1,  was  accortlingly  removed  from  the  advanced  to  the  next  lower  d(>partment,  and 
other  necessary  re-arrangemeiit  of  the  grades  effected,  as  i^equii-ed  by  the  law  rel&tmjt 
to  Grammar  Schools. 

Ai'cormiuHlation.  —  Owin^  to  a  large  increase  in  the  attendance,  and  the  coiisequeuv 
over-crowding  of  several  of  the  rooms,  especially  those  occupied  by  the  lower  gradea^ 
the  opening  of  another  department  became  an  imperative  necessity  The  **  Veunei 
Hair'  was  accordiugly  leaned  and  fitted  up  and  a  new  defiartment  opened  at  the  oom- 
mencement  of  the  Second  Term,  i^ith  Mins  Clara  Shannon  as  teacher.  Henoc,  to 
maintain  the  harmuny  of  the  work,  another  reorganization  of  I  lie  grades  had  to 
effected,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  tabulated  stutemcnts  herewith  appended. 

The  Trustees  have  under  consideration  the  election  of  a  new  School  Building  and 
the  centralization  of  the  various  departments  of  our  Schools,  to  take  the  place  of  th« 
four  isolated  buildings  now  occupied,  and  intend  pushing  the  work  with  all  poasibla 
speed  as  soon  as  a  suitable  site  can  be  procured. 

Repairs.  —  The  old  desks  and  seats  in   the  High  School  department  have  heei 
replaced  by  a  complete  set  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  modern  school  furniture, 
including  automatic  seats  and  combination  desks  and  supports.     An  improvement  ha9 


aUo  been  made  in  the  heating  and  Tentitation  of  several  of  the  rooms  in  the  main 
building. 

Finances.  —  Notwithst^ndin|;f  the  repairs,  improvements  and  increased  accommo- 
dation made  within  the  last  two  years  the  Board  can  now  boast  of  being  entirely  free 
from  debt,  the  last  note  liaving  been  paid  during  the  past  summer, 

Zi^an/.  —  Through  the  efforts  of  Principal  Lewis  and  the  pupils  of  the  Hi^h*.^ 
School  the  nucleus  of  a  First  Class  Library  ha8  been  established,  containing  aheady  [ 
nearly  250  volumes  of  the  best  standard  literature,  and  is  very  nmcli  appreciated. 

Teac/iera.  —Mies  Clara  Shannon,  as  above  mentioned,  whs  engaged  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Second  Term  to  take  charge  o\  the  new  department^  just  then  opened.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  Miss  Alary  Kerr  resigned  her  charge  and  Misa  Mary  E.  MeBeath 
was  employed  to  succeed  her  in  charge  of  grades  VI.  and  VIL  Miss  Ken*  has  proved 
herself  a  faithful  and  hard  working  teacher,  and  to  her  untiring  industry  is  clue  at  legist 
a  measure  of  the  success  which  attended  pupils  who  afterwards  distiugui^hed  them- 
selves in  the  higher  grades.  While  a  majority  of  our  present  teachers  hold  onJy  a 
Second  Class  License,  snd  withal  have  proved  themselves  faithful  and  exceptionally 
successful  in  their  work,  yet  we  feel  it  our  duty,  whenever  vacancies  occur,  to  give  the 
preference  —  other  things  being  equal  — to  First  Class  Teachei^s,  for  while  Hecond 
Class  Teachers  continue  to  receive  the  same  salary  as  teachers  holding  First  Class 
Licenses,  the  tendency  in  to  check  genuine  ambition  by  subsidizing  a  spirit  of  iudifferent 
u  n  pr  ogr  essi  veness, 

A  Uendunce.  —  Notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  scat  let  fever  in  the  Town 
throughout  the  entire  year,  the  attendance  has  scarcely  fallen  off  to  any  notable  degree. 
With  all  respect  to  the  opinion  of  eminent  authorities  to  the  contrary,  it  has  been 
pretty  clearly  demonstrated  that  neither  closing  the  schools  nor  keeping  pupils  at  home-j 
has  any  effect  in  checking  the  spread  of  this  disease,  as  during  the  long  summer  vaca- 
tion it  was  as  prevalent  as  at  any  time  during  tin?  year,  and  outbreaks  of  the  epidemic 
have  been  as  frequent  in  families  not  represented  in  school  as  elsewhere. 

Progress^  ^  Besides  the  unusually  large  numWr  of  our  pupils  who  have  passed  the 
Normal  School  Entrance  Examination  in  July  last,  two  have  passed  the  LTniveraity 
Matriculation  Examinations.  These  were  Donald  McLean,  who  matriculated  in  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick,  carrying  off  the  **  Restigouche  County  Scholarship/* 
and  John  McKenzie,  who  passed  the  Matrictdation  Examination  of  Dallioubie  Univer- 
mty,  Halifax.  Both  theae  young  men  are  now  purauing  the  regular  Arts  Course  in 
their  respective  colleges. 

In  conclusion,  our  schools  have  been  favored  with  the  usual  official  visits  of 
Inspector  Mersereau,  whose  kind  words  and  wise  counsel  have  always  been  of  inestim- 
able value  to  us  in  our  efforts  to  secure  for  the  pupils  of  our  Town  a  first-class  liberal 
education.

The  health  of  the  whole  establishment  has  left  nothing  to  be 
desired,  not  a  single  ca^e  of  sickness  having  occtiiTed  during  the  year.  Such  iDDZunnitj 
from  disease  and  freedom  from  the  numerous  "ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to"  is  a  cause  for 
deep  thankfulness,  and  we  frt*eiy  render  to  the  Giver  of  e\ery  good  our  hearty  thanks 
for  the  excoptionallj  good  health  of  the  children  committed  to  our  charge.  The  regaid 
in  which  the  institution  is  held,  its  ever  increasing  circle  of  friends,  their  heirty 
wishes  for  its  success,  and  the  financial  aid  which  has  been  so  freely  extended  from 
year  to  vear,  are  matters  for  congratulation  which,  while  increasing  the  zest  for  the 
work  on  the  pail  of  the  officers^  have  added  considerably  to  the  general  prosperity  of 
tht»  Institute.

THK   BAIIN    DESTROYED. 

The  large  barn  of  the  Institution,  which  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  $700^ 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  September  last.  It  contained  the  greater  portion  of  the- 
season's  crop  of  hay,  which  had  been  placed  there  for  the  winter's  use.  Through  the- 
kind  assistance  of  Mr.  John  Morrison  and  other  neighbors  the  fire  was  prevented  fron* 
spreading  to  the  woodshed,  carriage  house  and  other  buildings  but  a  few  yards  away^ 
The  barn  with  its  contents  was  a  total  Iosm. 


Having  now  no  place  for  the  stock,  and  winter  rapklly  coming  on,  it  became  iiwa-l 
ry  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  erection  of  anotlier  barn.  The  contmct  vvius  given  to  | 
Mr*  Asa  Nsison^  of  New  ^faryland,  who  hewed  the  frairie  n{>oii  tbt-  place  and  erected  i I 
good,  Euhstantial  ham  upon  a  Mte  t-o  the  right  of  the  main  building  and  farther  nwtj  ] 
than  t!ip  one  destroyed,  Mr.  Nason  used  every  effort  to  have  it  completed  before  tb$| 
cold  weather  cHme,  and  in  the  short  space  of  three  weeks  it  was  ready  for  occii|»ation. 

AnriCULATlON  AND  LIP  READING, 

It  having  been  onr  desire  to  give  more  attention  to  the  snhject  of  Artictilaticm 
than  we  have  hitherto  been  able  to  do,  my  eldest  danghter.  Miss  \Voo<lhridge,  consented 
to  take  a  s]>ecial  course  of  training,  that  her  services  nii^ht  he  made  available  for  tHi 
purpose. 

The   Clarke    Institution  at  Northampton,    Massachusetts,    holding    the   enriabli 
[wnition  of  being  the  bcRt  school  on  this  continent  in  this  special  department>  arrange- 
ments  were  made  with  Mi»H  Yale,  the  Snperintendentj  for  the  reception  ot  Miss  Wood- 
Viridge  for  a  twelve  naonlhs'  course  of  training  in  this  subject.     On  her  return  all  t 
pupils  of  the  Institution  will   be  ] slaved  under  her  care^  a  few  at  a  time,  and   those  whi 
show  any   aptitude   for   sjieeck   and  are  likely  to  derive    benefit  from  this  method  ol 
teucihing  will  be  formed  into  a  chiss  by  themselves. 

We  feel  that  it  is  our  liounden  duty  to  do  everything  that  lies  in  our  power  hr 
these  cbihlreu  in  the  way  of  teaching,  to  tit  them  for  and  restore  them  as  far  as  po«8tble 
to  society  and  enable  them  by  all  the  means  available  to  make  their  way  in  life. 

INDUSTRIAL    TRAINING, 

In  onr  leports  from  time  to  time  we  have  referred  to  the  advantage  which  our 
]>upilB  would  deiive  trom  technic^i  inntruction  in  some  of  the  trades  that  would  bo 
most  tieeful  to  the  deaf,  and  which  would  be  likely  to  be  followed  up  by  them  after  tliey 
leave  school. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  workshop  be  erected  for  this  puT|>ofle,  and  that  the 
services  of  skJlltfd  artizans  from  the  city  be  employed  to  give  the  requisite  training, 
school  hours  being  so  arranged  as  to  meet  this  extra  call  upon  our  time. 

To  carry  out  this  idea  in  the  way  contemplated  funds  beyond  the  usual  receipts  of 
the  Institution  were  needed,  and  as  none  have  become  available  the  suggestion  has 
been  deferred  to  a  more  titting  opjKirtunity.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  in  the  near 
future  means  will  be  placed  at  our  disposal  for  this  and  other  improvements  which 
liave  been  tmder  consideration  for  some  time,  but  have  not  been  proceeded  with  oa 
account  of  the  h*ck  of  fnuds. 

Sincere  acknowledgments  ai'e  rendered  to  all  who  have  aided  us  in  the  past,  and 
we  look  forward  to  the  fnture  of  this  Institution  with  confidence,  trusting  that  with 
God's  bles^^ing  resting  upon  it  means  will  be  forthcoming  for  all  needed  improvements 
and  extensions,  and  such  results  follow  as  will  he  for  the  best  interests  of  those  for 
-whom  we  w^ork,  viz,,  the  silent  children  of  this  Province.

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Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 

for  the  Blind.

Sir:  The  Board  of  Managprn  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  for  tljt;  informa- 
tion of  the  oienibers  of  the  Corporation,  tlie  Goverfiments  and  Legislatures  interested, 
and  the  friends  of  the  bliml,  thi^  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Hcliool  ;  and  in 
so  doing,  they  desire  to  acknowh»dge^  with  heiirtfelt  gratitude,  their  thankfulness  to  a 
kind  Providence  tor  the  manifold  blessings  which  have  inaiked  the  year  now  drawing 
to  its  close. 

While  the  work  of  educating  the  blind  is  indeed  a  fjrand  one,  and  its  results  %"ery 
satisfactory,  the  ditficulties  to  overcome  in  its  acc?omplishmenfc  are  by  rto  means  small, 
and  yonr  Board,  while  willing  to  assume  these  responsil>ilities,  desire  to  acknowledge 
their  indebtedness  to  the  ever  increasing  nnujber  of  the  friends  of  the  scliooL 

Under  the  legislation  respecting  the  edwcjition  of  tlie  hlind  enncted  in  Kova  Scotia 
snd  New  Brunswick,  the  blmd  are  admitted  to  the  school  free  of  all  charge.  Suck 
legislation  is  an  inestimable  boon  to  those  deprived  of  sight,  and  is  a  ci-edit  to  the 
legislators  of  these  provinces  ;  and  whatever  the  future  muy  Inive  in  store  fur  humanity 
in  the  nature  of  social  reform,  nothing  will  more  distinctly  mark  the  advancement  of 
the  race  than  the  enactment  of  those  laws  which  have  jdaced  within  reach  of  the  blind 
the  blessings  of  a  free  edneation. 

WhOe  the  Province  of  Newfoundland  has  as  yet  adopted  no  si>eciHl  Act  with 
teepect  to  the  education  of  the  blind,  the  Government  and  Legislature  have  provided 
by  annual  grants  for  their  e'lueation  and  special  traini ug,  and  year  by  year,  as  the 
NewfonndlamJ  graduates  leave  the  school  fitted  to  earn  their  own  Ijvelihoody,  the  public 
in  the  sister  colony  become  more  and  more  satiahed  with  the  [) revision  made  by  the 
Oovernment  for  those  who  cannot  take  advantage  of  the  general  school  system. 

The  Province  of  Prince  Edward  Tslund  has  now  four  pupils  in  the  school.  Here- 
tofore it  has  made  annual  provision  for  defraying  the  expense  of  but  one  pupil,  but  we 
trust  that  the  Oovernment  and  Legislature  will  see  to  it  that  in  the  matter  of  the  free 
education  of  the  blind  they  are  |>repared  to  stand  side  by  side  with  the  sister  provinces 
by  proportionately  increasing  the  annual  grant  to  the  same  amount  as  that  provided  for 
in  the  other  Provinces. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  Superintendent's  reporlj  the  several  departments  of  the 
ftchool  are  in  a  most  satisfactory  state  of  efficiency,  but  while  this  is  true  your  Board 
reaiiides  that  it  would  not  be  dischargmg  its  full  duty  to  those  under  its  care  were  it 
not  to  recognize  the  difficulties  experienced  by  both  teachers  and  pupils  In  securing  the 
best  results.  Were  it  not  for  the  co-operative  spirit  which  characterizes  the  whole 
school  the  best  j'csnlts  would  fall  far  alioit  of  those  now  attained  ;  btit  these  results, 
satisfactory  though  they  may  be  in  a  great  measure,  fall  lielow  the  standard  towards- 
which  we  are  reaching  out.  The  majority  of  our  pupilt*  come  to  us  between  the  ages  of 
ten  and  fifteen  year^.     Many  of  them  owing  to  the  misguided  kindness  of  their  [mrenta 
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or  gimrdiaiis,  or  from  sheer  nejEjlect,  lack  the  wnergy  and  physical  vigor  which  mArb 
the  ordinary  child  with  sight  This  uecesaitaten  careful  supervision  in  order  to  givi» 
them  the  bodily  healt!i  und  strength  so  necessary  to  mental  development,  and  bcoce 
much  valutthle  time  is  lost  Wfoie  their  education  is  really  commenced.  Under  the* 
-circumstrtiiceB,  we  purjiose  to  seek  lei,'islation  in  the  several  provinces  in  order  that  tbf 
age  Ht  wliich  the  puj>ils  are  eligihle  for  Kdittisiiion  mtiy  be  chunged  from  the  ininimum 
x>f  ten  to  six  ye^frs.  All  true  educationists  will  at  once  realize  the  great  advantage  that 
will  result  to  the  blind  if  this  chunge  be  accoiiipli*ihed,  while  the  school  life  of  little 
blind  children  would  be  made  hH|tpy  and  profitrthit!  within  the  walln  of  a  kindergarten 
home. 

After  lull  consideration  jonr  lloLivd  d^cideil  that  the  School  should  take  anotber 
step  in  advance,  by  providing  nor-niusiciil  jnipils  with  such  a  training  in  luodeni 
langnnges  as  wouhl  tit  them  to  become  ethcient  tenehers.  Tliit*  (ie'}mrtment  will,  vf 
believe,  niatenally  increase  the  percentHge  of  our  self  supporting  graduates, 

The  Board  desire  to  exjiress  their  apjireciation  of  the  faithful  and  thorough  uork 
being  Hccomplished  by  the  meuibers  of  the  teaching  staff,  and  to  express  tlieir  high 
•estimate  of  the  talenta  of  heart  and  mind  which  are  daily  and  hourly  displayed  by  thoie 
-engaged  in  the  active  work  of  the  education  and  tnilning  of  the  Blind  in  this  School. 

Our  School  Begister  now  shows  tliat  we  have  fifty -two  pupils  in  attendance,  ftad 
applications  for  the  ailniission  of  HevFrnl  new  pupils  have  recently  been  receiTed. 
While  we  ft-d  ^siiured  that  the  nuudier  of  the  Blind  is  not  on  the  increase,  it  is  grati- 
fying to  feel  thut  the  adviuitages  of  the  schmil  are  being  more  and  iuore  appreciate, 
and,  as  our  liuiit  hns  almost  been  reuched^  it  is  quit©  evident  that  we  must  shortly 
seriously  cousider  the  rpie»tion  of  adding  to  our  buildings.  In  this  matter,  as  in  all 
matters  re.spectiiig  the  welfare  of  the  school,  we  rely  ui>on  the  intelligent  sympathy 
and  generouH  support  of  the  friends  of  the  Blind,  and  we  feel  certain  that  our  efforts  la 
further  the  interests  of  those  who^  in  God's  providence,  have  to  light  the  battle  of  Hfu 
under  manifold  disadvautnges,  will,  ws  heretofore,  i*eceive  encouragement  and  libeiil 
help. 

Dttring  the  past  year  no  serious  case  of  illness  hns  occurred,  the  health  of  the 
pu|iils  having  bt^en  unusually  ^'ood.  Every  ctTort  is  made  to  provide  those  entrusted  to 
our  care  with  whoaesome  fnud  and  clean  Jiurrotiudings  and  such  hu  environment  as 
will  best  conduce  Uj  their  health  and  happiness* 

The  pupils  are  engaged  in  their  stmlies  and  other  occtijiHtions  from  seven  to  nine 
tours  daily  ;  but  cure  is  taken  to  supjdy  iruloor  mul  outdoor  aniuiwMiients*  so  as  to  render 
their  houi-s  of  recreiition  enjoyable.  Duiiug  the  year  the  sum  of  8--16  has  beea 
expended  u p< in  internal  im pi ovements  and  n[»on  the  grounds.  The  inadequacy  of  the* 
hot  wniii  hUjiply  for  laundry  «ud  l*i\thing  puiposes  rendered  a  change  necessanr,  and 
•dni'iug  tliw  summer  u  complete  hot  water  system  was  introduced  for  tliese  pnrpooeSk 
and  ht>s  proved  lioth  eeonotnical  und  satisfactory.  Muny  other  minor  im[irovementft 
have  lrt*en  mnde,  which  make  it  possible  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  tlonvestic  depart* 
ment  with  greater  etfieiency.  Miss  BowniaiL  the  Miitiou  of  the  School,  bus  discharged 
her  round  ol  daily  du  ties  satisfactorily,  and  ha^^  l>een  untiring  in  her  efforts  for  the 
comfort  of  the  houseJmld. 


Tbe  Constitution  of  the  Corporation  has  been  sliglitly  chunged,  so  as  to  admit  of  a 
fuller  recognition  of  those  who  liWrally  aid  in  the  forwarding  of  the  eilncation  of  the 
Blind,  by  making  generous  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  *School^  or  by  rendering 
oervioes  advantageous  to  the  school.  The  names  of  those  persons  will  henceforth 
appear  in  the  puhlisbed  report,  under  the  heading  of  Benefactors,  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  many  other  i*ersonH  may  be  Induced  to  place  their  names  upon  this  roll  of 
honor. 

In  addition  to  the  donations,  elsewhere  acknowledged^  your  Fioard  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $333.33  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Duncan  Waddell,  also 
the  receipt  of  SI  00  frotn  the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  Cronan.  Such  bequ*\sts  enable  your 
Board  to  extend  the  work  far  beyond  the  limit  which  the  funds  at  command  would 
otherwise  warrant. 

The  Treasurer's  statement  shows  the  receipts  from  all  sources  to  have  been  $9,660,22 
and  the  expenditure  ^9,434.29,  leaving  a  small  balanoj^  of  $225.93  to  the  credit  of 
the  school. 

The  managers  again  express  their  sense  of  the  value  of  the  services  rendered  to 
the  school  and  the  caufie  of  the  blind  generally  by  the  untiring  vigilance  and  able 
administrative  abilities  of  the  Superintendent,  C.  F.  Fraser. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Managers  are  hereby  tendered  to  Doctors  Lindsay, 
Dodge,  Kirkpairick  and  Cogsw(41,  for  their  kindly  attention  to  the  pupils.  To  H.  B. 
Clarke,  leasee  of  the  Academy  of  Music,  and  to  the  Orpheus  Clnb  for  tickets  to  enter- 
tainments. To  a  number  of  leading  lecturers  and  musicians  of  Halifax  for  lecturea 
and  concertij  given  to  the  pupils  in  the  Assembly  Hull  of  the  school ;  and  to  the  rail- 
way,  steanjship,  and  coach  proprietors  for  the  privileges  granted  to  our  pupils.

Gentlemen  :  The  table  of  attendance  herewith  submitted  shows  that  59  blind 
persons  have  been  under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  43  of  whom  were  males  and 
16  females.  Seven  of  these  have  since  graduated  or  left  the  school,  making  the  total 
number  in  attendance  on  December  Ist,  1B94,  52,  of  whom  37  are  males  and  15 
females.  Of  these  28  are  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  12  fi*om  New  Brunswick, 
4  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  8  from  Newfoundland,

LITERAIIV    iJEPAKTMENT. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  tlie  past  school  year  has  been  one  of  steady  «od 
fttisfttctory  effort  upon  the  |»art  of  V:»oth  teacheis  and  pupils.  The  teachers  hmrt 
brouglit  to  their  work  aUdecl  experience,  zeal  for  the  progress  of  their  pupils,  tnd 
•  atiibitiou  to  have  the  sdiool  retain  its  good  name  and  reputation.  Imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  the  new  edtication,  they  have  faithfully  striven  to  discharge  their  responsible 
duties  so  as  to  sp'^ure  the  best  results,  and  T  am  tuitisfied  that  the  respect  and  esteem  in 
which  tliey  are  held  by  the  pupils  is  well  deserved* 

Miss  Fletcher  has  daily  Ijeen  at  her  post,  and  has  boen  enthusiastic  in  all  the 
claases  in  which  she  hafs  been  placed  in  charge. 

Miss  Fmme,  by  precept  and  example,  has  endeavored  to  arouse  among  her  popik 
that  h»ve  for  literature  and  litemry  pursuits  which  she  herself  so  much  enjoys. 

Mr,  Hussy  has  been  untiring  in  his  desire  to  forward  the  interests  of  the  pQpils* 
never  being  satisfied  to  have  his  labors  restricted  to  school  houiH. 

Recognizing  the  desirability  of  opening  up  to  our  graduates  special  litenuy 
callings,  and  availing  ourselves  of  the  ex|>erience  of  similar  institutions  abroiid,  & 
regular  course  in  njodern  languages  has  been  adopted,  and  instruction  is  being  given  to 
four  of  the  older  pupils  with  a  view  to  their  becoming  teachers  of  French  and  German, 
Prof.  Lanos  has  undertaken  the  instruction  in  French,  and  Fraulein  CElJars  in  Gertnaa. 

In  this  new  departnient  one  practical  end  is  kept  ateadilj  in  view,  namely,  pre- 
paring our  pupils  to  earn  tiieir  own  livelihoods.  If  the  experiment  proves  as  great  a 
sucsoess  as  we  antici(>atii,  a  new  and  wide  iield  of  usefulness  will  bo  of>ened  to  the  bliad. 

MUSICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Among  those  who  graduated  from  the  Musical  Department  during  the  past  year, 
Mr,  Stephen  Hulan,  of  Bay  8l  OeorgCj  Newfoundland,  deserves  special  men tion«  Thii 
young  nian  came  to  the  scliool  sex  en  years  since,  and  by  pHtience,  peraeverance  aad 
dogged  determination  he  acquired  a  good  education  and  won  a  foremost  place  in  tht 
Musical  Deijartinent  of  thi^  School  He  is  now  Organist  and  Choir  Master  in  one  of 
the  leading  churches  in  Bay  St.  (ieorge  and  has  a  first-rate  class  of  private  music 
pupils. 

The  Musical  Department  of  the  school  and  Mr  A,  M.  Chisholm,  Instructor  of 
Music,  ai"e  so  closely  ideutifiefl  that,  in  calling  attention  to  one  of  the  successful  teachers 
of  music  among  the  graduates^  we  indirectly  commend  the  very  excellent  training 
given  in  this  dei»artnient  by  Mr.  Chisholm.  Certain  it  is  that  his  ideas  of  thorough- 
ness and  efhciency  are  set  high  enough  to  merit  the  approbation  of  all  true  lovers  of 
the  divine  art. 

The  importance  of  the  Musical  department  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It  is  to  tboi 
Blind  of  these  provinces  a  special  school  of  music^  and  it  otfera  to  them  eocceptional  ad< 
vantages  for  professional  training. 

The  recent  outlay  ujion  the  Tuning  Department  has  greatly  improved  the  fsciUtieS| 
for  acquiiing  the  knowledge  of  tuning  and  of  the  repairing  of  pianofortes.  Tins 
Instructor  in  this  departmentj  Mr.  B.  M.  Keid,  has  rendered  adruirable  service  to  the 
school. 
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TECHNICAL    DEPARTMEN'^ 

Work  in  the  Electrical  Departiiient  ha.s  p^issed  beyond  the  experi  mental  stage, 
Mr.  S,  J,  Harivel,  the  fintbusiabtie  Instractor,  has  himself  exploited  tliis  new  tield  of 
occupation  for  the  Blind,  and,  inspired  by  his  success  and  ecithuBiasui^  the  pupils  of  hia- 
clabs  aie  ambitiovia  to  prove  that  thtjy  too  can  become  experts  in  special  electrical 
work. 

In  our  workshop  several  young  men  are  being  trained  as  willow  basket  makei-s* 
while  others  are  being  taught  the  reseating  of  caQe-bottoin  chaiis.  Among  the  former 
is  Willie  Hulan,  the  deaf^  dumb  and  blind  boy  ot  Bay  St,  George.  NewfotiuillantL 
Willie  has  acquired  an  excellent  knowledge  of  cane-seating,  and  the  skill  witb  which  he 
roanijtulates  his  material  in  making  baskets  has  been  a  source  of  great  surprise  to  those 
not  understanding  the  methuds  by  which  de^lf,  dumb  and  blind  persons  are  now  success- 
fully trained,  Mr.  D,  A.  Baird,  instructor  in  the  workshop,  has  proved  himself  a 
patient  and  painstaking  teacher. 

Miss  C  L  Bowman,  who  for  thF  past  four  years  has  so  successfully  instiiicted  our  ' 
girls*  work  class,  has,  to  the  great  regret  of  her  pu[iils,    resigned  her  position  in   the 
Bchoob     The   position  is  one  that  requires  special  qualifications  n|Jon  the  part  of  the 
teacher,  and  these  Miss  Bowman  possessed  in  a  marked  degree.     Her  successor  is  Miaa 
Lisle. 

GBKKRAL, 

One  of  the  difliculties  with  which  w^e  have  to  contend  in  educating  the  blind  arises 
from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  best  years  for  educational  woi  k  are  lost.  Our  pupiU 
enter  the  ^school  at  ten  yeais  of  age.  Prior  to  that  timt'  they  have  received  no  training 
whatever^  and  many  of  them  are  the  victims  of  indidgence,  ignorance  or  neglect.  No 
arguu^eiit  is  necessary  to  prove  that  these  little  blind  children  suffer  jdiysical ly,  men- 
tally and  morally  during  these  years  of  inactivity.  If  this  be  true,  and  it  surely  is.  it 
would  not  Ijc  asking  too  much  of  the  Governments  and  Legislatures  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland  to  allow  us  to  take  the  children  at  six  insttud  of  ten 
years  of  age. 

In  our  present  school  buildings  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  tlmt  can  W 
aecomtnodated  is  sixty,  arnl  having  due  regard  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  all  within 
the  establishment,  the  number  of  resident  pupils  should  not  exceed  tifty-six.  Of  the 
fifty-two  [tupils  now  on  the  register,  tifty-one  are  resident  in  the  school,  and  already  we 
have  foumi  it  necessary  to  turn  our  trunk  room  into  a  doimitory  for  tlie  domestics. 

Juiii^'ing  from  the  number  of  names  of  probiildu  pupils  now  on  the  books,  1  feel 
satisfied  that  the  school  will  continue  to  increase  in  numbei^a  for  several  years  to  come. 
This  luMug  the  case,  it  is  evident  that  some  measure  should  soon  be  taken  to  provide 
iticreasi  d  accommodation.  In  the  meantime  the  friends  of  the  blind  should  unite  in 
subscribing  towards  a  l>uilding  fund,  in  order  that  the  Board  of  Managers  may  see  their 
way  eleiM  to  meet  the  emergency  at  the  threshold. 

For  the  iiost  five  months,  Miss  Una  Legge,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  school,  has 
been  visiting  the  homes  of  the  blind  on  the  Western  portion  of  New*  Brunswick.  Dur- 
ing this  time  she  has  taught  ten  blind  pei*8ons  to  rend  and  write  in  the  Braille  system ^ 
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or  to  read  in  Dr,  Moon's  larger ^baracters.  Three  blind  woroen  have  been  instnicted 
by  her  in  knitting  and  fancy  work.  In  addition,  Miss  Lejfge  has  visited  the  homes  of 
eight  yonng  blind  children  and  intt* restetl  tlie  parents  in  their  education  and  training. 
Many  of  those  who  havti  been  nnder  instruction  have,  in  letters  to  nie,  expressed  tiie 
deepest  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  being  taught  by  Miss  Legge  at  their  homes.  It  is 
gratifying  to  find  that  through  the  agency  ot  the  home-teaching  fund  many  persons  Are 
being  i^elieved  from  the  didl  monotony  of  their  ]\\^j  and*  at  the  same  time,  thftt 
through  the  same  agency  many  blind  children  will  be  induced  to  come  to  the  achool, 
and  will  be  saved  from  lives  of  ignorance  and  dependence. 

In  conchision,  let  me  say  that  the  reputation  which  this  school  has  won  for  being 
a  progressive  and  thorough  institution  is  largely  due  to  the  liberal  support  and  encourage^ 
ment  whic'.i  I  have  always  received  when  sulmntting  for  your  consideration  and  approvil 
any  contemplated  improvement,  and  it  may  truly  be  said  that  the  blind  of  the  four 
provinces  represented  in  this  school  owe  to  the  meml^ers  of  the  Board  of  Managers  a 
deep  debt  of  gratitude,  and  that  foremost  on  tlie  roll  of  honored  l>enef actors  should 
stand  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  unsparingly  given  time  and  thought  to  the 
-development  of  this  Institudon.

In  these  days,  the  Written  Examitiattoti  has  assumed  an  importance  of  the  first 
rank.  The  fitness  of  cantlidates  for  any  position  in  almost  every  department  of  human 
acti^nty  is  tested  by  its  means.  This  ie  especially  true  of  the  learned  professions. 
When  our  pupils  leave  our  schools  to  begin  their  life-work^  they  are  confronted  on  the 
•very  threshold  of  their  career  by  the  Written  Examination,  whether  they  wiuh  to  be- 
come doctors,  lawyers,  clergymen,  teachers,  or  clerks  in  any  branch  of  the  civil  service. 
We  see  then  that  the  pnicticjtl  needs  of  life  render  it  imf>erative  for  us  to  make  them 
at  home  in  the  Written  Examination. 

I  wish  in  this  paper,  however,  to  consider  the  matter  simply  in  relation  to  the 
assistance  whiuh  the  teacher  can  derive  from  it,  and  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  he  can 
use  it  as  a  device  in  tuitional  work 

The  first  point  to  claim  our  attention  is  its  utiliti/.  A  good  question  for  the  teacher, 
as  well  as  for  the  parent^  to  ask  is,  *^  Cut  bmw*' f  I  will  state  some  of  the  benefits 
in  the  order  in  which  they  occur  to  me,  rather  than  in  the  order  of  their  importance, 

1st.     It  provides  a  review  of  a  ^ven  amount  of  work. 

2nd.  It  is  a  test  of  the  pupil^s  knowledge  and,  thereforei  of  teaching  to  the  teacher 
and  of  learning  to  the  pupiL 

3rd.     It  cultivates  the  habit  of  attention. 

4th»     It  promotes  self* reliance. 

5th.     It  leads  to  concise  thinking  and  readiness  in  commanding  thought. 

6th.  It  develops  intellectual  sturdine^  or  what  perhaps  might  better  be  called 
menial  energy. 

Besides  it  provides  opportunity  to  put  into  exercise,  no  matter  what  the  subject, 
those  branches  of  knowledge  considered  most  eminently  practical,  such  as  Grammar, 
C!om  position,  Spelling,  etc. 

I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  thai  any  device  in  school- work  that  cati  be  road© 
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to  produce  the  dosirablo  results  already  ciiuraorated  is  not  onlj  worthy  of  our  £avombla 
conskleratiuii  aa  an  Instimte,  but  ih  worthy  of  being  used  to  h  much  greater  extent 
than  ia  now  practised  in  a  large  rawjority  of  our  schools. 

The  seeontl  point  to  be  considered  is  in  what  Standards  this  device  can  Vie  used  U> 
advantage.  My  own  impression  is  that  it  is  appliciible  to  all  |iu[>ils  in  advance  of 
Standard  III.  of  the  ungraded  course^  while  ]jupils  In  Standard  III.,  and  even  in 
Standard  IL,  might  derive  from  it  some  advantage. 

The  third  and  most  importiint  part  of  this  subject,  and  for  wLich  the  others  but 
clear  the  jjjronnd,  is  ^'  How  are  tbene  Examinations  to  be  conducted  T  I  am  not  iti 
favor  of  having  tbem  weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly,  or  at  any  Jijjnf  time.  If  pupils 
know  that  the  last  two  days  in  every  n»onth  are  to  be  devoted  to  examinations,  tha 
anxious  ones  will  ap[>roach  thut  period  with  fi  nervous  flread  that  will  untit  them  for 
protitnblo  work  if  it  will  not  impair  their  heal  tin  while  the  indifferent  will  neglect  their 
lessons  for  two-thirds  of  the  month  knowing  thtit  examination  day  is  afar  off,  and  tiy 
to  couipensate  by  overwork  or  '*  cram  '*  during  thrr  other  third,  Kesidea  to  examine  all 
the  subjects  at  one  time  mukes  a  slave  of  the  teacher  V>y  giving  him  an  enormous  maaa  _ 
of  manu-script  to  read  and  estimate  at  once,  and  forces  him  either  to  deprive  hitiisel£^^| 
needed  rest  and  recreation  —  to  say  nothing  of  prepanUion  for  bis  daily  duties — la 
read  and  mark  the  papers  carefully,  or  to  do  the  work  in  so  hasty  and  perfunctory  a 
manner  aa  to  rob  it  of  all  fairness,  if  not  of  all  value,  in  the  eyes  of  the  pupils.  The 
better  way,  in  my  opinion,  is  for  the  teacher  to  tletermine  the  time  of  examination  on 
any  subject  by  the  progress  of  the  class  in  th.it  subject.  He  knows  when  a  review  la 
necessai-y  and  when  an  oral  review  will  nut  serve  his  pui'|x»«e.  Well  taught  pupila 
are  always  prepared  for  an  examination*  It  would  be  enough  for  hin>  to  siiy  at  any 
time  that  the  next  hour  will  be  devoted  to  a  written  review.  Paper  could  be  kept  on 
hiind,  supplied  either  by  the  pupils,  the  trutstees  or  the  teacher  himself. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  questions.  They  should  be 
fKiinted  and  clear,  requiring  short  and  definite  answer^,  and  a  searching  and  thorough 
test  of  what  the  pupils  ought  to  know  or  oiiglit  to  he  nb]»'  to  do.  No  question  should 
be  given  to  test  merely  verbal  memory.  Tire  teacher  !»hould  not  &it  down,  pencil  in 
hand,  to  prepare  a  set  of  questions  on  any  subji^ct  nil  at  once.  He  is  apt  to  give- 
undue  pronnnence  to  his  own  liobbies,  or  to  run  into  catrh  questions  or  puzzles,  and  so 
fail  to  cover  the  intended  ground.  The  best  w^y  is  tot  the  teacher  to  keep  a  notebook 
in  which  to  set  down  as  the  teaching  proceeik  questions  wliich  suggest  themselvee,  lu 
this  way  he  will  have  a  numlierof  qm^tiuUH  fitim  wi<iuh  lu  select,  and  they  will  be  a 
better  teat  of  the  actual  knowled^a  of  tbt?  pu|tils  than  could  be  obtained  in  any  other 
way  —  at  the  same  time  no  lesson  should  lie  taiVL;ht  rir  recited  with  special  reference 
to  answering  a  question.  The  aim  in  teiiohiu;:^  is  to  get  the  pupils  so  absorbed  ill 
their  work  th?*t  when  the  day  of  ex  ami  u  at  i  mi  Cinnes  they  wifl  take  ]>leasure  in  telling 
what  they  know. 

It  is  not  well  to  give  too  many  questionH.  Ten  quentions  can  be  made  as  good 
a  test  as  fifty.  The  exercise  is  necessarily  si^vi-ie,  ami  the  time  devoted  to  it  shoald 
be  correspondingly  short.     Lengthy  jmperti  exhaust  the  pupils  in  writing  them,  and 


Tvear  out  the  teacher  in  examining  ami  estimating'  tjjem  —  thus  making  the  exanjination 
a  grinding  taskmaster  instead  of  a  nseful  servant. 

Definite  values  should  be  given  to  the  qtiestions  :  that  is  the  sum  of  the  values  of 
nl\  the  i|nestions  set  on  any  suhject  should  ^m  one  Imndred,  except  you  wish  to  allow 
ijoniething  for  neatness  and  legihihty,  when  it  sbonld  l>e  nearly  one  hnndred  ;  and  the 
value  of  any  ot»e  question  should  represent  that  part  of  the  full  paper  which  properly 
belorgs  to  it  according  to  the  amount  of  knowledge  and  intelligence  required  to  produce 
il  [»erfei5t  answer.  These  values  need  not  \m  given  to  the  pupils.  Tbey  might  be 
indutvd  to  spend  most  time  on  those  questions  that  have  the  highest  values,  when  their 
netuiil  knowledge  and  attainments  would  be  better  shown  by  derding  with  some  of  the 
oUiers, 

A  certain  spet-itic'd  time  should  be  given  to  each  paper.  Generally  speaking,  time 
enough  ahould  be  given  fur  the  ttverag*?  P"pil  who  bus  done  full  justice  to  his  lessons 
to  neatly  tinish  the  work  ;  too  much  time  should  not  l>e  given.  It  is  iietter  to  give  too 
little  than  too  much  time. 

The  questions  must  be  answered  in  good  faith.  The  papil  must  depend  etitirely 
on  himseJf.  When  the  questions  have  been  carefully  prepared  and  graded  to  his  age, 
c4ipHcity  and  attainments,  and  written  in  plain,  definite,  simple  language,  he  should 
"be  thrown  entirely  on  his  own  resouix-es  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  questions,  as 
isvell  MS  to  write  the  answers  to  them. 

When  the  time  allowed  has  expired,  eacli  pupil,  on  tap  of  bell  or  call  of  **  time," 
-should  fold  his  paper  neatly  —  after  fastening  the  leaves  together  if  more  tlian  one  — 
^endorse  it  properly  and  hand  it  to  the  teacher  when  he  comes  down  one  minute  later 
to  collect  the  papers. 

The  fwij>er8  must  be  carefully  corrected  and  correctly  estimated.  This  work  requires 
-skill  which  can  only  come  by  practice.  I  suggest  the  following  plan :  Open  the 
pajjers  and  place  them  in  a  pile  in  any  order.  Then  conmience  with  the  tirat  que-stion 
^answered  on  tbe  uppermost  paper,  and,  keeping  your  judgment  well  balanced,  lead  and 
-estimate  it,  marking  etirefuUy  all  mistukes,  and  |dace  the  proportion  of  the  maximum 
tiuiiiber  of  marks  assigned  to  that  qnestion  which  you  think  it  deserves  in  the  margin 
in  red  oi-  blue  pencil.  Move  that  paper  aside  «nd  take  the  same  qnestion  in  the  next 
paper,  and  so  on.  When  you  liave  gone  over  all  tbe  papers  in  this  way,  take  tbe  first 
^or  next)  question  on  the  last  paper  and  work  back  over  the  pile  Hgain.  In  this  way 
you  not  only  get  the  absolute  values  of  the  answers  by  coni[taiing  them  with  the  per- 
fect answer  whidi  you  have  in  your  mind,  but  you  are  able  to  comjmre  one  paper  with 
another,  and  thus  obtain  their  comparative  or  relative  values  as  well.  You  are  also 
able  to  work  more  I'apidly,  as  the  mind  is  neither  confused  nor  wearied  by  constantly 
changing  the  basis  of  conqrarison. 

15+^fon^  interest  in  the  examination  wanes,  the  corrected  papers  should  he  handed 
Im^k  to  the  pnpils.  Tbey  should  carefully  correct  the  errors  marke<L  Then  at  tbe 
first  convenient  opporlnnity  have  one  at  least  of  the  best  answers  to  each  question  read 
before  the  class.  If  any  pnpil  has  made  a  verj'  glaring  mistake,  or  has  failed  entirely 
to  answer  a  question,  require  him  to  write  the  answer  after  this  review,  and  if  you  are 
not  satisfied  with  the  result,  have  him  to  write  it  again  and  again  till  you  are  satialied.

If  the  clan  is  youngs  and  not  aoctistotned  to  written  examinaticms,  it  would  be  weU  t^ 
have  the  whole  paper  re-written  by  all  but  those  who  made  75  per  oewL  or  up  wards  of 
the  maximum  number  of  marks.  Finally,  it  would  be  of  great  iierrice  to  the  pupQs  for 
the  teacher  to  write  on  the  blackboard  (and  Jet  tbe  pupils  copy  them),  getting  all  pottible 
asBiBtance  from  the  class  in  ao  doing,  perfect  auHwei^  to  the  whole  aeries  of  questioQa. 

Thia,  then,  Mr,  Premdent  and  teachers,  is  a  brief  outline  of  what,  in  my  opinioa, 
may  be  accomplished  by  means  of  the  written  examination.  All  the  aubjecta  of  the 
course,  one  at  a  time,  would  be  brought  frequently  under  written  review,  and  tlnu 
•tamped  indelibly  on  the  pupils'  minds.  There  would  be  no  haphazard,  indefiniie^ 
alipshod  teaching.  No  pupil  would  be  discouraged  by  being  placed  in  a  grmde  in 
advance  of  his  attainments.  Each  pupil,  while  working  well  within  his  powers,  would 
be  stimutated  to  do  his  l>est  at  all  time^  ;  thus  his  school  life  would  be  pleasant^  sad 
his  future  usefulness  as  a  citizen  would  Ije  assured. 
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ADDRESS  BY  THE  PRESIDENT,  11  C.  FOSTER,  M.  A. 

When  your  Executive  Committee  requested  me  to  address  you  on  this  oocaaiott,.. 

my  first  impulse  Mas  to  decline,  both  because  any  ability  I  may  have  does  not  lie  in 
the  direction  of  making  addreeses,  and  because  I  thought  that,  busy  as  I  would  be, 
eapecially  at  this  season  of  the  year,  I  would  l>e  unable  to  pre|>are  an  address  worthy  lo 
be  delivL'red  before  such  a  large  and  intelligent  body  of  ttachers  as  is  here  assembled. 
But,  redecting  that  it  was  the  duty  of  each  member  of  this  Institute  to  do  his  best  when 
called  upon,  and  that  every  earnest  teacher  ought  to  have  some  helpful  or  cheering  j 
words  to  speak  to  earnest  fellow* teachers,  I  consented,  and  thourjht  I  could  not  do 
better  than  to  direct  your  attention  for  a  few  minutes  to  tbe  teacher  himself,  and  how 
his  status  in  the  oommunity  may  be  improved. 

We  talk  miichj  both  in  Educational  Institutes  and  elsewhere,  of  the  imi>ortance  ol , 
school  curricida,  of  rurnituro  and  app*aratns,  of  methods  ot  teaching  this  or  thatsubjecty  i 
and  we  do  well.     These  are,  indeed,  imjx>rtant  subjects  of  discussion  ;  all  these  are  well 
worthy  our  umat  earntist  and  careful  conbideratioii.      But  when  will   the  public,  when  i 
will  even  ovir  teachers  themselves  awake  to  a  complete  realization  of  the  fact  that  it  is  ; 
the  teacher  who  is  the  supremely  important  faclor  in  education,  that  without  him  it 
his  best  any  educational  system  must  be  a  failure,  and  that  the  supreme  eJfort  of  ill 
intt^rested  in  education  should  be  to  produce,  to  retain  and    to    sypi>ort,   under  ood- 
ditions,  the  most  favonvble  for  the  full  exercise  of  his  powers,  that  functionary  to  wlnmi 
is  entrusted  the  dean^st  interests  of  the  conimtmity^ — the  public  school  teacher. 

That  we  in  New  BrunHWtck  ai-e  not  yet  fully  alive  to  this  fundamental  fact  is  hat  * 
too  well  attesU^b     When  the  skilled  educator  of  youth  is  rewarded  by  a  salary  less  than  J 


the  wages  of  a  horse  trainer,  surely  it  would  be  superfluous  to  enter  into  an  elaborate 
argument  to  prove  that  the  teacher's  office  bas  not  yet  been  unduly  niagnitied. 

And  yet,  apt  as  we  doubtless  are  to  take  a  jx^ssiniistic  view  of  the  situation,  it  must 
be  admitted  that  there  has  been  substtintial  advance  in  the  teacher's  status. 

From  the  old-time  school-master  who  **  boarded  'round/'  and  whose  chief  profes- 
sional qualification  was  an  instinctive  knowledge  of  the  weak  points  of  a  poor  ui-ehiii's 
defenaive  armor,  to  the  average  school  master  of  to-day,  meagte  as  we  are  sometimes 
dts|)0$ed  to  think  his  professional  equipment^  is  a  far  cry  indeed  and  the  poor  anti- 
quated female,  who  presided  over  the  dame-school  of  our  boyhood,  presents  a  sharp 
contrast  to  the  **  sweet  ^irl  graduates "  which  our  Normal  School  is  turning  out  so 
rapidly  to-day. 

Seeing,  then,  that  the  interests  of  education  are  so  intimately  bound  up  in  the 
teachers,  the  consideration  of  the  best  methods  of  ohtniniiig  and  retaining  a  more  and 
more  efficient  class  of  teachers  becomes  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment,  not  only  to  the 
teachers  themaelvea,  but  to  all  interested  in  the  further  advancement  of  education  in 
the  Province. 

What,  then,  may  be  hopefully  attempted  for  the  elevation  of  the  teacher,  not  from 
selfish  considerations  alone,  but  beeause  we  perceive  that  this  is  the  only  possible  means 
of  building  up  really  excellent  educational  intsitutious  in  our  midst? 

First,  there  must  be  created  a  steady  demand  for  really  ffood  teachers —  teachers 
who  have  proved  their  excellence  by  years  of  successful  educational  work.  There  is  no 
test  of  a  conipetent  teacher  but  this  of  experience.  Can  a  teacher  teach  ^eM  ?  Yes, 
if  he  has  done  it,  and  not  otlierwise.  *'  But,"  says  one,  **  he  has  an  excellent  knowledge 
of  the  subjects  to  be  taught/'  Good  ;  but  that  is  no  certificate  that  he  can  teach  ane 
of  them,  "The  lesson  he  gave  at  Normal  School/*  urges  another,"  **  was  really  of  a 
very  high  order,"  Rubbish  !  What  necessary  connection  has  that  with  what  he  will 
do  in  his  own  school  ?     The  fact  is,  there  is  an  art  as  well  as  a  science!  of  teaching,  ajid 

I    this  is  only  to  be  learned  by  long  and  laborious  practice  in  teaching. 
It  does  not  need  high  j>owers  of  observation  to  percei\'e  that  in  some  cases  little  or 
no  discrimination  is  made  Wtween  competent  and  Lncompetrnt  teachers.     Indeed,  the 

»tiseless,  indolent  teacher  is  often  much  more  popular  than  the  painstaking,  energetic 
one,  because  by  merely  allowing  things  to  drift,  and  hj  the  judicious  use  of  a  little 
flattery  now  and  then,  every bo4ly  —  trustees,  parents  and  pupils  —  are  kept  in  very 
good  humour  with  themselves,  and  therefore  with  the  teacher;  while  one  who  has 
attempted  to  root  up  any  old  abuses  will  have  long  since  discovered  that  however  neces- 
sary it  may  have  been,  it  certainly  did  not  tend  to  make  him  inordinately  popular. 

We  complain  about  low  salaries,  and  there  is  much  reason  to  do  so,  but  there  are 
Home  teachent  who  receive  ten  times  as  much  salary  as  they  deserve,  not  that  their 
salaries  are  large,  but  that  an  incompetent  teacher  is  dear  at  any  price,  or  no  price. 

What  we  want  first,  is  not  so  much  larger  salaries  as  an  c'quitable  distribution  of 
the  money  already  paid  for  this  service.  When  a  teacher  has  proved  that  he  can  do 
excellent  work  in  any  school  or  department,  his  services  ought  to  be  recognized  by  a 
liberal  salary  —  a  salary  commensurate  with  the  work  he  does^ —  while  the  salary  of  the 
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incompetent  teacher  sbould*  be  reduced  below  tlie  starving  jxjmt,  or  better  still,  tliere 
should  ht*  no  demand  at  all  for  bis  services.  This  vonld,  of  coui-se,  necessitate  some 
method  of  judging  of  the  teachers'  work.  Is  it  too  much  to  hop4>  that  before  matjy 
yeai^  it  niny  becomo  the  general  practice  fnr  Trustees  to  avail  themselves  of  the  infor- 
mation to  be  obtained  at  the  Educational  Department  from  the  Reports  of  the  Inspect^ 
ors  and  from  other  reliable  sources,  m  regard  to  the  tjualifications,  and  especially  the 
ejtperience  and  success  of  those  they  are  about  to  employ  as  teachers. 

Truateee,  reflecting,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  more  or  less  the  sentiment  of  the  com- 
munity, too  often  appoint  to  important  positions  teachers  having  no  experience  or 
ability,  not  realizing  the  great  evil  they  do  or,  hoping  with  foolish  optimism,  that  in 
some  way  everything  would  work  together  for  good,  and  letting  a  few  dollars  diffei-enoe 
in  salaiy,  or  some  petty  ]>nvate  consideration  outweigh  the  public  benefit. 

This  want  of  diacrimimition  in  the  payment  and  selection  of  teachers  is  the  result 
of  false  notions  in  regard  to  the  object  of  education  and  the  necessary  qualifications  of 
the  true  teacher  What  parent  ever  consulted  you  as  to  whether  his  child  s  facultiei 
were  being  properly  and  harm  on  ion  sly  developed?  or  whether  he  was  increasing  in 
mental  find  moral  power  ?  Not  one^  C  will  venture.  What  he  wanted  to  know  ww 
whether  his  child  was  titted  to  go  into  a  store  or  bank  or  to  matriculate  at  Nomml 
School  or  College.  The  ordinary  idea  is  even  among  men  Tvho  ought  to  know*  better 
that  there  is  no  science  or  art  of  teaching,  and  that  a  few  months'  attendance  at  a 
Normal  School  will  make  a  teacher.     Thus  the  teacher  is  held  in  no  esteem. 

Before  the  teacher  can  hope  to  make  much  iidvance  these  false  notions  mnst  be 
comhatted  in  every  i>ossihle  way  :  by  the  teacher  himself  in  the  community  in  which  he 
labors,  by  frequent  public  educational  meetings  in  which  correct  ideas  on  these  nrntters 
should  be  disseniinated.  But  while  these  things  have  an  important  bearing  upon  the 
teacher «  status,  a  very  little  consideration  brings  home  the  thought  to  us  that  **  the 
fault  is  not  so  much  in  our  stars  an  in  ourselves  tliat  we  are  underlings."  It  i&  by 
elevating  the  teacher  himself^  increasing  his  scholarship,  enlarging  his  profesaional 
knowledge^  and  strengthening  his  moral  principles—  that  most  can  be  done  to  advance 
him  in  the  estimation  of  the  community-  True  respect  can  be  had  only  on  condition 
of  being  respectable.  As  to  morality,  I  believe  teachers  need  not  fear  comparison  with 
any  other  profession,  even  the  clergy.  Of  the  graver  moral  offences,  they  appear  to  be 
singularly  free.  I  would  that  1  could  believe  that  their  earnestness  and  devotion  to 
their  duties  w^ere  always  as  deserving  of  praise.  The  temptation  is  to  look  upon  teach* 
ing  merely  as  a  means  of  winning  a  livelihood,  and  to  give  to  the  work  only  that 
amount  of  time  and  ellbrt  wrhich  is  absolutely  necessary  to  save  appearances.  Tliis 
feverish  unrest  among  teachers — this  moving  from  place  to  place — the  attitude 
of  many  teachers  towards  their  work»  looking  upcm  it  as  a  necessaiy  evil  —  do  not  all 
these  things  indicate  that  high  ideals  are  lacking,  or  at  least  lost  sight  of.  A  Utile 
contemplation  of  the  immenhe  responsibilities  of  our  positiona  as  teachers,  that  to  us 
is  entrusted  the  shapings  to  a  very  large  extent,  of  the  lives  of  our  pupils,  ought  surely 
to  nerve  ua  to  rise  to  the  height  of  our  opportunities,  and  to  put  ovir  wdiole  strength 
and  heart  into  a  work  upon  which  hang  such  momentous  issues.     Such  eamestne^  aa 


this  will  always  eommfintl  res[)ect»  even  from  those  who  fail  to  appreciate  it  at  its 
proper  value. 

But  what  of  the  teacher's  scholarshii*  aiul  profeBsional  knowledge?  Are  they  all 
that  conld  be  deMiretl  ?     Is  our  standard  high  enough  ? 

I  note  with  pleasure  that  the  Board  of  Education  has  apparently  adopted  the 
policy  of  slowly  hut  surely  increasiDg  the  reqiiirements  for  the  various  classes  of 
lioenaes  and  making  the  examinations  more  practical  and  real  tests  of  scholarship, 
(IHQstrations :)  Another  wise  step  in  the  same  direction  was  taken  when  licenses 
of  the  Third  Class  were  made  tenable  for  only  three  years.  Let  us  hope  that  the 
Boarti  may  continue  to  act  along  the  same  lines  in  the  future,  nnd  soon  reduce  the 
terms  for  such  licenses  to  two  years  at  least. 

But  let  no  yoting  teacher  think  that  he  knows  all  that  is  necessary,  when  he  has 
left  Normal  School  ev«ii  with  a  First  Class  license,  either  of  the  subjects  which  he  has 
to  teach  or  of  how  to  teach  them.  No  one  need  flatter  himstdf  that  he  knows  a  subject 
thoroughly  until  he  has  taught  it  and  answered  the  ciuesttons  on  it  which  proper  teac;li' 
ing  will  elicit  from  an  intelligent  class.  He  will,  haply,  discover,  before  he  gets 
through,  that  his  knowledge  of  the  subject  is  not  so  profound  as  he  imagined.  And  as 
to  professional  knowledge,  if  his  Normal  School  course  has  been  very  successful  indeed, 
he  has  only  found  out  how  and  what  to  study.  In  a  word^  the  successfu!  teacher  must 
be  a  student.  He  must  be  familiar  wtth  the  current  literature  of  the  day,  so  oa  to  be 
abreast  of  the  times.  Further  he  should  have  hi^i  favorite  subject  —  Litemture  or 
Science  —  his  hobby,  which  it  should  l>e  his  ambition  to  ride  better  than  anyone  else. 
And  finally,  he  should  be  reading  the  best  educational  worka  In  line  with  his  teach- 
ing, as  well  IIS  doing  the  best  teaching  in  line  with  his  reading.  His  most  serious 
studies  should  be  in  line  with  his  profession  :  Studies  in  Physiology  and  HygienCt  for 
is  he  not  resj^ionsihle  for  th<*  physical  well-being  of  his  pupils?  Studies  in  Mental  and 
Moral  Philosophy »  for  tiu*  nrtiHcer  must  know  the  nature  of  the  uiaterial  in  which  he 
would  work  successfully.  Studies  in  the  History  and  Science  of  Tcjiching  —  including 
the  biographies  of  great  teachers,  —  for  shall  not  the  teacher  add  to  his  own  exi>eriencBt 
the  experience  of  the  past  ? 

But  he  must  not  be  satistied  with  the  experience  of  the  prist  alone.  He  ruust 
search  magazines  and  periodicals  for  new  discoveries  in  educational  methods,  for  all  the 
bright  nuggets  of  truth  have  not  yet  been  brought  to  light,  and  some  that  we  thought 
valuable,  are,  I  fear,  but  **  foola  "  gold. 

And  her^j,  as  in  all  his  reading,  he  should  remember  Bacon's  advice,  ''  Head  not  to 
l>elie\'e  or  t*ike  for  granted,  but  to  weigli  and  consider."  What  may  be  a  sound  edu- 
cational maxim  in  regaixl  to  one  subject,  may  prove  a  pernicious  error  when,  by 
ihoughtless  or  unskilful  pei-aons,  it  is  applied  to  another.  I  remember  a  high  educational 
authority  once  advancing  the  idea  that  it  would  not  he  wise  for  a  teacher  to  dwell  upon 
a  proposition  in  Geometry  until  it  was  perfectly  mastered,  but  that  he  should  ]>aHS  on 
to  the  following  ones  80  as  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  his  class.  Although  by  no  means 
a  high  educational  authority,  I  had  had  some  experience  in  teaching  that  subject,  and  I 
venture  to  absolutely   disbelieve  any  such  atatement.      The  method  advanced   was, 
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iloubtless,  for  obvious  reasons^  correct  when  applied  to  the  teaching  of  Reading,  but  in 
Geoiiietry  it  was  ahsurtU  Therefore,  titke  nothing  upon  mere  authority,  however  higl, 
but  bring  everything  to  the  touchstone  of  your  own  reason  and  experience,  and  accept 
or  reject  it  according  to  the  result  of  the  tetst. 

liut  of  all  a  teacliers  studies,  the  most  constant  and  eager  of  all  should  V»c  the 
study  of  the  child  at  first  hand.  Aided  by  hia  reading  in  physiology,  psychology  aai 
ethics,  he  should  be  ever  watching  the  workings  and  development  of  the  bodies,  tuiiidb 
ind  moral  sense  of  the  pupils  under  his  charge  and  allowing  the  chikl  to  teach  him  ho* 
;  teach.  Of  teachers  it  must  be  especially  true,  if  they  would  advance  towards  [ler- 
"fection  in  their  art,  "  a  little  child  shall  lead  theni/'  Noi*  are  these  the  only  raeatis  tv 
which  a  teacher  may  gather  aid  and  enthusiasm  in  his  work,  and  protit  by  the 
cx[»eiience  of  his  fellow  teachers.  Perhaps,  most  of  all  is  he  helped  and  inspired  by 
educatiomd  meetings  such  as  this  I  am  addressing.  Illustrative  lessons  will  furnish 
him  with  hints  as  to  methods  of  teaching,  papers  nnd  discussions  will  kindle  enthusia«ui, 
Hud  he  must  be  very  dull  indeed  if  he  does  not  go  back  to  hia  work  with  an  enlaipMl 
stock  of  ideas  and  a  determinatiun  to  put  them  into  practice  more  re^iitely  thaa 
ever  befoie. 

There  is  something  encouraging  and  inspinng,  too»  iu  thought  ocidarly  suggested 
to  each  by  such  a  meeting  as  this,  that  we  are  not  striving  single-handed  ;  that  iu  thi« 
Province  alone  we  are  marching  against  the  citiidels  of  ignorance  a  trained  and  dis-' 
cipiined  band  fifteen  hundred  strong. 

I  welcome  you,  then,  as  Pi'taident  uf  this  Association,  to  this  uieetiug,  to  all  tiie 
benefits  it  is  calculated  to  confer  u|)on  you^  and  e<[unlly  to  a11  the  res[ionsihiIities  whidi 
irH'UiberHhip  involvts.  It  is  your  n^cotlng,  and  will  be  exactly  what  you  mttke  it  'llie 
licnetits  you  will  derive  from  it  will  depend  largely  on  whether  you  have  been  thinking 
in  line  with  tlie  subjects  to  la^  discussed,  and  what  part  you  take  in  die  discussions. 

Tfio  attitude  of  the  true  teacher  shoulil  \m  that  of  the  poor  clerk  of  Oxen  ford,  who, 
from  his  extren*e  poverty,  uuist,  J  think,  have  been  a  fourteenth  century  teaciier, 
Chaucer  thus  titiscribes  him,  *'  And  glaiUy  woidd  he  learn  and  gladly  tt^ach.*'  Truth  is 
many-sidedj  and  every  earnest  student  gets  at  Itjawt  a  glimpse  of  one  side.  It  is  most 
inkpurtant  that  that  as|a^ct  sliould  be  set  forth.  All  liave  some  Uadtimj  to  do  here  as 
well  as  learuing.  I  trust  that  all,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen^  youTig  teachers  and  old, 
will  freely  t^ike  part  in  the  discussions,  so  that  the  sessiona  of  the  Institute  way  be 
enjoyable  and  productive  of  much  good. 


Were  we  ao  Beverely  i>ra<?tical  that  we  rpqiiired  only  sucli  footl  as  would  satisfy 
tht*  strict  laws  of  hygieiM%  without  even  coumiltiiif,'  the  palate;  thnt  \vp  ilemantVil  only 
such  flothiiig  as  won  1*1  shelter  our  hodiea  on  these  **  hleak  CaDatHan  filains,"  without 
atiy  regard  to  faahionj  blending  of  coIo»-b  or  variety  of  material ;  were  we  to  do  away 
with  all  pleasuroR  and  luxnries  of  every  sort,  then,  assuredly,  we  might  demand  that 
nothing  sliould  he  taught  in  our  schools  lieyond  the  thiee  RV'h. 

Jitjt  if,  on  the  other  linnd,  we  are  justified  in  Tnakitig  life  not  only  l»earal>Ie,  hut 
enjoyable^  or  if,  as  we  lirndy  believe,  it  is  the  duty  of  all  to  brighten  the  corner  of  the 
world  in  whieb  be  or  she  may  Wi  placed  ;  then,  by  nil  means,  let  the  education  of  the 
chibi  from  the  lowest  grades  be  cairied  forward  wilh  ttie  vi(:?w  of  making  him  a  licing 
not  jueit  above  the  level  of  the  brute,  but  only  a  little  lower  than  the  angels.  And  this 
idea  is  by  no  means  neglected*  More  than  half  of  tbe  work  now  done  in  our  Bchools 
has  this  end  in  view. 

Children  are  taught  to  love  nature  as  never  before.  Entbtisiastic  teachers  are 
putting  forth  greater  ellVjrts  to  stimulate  in  their  pupils  a  love  for  the  study  of  Plant 
Life.  The  same  is  being  done  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  teaching  of  Mineralogy  and 
Animal  Life. 

While  it  is  to  be  hopwl  that  these  may  yet  1»6  taught  even  more  extensively  and 
more  eifectively,  it  is  also  to  be  desired  that  one  mom  subject  may  receive  due  attention, 
and  that  subject  forms  the  title  of  this  paper, 

Now,  we  do  not  mean  to  insist  that  its  claims  are  stronger  than  all  others  ;  that  it 
is  the  most  important  thing  in  all  the  curricidufu  (as  writers  of  papers  often  do  in  regard 
to  their  subjects).  It  is  not.  But  it  is  claimed  that  with  the  above  end  and  aim  of 
education  upfjermost  in  the  minds  of  teachers  it  wiU,  with  less  exertion,  give  greater 
And  more  lasting  results  than  any  other.  Algebra  and  rfcometry  fade  japidly  from 
^tlie  mind,  althotigh  the  mental  training  remains.  This  is  luie  of  other  subjects  also, 
for  the  pupils  have  no  means  to  keep  them  fresh  in  their  minds. 

But  it  is  not  so  with  astronomy.  In  the  lirst  place  every  Ixjy  or  giil  loves  the 
wonderful.  That  is  one  reason  why  all  dejmrtments  of  science  can  be  so  successfully 
taught.  Now  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  anything  more  marvellous  than  some  of  the 
easily  acquired  and  easily  tiiugbt  facts  of  astronomy.  Not  only  is  the  wonderful  deeply 
impressed  on  the  menioiy,  but  natuie  herself  reviews  the  lessons  every  evening  when  — 
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**  Silently,  one  by  one,  in  the  lulijute  jiR-sidrnvs  of  Ht^rtven, 
BloBsom  the  lovely  8tnr«  ;  the  forget-ine-iioU  of  the  annuls/" 
f 
f'rdiHppy  he,  who  hjis  to  travel  by  nighty  and  who  .sees  not  the  l>eauty  of  the  heavens 

which  "  deckre  the  glory  of  (Jod,"  thinks  not  of  the  patient  Btruggles  and  final  triumphs 


of  Galileo,  Kepler,  Nnvvtoii  and  otlieis  j  does  not  remember,  or  perhajis  never  learned 
the  wonderful  things  eonceraing  the  stai-s,  either  from  ancient  mythology  or  niod«ru 
notenoe  :  who  is  even  nimwHre  of  the  presence  of  —

the  trouble.     Yon  Wgan  at  the  wrong  place.     Something  more  interesting  should  be 
given  first.     It  is  difficult,  indeed,  with  only  the  help  given  in  the  Geography,  to  makB  j

NOW,    AS   TO    A    BEOTKNINO. 

Do  not  frii^hten  the  pupils  by  using  some  long  word  like  astronomy  or  com 
tions,  but  begin  in  a  way  calculated  to  excite  interest.     There  are  dozens  of  st 
points.     When,  for  instance,  they  are  all  reading  "  Charles*  wain  came  out  above  the 
tall  J  white  chimney  tops,-'  or  **  Lands  for  which  the  Southern  Cross  hangs  its  orlned 
fires  on   high,"  lead  them   to   the  fuct  that  they  already  know  the  former  going  Viy  a 
difierent  name  ;  that  the  latter  is  not  seen  in  this  country. 

They  will  evince  some  interest  when  told  that  some  stars  are  seen  only  in  the 
Northern  regions  and  others  only  in  Southern  countries ;  that  tlie  hi  ightest  one  of  alt 
is  seen  here  i  and  the  second  brightest  only  in  the  South.  And  they  will  show  mon* 
interest  yet  when  told  that  stars  shine  in  the  daytime  as  well  as  at  night  ;  that  they 
can  l>e  seen  even  at  noon  by  going  clown  a  very  deep,  empty  well  or  mine  and  looking 
upward  ;  that  some  stars  are  variable  in  brightness,  some  of  different  ooloi-a^  and  some 
even  occasionally  change  color  ;  that  shooting  stars  are  not  Btai-s  at  alb  m>t  anything 
like  them  in  size,  motions  or  distance  from  the  earth  ;  that  the  larger  stiirs  have  ha<l 
names  attached  to  them,  and  strange  stories  since  ancient  times,  that  they  ara  distant 
suns,  some  far  larger  than  our  own. 

Of  course  you  will  not  tell  all  these  fetcts  at  once,  but  if  you  impart  a  few  and 
promise  more  on  Fridtiy  afternoon,  yon  will  proljably  be  reminded  of  your  promise. 

And  when  Friday  comcs^ — wliat  then  1  Well,  begin  by  testing  their  knowledge 
of  what  you  have  aheady  told  them*  Find  out  if  they  know,  or  hrtve  read  anything 
more  on  the  suhjeet.  Where  to  begin  is  easily  determined  hy  what  they  know,  or 
rather  what  they  do  not  know.  Before  describing  brietly  the  solar  system,  lead  theui 
to  the  fact  that  planets  are  far  difierent  from  stars ;  that  we  can  distinguish  the  difier* 
ence  with  the  naked  eye,  for  stjirs  twinkle  and  j*lanets  do  not.  If  one  or  more  of  the 
brilliant  planets  h  visible  at  the  time  do  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  locate  it  for  them.  They 
can  easily  do  it  for  themselves  by  the  above  rule.  Give  reasons  for  the  diffenonce; 
show  that  the  jilatiets  shine  b^  borrowed  light  —  in  factj^have  about  the  same  diffef^iq^, 
^  our  nvJon  ai>d  8^^, 
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In  mapping  out  the  heavens,  it  will  usually  l»e  convenient  to  liegin  at  the  Dipper, 
because  you  can  tbeo  utilize  some  knowled^je  on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 

But,  at  this  seasoii  of  the  year,  it  will  be  better  to  direct  attention  to  stars  *'  in 
tbe  East,"  Above  the  Eastern  horizon,  about  seven  o'clock,  and  about  half  way  up  the 
heavens — pardon  nie  for  not  using  Ruch  terras  as  altlt^ide,  decliiiation  and  nght 
asoension  —  will  be  seen  the  pretty  group  of  tiny  stare  c»lled  the  Pleiades,  well-known 
to  you  perchance,  but  not  to  many  of  your  pupils.  A  few  may  know  it  under  the 
name  of  **  The  Seven  SisttTs/'  Put  map  of  this  group  on  tbe  blackboard.  Write  the 
name  and  drill  on  the  s| jelling,  for  you  must  bave  your  lessons  mproducc^l  on  the  slate. 
If  maps  are  to  be  made  also  from  memory,  it  will  not  only  be  a  language  lesson,  but 
w^ill  cultivate  the  bahit  of  observation  and  memory  for  form. 

Little  more  may  be  said  of  this  group  beyond  the  fact's  which  the  pujnls  have 
already  gathered  ;  that  they  are  celebrated  for  the  mention  made  of  them  by  sacrofl 
writers  and  [K>et8  of  all  ages,  are  noticeable  as  a  pretty  little  gi"Oup,  and  that  the 
brightest  one,  Alcyone,  was  thought  by  a  few  a^itronomers  to  be  the  centre  of  the 
Stellar  World. 

Not  far  below  the  Pleiades  in  a  straight  line  are  the  Hyades,  the  rainy  Hyades,  as 
Virgil,  I  think,  calls  them.  This  is  a  V-shaped  cluster,  the  letter  lying  on  its  side  as 
it  rises.  Note  the  brilliant  Aldebaran.  This  group  is  a  j^art  of  Taurus,  a  constellation 
of  the  Zodiac 

About  twice  as  far  l>elow,  still  following  in  a  straight  line,  is  Orion,  famed  in 
scieuce  and  story  ;  for,  mythology  declaims,  Orion  was  a  mifjhty  hunter  and,  dyings  was 
given  a  place  in  the  ht^avens,  in  proof  of  which  be  may  still  be  sc*en  with  a  strtr  in  Ids 
right  shoulder,  anoUier  in  his  left  and  one  in  each  of  his  feet. 

Even  his  dog  is  not  forgot U-n  by  the  thoughtful  Jupiter. 

As  you  remember,  or  as  you  can  see  by  the  msp,  Orion  appears  when  rising  as  if 

on  his  side,  but  when  he  is  in  mid-heavens  one  can  almost  see  the  mighty    warrior 

standing  in  a  threatening  attitude. 

♦  *♦♦♦♦# 

The  three  stars  fonning  the  belt  are  of  second  magnitude,  and  are  sometimes  called 
*•  the  yardstick"  of  the  heavens.  The  two  blighter  ones  are  of  the  lirst  magnitude, 
The  lower  bright  one,  Kigel,  is  a  double  when  seen  throu^ib  a  telescope.  St:*rK  are  said 
to  be  double  when  they  are  so  closely  t^^geth^r  that  the  light  of  both  blends  and  enters 
the  eye  as  the  light  of  a  single  star.  There  are  al>out  6,000  such.  Hanging  a  little 
below  the  belt  is  a  line  of  faiul  stars,  called  the  sword  of  Orion.  A  telescopic  objeirt  of 
interest  in  this  sword  is  a  fnmona  nebula.  Nebube  are  clusters  of  stars  or  planets, 
invisible  to  the  unaided  eye^  or  app^earing  as  a  little  bright  cloud. 

lA'i^d  your  pupils  now  to  see  that  a  little  knowledge  of  the  stars  will  illuminate 
many  a  page  of  prose  and  many  a  line  of  j*oetry.  Direct  them  to  tind  by  the  next 
lesson  what  mention  is  made  of  the  above  conKtellations  in  ^'Locksley  Hall";  also  to 
look  up  that  heHutiful  verse  of  Job  :  **  Canst  thou  bind  the  sweet  influences  of  the 
Pleiadei^,  or  loose  the  hands  of  Orion  ?"'  Other  references  to  these  and  other  stars  and 
groupfi  of  stars  can  be  found  in  the  w*ri tings  of  every  poet 

I^eaving  Orion  awd  following  the  direction  of  the  belt  dowuwanl  we  come  to  th^

brightaat  fixed  star  of  the  whole  firmament,  for  Hirius,  the  l>og  Star  or  Nite  Star,  faidy 
lioils  with  light     This  is  the  only  object  of  interest  in  the  grou|>,  Canis  Major, 

Here  w©  have,  in  one  corner  of  the  heaver*s»  oaRily  distingiiishalileat  thisornetily 
any  time  of  the  year  (though,  of  com  fie,  nut  always  in  the  sanie  place),  four  of  the  mOA 
famous  coiietellatioiis- — the  aristocrats  of  the  sky. 

liet  us  turn  our  attention  again  to  tlip  Hyades*  Follow  the  tlirection  Dorthwanli 
of  the  nn|ier  artu.  At  quit*^  a  distance  we  €omt*  to  a  group  called  Auriga,  thr 
Charioteer,  the  >>rif;btest  of  whicJt  is  the  well-known  Capella.  It  is  the  only  very 
bright  or  fii«t  magnitude  star  in  the  Yicinity,  so  you  are  not  likely  t<>  be  miatiikeii. 
Vou  can  further  identify  it  by  an  isosceles  triangle  of  sniall  stars  nesr. 

Now  follow  the  lower  arm  of  the  same  V.  (or  Hyades),  and  we  come  directly  to  i 
blading  orli  which  will  cause  some  to  doubt  the  truth  of  tbe  statement  just  made  that 
HiriUs  is  the  brightest.  But  notice  first  the  difference  in  np|>parance.  This  n\%\ 
fihin^  with  ft  steady  light,  not  an  approach  to  a  twinkle.  It  must  then  be  a  pbnrt ; 
and  Hitius,  we  said,  was  a  fixed  star.  This  is  Jupiter^  the  lar^st  planet  of  the  «ol*r 
ay  stem,  many,  ruany  times  larger  than  our  I^^rth,  Just  now  is  a  favorable  time  for 
observing  its  motion  among  the  fixed  stars.  It  has  four  moons,  which  can  be  easily 
fifen  now  with  a  small  telescope  or  a  good  opera  glass.  Knowing  that  a  planet  has  four 
moons  is  an  astonishing  fact.     Seeing  them  is  almost  an  inspiration, 

Let  us  now  find  one  more  jdanet.  Starting  from  Jupiter  and  drawinp^  a  Hnf 
through  the  Pleiades,  producing  it  about  the  same  distance  beyond,  or  it  may  be  a  little 
more,  and  we  have  Mars.  Note  that  it  is  different  in  color  from  Jupiter.  Mars  is  i 
fiery  n^l,  as  hecoines  the  fiod  of  War.  The  difl^erence  in  color  is  more  «*asily  distin 
guished  by  the  aid  of  an  opera  glass.     This  planet  has  two  very  small  motms. 

It  is  nmch  smaller  than  the  earth »  but  appeai*s  at  the  present  tiu*e  nearly  as  large 
as  Jajtiter  un  account  ol  its  nearness,  T^et  pupils  note  its  proximity  to  other  stats, and 
observe  the  same,  night  aft^r  night,  for  a  few  weeks.  Tliey  will  observe  that  the  sur- 
rounding stars  keej*  the  same  relative  ix>sitions  with  each  other,  but  that  the  ]»laneta 
move  on  through  them. 

But  we  must  leave  our  brother  ]>lanet,  much  as  we  like  his  company.  Follow  now 
tlie  sume  line  that  led  to  it  and  we  find  two  lustrous  orbs.  These  are  the  Gemiui 
*'  The  Heavenly  Twins,"  praperly  so  called.  Tht*y  are  nauied  OsBtor  and  Pollux,  Th< 
arfi  nau^es  famous  in  mvtiiology.  Castor  and  Pol  hi  x  were  warrior  hmlht^rs.  Sainl 
Luke  tells  us  in  the  account  of  St,  Pauls  shipwreck  that  their  vessel  was  called  CastCN 
and  Pollux.  Castor,  the  upper  one  is  a  double,  and  the  whole  group  is  a  part 
the  Zodiac. 

Nearly  all  the  above  can  be  given  in  one  lesson.  When  another  Friday  afternoon 
comes  around  question  closely  on  what  you  taught.  Piequire  pupils  to  write  oul 
everything  l)efure  or  after  the  review  according  to  your  method. 

From  time  to  time  add  other  interesting  groupR  to  those  already  in  their  posssessioiL 
Get  an  opera  glass,  or,  perhaps,  some  pupil  can  furnish  one,  and  have  something  like  A 
night  session.  Do  not  try  to  teach  about  the  whole  heavens.  Do  not  always  wait  fof' 
(V  Friday  aiternoon  lor  a  second  or  third  lesson,     Enthusiasm  must  be  taken  at  th< 


tlood.  The  idea]  stticjent  is  always  ready  tor  inforuiation^  or  he  can  bide  hiB  time  ]  but 
I  be  average  st'hcx>l  boy  —  you  know  him. 

There  are  other  interesting  consteliationa  to  be  readily  found,  Lyra,  fair  overhead 
in  early  evening.  Its  brilliant  one,  Vega,  waa  the  Pole  Star  some  12,000  years  ago, 
and  will  lie  again  when  a  longer  |>eriod  has  elapsed.  It  is  a  donble,  but  a  finer  donbje 
is  found  in  the  sante  coiisteliatioiL  Notice  on  the  map  that  the  piin€jpal  stars  make 
an  eqmlateml  triangle  and  parallelogram.  Une  of  the  faint  stars  of  tfie  triangle 
(Lyriv)  can  bo  seen  by  the  rmked  eye  as  a  double  on  a  clt^ar  night,  but  an  opera  glass 
easily  divid€*a  it  in  two,  A  powerful  tek'seope  shows  each  to  consist  of  two,  so  that  it  is 
a  double  double.  These  four  are  Btrangely  related  to  one  another,  i^ach  pair  revolves 
aliout  nne  another,  and  the  two  pairs  about  a  common  centre.  Yon  can  easily  illus- 
trate by  dumb  hells. 

Find  the  CaBsioi>eia  (shaped  like  a  chair),  Corona  Borealis,  PerKcus  with  its  won- 
derful changing  star,  vVl  UuL,  **The  h>emon,''  which  clianges  visibly  in  the  course  of  a 
few  houi Si.  Not  only  does  **  one  star  ditfer  from  another  star  in  glory /^  but  the  same 
star  does  not  always  keep  its  glory.  More  wonderful  still  is  Myra,  not  far  away  in 
Oct  us.  Find  also  tln^  Sickle  in  Leo,  with  the  glowing  Hegulus  Spica  in  Virgo^  the  tiny 
Ah  Cor.  at  the  joint  of  the  Dipjier  handle.  Pupils  will  be  surprised  that  they  have 
not  noticed  it  before.  The  two  stars  in  the  end  of  the  Dipper  Handle  point  nearly  to 
Aictnrus,  mentioned  by  Job,  and  a  tine  bright  star  he  is. 

[>jr.  (Jood  further  illustrated  methods  of  giving  pupils  clear  conceptions  of  the 
Zoiliac  and  Ecli[>tic,  by  means  of  cards  or  diugranis  ronjid  the  walls  of  the  room,
